REMARKS on Dr. JOHMSON’s ESSAY on EPITAPHS. 


*TPHE work now about to be confider- 
*■ ed, is not the firlt this author Has 
given the public, to ihcw that man 
rnay be an excellent writer, and a inoft 
milcrablc cntic. His Eiluy upon Epi¬ 
taphs lays down rules for monumental* 
inferiptions; a Yperies of writing which we 
will venture to lay ought not to ijll un¬ 
der the laws of cnLc ilm. If ncnlLnfe, as 
the poet 1'ays, is »*loqucncc in Ic'v. , it ought 
to be far mote lb in gr '■/ — Zjts d'futerio 
Jit pudt r aut modus? lay s one of the bell 
of ciiries. 

It let ms never to have occurred to this 
author, that exprefiions of grief are to 
be confined to no rules ; that they differ 
according to the habit, temperament, and 
complexion of the party : foine are calm 
and l'edatc, otheis vehement and plaintive : 
but a true critic, who, wc think, is but a 
learned man of i'cnl'e, will always confi¬ 
de!* the effect which an epitaph has upon 
his own feelings. This Effayilt upon 
Epitaphs fays, that they feeni entitled to 
more than common regard. “ Nature 
and reafon (fays he) have dictated to eve¬ 
ry nation, that, to preleive good actions 
from oblivion, is both the intereft and 
duty of mankind; anti therefore we nnd 
no people acquainted with the nlc of let¬ 
ters, that omitted to grave the tombs of 
their heroes and wife men with panegy¬ 
rical infciiptions.” Panegyrical mfcrip- 
tions upon tombs, or at lrait the general 
ufeof them, is, we apprehend, of a modern 
date, when compared to the remote anti¬ 
quity in which monumental inlcription* 
came in uie p and we believe this author 
can produce few or none preceding the 
Auguftan age. Had he con lulled Aldus, 
Tanutius, and other writers, who aie con- 
verfant in Greek and Roman inferiptions, 
he would have perceived how frugal the 
ancients weie of panegyric in their epi¬ 
taphs. Even thole of fathers or mothers 
upon their children Vere confined to the 
following fentiment, which we find in 
Cato Major: “ Cujus a me corpus ere- 
matum eft t quod contra decuit ab illo 
meum : the meaning of which is. The 
father performed thole duties for the fon, 
Yol .

Patron of Arts, and judge of Nature 


<( The firft diftich of this epitaph, fay* 
our author, contains a kind of informa¬ 
tion which few would want, that the mat* 
for whom the tomb was creeled, died.** 
We can fcarccly believe our own eyeji in 
reading luch an oblcrvaticn upon two 
lines fo unexceptionable in their lentiment 
as well as compofition, that they may be 
juftified by the example of every good 
poet, fioin the days of Homer to thole of 
Pope. It would be offering even an in- 
fult to any liberal underftanding to bring 
quotations in their vindicat.on, as tt^y 
occur in almoft every clafiic page. “ What 
is meant by judge of Nature (lays our 
author) is not ealy to lay. Nature is‘ 
not tlie obje«5l of human judgment, for it 
is vain to judge where we cannot alter*. 
If by Nature is meant what is commonly* 
called Natl re by the critics, a juft repre* 
fentation of things really exiliing, and 
actions really performed. Nature cannot 
be properly oppoled to Art \ Natm^be- 
ing, in this fenfe, only the bed effect of 
Art." 

This criticifin puts m in mind of a very 
merry device, invented by the piofouncl 
authoi of a tluce-half-penny book com¬ 
monly called the did l'» Guide :

We perhaps ought to make an apology 
for the length of this article; but its ob¬ 
ject cairics a great deal of fail in litera¬ 
ture, and being a forge hulk, required, in 
the nautical phrafe, a good deal of drub¬ 
bing* 
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V laft memoir of our Literary Society 
concluded with the mention of Tom 
Triplet’s promife that Dr. Omi^ion, not- 
withllanding the rage with which he had 
Jett us, would certainly attend our next 
meeting ; at which time we might expert 
Tome curious crilicifm on the verfes Whit It 
Triplet had put in his hand as a tianlki- 
tion tiom the Greek by William C.ix- 
ton, the father ot Knglifti piinlcis. Ac¬ 
cordingly, on 111^ entering the loom laft 
night, 1 not only found Dr. Omicron 
i'.Mted at the head of the table, hut alio a 
ft ranger with lnm, of a \ <.iv gioltTque ap¬ 
pearance. Hr was tall, bony, and veiv 
thin. Jlis ever, which wire quick, anti 
bvirawd much dilcontent and fupcit llious 
contempt, wck moltlv fixed on ilw table, 
and his countenance was i;m.likably 
Ihaip.md long. In lhort, he appealed 
to me a* a man who h .d foiniid fcingumc 
sxp< <Hation*>, founded on lus idea of his 
own merit j ami having experienced no¬ 
thing. but dil.ippoinrmcnts, had become 
inoiolc, felt-conceited, and out of humour 
with all mankind. For tine ii is, there 
arc people in the world who confute thcin- 
lMvcs undei the molt nioriifving proofs 
lii.tt the public look upon tncii abihtics 
»:i the molt contemptible light, by height¬ 
ening their ideas of their own impor¬ 
tance, accomplished gtmus, and extenfiv^ 
avqiiiietucnls ; vh°> in return forthene- 
pie d with which they are treated, lament 
ami pity, fioin their very hearts, the ig¬ 
norance and frivolous diipolition of this 
degenerated age. Nor was I wrong in 
my conjectures. Dr. Omirron, who fat 
next me, informed me in a whifper, that 
the ftrangcr. Dr. Delta, was a profound 
Grecian ; and one of the belt, though 
tnoft unfortunate, fclioolmafters in the 
kingdom ; that ^\c had deviled a mode for 
children to acquire the learned languages 
vaftly fuperior to the common method, 
one principal part of which was, that 
fchooiboys fhould be obliged to deep in 
the day-time, and toftudy in the night, ac¬ 
cording to the practice of the mod emi¬ 
nent ot^he learned of all ages. “ And the 
advantages of this mode, added he, are 
* fell-evident. In the day-time a-fhoufand 
various objefls engage the attention of 
youth, and of the aged too. Even a her¬ 
mitage has a thou fa nd things to call off 
our attention in the day-time > the lowing 


and bleating of cattle, the Tinging of 
birds, the tiling and Jetting fun, theva~ 
nous appearances? of the clouds, and the 
natuial anxiety we have about the wea¬ 
ther, all combine to takeoff even the her¬ 
mit’s attention fiom lludy : and how 
much inoie l*o 11111ft d>c the dillrn£ling ob- 
jerts which iuirouff.l the man wlio is 
obliged to live in aiity, unlei's he has the 
\viiiIoan and pm-*vnceto llecp by day, and 
devote tiie night to the lludy of the Greek 
and other ancient languages the nichnr* 
that bleit fralbn"—By this time Dr. 
Omicrou, who had begun in a whif¬ 
per to me, had railed his voice fo loud, 
that the loom was all attention to him— 

“ The night, laid lie, that blclt i'eafojTfor 
ftnd\, when ..11 nanne is Jerene and lo- 
lvinn, and hastily one innudmg object to 
ilivoit the mind from its lcanu d puriuifs ! 
Hail, iacied Night* Well did the wife 
Athenians give thy iblemn bird as the 
fymbol of wifdom ! And what man was 
ever admired fci his k.unmg who did not 
lludy by night ? Imprefed hy thcle 
confiderations and gieat examples, my 
fiicml Dr. Delta, hcie prelenr, conceived 
the idea of inllituting night-fchools for 
mltruilion in the dailies * but .alas ! he 
has fallen in evil thivs. Though he has a 
tiicd this excellent method in various 
parts of the kingdom, the ignorance and 
prejudiced ftupidify of mothers and mai- 
denaunts, aye, and of many fathers too, 
have conftantly defeated his noble inten¬ 
tions ; and, poor man, he now employs 
his midnight hours in correcting the prefs 
for bookl’ellers.” “ Aye, aye,Dr.Omicroii, 
lays Dr. Delta, this is a barbarous and 
fjol's age. It has no relifti tor iblid loarra* 
ing j hut this is to me a melancholy fub- 
jcil : do let us confole ourfelves with 
youi criticilmon that admirable little copy 
of verfes in the black, letter, which you 
ihewed me on your kind vilit the other 
night The verfes, indeed, laid Dr. 

Oinicron, have great meiit: they luve 
the genuine ami elegant limplicity of He- 
fiod and Theocritus ; but after ttie medi¬ 
tation of fevcral nights, I cannot as yet 
determine which of the Greek poets they 
belong to. And it is much to be lament¬ 
ed that the original Greek cannot be 
t'ifcovered, and is perhaps tofally loft 
Ho .vbeit, I am convinced, by interna* 
evidence, that it is a tiaullatiun from th 
C a. Greek 
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"Greek ; (hough a. learned friend obje£led 
tome, that Wijliam Caxton neithtr un- 
derttood Greek nor Latin, but tranftated 
wholly fiom the French ; and was with¬ 
al lb ignorant of the lublpne fi&ions 
of the ancient poets, that he fancier tlie 
Entid, which he tranftated from a French 
veilion, was a true hiftory. But why, I 
replied, might not one Frenchman tran- 
llate a feftival hymn Sr long irom the 
Gieek, as well as another the Eneid from 
the Latin, fiom both of which Caxton 
was free to borrow ? But the vcrlcs will 
i'peak for ihunl'elvcjj they are as fol- 
Jow ;

Della Riviere Manley \va* con- 
ettntei in the year 1701; with one 
JVfrs. Mary Thompfon, a young woman 
who had been kept by a g* ntleman of the 
name of PhealUnt, of Upwoo I, m Htm- 
tmgdonflure, and then dccealed, in prefe- 
cutmg a fuit in Doflois Commons, on 
tte pait of Mis. Thompfon, as the widow 
of Mr. Phraftnt $ the object of the Ant be¬ 
ing to etl iblifh her right of dower out of 
Mr. Pheaiant's efiates, which were about 
1500I. a year. It appears on the evi¬ 
dence, which is of 1 ecord in Do6toi s Com - 
inoiis, that fylr«. Manley and Mis. 
Thompfon were jointly concerned in the 
jprolcrction, and that ftir was to have had 
pbol. per annum for htr l.ft, if it hatl iuc- 
f&d. They had procured one Edmund 
tilth, a very infAnious fe llow, and then a 
Ijpritoner in the Flat, to loigc .1 marriage 
jfntry in the icg’.ftci at a chinch in Al- 
* ^lfgaie-ftivct, which was fupported by

'T’HE Muficians of the prince Fdterhafi, 
having had fome dil’agreement with 
the officers ol hir houfiiold, offered to quit 
his fcrvice, which was accepted, from a 
perfuaiion that they would foon change 
their humour.

that of Egypt. The fubii M of thefe Let¬ 
ter*, therefore, is alone lulficicnt to 
render them in rerefling to a curious and 
intelligent reader : wherever the author 
i-* fr.ccifsful in his arguments and illus¬ 
trations, his Letters bicomc itill more in- 
teierting ; and whoever he fails in thefe, 
rime is then a larger fitld open for mi- 
jiuti attention, for pertinent obl'crvaiions, 
and fur ti'cntUy cot re, Lefts. But a dif- 
putatici’s rcpoiter of fa£ts mult expert, 
and indted ought, fbme<ime or other, to 
meet with jealous ciitics : it is highly fit 
and pi oper that it lhould be i'o; left, in 
many impoitant calc*, the public flu.uld 
be put off with wild coiijc£tmes inltead 
of iober truth. However, as ir is impof- 
fible to divert oiuklvcs, at all times, of 
fufpitions, fo neither can we lay afide a 
Ariel regard to truth and jurtice. We

4< alinort tenrinates thcthiity-fccond dc- 
44 gree of latitude:** but of this we h.uc 
our doubts, for reafons jthat will aftci- 
wards appear “ Its greatest breadth, 
fays our author, is iixty-cight leagues, 
drawing a light line from the ruins of Pc- 
luia to the Tower of the Arabs, former¬ 
ly called Tapoliiis.'* r J'his country' is 
divided into Upper and Lower Egypt j 
the foimer of which begins at Sienna, 
and ends at Grand Cairo, no great dis¬ 
tance fioin the anc.ent Memphis. There 
are two chains of mountains which take 
their 1 iie from the laft caunaft of the 
Nile : their direction is fiom louth to 
north, until they icach the latitude of 
Cairo, where llparating to the right and 
left, one of them take* the diredion of 
Mount Colzoum, on the cart, and the 
other terminates # in banks of lands negr 
to Alexandria, towards the welt. “ Be-y.

the (pace of two hundred leagues. It 
is, lays Mr. S a vary, in this celebrated 
valley, that mankind fiift lighted the 
torch of the i'ciences, whole radiance 
di(Tilling irfelf over Greece, has fuc- 
ccflively illuminated the rclt of the 
world." This laft lenience is Ihotr, 
but it (terns to sontain a great number 
of errors. It fuppofes Upper Egypt to 
have been the leal of lciencc before Lower 
Egypt j it luppofes Upper Egypt to have 
given birth to the (lienees $ it fuppofes 
that Greece, vwth rcipeft to time, wife 
the fccond nation in lcicnce and arts ; it 
fuppofes that the rclt of the world, Egypt 
excepted, borrowed 1'ctnccs, and arts, 
and tiidr knowledge from Greece ! Did 
Grecian ailifK iaiit* Babylon, a^d cany 
it to the higbclt pitch of magnificence ? 
VTeic they/ Grecian architects who built 
the palaces of great Nine, eh ? or, were 
not thele cities railed before a town was 
known even in Egypt ? Did Ecbatana 
owe its grandeur to the Greeks ? or, were 
Damafcus or Pei (enolis founded by Gre¬ 
cian ariilK ? Dili thole mighty kingdoms 
borrow their legiftation and principles of 
government from Grecian lawgivers ? 
Surely not. Had our author,onthis (ubjcCl^ 
confultcd Strabq, one ol his moll faithful 
guides, he would have told him* that the 
Greeks knew nothing of the Eaftern na¬ 
tions but a very little while before the Per- 
fian wars : that neither Babylon, Nineveh, 
Ecbatana, nor the Syrian or Aflyi ian em¬ 
pires were fo much as known even to 
the travelling Honui. 

,€ Lower Egypt, fays Mr. Savaiy, 
comprehends all that country between 
Cairo, the Meditcirancan, the Illhmus of 
Suez, and Lyhia. To this immenfe coun¬ 
try the Greeks gave the name of Delta. 
It is formed by the two branches of the 
Nile, which feparating below Cairo, fall 
into the lea 5 the one near Damietta, on 
the eaft ; the other near Rofetta, pn the 
weft/* Here let it be dbferved, that in 
former times the Pclufiack branch of the 
r'^Nile flowed into the fea, aimed as far to 
the eaft of Damietta, as the diltance be¬ 
tween Damietta and Roietta; and that the 
branch which now empties itfelf into the 
fca below Damietta, was, in the days of 
Herodotus* the middle ftream of the Nile, 


which flowed on in nearly a ftrait line, 
through the midlt of the Delta. Hence 
this ifland, the moll fertile in the world, 
has loft much of its extent ; fince it'was 
formerly bounded by Canopa and Pelu- 
(ium/* 

Our author next endeavours to prove, 
that the whole of the Delta originally 
formed a great rnilpli; that the (ca 
bathed the feet orthole mountains where 
the Pyramids now Hand ; and that the 
whole of the Ddta is 3 modern country, 
lately railed into exTftencc, when com¬ 
pared with Upper Egypt. We (hall not, 
here at 1 :ait, enter into any difpute how- 
far She Delta originally was or was not a 
deep gulph 5 while we mean iult to review, 
one by one, the arguments 11 fed by our 
author on this occaiion, merely that the 
candid reader may have an opportunity of 
judging what degrees of credit areduj^to 
Mr. Savary, as a philolhphical Hiftorian. 
Thus he proceeds ; (C Now, that you have 
a general idea of Egypt, Sir, fix your 
attention on that rich country, and 
purliie the revolutions it has undergone* 
Beyond thole times of which hillory 
his prelexvrd us any epoch, a people 
defeeuded liom the mountains near the 
catarafts, into the valley which is over¬ 
flowed by the N* le : it was then an impe- 
netrable 11101 a Is, covered with canes and 
‘ reeds.*’ Thati*, it wc put this paflage 
into plain Englilh, a people,- or whole 
times the world ncvei hc.ud, of whole 
Oi’.gin no one can tell, defeended, but 
when in) mortal ever knew, from the 
mountains ncai the cataracts, into the 
valley whidi is overflowed by the Nile, 
all hough the valley was then an bnpent- 
troblc moral's. The reader will be plcaf-» 
ed to obferve, that all this, as well as the 
following paiagraph, mud be underftoed 
of Upper Egypt. 44 Many years elaps¬ 
ed be tore they thought of cultivating’* 
their native plants. Ncccllity awakened 
their induftry. — Ofiris taught men, who 
were at that time cannibals, to feed on 
the fruits of the earth in (lead of human 
flclh. Ills, the fame with Ceres, taught 
them to cultivate corn, and were deviled 
to the rank of deities." Now we * have 
no reafon to believe that the Egyptians 
were ever cannibals : no one argument, 
or proof, is lb much as offered, to lhew 
that the firit Egyptians fed on human 
flefh ; we have no evidence of any kind 
to fupport us in maintaining* that they 
ever viewed Ofiris in this light, -or eonfi- 
dered Ifis as the fame with Ceres. Nei¬ 
ther the Egyptians, nor arty of the great 
ancient nations in the Eaft, were ever 
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fvch rude* baibitians, even in the infancy 
oftheirftaus. Theie reafon* are lutTici- 
ent to \ indicate us, in refilling our cmdit 
to Inch chi!ili(h talcs. Hut wc (hall foqp 
leap "into an highly cultivated plain, 
■which lpringe up at once from a deep 
gulph, accompanied with lcligion and 
fews. “ Wlulft the people of Upper 
«< Egypt, fays Mr. Savary, were cr.nti nil-

that the ancient Egyptians had a much 
better piofpeffc of acquiring the foil they 
v/ilhed for in Lvbia, vhcrc the Nile then 
rolled along its fj.uitfv.1 breams, than by 
turning the cnoimons weight of its wa¬ 
tei s i r, to a d» t p and barren gulph. But 
there is no icl'dring f:Tt • : tacts are v hat 
wewant; not fa£*s brycud ;hofe times 
of which hilhny has prderved us any 
recount; for thcyaic v h:\u\cr lh« wriur 
or (in cafe cf any difluencc) whatever 
the 1 cade* plcafcs. 

Mr. Savory tificuK to l’nppcit his whole 
fydem 1>\ the ami hunt y of Herodotus 5 
and thenfore, on this creation, quotes 
that ancient Guckinfi.rh :* maimer as 
belt fuit- his pm.pole: but ve ihail fol¬ 
low the language ol’ the \ enviable hifto- 
nan. Speaking of th« pi a lib, he tlrtis 
continues the difcomic s “ Mounter

mcr explains the woi ! ifo$, whm lie itys 
of the youth Smioimis, He- feii as a tall 
poplai, which had pi own up, t> eiat/satri 
ftecty in a grafiy pail 0/ u great ts>a,Jh, 
or fen. II. Jib. iv. \u. 483. licit 
both the- Delta and Uppci Egypt, even as 
far as to the province of Thebes, arc all 
defcribid under one warn, as he ii.g the 
fame ground, eoniiiting ot the fame kind 
of foil, capable of trees and plants, ca¬ 
pable of improvement from the hands of 
men in the days of Menes. No intima¬ 
tion is given that the Deha was ever an 
jfland : nor do we iuppofe that it had then 
the lcaft appealancc of an iflar.d ; or that 
any part of th« Delta was at tiiat time 
fcpaiatc from the land of Upper Egypt. 
For Herodotus thus expreiles himlelf 
afterwards ; “ The pricks fay that Menes 
“ the firft king of Egypt joined it and 
€t Memphis by a bridge; or (as the 
** plu ale may be rendered) defended 
“ Memphis by mounds* b or the whole 
f‘ river flowed along by Mount Pfam- 
** mins towards JLyJua: but Menes 
?* higher up, as far as an hundred (fades 
» <c from Memphis, by banking up to- 
t( wards the fouih the turning of. the river, 
“ dried up its ancient channel; and the 
€t river, thus directed in its couric, 
V flpwed along between the mountains : 
ff and even now by tfcs Persians the 


*t 

<* turning of the Nile, whirii flows on in at 
4t retrained courfe, is defended by ltrong 
“ barriers, be>ng banked up with annual 
mounds ; which if the river (hoiild 
*< 4 *rcak through, it would overflow 
lt that, paif, and all Memphis would be 
*• in danger of being covered with tht 
tl vvat«. rs.'' Herodotus adds, that this 
Menes, after he had turned the courfe pf 
the river, built Memphis within the 
ancient bed of tlyv-Nik*. bib. ii. c. 99. 

1U re we have a decided tedifnony, that 
according to the ancient Tgyptians them- 
Hives, the king of I 7 ^}^ who turned tht 
courfe of the ri\cr, did not throw' the 
norm011s weight nt its waters into a deep 
rVh but rallied ilium along the fame 
kind of ground with that w'heie the turn¬ 
ing of the liver was fliftmadc: that the 
Delta vas r.ot an tCand, nor ever hadtbp 
appearance ct an iiland, till tliu Nile was 
inti cubic ed into it, and guided through 
various channels into all pails of i^by 
the (kill and hand* of nun : and that tile 
Delta, whatever inn cafe of foil it might 
xert ive from the Nile, yet was not origi¬ 
nally a gift of the ii\«r ; though it was 
brought into a ll.-'.e ed* high culmation 
by means of i:llwains. Hence it is 
obvious, as indeed iwiy rational person 
mud pcicuve, that the Delta was culti¬ 
vated . nd managed in 1 .eh a manner sis 
was fuited to the puipolc, pitvioufly to 
the in: 1 c<du£iion ol the Nile; and that 
this fcitiie plain was under cultivation 
even before M» mphis wps built. Hence 
all’o we fee the teuton why Ivlofes never 
calls any of the flreams of the Delta o- 
therwife than r jur, which fignifies a canal, 
or pafTage for water formed by the hands 
of men : in the piuiaJ Jariem , canals: 
and the moft eminent dream, in his time, 
is only dillinguiihed by the name of 
Hrieir, that is. The Canal , by way pf 
emphafls. There were no itrearns or 
blanches of the Nile in the Delta, w bofc 
courfe was not originally fanned by tbs 
hands 'of men: and to this we fuppotfe 
the prophet alludes, above an hundred 
years befoie Herodotus was. born, when 
lie thus dcfci ibes tlie pride of the Pharaohs 
faying, “ My river is mine own, and I 
<€ have made it for myfeliY* This river 
had not, as our author fut>poies, its name 
from Nileus, one of the fucceflors of 
Manes: for |he term Nehel, whence 
Nilus , fignifist a ftr<am of water that 
forms ilfelf a bed in its courle, and it 
often applied to torrents. But in the 
Delta every bed of water was formed by the 
hands of metM hAe therefore it ceaied to 
be Nthel ; iyumc therefore in ancient

times was ncttgjvcn to any ft ream in the 
Delta, but only to the river all above 
fhe divition. 

But our author alledges the namc % of 
Herodotus, in order to (hew the time 
when the Delta wasin its infancy ; thus; 

In the time of Morris, who lived five 
«* hundred yc :rs before the Tiojan war, 

•* the Delta then appealed in its in fane -. 

* 4 Her. jp. 41. Kuteip," We cannot lely 
vpon this gentleman's Tftaoiitior.s. Htro- 
dotus thus Ipe^ks : “ Moreover tile priefts 
44 lay, that nnd^f king Mvxis, warn the 
* 4 river came to th^ei* ah cubit, at kaft, 

* 4 it watered that pail cm Egypt which 1% 
* 4 below Memphis : and Myns hud not 
• 4 been dead nine hur.divd years \^h^.n 
44 I beard thefe things from the pi lefts.” 
Herodotus was born four years before the 
expedition of Xerxes into Greece : if then 
we count horn the year of the battle of 
Salamis, which was near 3470 of the 
wdTld, when Herodotus was quire a child, 
we cannot be confident! ns taking any 
advantage, (incc this mull \ c ftvcaal years 
before Herodotus was in Egypt. From 
3470 dedud 900, and wc axe brought 
back to the year 2 570 of the world, which 
was near the il tight Jr of Eglon by Ehud, 
who thtn Judged Can we lay that 

the Delta was then in its infancy ? Study 
not. But Mr. Savary alledges another 
proof from Strabo ; thus *. 44 Eight cu- 
44 bits was then lv.»nci**i\t to ovciflow it, 
44 in all its extent. Boats parted oyer it 
44 from one extremity to the other; and 
44 its towns, bunt on artificial elevations, 
44 relcniblcd the illnnds of the JEgcnn 
fea. Strabo, lib. 17.'* But fifteen 
cubits it f *.ms weie nectlTai*y to produce 
the fit me etf fcts in the days of Heiodotus. 
Wi l'carcc know how to follow oui very 
aj&ve and ingenious author. This len¬ 
ience, 44 Eight cubits was then fufRcicnt 
44 toovesflow it m all its extent,” is taken 
Jrom the fir it part of the foregoing paf- 
ngf, which we ha*fre aheady quoted out 
of Herodouts : Thtfc arc none of Strabo's 
words, nor ought they to have been placed 
to his account.' * And betides, the piicfts 
did not tell Heiodotus,. that eight cubits 
in the days of Myns was iuiHcient to 
overflow tiie Delta, in all its extent* that 
is, from J*e!ufHlm ’to Canopa, together 
with two dayt^oiSmey into the country, 
00 each tide: n<fi not ‘They only fhid, 
that when the Wer'cante to the eighth 
cubit, it watered ^hat jpart of Egypt 
which is below Memphis There is no¬ 
thing in their language that implies any 
fiieh extent t and yet, ?f*’it>Jb£cVhnplic<iit # 
this would not have prove&khe Delta to 


he then in its infancy : it would only 
have fhewn what degrees of rife in the 
river were needfary to water the adjacent 
lands, at that time. 

Mr. Savary had no right to apply thefe 
phralts, Bran pafflrd over it from one 
exlr< mi tv to the othrr , and it< towns built 
on artificial rlegations* See. to the time 
of Myns . For Strabo, in that paflf.ige, 
drops not cnc fyilable about the days of 
Myris, or the (late of the Delta in hUVeign : 
he only fiys what its appearance was in 
his own times • and thus expretifes him- 
fclf: 44 Many different cuts through the 
44 whole lflaud of the Delta have formed 
44 many channels, fo that the whole is 
44 navigable.—In the overflowings of the 
44 Nile all is covered and appears as a fea, 
ti except their habitation* ; ami thefe being 
44 placed on native hillocks, or mouiuk, 

44 # as well memorable cities as village 0 , 
44 give to the tight at a diftancc the ap- 
44 pearanceot ill.inds.” lie applies none 
of tlulc things to the days or Myris, 
nor could our author have any right 
whatever to make inch an application. 

In calculating the degrees of rife in the 
Nile necvffary to the product ion of plen¬ 
ty, Mi. Savary entangles hunlelf j paitly 
by overlooking the didcrcnt extent of the 
Delta, at different times; partly by not con- 
fidcring that different degrees of rife in 
thc i iver, \\ ould equally ovei flow the lands, 
juft as the Egyptians thought fit, by 
nutans of their canals, and mounds, and 
refer voir s ; partly, by confuting the dif¬ 
ferent terms of hiftorians, underftanding 
more til in they lbmetimcs laid ; and 
partly, by confounding the cubit of one 
nation with that of another. Hence the 
- different degrees of rife, at dilfereni times, 
feem to our author much greater than 
they really were. This will appear ob¬ 
vious, by comparing his remarks with He¬ 
rodotus, and the more accurate langu?g$ 
of Strabo. In the time of Myris, fay* 
Mr. Savary, 44 eight cubits was fum- 
44 cient to overflow it in all its extent.** 


This, as we have (hewn, is much more 
than the hiftorian a (Verts : and betides, he 


does not ufe a term that figniftes to over- 
flow* 44 When Herodotus, fays our au¬ 
thor, vilited Egypt, fifteen cubits were 
nece/Tiry to cover all the Lower Egypt 
but the Nile the* overflowed the coun 
try for the fpace of two days journey, 
to the right and left of the Delta. ” That 
is, as the hiftorian himfelf exprefles it $ 
44 The Nile, when it overflows, goes not 
44 oniv over the Deita, but alfo the coun- 


44 try wht h is called LybUn, and alio 
44 over tome parts of Arabia, and that oil 
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u each fide, to the extent .of two days 
€i journey, more or Id's." So that in his 
days, the Nile perhaps overflowed near 
four times a greater quantity of ground 
than it did in the reign of JViyiis. «« Un- 
“ der the Roman empire," lays Mr. 
Savory, u lixiccn cubits pioduced the 
** fame effects." Wc/hculd have won¬ 
dered veiy much if they had n;t. But 
let us hear Strabo, a much better guide, 
who thus writes i “ For the couniiy, 
4< from iN natui.il giowtli, yields much 
“ fiuits; and being well watered, ttiil 
“ more : and the greater the inc*caie of 
“ the liver, fiom its natiual /wiling, 
i( the mote land it waieis ; yet Ihill and 
** proper management w 11 veiy often 
(t 1‘uccml, when t?»e riatmal rife of the 
“ rue:* tails; lbth.il as much i.md /hali 
<c be vv.iteie'.i by lmaliei macules of the 
u Nile, as is wattled b) laigcrones, and 
11 that through the a d ot canals anc^ 
mounds. Before the lime of Petro- 
<( nius, th« ie was thru the gicatdtabtind- 
tc ante, when the Nile came up to the 
“ fourteenth cubit j but if it role to the 
“ c gluh onl), tin it* was p-\ j t feMraty : 
“ but winlc he \v a s p»tf rt o?et the 
“ countiy, although the N »• ivvcutd up 
4t only to ihc twelfth cuh t, there was 
i( vet the gicatclt abimd.a.e e ; and whin 
“ it ibmuinies leached only to the 
“ eighth, no one pacav.d any wain." 
(Stiabo, lib. 17. p. 5.J2 ) Whue new 
uic ourauihm’s lixtvcn c.ilnts, undci the 
Roman empire ? Wo have it lieu: as a 
tad, that under the govamnentof Pctio- 
mus, twelve cubns afforded I he great eft 
abundance : we have it lme Hated as a 
known thing, th&t:n. much hind was c f- 
teii w.tiiui by final lea mcrc.dts of the 
Nile as by larger ones ; and th.*t the quan¬ 
tity of giound overflowed, and flu con- 
icqucnt futility, wcic not to be uaaiiued 
by the nuinbei of cubits which tlni liver 
iwejitd to, but by the Ihill and manage¬ 
ment of the people, 01 by the cure and 
attention of thtir governors : and we have 
here fuifii ient evidence, that although the 
rifj of eight cubits only hud been attended 
with gieat icarchy, yet, even under Pe- 
tronius, from the life of eight'cubits 
only, by picper management, no one 
perceived any want. Nothing can be 
drawn fiom the valuations of the fwclling 
of the Nile, m favour of ah at hypotheii*, 
which makes the Delta originally a veiy 
fmall i/Und, aiifing, by dcgices, out of 
a deep guiph of the lea. Fioin what we 
hnd on itcord, the overflowings ef the 
Nile, in the time of Strabo, gave the 
Delta a greater appearance «f being in its 
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infancy, than its inundations ever did 
in the ieign of Myris : ant? there ieeni* 
to have been no /uch extent of naviga¬ 
tion within the Delta during the lime of 
that king, as intbedays of Strabo. The 
\eiy unjult application of Strabo's def- 
ciquion to the reign of Myris, may b« 
coniideicd as a proof that we are right. 
The woids of Sltabo would dot have 
be\ n wicitcd in that manner, had xhey • 
not been thought fu it able to the purpose. 
In fltort, it is our opinioi., that if the 
Delta were as well cultivated, and the 
f.unc number of cham^la^mounds, and 
lcfeivoirs as well managed as foimeily* 
the Nflc would even now overflow the 
countiy to as large an extent as in the 
days of Herodotus $ anil lhat thirteen os* 
fourteen cubits rife, accompanied with 
tiie fame diligence and /kill, would pro¬ 
duce neaily ;vs great an abundance asun¬ 
der the government of Pitiomus. It is 
in Iced ailowed, that the Ddti may hayp 
bet n railed by the ronflant inundations of 
tile isver, yei the bottom of eveiy chan¬ 
nel mud iuiely have been railed jn pro¬ 
portion : and be!ides, the Egyptians knew 
hsw to make the channels inallowcr, if 
lcquned. 

ileiodolus advanced an opinion of his 
own, tint mob of thoic pails of Egypt 
to winch the Gucians faded, weie *d- 
r verttit,oxs ton.*. Egyptians, and a gift 
of the jiver ; b„iaiilc ths plains wiiidi 
lie between the mountains beyond 
Memphis, firmed to him to have been a 
bay rf the fii: hence be concluded tint 
the Della uid not always ex ill. 

• coiinc, Herodotus thought that Upper 
limit have been inh.jhiitd long bcrorc 
Dower Kuypt i for, accoiuing to his 
cued, the fu it nations fprang out of the 
ground, which was fiilt culled by their 
iiu name. 'Phis thought, that Upper 
Egypt mufthave been inhabited long be¬ 
fore Lower Egypt, ch lined Mr. Sava- 
ry above all othei.s j and ibi the lake of 
it, he loit himlelf m a deep gulph, far 
beyond thole times of : ch lnltory has 
pi'vJ’crvcd us any ep-.ch • Let us then, 
for the fake of atgv.im.nt, luppoic, that 
thole plains* weie once a bay of the fea, 
yet it will not follow, ih-L the reufonir.g 
and infoiences either cf Mr. Savary or 
Herodotus can have any foundation what¬ 
ever. # Onc tingle example’ will fuifici- 
cntly prove this. K.rodotus fay?, *• If 
we choie to folio .v the i'entiments cf the 
Romans conceniing Egypt, who fay, 
that the Delta only is Pjtypt — wc 

might then, following fuch a tradition, 
/hew that die Egyptians, at firit, had 
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no country: for indeed the Egyptians 
.•fbem'elvcS fay, and fo it appears to mo, 
that they found the Dclui irrijn on f or 
vsrijiground 5 awl in one word, that it is 
of late e-. at nee :—but I do not ftippbfc 
that tl.c Egyptian!* came into existence 
togtilicr with that place whirhp the Io»i- 
ans till the Deb a 5 but that they al¬ 
ways were, ever fiwcc*mu*n were; and 
that at the ground accumulated, many of 
then)indeed wait left.

The Piicits ii.ioimvd Iltio- 
dotus, that all Egypt, as f.u- as to the 
province of TLubcs, war. one ; and allb, 
that the ground was of the fame kind, 
not l'jpaiatcd > while the Nile flowed 
through the lands ot Lybia ; and that 
Mtr.es, the lint king ot tin Egyptians, 
turned the courfe of the liver. Hence 
it was divided into two Itiums Oi chan¬ 
nels, and thus the land "between became 
the Delta, and an ifl ind, which, hetoie 
that diviiion, had bten ur.'tid v.ith the 
land ibo\e the diviiion : 1 o that in t:iis 
iijiiJc imbed, the Delta did not always 
exiit : and it might alio he jullly ia*d, 
that the Egyptians, by whom the divi¬ 
sion of the in ei was made, cxilled befox? 
the Delta, liiice the wh^h was done by 
the hands of the Egyptian**. Now. al¬ 
though thfcDelta w *s» formed by ih< 'h v*- 
iion ot the river, yet it dots not follow, 
that it was cigij'i <’f the liver, hnev wh.it 
conftituted the Delta was iircxifteiicu L»e- 
gJ .fore any fuch diviiion was made ; 01 if 
we allow, what indeed is lcarcdy allow¬ 
able, that all the ground from the Ip. t 
where the Nile turned into Lybia, down 
to the holders ot me lea, had burn thrown 
up by the liver in a long cpuilz ot a; «.s ; 
yet it does not folios* 1 , that th:s giotnal 
was more aJ%;n:titio:u to the Egyptians 
than .the reft of Egypt, iince they found the 
fend all together in the fame date, and 
capable 1 f improvement : neither di*s it 
follow from any of the fbtefpmg cucum- 
fttfttCes, that the Pg/ptians inhabited Up¬ 
per E^vpt before they inhabited the D' Ita s 
nay*, the contrary is evident from' their 
•Wn testimony j fince the turning of the 
.¥? the" xivtr and the division of 


its ftreams were done by the Egyptians, 
under Menes, their hi lt king, with a view 
to the improvement of the Delta, and of 
advantage to their habitations : nay inoiej 
it is confefled that even Memphis was not! 
built till after theft* things were done. 
The tclV.niony of all antiquity is not to be 
let alide in favour of an idle and ground- 
lef3 fuppofition. Herodotus acknow¬ 
ledger., that the Iomans maintained that 
the D, only zv<x * F.gyJ't ; which is a de¬ 
ceive proof that they cuntidered the Del¬ 
ta hi It inhabited. The cities of A pis 
and JWbrr.i, filu.'ted on the borders of Ly* 
bia, once contended that they hail no re¬ 
lation to the Egyptians, becaufb they 
lived out of the Delta, ai*d could not agree 
to their cuftoms. A11 appeal was made 
to the oiacie of Ammon, and the god 
gave it ; gain if them : not, indeed, by 
denying the Delta to be the oiiginal 
Egypt : no ; but by laying properly, 
that Egypt comprehends all the country 
\ihii 4 i overfi w.d by the Nile j and 
th:»; they who Jxiuk. of the liver below 
Elephant is aie Egyptians. Here then 
wc He, ^ccouling to the ancient Egyp- 
tian< tlnmlHvcs, th .t the full parts nam¬ 
ed Egypt, wcictlu.

Indeed Moles ins bc- 
foit* ns no 01 her ancient Egypt but the 
D< ha. When we coiuid.ci that Heher, 
his ai’.edfoi, who nan.cd one of his ions 
in rdcicnce to the fbft divifion of na¬ 


tions, lived till after the death of Abra¬ 
ham, that is, till the twentieth y.arof 
Jacob’s age, wc can nave no re ion here 
to call in quell ion the account .of Mali 9 
as to the firft Egyptians; elpecially as 
we doubt not that the age of many 
Egyptians, dining ihdc tutus, was as 
fntouirtblc for the conveyance oi tiadi- 
tioiis containing the otigin of their coun¬ 
try, as that of his own anchors. 

We fliall take notice only of one Cir- 
cumilance mere* Mr* Savary, in order 
to ihew that the Delta has increafed in 
length as well as height, which position 
we lhall not controveit, alledges the au¬ 
thority of Homer in this manner s ie Ho- 
m6r, thut fublirrtfc painter of people m 4

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phi cal details 'are the mod precious mo- 
riuittents of that kind tranfmitied to us by 
antiquity, puts tliefc words into the

there is an iiland called Pharos. its 
didance from the ftiore is fuch, as that 
a veflel with a fair wind may make the 
pafTage in a day.'* And again : <f This

Jight of Egypt (IT £ 07 r*fciQt) and they calf 
it Pharos and that in the lalf clauib, 
the words of Homer run thus : “ He 
faid, and my heart was filled with grief, 
for this rcafon, bccaufe he ordeied me 
again to go through the gloomy lea into 
Egypt ; a long and difficult palVage.*' He 
fas*s not a woid here about the vail and 
tiormy lea that leparatcs the Pharos from 
the Egyptian continent, A late writer, 
well known for his pleafantry, fav*;~» 
** Strange that one and twenty miles fail¬ 


ing, for ’tis absolutely ito farther from 
Dover to Calais, Ihould give a man 
right*—I'll look into them.'* Now mte 
afle our travelling-readers whether, a* to 
the didance between thofc two placed* 
more can be faid of Dover than that it is 
within Ji^r fit of Calais ; or of Calais, th<ir 
that it is withi n faht of Dover ? And 
yet Mr. S a vary a Her ts, that the Phar&s 
was at lead twenty leagues frojn Egypt ; 
although Homer £iys that it was within 
Jtght of Egypt ! he therefor*, at mod, 
does not make it abojg* li ven leagues. 
Hem ft *s geographical details ceafe to be 
•picuious monuments, in the hands 1 of Mr, 
Savary ! Thrie are die realons why we 
durtl not give full credit to our author's 
account of the latitude of Cape Burlott* 
Wccan have no reliance upon his repre- 
fenutions of fails, where any hypotnefi* 
or fancy of his own is connc&cd. Had 
not fufftetent proof been given of this mat¬ 
ter, welliould have read nis volume* &itH 
much greater plcafure. We lincerely 
afk forgivenefs of our candid and learned 
readers, for having dwelt fo long on the 
firll lubjeil of thole letlcis. We might 
indeed have, at once, taken fuch Ipeci- 
mens as are feen in the public priHts ai¬ 
med every week, and thus have laved 
onrilIves fome labour. But that would 
not have been a proper difeharge of the 
otticc we have undertaken. Hoping, 
therefore, an ectfy pardon from the d»f-

The thigh of every Birmah, including 
the hip and knee, is of a jct-black j 
which has a \ery lingular appeal ance; 
and this mark they receive in their child¬ 
hood. ' It is made by the repeated appli¬ 
cation of an inftrument with a great num¬ 
ber of lharp points, placed dole togev 
N ther, (bmething like that ufed in carding 
wool, 'till the part is entirely covered 
with drops of blood# After this, they 
apply a liquid, of which galls is a prin¬ 
cipal ingiedient.

The lclult was favourable tp 
w the Knglifh fide ot the queftion : though I 
«in far from fuppoiing that this might 
,.;lWi be owing to prejudices, fuch as may 
/be expelled to operate natuially, infenfi- 
. bly, and forcibly, upon the mind of a 
peribn bom i» England. When I had 
■nearly convinced myftlf, that the weight 
%p£ argument greatly preponderated for us, 
trj proceeded to plan a fort cf hiflory of 
the controverty i.- Vll its ftriges, including 
what paired when the Knglifh declaratory 
was made in the reign of George the 
rft j apd I actually executed a rough 
i'Bctwh of this part of the defign, which I 
have in my pofleflion. But thi^was 
Hi fhwdl part of the object I had in view, 
mere introduction. The main part 
; the defign was to have exhibited the 
«&6ttdations of the claims of England 5 



as I have read or known to be fometime* 
advanced in the fupport of our preten- 
fions. I meant to nave arranged my 
p>oofs of a fubordin^tion, under the 
three great divifions of power executive! 
power Icgijlatlve-, and powci /W/V/Vr/. On 
the firft of thefe heads I fhould have par¬ 
ticularly considered, how the connection 
of our Kings grew wkh Ireland ; and 
how the government there was founded 
on a colony from England j which having 
beers begun in the reign of Henry the 
fecond, and being at firft rcltricled within 
narrow limits, gradually increaled, till 
what was called the Enqlrjh pale fpreacj 
over the whole iflaml ; by the final com¬ 
pletion of which enlargement, after vio¬ 
lent ftiuggles and various revolutions, 
the Englilhry and Iri/hry, in the re'gn of 
our James the firft, became confolidated 
ir^io one people, and quite aftotiated un¬ 
der one government. Here alio it would' 
have been a great ftrefs of the argument 
with me, that Ireland, by her own con- 
* feffion, and by the conftituticn as laid in 
the firft plantation of the colony there, 
and at jift finally aflented to by hcilelf* 
takes her executive power from England 
in perpetuity ; that is, agrees to accept 
for her king whoever for the time being 
(hall be king of England. On the ficond 
head I fhould have aflembicd all the in- 
ftanccs of an cxcrcife of lcgillative power 
by England over Ireland, by arranging 
them undqr various heads \ and I llioulft 
haveinfened much from thoft Englilh ftav 
tutes, under which many protcltants in 
frcland are underftood to iToIti their lands 
a^ainft the antient Irifh Roman Catholic 
proprietors, for tire lake of (hewing, that 
at lcaft the former could not confiftently 
deny the force of Englilh ftatutes" in Ire¬ 
land. With refpeft to the third head* I 
fhould have endcavourtd to have proved a 
fubordinaie judicature in Ireland from 
the infancy of the Knglifh colony there 5 
and more particularly, that an appellant 
- jurifdibUon over Ireland by writ of error 
had been uniformly excrcilcd immediately 
in the king's bench of England, and fi¬ 
nally in the Knglifh parliament, as tar 
back at leaft a<* the reign of Edward the 
firft. In rcfpebl aifo to the late com¬ 
mencement ol Knglifh apptllant jurifdie- 
tion, as exercifed^y the Englifh houfe of 
loids over Ireland in equity caufes, I 
fhould have explained, that it was. to be 
accounted for in a great meaftlrc, from 
the late sdjuftment of the appellant ju» 
rifdi£iion from our />wn courts having 
, original jurifdj&ion in eqiiity j it being 
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V*ell known, that the appellant jurifdic- 
tion of mir houfe of lords was quellioned 
by an Englilh houfe of commons, as 
lately as the reign of queen Anne. Hav¬ 
ing thus gone through the matter of faft 
as to the political connection binding Eng¬ 
land and Iieland together, I Ihould then 
have proceeded to (hew, that the fubor- 
dmation contended for had as fair a foun¬ 
dation as the molt admired governments 
in general have : namely* that however 
force and opprefllon might anciently have 
operated 5 yet finally the lubordin^tion 
of Ireland to England in a ccitain qua¬ 
lified way, was fan&ioned by the con- 
fent of thole over whom it is claimed 3

POLITICAL 

THE PRESENT PREMIER. 
AMONG the political photnomena of 
the prefent century, and certainly as 
the mott prominent feature which cha- 
railerifes the clofe of the year 1786, 
tnav be confidercd the poflemon of the 
firlt executive otiice in this complicated 
government, quietly retained by a youths 
who has already held thfc fituation above 
three years.—Perhaps no time has ever 
yet beheld fo lingular and unexampled 
a circumllance. 

Awkward and ungraceful in h'19 per- 
fon, cold and diltant in his manners, 
referved, and fometimes ftately in his 
deportment 3 Mr. Pitt is not formed to 
captivate mankind by the graces of ex¬ 
ternal figure or addreis. Diltinguiihed 
by no uncommon fenfibility to the at¬ 
tractions of women, it is not from that 
■ fex he can expc6l the enthufiattic flip- 
port, and more than mafeuline exertions, 
which his great political antagonift has 
repeatedly experienced on the moft trying 
occafions. Little attached to amufement 
or diflipation, whatever form it miy af- 
fume ; and even, when he unbends to 
convivial feftivity or relaxation, confined 
and private in its indulgence 3 his hours 
are dedicated to an afmoft unremitted 
application to the functions of his office,

gaining, by the mingled force of lan¬ 
guage and of convi£lion, a ready en¬ 
trance to the heart: Such is the preleut 
Minifter of th* Engliih people, and fuch 
is the impartial portrait ot his virtues, 
and his dcfe£l$ t 

Perhaps, a lefs rigid and unblemiihed 
G charailqr; 
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character': perhaps a left fparing and 
oeconomical lu Aenntendance, in Ibme cir- 
cumftaiH.es, of the public trcafurc, hoyv- 
t ever meritorious in itfelf: perhaps a 
greater degree of attention to the indivi¬ 
duals, upon whom refts the foundation of 
his own great nefs j and a portion of that 
venality (however the term may ftartle 
and atfright) which, in this democratical 
government, as in thaf^hf Rome, is un¬ 
fortunately too necefliiry to enable a great 
and good Minifter to retain a ftatioqof 
public utility : perhaps, I fay, a mixture 
of theft* ingredients, likepoilbns in phyfic, 
Tni^ht produce thc'hioft ialutary and bene¬ 
ficial cffetlb. Wc are not in the a^f. of* 
tlie Scipios, or even 1 fear of Cato. The 
IJvoman empire was not worthy of a Per- 
tinax, though it fubmitted to a Sc\crus, 
and the Praetorian guaids, accuftomed to 
fell the imperial dignity, knew no longer 
how to confer it as a voluntary donation 
, on fuperior virtue. The Minifter, who 
ufll maintain liis fttuation in this coun¬ 
try, mull condelcend, however reluctant¬ 
ly* to adopt the arts of government; 
arts become indifpenfihlc, and alike prac- 
tiled by a Clarendon or air Oxloid, by 
Walpole and by North. 

Mr. FOX. 

Not more liberally endowed by Na¬ 
ture with the graces of external figure, or 
with the elegance of manner and addrefs, 
than his rival Mr. £itt, he has yet an un¬ 
known and undefcribable ibmething, 
which pervades the darkne-fs of his com¬ 
plexion, and Ihrds a fort of luftre acrol's 
liis Saturnine features. Whether it can 
be termed a lmile, I will not venture to 
aflertj but it certainly has the cffecl up¬ 
on the heart, which l'milcs ait calculated 
to produce j that of infpiring confidence, 
•na exciting complacency, Delccndcd 
from a monarch diitinguifti^d by this pe¬ 
culiar and chara&eriftic excellence of face, 
he may perhaps claim an hereditary title 
to it. San to a nobleman, as much 
marked out by public obloquy and ac- 
cufation, whether juftly or unjuftiy ac¬ 
quired, as Lord Chatham was by general 
favour and admiration, he cannot look 
for protection to paternal virtues, or plead 
the patriot!fm and diiintereftcdiud's of the 
Houfeof Holland. 

- Unequalled in the arts of attaching 
mankind to his perfon and fortunes j •Hea¬ 
dy and fervent in his friendfhips 5 open 
and avowed in his enmities $ never aban¬ 
doning thofe, under any circumftances, to 
whom he is bound by political tics j he it 


ing, brought into the fen ate before he had 
attained to manhood, and joining a long 
experience to the natural vigour of ta»* 
lents } he may be conlidcred as confum- 
mate in all that detail of knowledge,, 
only to be acquired by an early initiation 
iftto the myfterics of a demociatical go¬ 
vernment. PolTefling powers of eloquence 
left copious and hrilliant, but perhaps 
more folid and logical than thofe of Mr, 
Pitt, he is equally formed t« captivate, to 
convince, and to iubdue. Skilled either to 
entrench hioifclf in almolt impregnable 
fafttieffes 5 or to carry the thunder of the 
war into the lines of the enemy, he can 
with the fame facility imitate Scipio, or 
Fabius : lie can adopt the Conl'ular dig¬ 
nity, or the Trihunitisn rage. Aban¬ 
doned in the rnoie early ftages ot his 
life to the frcri/y of play, and to all the 
diflipatious of youth and unlimited pro- 
fulion ; a portion of thofe dt fells and 
c/rors accompanies hU riper yeji;*, and 
ful lies the In Arc of hL endowments. So 
fnr from being like his move fortunate ri¬ 
val, indifferent to the company, or fu- 
peiior to the fclnndiihmems of women, 
Kir. F<*c docs not bluih to appear with 
the companion of his abftix hours in a 
phaeton in Hyde Paik, or in the firtt 
row* of a cicwcled theatre. Convivial 
in his natuie, and open to i'ocial pleafurcs, 
he confums his political triumph over 
the mind, by his private and perfonal con- 
quclt of the heart. Bold and decided 
even to tcmeiiiy in his conduct as a mi¬ 
ni ftcr, he is capable by turns, of aggi au¬ 
diting or of diminiftiing the power of the 
eCiown 5 and of juttifying by realons and 
arguments the moft plauiiblc meufurc, of 
whatever -nature, which he ftiall have 
lecn fit to adopt.—Generous and bene¬ 
ficent in his difpolition, placable and 
forgiving in his temper, his political en¬ 
mities extend not beyond the limits of 
a debate, or the walls of a Houfe of Com¬ 
mons. Equal to his antagonilt in all 
the fublime talents requiiiie for the go¬ 
vernment of an empire; fuperior to him 
in modern and polite knowledge; in an. 
acquaintance with Europe, its manners, 
its courts, and its languages 5 he is lus. 
inferior only in one requititc j an opi¬ 
nion o£ his public principle, generally 
diffufed among the people. When to this 
great and inherent defefl, is fuper-added 
the unqueftionable alienation of his Sove¬ 
reign, both to hit perfon and to his 
party we may lament, but we cannot be 
fujprifed, that abilities lb univerfal and 
fublime are left unemployed, and are

IS Majefly went in the ufiul (late to 
the I'ioufc of Pccis, and being fcated 
oil the Throne, Sir Francis Molincux, Knt. 
Gentleman Ufher of the Black Rod, being 
fent to acquaint the Commons, thai his Ma- 
jcfly commanded thrir attendance, the 
•Speaker and feveral Members came to tlie 
bir, when his Majeily made the following 
Speech : 

Alv Lords and Gentlemen. 

I HAVE particular (atisUi'iinn in ar, 
epiaintiug you, llyit fiiicc I lali inet you in 
Parliament, the tranquillity of Ei'iopc Ins 
remained uniiiieirupted, and that all foieign 
powers continue to rxpicis tlicir friendly 
difpohrioo to this count) \ . 

I have concluded a tna’v of navigatgui 
and comrncicc with the Moll Chrillian 
King, .1 copy of which fhal: be laid before 
you. I mull recommend it to yon, to take 
inch mra lures as you (ball judge proper for 
cariying it into rflrtl ; and f iiufl you will 
find thjt the proviljons contained in it aic 
calculated for the encouragement of indul- 
trv, and the retention o! lawful commerce 
in both count!irs, and, by piotnoting a be¬ 
neficial intcicourfe between our rrfpe£live 
luhp'fts, appear iikelv ro h> v c addition il 
pei injiiein.c to the blcfiings of peace. I 
fliall keep the fame falutary ohjrfls in vic.’.v, 
to the commercial arrangements l am nego¬ 
tiatin'* with other powets. 

I have alfo given direflions for laying 
before you a copy of the comcntion agreed 
upon between me and the Catholic King, 
for carrying into eiicdfc the fixtli article oi 
the lad treaty of peace. 

Gentlemen of the Ibuife of Commons, 

I have ordered the eOimaus for the pre- 
fent year to be bid before you, and I have 
the fuJJe/t reliance on your rcadinef* to make 
due provifion for the fcveral bunches of the 
public fervicc. 

The date of the re\enue will, I ain per- 
fuaded, continue (o engage your cnnftant 
attention, as being cHemiallv connected 
with the national credit, and the profpeiity 
and fairly of my dominions. 

My I.oids and Gentlemen, 

A plan has been formed, by my dirc&ion, 
for tranfpnrtmg a number of convids, in 
oidcr to remove the inconvenience which 
arofe from the crouded Rate of the gaols, in 
‘different parts of the ‘kingdom • and you 
will, I doubt not, take fuch further mea- 
fuics as may be neceflary for this purpnfe. 

I trull you will be able, in this frflion, to 
carry -into dfeft regulations for the cafe of 
the merchants, and for Amplifying the pub¬ 
lic accounts, in the various braar.chca of lht 
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revenue ; and I rely upon the uniform con* 
tinuance your exertion in purfuit of fuch 
objifls as may tend Hill further to improve 
the national refou^es, and ro promote v and 
confirm the welfare and happmefs of my 
people. 

fl r hen his Majefly retired, the following 
Peers took their refpeftive featt according 
to their new titles. ■■^frfflEes of Athol and 
Queenfherry; Lords Abcrcorn, Delaval, 
•llavflcefbury, and Stiffs Id. His Grace of 
rcor folk took the oaths and his feat before 
the King's arrival ; the Duke of Northum¬ 
berland was fwotn in after Lord Hawkef- 
bury.—This ceremony being performed* 
and the Peers being unrobed, the Chancel¬ 
lor firll, and the Cleik afterwards, read the 
Speech.

I ord Rochford then introduced his in¬ 
tended motion for an Add ref* to his Majef- 
ty* by apologizing to the lloufe for his pre- 
fummg the hi ft lime to trouble their Lord- 
lb ips But, although he felt his incapacity 
in fnch an undertaking, vet he trufted in the 
lo’-alrv and dutiful regard the Houfe entec- 
tnined for tl.e bell of Princes, that what he 
had to offer would meet a general concur- 
1 cure from every noble Lord prefenc. It 
was a tellimoiiy of gratitude for what his 
Majefly had been pleafed to communicate, 
syir] a congratulation on the late fortunate 
ch ape of his life. To this he was certain 
every noble Loid would iiiiaiiiinoufly con¬ 
tribute and it was the more peculiarly 
plcafing to undertake the motion he had to 
offer to their confederation, however unable 
he was to do the fubjc£l julliCc, as a con- 
feioufnefs in his own opiivon that it could 
not be oppofed, made hitn amb tious to 
offer his fentiments on the occafion. He 
did not mean to ptefs upon their Lordfhipt* 
time, and thcrclorc fhould fay hut i few 
words, merely to point out thofc particular 
paits of the .Speech which to him feerned 
mofl highly deferving the attention of Par¬ 
liament. The afTurauces of peace made by 
the different poweis of Europe, were mat-, 
tcis of infinite confequcncc to this country, 
which, whilft they refletted luftre on the 
care and attention of his Majefly and hi* 
Government, muft afford fatisfa&ion t# 
every perfon who had the welfare of hie 
country at heart. A treaty of commerce 
with France was an obje6l long defired by 
this kingdom ; and that treaty, it was now 
fignified to 11s, had been obtained. The 
merits or demerits of it did not however 
come at this moment under confederation ; 
that was to be a fubjelt of f uture difculfion, 
and well as he was inclined to think it 
G 2 highly 
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highly beneficial to England ; yet if he 
(houM be ever'induced to dflfer his humble 
opinion why he thought it fo, he confide red 
the prefent as a very improper day to ad¬ 
vance any thing which fhould wear the*ap- 
pearance of difeufling that point. His 
Lordfbip then adverted to the (late of the 
gaols all over the kingdom, andrfhought that 
there were peculiar thanks due to his Ma- 
jefty, for the plan intirftoicd of freeing the 
nation from the great number of eonvi£ls 
under fcntrnce of tranfpoitation. Thefe, 
with a pioper condolance on the deafh of 
the late Princcfs Amelia, were the heads of 
thfc Add refs otfcj^h he fhould take the 
liberty of moving, and he firmlv perfuaded 
himfclf it would pafs unanimoufly, and that 
no oppofition would aiife this evening to 
cad a (bade over the bright colours of 
loyalty. 

HOUSE of 
January 23.' 

HE Speaker having returned from the 
Houfe of Peers, declared the vacan¬ 
cies which had happened during the rcccfs ; 
and * after ten new Members had been 
fworn and feated, he repeated the Speech to 
the Houfe. 

Lord Compton, Member for Northamp¬ 
ton, rofc to move an Addrefs to his Majelly. 
He was (he faid) particularly happy, and he 
doubted not but eve ry Member in the Houfe 
was fo likewife, that the Speech held forth 
to them the mod plcadng profpc&s. The 
treaty of navigation and commerce which 
bis Majcdv had concluded with the Moil 
Chriftiun King mud give a heartfelt farsfar- 
tion to everv friend of his countiy. It' 
tended to the advancement of the interefts 
of the nvton by lucre* ling induftry and 
lawful commerce b* tween the fubjefts of 
I>o h kingdoms ; mid if the Hon. Houfe (of 
which he njM ruined m doubt} fan&tinucd 
It w;rh their apptob ition, it would be lay¬ 
ing a foundation f. t a pcrinamnt peace, by 
doing aw .1 y the »».iin»n«d jr j lou firs entertain¬ 
ed by each ra'.’on of the olhrr, and the vu|- 
|jar prejudices which had long fithhlled be¬ 
tween the individiialsof each country. The 
plan adopted by h*s Majelly for the tianf- 
j>omr-on of conviels, wjs a meafure which 
znud he all’o very agreeable to the commu¬ 
nity ; ir was a mcalurc abfolutcly M^cellary 
from the crowded date of the gaols of this 
kingdom, and would benefit the countiy by 
ridding it of fuch daring ofFendeis. H s 
JLordfhip then proceeded to move the Ad- 
tJrefs, which th>iiked his Majrilv ‘or his at¬ 
tention to the inirn Ps of h»s fuhjefls, end 
for his* unremitting exertions for the exten¬ 
sion r'f the imion^l commerce. It promifed 
that his Majelly*• faithful Commons would 
pay al) due attention to the finances ; and 
t6ncluded \viih congratulating his Majrdy 
on bis fortunate efcape from a (fa nutation, and 


Lord Dacre feconded the motion, and 
having recapitulated much of what Lor^ 
Rochford had faid, and made feveral enco¬ 
miums on the pleafing intimations conveyed 
in the Speech, he hoped that an Addrefs 
of thanks and of loyalty, fuch as he con* 
ceived the prefent to be, would pafs itemize 
dijjcntiente . This likewife induced him to 
rife on the prefent occafion ; and as the 
Addrefs fpokc more in its own praife than 
his humble attempt at panegyric could be¬ 
llow, he fbould not take up any more of 
their Lordfhips* time. 

'fhe Addrefs was then read by the Chan¬ 
cellor, put and earned, and a motion made, 
that his Majcfty fbould be waited upon, to 
know when he would be gracioufly pleaftd 
to receive the fame—aft**r which their Loid- 
fhips adjourned to next day'.

Air. Montague, Member for Jloftiuey, in 
Cornwall, feconded the Addrefs. He con¬ 
gratulated the Houfe on the probability of

fir was, he laid, far happier in roinplnnrj.i- 
ing the Iloufe on the profpett of i nnfiderg- 
b!c advantages .iCitumg to this emu. try from 
a in dry of torn incite with France, than if 
lie had to declare to them tciritoi y gamed 
bv coutinefl. The prrfcut ncaty, it en¬ 
forced by Parliament, would pour into 
this country permanent hi. flings, no' only 
by the encreafc of hei trade, bin by fecur- 
ing to her p« rm.incm peace. Hie treaty 
would add fl 1 mufti lives t*> industry, and 
flrcngthrn this c untrv by enlarging her re¬ 
venues. It was wife and prudent 111 the 
Mimflers to endeavour to put a flop t« fu.;- 
cc (five wars, which tended onlv to burthen 
the nation by *he continued lofTVs fhe fu(- 
tamed, even lirthc mofl fucccf&Iul ones 111 
which (be ever was engaged. 

Mr. Fox rofc and faid, he did not mean to 
offer the leaft objr&ion to the Addrefs, for 
he thought it merited to pafs the Houfe 
nr mine contradn'ente ; nor fhould he have 
troubled the Houfe wtth any obfrrvatioos, 
.had not Tome fentences ft ruck him which 
were delivered by the noble Lord whp 
moved the Addrefs, and by the flon. Gcri- 

tb 1 nftx 
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tleman who feconded it. It was not in the 
power of the Houfe to pafs their opinion 
upon the treaty with France, unlefs his Ma- 
jefty's Minifters fbould inform them whether 
the treaty was political as well as commer¬ 
cial. Il was (aid that the treaty would do 
away national jcaloutics and vulgar preju¬ 
dices—that peace was by his Map-fty's Mi¬ 
nifters preferred to war, and commerce to 
Conqucft. By that he thought it was meant 
England had been engaged in unncccftary 
wars ; but he would contend before that 
afleinblv, he would maintain it before an 
alfembly to hear the caufes of nation*, if 
fuch an afTcinbly could br fuppofed to exift, 
that tire wars England has been of late yeass 
engaged in with France, were wars ot abfo- 
lute ncccffity, wars of feif-defence, and 
wars tor liberty, aad for the prefervation of 
the freedom and balance ot power of Eu¬ 
rope : that bv her wais with Fiance fhc 
bad attained more honour, and higher rank 
ainnngft nation', than ihould naturally feem 
to belong to her. A treat) with I ranee be 
could not fee in the lame point ot view with 
the Hon. Gentleman who had I poke* before 
him. The aim of France has umtormlv 
been to rat lie her fell by depreiung England 
— but the means have been dillcrent. In 
the reign ol Louis the Fourteenth,durce was 
the means adopted ; but m the rctgn of 
Louis the Sixteenth, meam more wife, more 
political, have been preferred — but the end 
is the fame ; and however changeable may 
be the character of the French nation in ge¬ 
neral, it is c» ruin (however paradoxical it 
may appear) that the Fiench Cabinet have 
been, and are, flcady, uniform, and deter- 
xniued in llitir ineafures : they have only 
varied the manner by which they mean to 
obtain the end they have ever had in view. 
If, as the Hon. Gentlemen have obfrrvetih, 
this treaty is to be of mutual benefit to both 
nations, t he old adage wlm h has been 
taught us, that “ the thirft of ambition is 
unquenchable,** falls to the ground, and the 
French snuff have fully con.mverted it, for 
they have flopped Ihori when near the pin¬ 
nacle of glory. Every man acq jainted with 
the Hiftory of Europe, knows, that the 
French are now much more formidable than 
ever. In the reign of Louis the Fourteenth, 
the armies ot France were fuperior to thofe 
of any other power; fhc has now reduced 
her army, and thofe of Pruilia, Ruftia, and 
Germany arc far fupertor ; but Che has add¬ 
ed (trengih to her u*vy, and encreafed her 
influence in foreign Courts. He thought 
it neccftary, before a decifion could take 
place on the French treaty, for Minifters to 
inform the Houfe whether the treaty with 
Portugal was concluded, or whether it waj 
meant to ocglcffc our good friends. Trie 
treaty with Ruflia he had NO doubt was 
concluded, and that it would foon lay on 
the table ; foe Miniftry declared laft fetfion, 
that the Ruffian treaty was in great forward- 
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nefs, and would fperdily be completed* 

We ought to look to foreigndCourts for the 
intentions of the French towards us, not 
immediately to the treaty; and as it may 
be ftid to be the honey-tnoon, 1 they certainly 
ought to befriend us* He reprobated the 
idea of a permanent peace by a connexion 
with Francg; fur he was certain the firft 
opportunity that fhc had to raife herfelf by 
our misfortunes, ftjf would readily embrace* 
It was,not probable that*the prelent treaty* 
even were it enforced by Parliament (which 
he fincerely hoped would not be the cafe)* 
could give any continuance of peacc| for it 
would be fubjcfl to as m^jpy interruptions 
in a centuiv as there ife years. Holland* 
i>y h%r coiriicftion with France, is at thiu 
moment fiiuggling with all the horrors of 
civil commotion. 

The fixth article of the definitive treaty of 
peace with his Moil Chrifttan Majefty, which 
was figucd at VerTaillcs the third of Scptem-* 
her, 1782, could not, or ever was believed 
by the Spamfh Court to cede to them the 
Honduras country. It was meant by the Bri- 
tifh Cabinet to give up their claim to the 
country, ami take away the Britifh fctllcrs ; 
but it never was, until the prefent conven¬ 
tion, looked upon as Spunijh property. The 
ordering the Bntifh fcttlers to retire from 
that country on the fecoml of February waa 
horridly cruel, as the (cttleis do not only cut 
wood, but have plantations, on which their 
crops mull be at that time of the year. 

Mr. Put rofe iu reply to Mr. Fox. He was 
amazed at the right honourable Gentleman, 
who, in the beginning of his fpcech, gave his 
aflent to the Addrefs, and afterwards repro¬ 
bated the idea of entering into commercial 
arrangements with France. The treaty would 
not weaken us, for while enjoying peace, wc 
fhould^be ftreugthening our refourecs againft 
any future war. The honourable Gentleman 
wifhes the national jealoufies and vulgar pre¬ 
judices which have exiflcd, Hill to exift.—■ 
Should wc then for jealoufy, a filfc jealoufy, 
forego thofe h Idlings which we may enjoy ? 
The honourable Gentleman wifhes his Ms- 
jefty’s Minifters would inform him whether 
the treaties with Spain, Ruflia, and Portugal* 
are concluded ; but if he cxpc&s that infor¬ 
mation from him he will be deceived; tor 
until his Majefty gives his dirrdtions for fiscli 
information to be laid before the Houfe, he 
fbould not think it his duty to comply with* 
the right honourable Gentl -man's wifhes.—* 
The tieaty with France leaves England open 
to treat with other powers, but.to Poitugsl* 
the fame benefits would not be granted •• 
they have enjoyed by the -Methuen treaty* 
unlpfs they fbould more deferve them than 
in their late condufl towards this country. 

The convention which has been figned with, 
his in oft Catholic Majefty, relative to the 
fixth article of the definitive treaty of peace* 
was on account of acquifition* gained to 
this CQuptry* The Spaniards had many iet- 
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tlcnwn^ on tb r continent. and*wifbcd us, 
for an equivalent, to render the Honduras 
country to tblm. It is Orange that the right 
honourable Gentleman fhould rcprobqfe the 
French treaty wholly, when this country was 
bound, at the time be was a Mmifleq, to 
enter into a commercial arrangement evith 
France by the Duke of Mancbeftcr, the Am- 
btlTsdor then at the Court of Vf rlaillrs. The 
right honourable Gentleman wifhes to be 
informed, whether the^reaty is political as 
well a* commercial? It is unncceflfary for 
xnc to inform him, for it is in hie power, 
and in the power of any man, ro fatisfyvhim- 
felf, by looking to the treaty. I know no one 
snore fertile o^hsupy in difcovering danger 
than the honouraCTfcgentleman,who knowing 
the many advantages which mnil result *> 
tf>i* country from the treaty, ihould it he 
enforced, chufe* rather to oppofe it wholly, 
than article by article. 


Mr. Fox rofie to explain. He faid, the 
country* as bound lo enter into commercial 
arrangements when hr went into office. It 
was hound in the preliminaries, and for the 
honour of me country, being fo bound, he 
was compelled to agree to that which was 
not in his power to tettife. With irgard to 
the commercial treaty with France affording 
the means of railing our refources for war, 
Irt the right honnuiab'e Gentleman, faid Mr. 
Fox, remember, that the benefits it holds out 
are to be reciprocally felt and enjoyed by 
hot- countries; while our means of war are 
therefore recruiting thro' the efFefts of the 
trAtv. the means of war of France are recruit¬ 
ing at the fame time and in an equal degree.

HIS day his Grace the Lord Lieutenant 
went in the ulual {late to Parliament, 
and opened the lelfion with the following 
fpeech, delivered from the throne in the 
Houfe of Lords, where, by his Giaces 
command, the Speaker and Commons at¬ 
tended. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I had hoped, th.it upon the prefrnt no¬ 
tation of meeting you again in Parliament, it 
would have been in my power to hue an¬ 
nounced to you the entire fop pit fliun c.f 
thole commotions, which in fume pasts of 
the kingdom have d'lhirtnd the general tr:n- 
quillity.

WILLIAM YOUNG, Efq. is the 
™ c-lddt ion of Sir William Young, 
Hart, of Delafude, in the county of Bucks, 
by Elizabeth, only daughter of Brook 
Taylor, Efq. L. L. D. ot Bifront, in the 
County of Kent, well known in the lite¬ 
rary world from his corrcfpondence with 
Leibnitz, his Treatife on Fluxions, Eiray 
on Linear Perfpeftive, Sec. Mr. Young 
was born in 1749, and received his 
ft hool-education at Eton, and under the 
private tuition of Dr. Folter, afterwards 
Mailer of that School. In 17^7 he was 
cnteied at Cl are* Hall, Cambridge j but 
tome difputes ariiing in that College, he 
the next year was admitted at Univer® 
fity College, Oxford, where he continued 
nearly three years, under the private 
tuition of Dr. William Scott, the prefent 
eminent Civilian. From Oxford he went 
abroad, and purfued his travels, out of the 
ordinary route, through Sicily and the 
Magna Gracia j the Journal of which he 


printed a few copies of, but never pub- p 
filhed. On his return to Englana in t 
1774, he refumed the lludy of the Claf- » 
fics, and then planned the fiibje&s of : 
thole works which have made his name • 
known in the literary woild. In 1777 V 
he publifhed u The Spirit of Athens ; 
being a political and philofophtcal In. ( 
veftigation of the Hillory of that Rcpub- * 
lie," in one volume o&avo , and this has 
been followed by a larger work, entitled, * 
4 * The Hiftory of Athens," in quarto. ’ 
During Hie war, Mr. Young ferved in i 
the Militiaj and on the preliminaries of ] 
peace being figned, was deputed by the 
Proprietary of Tobago to negotiate their 1 
interefts with the Court of France, in 
which million he was very fuccelsful. On 
the d Ablution of the Parliament 1783, he 
was returned to the new one Member for j 
St. Mawe’s; and in the fpring of 1786 • 
was cholen Fellow of the Royal Society.

AN ACCOUNT OF THE BURNING WELL AT BARRAHCOON.

TV fY cuiiofity being excited by the ma- 
ny reports I hacl heard ot this pro¬ 
digy, l was dclti mined to fee it, and ac¬ 
cordingly let out in company with two 
Gentlemen, from Illamabiul, in the pro¬ 
vince of Chittagong. #We pioctedcd as 
far as Jnffrabad in our palanquins : but 
we here found the creeks fo full of water, 
it being then the rainy feafon, that we 
were obliged to rclinquifh that mode ot 
conveyance, and were under the ncceflity 
■of applying to the natives to get us foinc 
elephants, which in about an Jiuui after¬ 


wards they brought us. We were now ‘ 
preparing to mount them, when their . 
keepers prefen led us with l'ome plantains, [ 
and informed us; that by ottering them !. 
to the elephants we propofed riding, it * 1 
would lecurc us their fnendttmaduring 
our joumey, and make themWA^are- \ 
ful of us in patting through the woods* .* 
We followed their advice, and prefen ted 
the fruit, which was very* gratefully ac¬ 
cepted, and a grand falaam given us by 
the elephants with their trunks pn the top 
of their foreheads. After this Adulation,

We had advanced but a lit¬ 
tle way when a variety of ipfetfs fur- 
rounded us, and began to be very trou- 
plefome, which the elephants no fuoner 
obferved, than they quickly*relieved us 
from this misfortune. Each of them 
broke a* bran A of a tree, which he put 
in his trunk, and continually kept far*- 
ning us with it, fo that the Hies had no 
^poriunity of annoying us. At firft 
We were very much alarmed, fearing that 
the elephants, in defending themfelvos 
s^finft the infers, would (hake us from 
^rcir backs. However, we foon loft all 
apprehenfions on this fcore ; for we per-* 
reived they ui'ed the greateft precaution 
T»ot to hurt us, but verv gently (hook the 
branches over our heads for the purpofe 
of keeping the flies off. Whenever they 
had, by fanning us in this manner, worn 
#ff the leaves from one branch, they 
would immediately break a frefti one. 
We proceeded further, about four miles, 
through the nioft di(agreeable road that 
was ever ilen, ami had not the elephants 
(hewed the utmoft -attention to our fiiua- 
tion, we mult have been bruifed and lorn 
to pieces by the boughs of different trees 
of an immcn^larg^iugp We at length 
*1 lived at tl^MflMMmich was theobjc£l 
of our journ^^PlTOt a little before we 
reached it, a very romantic feenc prefent- 
ed itielf to our view. Wc. faw leveral 
watei falls from rugged precipices, of a 
moil tremendous height, interfperfed here 
and there with tiecs. We were obliged 
to afeend a flight of fteps, to an amazing 
height, in order to get to the top of the 
hill, where the burning well was. As 
foon as wc approached the top, we were 
met by fevefal Faukeers, who live in 
-fmatl temples, and attend the facriflces 
frequently made there. They conducted 
%}% into one with a dome over it $ but be- 
| fore we came tip to the entrance oi it, 
v we heard a hollow r.oiie refemblmg that 
[ of thunder ; and on entering, we found 
it emitted from it a fhocking fulphurcous 
fmell. We dilcovered, on looking dyvvn 
* ^ e P s » a quantity of water if- 

of the tides of rocks, and a 
blue flame covering the^ whole fuiface of 
Ihe wafer, which evciy bubble that came 


from below*, u(ed to cncreafe, and make 
to go off in a kind of expiation. The 
lctne was really flightful. One of us 
went down, notwithlk.inding the noxious 
vapours it fent forth, as we weie deter¬ 
mined to fee whether it was not a piece 
of prieftcraft occaiioned by a fulphurcous 
furnace at tlie bottom, in order to im- 
pole upon the ignorant, and to lan£lify 
m fome meafure the fupeiftitious ideas of 
the Faukecis. The Gentleman who 
defeended, dipt his cane into the wajer, 
ana to his gical furprize found it poffcflld 
not the leaft waimth : he then put his 
hand into a place that was clear from 
the flame, but the water there he dif- 
covered was excctfively cold. lie ob- 
feived that the ftone$ where the water 
iffued out of, appeared very hot, and ima¬ 
gined that through this means the flame 
might be communicattd to the water. 
He called for a kedgeree-pot, and poured 
mine water upon the llones, which cooled 
them immediately , but ftill, when the wa¬ 
ter bubbled up again, he percciyed the 
flafli direflly the fame, and the (tones 
very quickly re-affirmed their former red 
colour.*’ The water taftcH a* if there had 
been fome fulphur and verdigieafc infufed 
in it. Tne colour of the llones about the 
well varied—thofc nearell to it were red, 
but others at a greater diftanccwt-re quite 
blue. During our (lay levelal ot the 
bcarei*s bathed in the well. 

Having hcaid there was fire conftant- 
lv i (Tiling from a rock at Seta coon, we 
villted the place 5 it was about four miles 
diftant from the well. The blaze was 
•nfFo violent or great here as at the for¬ 
mer place—the flame in any one part did 
not exceed what a. cup of fpirits let on 
file migln produce. 

On a neighbouiing hill there were 
many Hindu temples. Wewent to view 
them, but took notice that isrour approach 
the Faukeers lung a bell tor fome little 
time. We entered one of the temples, 
in which we perceived a large hard blue 
(lone, and on the top a fmall figure of a 
bacchanalian form : there was fo much 
dew on the (lone, that in running off at one 
ot its corners it relembled a fmall Hream. 
We fuppofe llvai about a common wine 
bottle might be filled by. the water, that 
fan down, in the courfe of an hour. It 
Itemed llrongly injuiegnated with fulphur. 
After amufing ourfeYv&s for fome time 
with this fight, we mounted our elephanu 
and returned home.

4% Jur.c.v tpei-arf”, a female Ele- 
phant, was iuk< n in a Kbsddah, with 
many others, at Tippet ah, in the year 
117a, B. S. by the prelent Rajah, JZi/kun 
Mmintckj and given by bim lix months 
atierwaids, 10 Ah door Rev ah, theDewan 
ot Shtunfltur Gauzce, who had petfettion 
of the province by a Sunnud from Jaffer 
Ally Caivn* A force was, in the year 
1174* B. S. fent againll Ahdoor Rc^ah 
by the Rajah, when he turned this Ele¬ 
phant, which he had tiled as a Swarry 
Elephant for near thice years, loofe into 
ths Jungles. 

** In die year 1177, B. S. in the month 
of Maug, the Rajah took this Klephrftot 
again in a Khedduh ; and in the month of 
Hvfagy the following year, <he broke loofe 
Horn her peggetting in a violent ltorm of 
v ind and rain in the night, and made her 
fe< ond efeape into the hills. On the 45th 
of December lad, (he was drove, with 
feventy other Elephants, by my people 
into a Khtdiiah . On the 46th I wCnt to 
Ice the Elephants that were enfnared, when 
Juggutpcearee was pointed out to me by 
the Mahote j who itcollc&ed her, and par¬ 
ticularly by one who had charge ol her 
for a year or two. The Mahotcs fre¬ 
quently called out to her by the name of 
Jug gutpeearet* to which (he feemed to 
pay foine attention by immediately look¬ 
ing towards them when (lye heard it, but 
did not anlwcr to the name in the man- 
net. (he was known to do when the 
abovementipned Mahote had charge of 
her. She appeared not like the other 
Elephants, who were conttantly running 
about the Kheddttk in a rage, but per- 
#e£tly reconciled to her confinement 1 nor

did (he, no doubt from a recollection of 
what (he had twice before luffered, ficm 
that time to* the 13th inllaur, ever come 
near the Roomer . m l had ordered, if (lie 
wanted to go into the Roomee, not to let 
her, that 1 might be prelent myfelf, when 
fhe was taken out of the Kheddah , and 
for this purpofe, I went, on the i 3th iu- 
llant, when there only reisamed in the 
Kheddah, Juggutpeearee, another large 
i?mal<« and eight young ones belonging 
to them both. After (ending in this 
Room key!, and iecuiing the large female, 

I told the Mahote s to call J uggu tp ecaree . 
She immediately came to ilie tide of the 
ditch within the enclofuze. I then fent 
two or three Mahote5 into her with a 
plantain tree. She came to the Mahotes 9 
and not only took, the plantain leaf out 
oi their hands with her trunk, but open* 
cd het mouth for them, to put the plan- 
lain leaf into it, which they did, 
Kicking and curetting her, and calling 
her by her name. Tne Mahotes wanted, 
at firtt, to tie her legs, by means of the 
Koomkeys , thinking, as (he had been fo 
long in the jungles, and had then four 
young ones about her, that (he was not 
to be trutted ; however, I infilled, as I 
law the animal fo very tame and harmlefs, 
that they (hould not attempt to tie her, 
and told a Mahote to take one of the Room- 
keys up to her, and tale her by the ear 
and tell her to lie down. She did not like 
# the Koomkeys coming near her, and went 
at a di dance icemingly angry j but when 
the Mabotes called her (he came to them 
immediately, and allowed them to (troke 
and carefs her as before, and a few mi¬ 
nutes afterwards admitted the Koomkeys 
to familiarity with her, when a Mahote 
from one of the Koomkeys fattened a 
fmall rope round her body, and immedi¬ 
ately from the Koomkey jump’d upon her 
back, which, at the inftant of the man's 
jumping upon her, (he did not (ecm to 
like } however, was almotl immediately 
reconciled to it: another iinali rope was 
then fatten'd about her neck, for the Ma¬ 
hote to fix his fcet in : he went upon her 
neck, and drove her about the Kheddah 
in th^ lame manner as the other tame 
Elephants. He then told her to lie dutffe, 
which (he inttantly did, nor did (he rile 
till (he was told. The Mahote fed bet from 
his leat, and gave her his (lick, which (he 
took from him with her trunk and put it 
into her mouth, and. held it for him j in 
(hurt, bad there been mere wild Elephants 
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I i the KhcJduh to tie, fhe would have 
been ufi ful for ieturing them. .As foon 
as /he came out of the Khrddah I went 
vp to her, took her l>y the eir, and told 
her to lie down;, a command which Ihe 
idiiar.tlv obeyed She was brought to Com- 
riilla the next day, which is. about ix 
miles from the KJieddq h , and half an 
lioui ago, I had her brought to me and 
fed h.i, and without touching her, told 
her to lie down, which the did immedi¬ 
ately : /he had four }oun~ ones (of her 
ovn) with her, in the KheJJah , and is 
now very bigwiih young. 

“ I have not exaggerated in the legft in 4 
this account, which three other Gen¬ 
tlemen c:m vouch tor, having been wit- 
nefi'es to every matt rial cucum/lancc I 
luv: mentioned.

AN ACCOUNT OF DOCTOR ROBERT BOLTON. 


r^OCTOR ROBERT BOL I ON was 
born in Noithamptomhir •, about 
fhe year 1690, and iccciwd his education 
at Wadham College, Oxfoid, where, on 
the 13th June 1 71^8, he took the degree 
of Maftca of Aits. Being a valetudi¬ 
narian and hypochondriac, he found a 
college-life not agreeable to his temper; 
aiul being poflclfed of a l'mal] private for¬ 
tune, he. difi not rcfidc long ..t Oxford. 
In 1720 he lived at Fulham, wlieie his 
acquaintance commented with Mrs. But- 
lci, which"afterwards occaiioned his be¬ 
ing known to Mr. Pope- ; anjl he f.me- 
timestook up his abode with old Lady 


Blount at Twickcnh un. About 1724 
he rciided at Keniington, whvic* the cclfc- 
bnted Mr. Whifton then dwelt, and in 
part by his iccoinnioiidatiou, on the 
relignation of Dr- Butler, afterwaids 
bifliop of Duiham, ot* fhe chaplain/lup 
to Su Jofeph Jekyl, mafter of the rolls, 
our author was received into that gentle¬ 
man's family in the lame capacity, and 
continued there unto the time of Sir Jo- 
lcph’s death. In the year 1734 he print¬ 
ed m the ncwfpapei of the time, a cha- 
lacltr of Mrs. Builci, the lady before- 
mentioned, which our isvlcrs will not be 
dilplealed to read below.* This eulogi-

Tt i* to be* profit med that Dr. Bolton’s 
roniu-rlion with Jiiir Joieph Jekyl, intro¬ 
duced him to the pain nage of Lord Hard- 
wirke, by whole means in the year 173 5, 
hr was promoted to the Deanery of Car- 
litlc. In t 738 he was appointed Vicar of 
St. M.uy's», Reading ; and both theiepre- 
icinu nts, the only ones he c\cr received, 
he held until the time of his death. He 
was an excellent paiifh-pneft, and a good 
psedchcr, charitable to the poorj and hav¬ 
ing from his own valetudinary ftate ac¬ 
quired tisine knowledge of phytic, he 
kindly aflilhd them by advice and medu 
x A .ne. lie was greatly beloved by his pa- 
rithioncrs, and* delcfvedly j for he per- 


fbrmcd every part of his duty in a truly 
exemplary manner. On Eafter Tuefday 
1739 he preached one of the Spital lcfc» 
mens at St. Bride’s, Fleet-ftrcct, which 
was afterwards printed in 4to. We do 
not find that he aipired to the chara&cr 
of an author, though fo well qualified’for 
it, until late in life- His firtt perform¬ 
ance was entitled, A Letter to a Lady 
on Card-Playing 1 on the Lord’s Day,’* 
Svo. 1748 3 letting forth in a lively and 
forcible manner the many evils attending 
the practice of gaming on Sundays, and 
of an immoderate attachment to that fa¬ 
tal purfuit at any time. In 1750 ap¬ 
peared f< The Employment of Tinu,” 
three effays, Svo. dedicated to Lord 
Hafdwicke j the moll popular of our au¬ 
thor's performances, and, on its original 
publication, generally afciibedto Gilbert 
Wert. The next year, 1751, produced 
•* The Deity’s Delay in punching the 
Guilty conlidered on the Principles of 
Reafon,” Svo. and in 1755, (S An A11- 
iwer to the Quell ion, Where are your 
Arguments againrt what you call Lcwd- 
nels, if ^ou can make no Ul’e of the Bi¬ 
ble ?" Svo. 

Continuing to combat the prevailing 
vices of the times, he publilhcd in 1757, 
“ A Letter to an Officer of the Army 011 
travelling on Sundays,” Svo ; and in the 
fame year, ** “l*he Gholl of Erne It, Great- 
Grandfather of Her Royal Highnel's the 
Princels Dowager of Wales. With lbme 
Account of his Life,*’ Svo. Each of the 
above performances contains good fenfe, 
^earning, philanthropy, ami religion, and 
each ot' them is calculated for the advan¬ 
tage of fociety.

While the Editor is ir.ltoducing the* 
readei to Loid Hale's tirift upon the 
-Amendmental the Lave, hedigic-Hcb ihoit- 
ly upon two obiuds that have lately be¬ 
come 1‘avoinile ;utitles of diicufiion, 
ST he Reforms of ()[Jict\ and T/a S^ilc of 
Crown Lands 5 and liom thciuo To the 
long-talkcd-ot though ncvu-to-be-ex- 
peob-d letorm of our laws, which, par¬ 
ticularly by the great incrcale of Ifatules 
within 7 thclc lilt yens, tin eaten, in 
lit> opinion, to exceed the limits to 
which the memory and capicity of the 
lawyci’s mind nuut be confined. Tho 
Friitors ideas upon this vtiy impoitant 
object ought to be given m his own 
wouls, as they exjucTs his fentnnents with 
great tulluefsanJ energy. 

IT is no more than might be expelled from 
fitch aiftive zeal for public good as loid Hale’s, 
that, notwithftjndmg the mmfual weight of 
h»s judicial and profcllional fatigues, and tl>e 
vaiiety of rtudies to wli.cli he was addicted 
independently of the law, he fliould he 
piompted to give Come attention to the re¬ 
duction and Improvement of the laws of his 
country, and to encourage others in like un¬ 
dertakings* Long before Ins lime, loid Ba- 
c w n had anxioufly laboured to accomphlh a 
work of the fame laudable kind, as appears 
by feveral of his pi inted wot ks : namely, his 
propofal for amendment of our law, made to 
the crown whdft lie was attorney general { 
bis offer, when under his difgrace and trou¬ 
bles, to a Hi ft in compofing a Jigeft of onr laws 
both common and ftatutc ; And his remarks 
on obfeurity, accumulation, and new digefts 
of law, in his great work De Augment is 
Sc 1 ent 1 arum. Tims even in lord Bacon's 
time the evil from the obfcittenefs of various 


titles in our common law, and the evil from 
the increafed bulk of our ftatutes, were fof- 
ficient to ftrike his mind as a ferious one. 
After tlie Re ft oration both evils not only had 
confidcrably increafed ; but from the great 
revolution as te the law of real property, 
which then togk place under the ftatutc con¬ 
vening military tenures into f*>cage t and 
from the iocreafing frequency of new laws, 
*vere likely to be yearly more aggravated. 
Lord Hale certa-.nly took al.irm at this pio'i* 
pedt <ff growing inconveniences in a vene¬ 
rable and tine ftiuCUtre, which^rom us an¬ 
tiquity was already encumbered with t.iu im- 
ny # utelef‘. apartments, and from the nature of 
our conftitution was paniculat ly open to a fu- 
pe*i abundance of new accclfions. Hence 
therefoic, uotwithftandmg his apparent jea- 
loufy of the pronenefs to inno\r*tiun, for 
which tlie age in which he lived had proved 
itf-lf almoit clnraderillic, lie convinced 
fiimlVlf, tlir.t fome remedy was become te- 
€|uifitc. to reduce rnd Amplify our ivfteni, 
.is well by lopping otF .rntient redundancies, 
a*, by encouraging an ordcily digeft and a 
correcl elucidation of all the remain ng mat¬ 
ter. The former purpofe could not he at¬ 
tained without the fanCiion of the lc?i(lature. 
Nor could either be eifedtunted in the belt 
manner, without nil union of private labot* 
in the extended vineyard of juridical learning 
under tlie foftenng encouragement of royal 
purnnage. For where was tlie Angle mdi- 
\ idu.4 equal to fo vait a dLfign f where could 
have been found the many qualified by edu¬ 
cation lludy and talents fora joint execution, 
whole hi nation would allow them to make 
the necclftry facnfice of tlicir time without 
fi prolpttftof reinbntjon fium their country ? 
01 how could it be expc&ud, that lawyeis, 
fucli ns the great T11 bon inn and liis illuftri- 
ous alfociates, would defert all private pur- 
fuits and all proftlfional emoluments for the 
fake of digefting national laws, without a Juf- 
11 man to patronize their toils, aqd to reward 
them with fume portion of dirt billion and 
independence ? Loid Bacon’s difcerument 
apparently faw the matter in this light; for 
from the beginning he addrelfcd king James, 
as if loyal countenance was effentud to the 
execution of fuch high plans: nor could loid 
Hale be ignorant, that in England fuch en- 
terprizes wanted the patronage of an Ed¬ 
ward the fir ft to feed and cherdli them. So 
far as Angle perfont, fo much detached by 
public employment and important ftudies and 
occupation of another kind, could well con¬ 
tribute by the combined exertions of genius 
and learning, was performed in a very confi- 
derable degree by Bacon, and in a very woo- 
deiful oue by Hale. Pity it is, that, from 
their times down to the prefeat moment. 
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tl»e hotly ftf our law h.*s been differed conti¬ 
nually ami rapidly to incrrafe* with fcarce 
any other aids to conn art its bulk or preserve 
it*s coofillency, than thole of occafional pri¬ 
vate coiitnholion. What would a Bacon or 
a ILile have laid ; what would they have 
atUifcd ; had they lived tohav^feen our (la¬ 
ttice law not only 1 welded alicajy into more 
than tentoUl fist** h«y»»nd that u h*ch loalai m- 
ed rheir apprrlKiilitms, hut itill yearly ex- 
Ivndm^ its tlimesifioir* hv luch a ratio, as 
mutl f«on terminate m a hulk mi meal Arable 
by the moll iqi'.ulb i>>us and accomphfhcd of 
l-gal nndtrftandinss ? \N ould two fuch zea¬ 
lous. friends to Kn^hfh jonfpruiltttpe, far 
exceeding even the 'l uhoiuan and 1 heophi - 
los of the Ichoo! of lv im.in law, have been 
mere fptrtatoisof the moll dangeious nt alt 
juridical d feales ? Would they not have 
yer.eioufly tillered then .ml, towards fm ming 
a plan, for as gmdudly uinnjr th.s difeafe of 
infinite accumul..iu>n, as it has been gradual¬ 
ly aiul aim oil impel cepuhly ronti.irted ? 
Would tliey not, wete they now living, have 
•.unfitly lupplicatcd the loveieign, «n per¬ 
il ps the patlirment, to lave the tounlty from 
tbit ivan, which mult cubic the moment 
the fctence of law and the ad in mill ration 
of juthce (hall cenfe to be pi art cable ?

Among the various difqui fit ions in ibis 
learned ami intei citing Preface, none dots 
moie honour to the Editor's head and 
heait, than his vindication of the chav.ic- 
tci of that great and good man and ma- 
giihate Loid Hale, funn the afperlions of 
the entertaining, but pirtial, hiltorian 
and biogiapher Roger North. That Mr.

forward. This conlitts in a curious pa¬ 
per written by Loid Hale at the time ot 
the Keiloration \ wheie he explains the 
Itate of his mind, upon the offer made ot 
advancing him to the Bench ot Jultice.

fent ci ills, when a itfoim of the old 
ctt.dohlhnieni is before Pailiament. 

Mr. Hargrave’s own dilcourfc upon the 
Rule in Shelly's cafe, is a great acquili- 
tion, and will be found a guide to thofe 
who long wandered in the maze of 
numerous and contradictory cai’cs, with¬ 
out ftrikmg out a piinciplc and clue to 
dirert them. Lord Hale’s trail on the 
Amendment of the Law ; the Editor's 
on the Effect of Sentences in tl.c Ecoleii- 
aliical Courts 5 and that c/f Mr. Norbu- 
ricon the Abuiis in the Court of Chan- 
cciyj are particularly deferving atten¬ 
tion.

will hn.;; he a favourite of inch as are 
plc ifed with rural limpliciry, and the un- 
affixed touches of natural llniihility. In 
an j*»e like oiiis, wlun we have in a 
mariner foigotten the lnxiiriancy of Shah- 
fpe.uc*, the tubhme of Mihon, the vigour 
ot Dryden, and the moial vein of Pope ; 
in Inch an a2*0 a Beattie 1 laims no mean 
rank at the ihnneoi the Mulls. But, not 
contented with this u’tiattive and agiec- 
ihlc for vice, the all*I101 before uentered 
the lifts as the champion of religion, 
biokea lame with David llnnie, and pro¬ 
duced a bulky volume upon the Immuta¬ 
bility of Tiuth. We all 1 cm ember the 
lidiculous ftorv, fo indufti ioully piopa- 
gaicd b\ the PiofdTbi and his confedc- 
i.ites, that while the arch Infidel laughed 
at the impotent effoils of an Adams, a 
Camphcl, a Douglas, ana a Price, the 
name of Beattie eve: acted upon him like 
an tleolrical Jhock, and his vilitors were 
obliged to be c lutioncd not 10 pionounce 
it in ins pirlcnce. Meanwhile, whatever 
tame tin* PiotclTci's volumes might othri- 
v do aconite him, certain it is they le- 
Cnuiiiiuid«.d him to the hiciaichy ot the 
Chuich'oi Fnglniid, and won tor him the 
patronage of my l.oids tl»e Bifhops. 

I'hc pcttormancc befoie us is the fiuit 
of this patronage, and was brought for- 
w.ud at the pal t n'ul.ii diliic ot Bdhop 
Portcus. It is the piodubtion certainly 
of a man fuKCic.lv ytalous for the caufe in 
which he engag* s, poflelfcd ot fimic lhare 
of abilities, matter of himielf in a life of 
Icifure and letircmcnt, and wlioll* judge¬ 
ment might be expelled to be matured by 
the errors into which he has fallen, and 
by a long fieiics of expuiente.

this laudable precept, the brief and plain 
ftatement before us i$ opened by an In¬ 
troduction of eight or ten pages, which 
ficems to hive been designed to anfwer 
this purpoie. But the world, perhaps, 
w ill b# of opinion with us, that it has not 
been lucctlstully anfwered, when he finds 
the exordium concluded with a fentuuent 
like thio«:

ftunre of many volumes in a performance 
ol ltiengih, prcciiion, and energy. \W 
arc afraid much of this cannot be faid 
in favour of the woik of Di.

A man who 
ftates ihefe over again, however little 
weight he may piofcfsto alcnbe to tlnm, 
iiijmes the caule* he undertakes to defend. 
The joung mind that perceive* many

nefs of• which is hcfitatingly confefted, 
will be apt, fjom thele fpecimeiir, to make 
a genet al conclulion to the diiadvanlage 
ot the book and of the caufe. 

That the leader may be able to judge

Thus by a mode of rcafon- 
ijig familiar t« logicians, and wlvth is 
ufually called arguing in a c/ri!r> the 
prophecies ^rovc the authenticity of 
Chriftianity, and the \uacity of Clmft 
proves the authenticity of the prophe¬ 
cies. 

Having difmifled the external, our au¬ 
thor comes to what ha-, been called the 
internal evidence of Religion. And Ucie 
he produces a vaiiVty of fpccimcns of 
the excellence of its moiality j and excel¬ 
lent it undoubtedly is $ though we think 
this might have remained a fccrct, not- 
withftanding the labours of Doftor Beat - 
tie. Among thefe fpccimcns is the fol¬ 
lowing : 44 Purity of heart it ft ill further 
recommends by teaching this wonderful 
doftrine $ that e\en the bodies of good 
men fliall at Lift, in a glorificvl ftate, be 
reunited to their fouls, and made,.as that 
of Adam originally was, immoital." 

In his antwer to the caviU of unbe¬ 
lievers, our author is paiticularly fuc- 
cefsful. lie docs not, indeed, tntei into 
the gicater and more leading ones, which 
chiefly utfieft the minds of thinking men ; 
the teeming immor ditics that are coun¬ 
tenanced in the Old Tcftament j and tlft 
iiiyfticifm in the application of thcpio- 
pheeies, and the popular cuois aboui di¬ 
abolical pollcflion, that arc adopted l>y 
Chrift and his Apoftles. 11 c confines 
himfelf, indeed, to thofc cavils which, it 
i nns, he has hcaid urged in conveifiuion $ 
*tnd fo admiuhly docs lie handle thefe, 
that we arc truly chagrined that he ha* 
not gone through the whole catalogue. 

It has been objected to Chriftianity, 
that it delivers us precepts lvlpcfting the 
amiable anil beneficial lint invents of 
fricndfhip. In the following manner 
does Dr. Beattie dtmolifh the objection: 
44 To be without friends, when it is owing 
to no mifeonduft of ours, is a very greats 
misfortune indeed 5 but no rational being 
ever thought of calling it a fault. # AH the 
"virtues conncftcd with i'riendihip, all the 
duties that one friend owes anothci, aie 
in Scripture enjoined by piec:pt, and let 
m the inoft^engaging light by example. 
Wherein, then, is benptuxe deficient 


with refpeft to friendfliip ? In this only*, 
that it contains no fych precept as the fol¬ 
lowing : * And thou lhalt make choice of 
4 a certain perfon, or of certain perfons, 

4 becaufe he is, or they are, agreeable tcr 
4 thee ; and thou lhalt love him, or them r 
4 moie than others ; and thou (halt, 

4 moreover, make him, or them, love 
4 thee in like manner.’ Would not this 
bechaiming legislation ? Would it not 
piove the lawgiver to be profoundly 
(lulled in the nature of man, and of hu¬ 
man affairs ? Yet iuch, in the cafe be- 
foie us, terms to have been the ikill, and 
fuch the penetration, of the author of 
Char atl rrsjiic Is.*' 

The argument againft Chriftianity de¬ 
rived from the number and ability of the 
unbelicvcis, creates no greater difficulty 
to our Profeflbr. We are to enquitc 
what chaiafter ought to belong to a nun 
# who is capable of becoming a Chiiitian. 

44 For if it fliall be found, that there aie 
infidels who have not that charafter, and 
that infidels in general have it not, then 
unbelief is a proof of his witiloin and 
foreknowledge, and may contcqueiuly 
fuiuitfh an argument, not againlt his icli- 
gion, but for it.’* 

One of the qualifications demanded by 
Dr. Beattie is truly curious. The laft 
thing roquifite to the ltudy cf the New 
Teftametit, is a define that it may be tiue. 
Docs the Profefi'or 1 tally think that a 
man is diiqualified from judging of the 
evidence in lupportof any piopoliliun by 
the mete circumftance, that lie is unbi- 
affid and impattial ? The Profcllbr him- 
lelf, to ltiealure him by a itandaid of ab- 
iolute pcifcftion, is lo far a diflioneit 
man, as he wilhes Chriftianity to be 
tine previous to examination. The man¬ 
ly adventurer aflct truth cares for nothing 
tile, and is not to be taken in by the lu- 
pei iicial and gaudy decorations of falfe- 
hood. 

'I’lie following paflage illuftrates at 
once the logic of the author, and the. 
candid and phiiofophical fpirit with which 
he writes. 44 Can they be thought to 
have itudied Chriftianity with humility 
and candour, who lhecr at it like Shaftcl- 
bury j who laugh at it like Voltaire ; or 
who treat it with contempt and inlult, 
like the cool and iniidious Hume, or the. 
proud and piefumptuous Bolifigbroke ? 
Had icligion'been fuited to heads and 
hearts like thefe* to them I fliould have 
left the defence of it ; for it would have 
been a very different thing indeed front 
what it is. Their reje&ion of it fup- 
plics, if I miftake not, a pretty ftrong 

argument 
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Utgument for its truth, as well as fcr its 
excellency." 

Does it then follow, previoujly to our 
rflablijhhig thr truth of the doctrine* that 
the man who laughs or lhcers at it (how¬ 
ever abfuril it may be found) has not 
given it a fair examination ? 

We always thought, before Dr. Bear- 
tie, that morality had been an immutable 
thing j that it had been the fame for one 
rank of beings as for another; the fime 
yeltciday, to-day, and for ever. Bi* 
hear our Profeflor : “ To atone volan- 
t.mly for the lin of others may be as pof- 
iible to a fup-rior being, and in h:/n may 
be as coidbnant to equity* as among in¬ 
terior btings foi one man gratuitoully to 
pay another’s debt." * 

Such is the logic of the performance 
before us. Betides thefe ikfefts, it is 
every where dcfoi med w itli the low i It anil 
mod illiici ate fup. tllit ic-n. Is theie a pet¬ 
ty curate in Ionic remote corner of ihr 
kingdom, that believes in the diviniu ot” 
the ancient i.r.iclvs > So does Dr. Beattie. 
%< That they wue the connivance of 
pridl-craft, has been laid, and in 
part be true. It has nlfo been laid, that 
demons had :i concern in them ; and this 
no conlidcr.itc peilon wilt affirm to be iin- 
pofliole. Peih ips they may have been 
junnitted by Providence to keep up in 
the minds of men a lciile of the iniumci- 


cncy of hum in reafon, and to make them 
think, as Socrates did, that divine reve¬ 
lation was, at lead, a dcfirablo thing. 
This is certain, that Socrates had faith 
in them; that though ionic of t licit an- 
iwers mightcalily be accounted for, others 


are rather cxtiaoidniary j that Pi evidence 
did, for a time, permit them ; and that, 
loon after the great icvcJation took place, 
they became univeifally filent. Tilde 
fa£ts dclerve the attention of thole'who 
rcjtJl the goipcl." 

Does any fupcranmiatcd old woman be - 
lievc. that lcv_n devils, in ibbcriei ioufnefs, 
came from Hell, and took pofleflion of Ma¬ 
ry Magclalen alone ? So does Dr. Beattie. 
Nay, he adds to this belief, more proba¬ 
bly than the old woman won id do, and 
conceives, that fuch diabolical pofleflions 
ex ill in the prefent day. ft By the in- 
Aantaneous operation of the fame divine 
word, they frequently faw human bodies 
let free from the tyranny of demons : for 
that God, in order to manned the fupre- 
mac y of his Son over the powers of dark- 
nefs, as well as over the vilible univerfe, 
might, at that time, and in that country, 
permit evil fpirits to moleft mankind more 
than ulual, will not be affirmed to be ei¬ 


ther impoflible or improbable, by thofe 
who acknowledge the poffibility of reve¬ 
lation.** 

He goes on, and talks in a Ityle of 
equal penetration and Jffcernraent of the 
u fourth Eclogue of Viigil, which, it 
feems, is genially thought to have been 
compoled from fomefragments of anci¬ 
ent prophecy, probably of Ifaiah, which 
had come, ne kiurzu not ho-zv, into the 
hands oftheyieat Roman poet," 

Having faul thus much of the renrfon- 
irg and the fcntiinents of our author, we 
cannot entirely pals over his ftyle and 
manner *>f compofition ; and the lei's fo, 
as of late days every Scot affiamss it as a 
matter of couilc, that his compofitions 
aie a mockl rf the puiity and p?ife£tioi* 
ol the Englifh r« ngue. The following 
exurcllions aie egu-.oully ungrammati¬ 
cal. 

• “ The tt\infa*Uon$ of C sc far made no 

material alteration, except, perhaps, to 
t worfr* in the manners or fentimenta 
of mankind." 

“ The doctrines of Jefus produced a 
moft iinpoi tant change to the better in hu¬ 
man fenttments and manners.’’ 

“ What was fpoken to the Aril ene¬ 
mies of the gofpcl may with equal pro¬ 
priety he addreffed to them who [tucli asj 
oppole it in thefe latter days." 

“ Tet them who aie acquainted with 
the hiftory of our Saviour, &c." 

Ihm who exploited no curiofity and 
m uic no enquiry, he peimittcd to remain 
in ignorance." 

T he following is in reality a French 
idiom clothed in Kiicdilh words.

So nnu'h for Dr. Beattie’s Evidences 
of the Clnirtian Religion. It lias long 
been the foible of the divines of our 


Church to fet too much value upon the 
productions of laymen in fupport of reve¬ 
lation. By this they would feem to in- 
linuate, what otlvuwife no man would. 
lufpeCl, that revelation is commonly lup- 
ported mejely from contidcralions of in- 
leieff. But it is to be hoped that this 
pailion, this rag*-, will at length fubfuie. 
”Wh.»r did the immortal Newton do when 
he turned his attention to the Clmilian 
R ‘iigion ?

Hi., publication, in¬ 
deed ^properly doles the lilt, and is the 
luhiimate of lupcriiiuon, imptiuds, and 
nonienle, poured into the receptacle pre¬ 
pared lor it in the bum ul ri poet. Wlitn 
will our Roittus's and our Hinds be no 
longer to learn, that iho defence of 
( hrilhanity is not a mechanical ait, and 
that the alliances they l'o t.igcily court 
are the woiil evils it can encounter.

Ihould be kept 
continu.il.'y fhut, that moic might fuf- 
fty by their temcr-P.. Unt about lome 
50 or 55 y**.ir$ fince, a prmm who had an 
uncommon boldnefs and rcfolu'iou, never left 
foliciting pcrmittion of thofo who had power 
to graur it, to vifit thofe dark abides : in 
fine, he obtained his requert, went down, 
and returned by the help of a clue of pack¬ 
thread, which betook with him, which no 
man before himfelf had ever done, and brought 
{his amazing dilcovcry, viz. That after 
fuving paffed through a great number of 
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vaults, he came into a long narrow place; 
which, the faither he penetrated, he per¬ 
ceived he went more and more on a de¬ 
scent ; till having travelled, as ilcar as be 
could guefs, for the fpace of a mile, he be¬ 
gan to fee a little gleam of light* which, 
though it teemed to come from a vaft dtf- 
tance, yet waS the moft delightful fight ho 
had ever beheld irf his life.

TN fpeaking of the ancient and modem 
* cities of Egypt, we (hall not follow 
that order inwmen they are mentioned by 
Mr. S a vary j but (hall life fiich arrange¬ 
ment as bell iuits the purpoles of illuftra- 
tlon in a review cf the llibii< 5 V. Some 
way above tlie Dtlia, or above the place 
whoie tl;e Nile divides, is a village cabl¬ 
ed Gila, on the banks of the river, and 
Rhrce leagues nojih of the three great 
Pyiamidu. In this village lome have 
imagined the ancient Memphis Hood* 
We /hall have occaiitm to mention it again 
more than once. FuitluTup th$* river, 
and veiy near the three great Pyramids, 
anti on the north lide of them, is a vil¬ 
lage called Boufir, anciently Bufiris. 
Pliny, as quored by Mi. Savary, fays? 
44 The thicc great Pyramids are lituatcd 
on ubarren and ltony lull, between Mem¬ 
phis and the Delta, one league from the 
Nile, two fioin Memphis, and near the 
village of Buiirjs.*: Hence ft i% clear, 
that the Pyramids were north of Metn- 
phi>, ptlierwife they could not ftand be¬ 
tween it and the Delta, or divifion of the 
Nile } and that Memphis ftood two leagues 
further fouth than the Pyramids. Gift 
therefore could not be the iiillation of 
ancient Memphis, lincc it is three lergues 
to the north of the Pyramids. Theie is 
a (mail town two leagues to the fouth- 
ward of theie Pyramids, called Mt'iiph or 
Mt nf. This lniall town, which cxaflly , 
uniweid the defcription of Pliny, Mr. 
S.uaiy confiders as the real ipoton which 
it«*od the anejent Memphis. The remains 
of ancient lakes round Mcnph are men¬ 
tioned as an additional proof, fince all an¬ 
tiquity have ipoken of the lakes near 
Memphis j but nothing of the kind ap¬ 
pears in the village of Gila. 

Mr. Savary, m his feventh letter, was 
obliged to record the following circum¬ 
stance (though he does it fomewhat 
aukwardly) j and we take notice of it 
here, in order to iiluftrate the fubjctl 
before us. His words are : 44 The 
•* vAi abs pretend that Mifram, the Ion of 
“ Cham, fettled in Egypt. They call * 
* that country, therefore, Mafr, and 
“ give the lame name to the town which 
** becomes the capital.'* That is to 
fay. They ftill agree f with Mofes, - who ne¬ 
ver calls the country by any other ..name 
fham Mifrfcim. So it is, and Mi*. Sa- 
vaiy cannot help.it. However, thU 
^lUifcftance gives weight to our tdthftr's

This is deciltyc 
as 10 the iituaiion of ancient Memphis, 
But the following extravagant affertion* 
have no foundation whatever in ancient 
liiltoiy. 44 Af*era King of Egvpt had 
44 tinned the courfe of the Nile, which loft 
44 itlilfinthe lands of Lybia, and that 
44 the Delta was fanned out of the mud 
44 deposited by its waters, canals were cut 
44 to drain the Lower Egypr. The Mo- 
44 narchs, who till then had fixed their 
44 leiidcnce nt Thebes, were defirous of 
« 4 coining nearer the mouth of the river, 
44 to enjoy a more temperate air, and to 
44 be mote leady to defend the entrance 
t 44 of their Empire. They founded the 
44 city of Memphis, and drove to make 
44 it a rival worthy of the ancient Capi- 
«« tal.” So that the two capital cities of 
Egypt are here dated to be, firft Thebes, 
and then Memphis. But Thebes was ne¬ 
ver known to be the capital of Egypt at 
any time s and it is exprelsly afferted, in 
Herodotus, that Memphis was built by 
the firft King of the Egyptian^ Ztjan 
was the capital of Egypt in the time of 
Mofes, anu is reprelented by the Pro¬ 
phet Il'aiah as the capital of Egypt in his 
days, that i*, in the reign of Sabacpn, 
the Ethiopian. The Prophet Ezekiel, 
near an hundred and thirty years after, 
as eiprCfsly represents Naph or Mens* 
phis to be the capital of Egypt, that is, in 
thesreignof Apries »fo that Memphis firft 
became the capital only in the fpacfc of 
time between tne-reigns of Sabacon and 
Apries. And the particular reign under 
which thll happened may be eamy deter¬ 
mined, * After the death of Sethon, 
pgypt hid twelve Kings, who governed it 

3 
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by & mutual confederacy sunon^.thcm- 
fclvcs : but a dilpute arifing, rfamme- 
tichuc, one of the twelve* fubdyed and 
dethroned the t eft, and put himfclf into the 
pofltflion of all Egypt. After he had 
eftahiifhed himfUfm his government,'he 
laid out great funis in adorning the city of' 
Memphis, From thjs time it. feems to. 
have become the.capital of all Egypt, as 
a place of the. greateft ftrength, and heft 
{hunted for the interior defence of the 
kingdom. Monplu* indeed^ man/ages 
before this,* had been a royal city, but 
not the capital of Egypt. Apries, tjc- 
fides Memphis, had *- royal palace at 
Sais^ and he. had alio another at Daphne, 
or Tahpanes, a$ w$ aj*e alTined. by Jere¬ 
miah, while himfclf wrote upon the l’pot, 
Thcfe men, who were natives of a coun¬ 
try in the. neighbourhood of Egypt, and 
their own nation at the time in alliance 
with the. Egyptians, could certainly tell 
us which w*rc the capital cities in Egypt, 
tltiruix their </ajs y as well as Mr. Savaiy 
can now inform us what was the ft me of 


Egypt three thoufand years before his own 
time } and their information is iitrcly wor¬ 
thy ofusuiAich credit at lead on this fubjcfl. 
We beg leave juft to add, A fen/\ M ( n/h t 
W'jfi/j, and Mrtt/h, whence Memphis*,are 
only different van.ilu.ns of the fame radi¬ 
cal term, which iignifiea toicatt'-r m dif- 
peile • warns. Memphs was the place 
of the firll diviiion oi dil'periimi of the wa¬ 
ters over all the Delta. After thi budding 
of Alexandria, Memphis b *g..n to de¬ 
cline; yet, under Auguilus, it held the 
rank of the.ftcend < ity of Eg) pt. About 
theycai 640 of the Chiifti.m JU. 1.1, Aui- 
rou, fon of El A is, iook. il by ftoim, and 
rated it to tlic ground. 


-Immediately aliu the dcftrv. 6 Vioii of 
Memphis, “ Ann011 built M*fr Foflat , 
on the Ipot where he had foimcd his 
camp, previous to hi* going to hefiege 
Alexandria.

{these. On nis return from his conqucfU* 
belaid .here the foundation of a town, to

{prung from thfc Princes of tHe Kirounn, 
came, into Egypt at tile head of a formi¬ 
dable army, and took, it from the Abaf- 
fidcs. The conqueror being in want .of 
a plate, to cftablilh his foldicrs, laid tha 
found itioi> of Hlkahera% Grand Cairo* 
built a palace there to lodg6 the Emperor* 
and made the great men and the foldiers 
inhabit the new town. Four years after* 
Moaz Quilted his dominions in Barbary* 
ansi came to enioy his conqueft. That 
year the buildirjg of Grand Cairo was 
hnifhed, and the Empire of the Fati mites 
cftabliftiedU Moa?, in an mjun&ion he 
gives his fon, makes ule of thefe words s 
The inftant of the foundation of their 
town was marked Uy the afcenfion of 
Mars,—of that Mars who fubdues the 
vniverfq. It is on account of this horof- 
cope, that I have given it the name of 
lElkahcra —The Victorious.'* To this 
account, from an Arabian Iliftorian, Mr* 
Savary adds others of the lame nation * 
berauJi*, fays he, the foundation of Grand 
Cairo has been the fuhieft of cn or 
and difpute anigngtt the learned and 
among It Uavclleis. From the fame au¬ 
thorities otftr author diaws alfo the fol¬ 
lowing information. “ The Fitnch, 
under King Lulignan, extended their 
conqueftsin Syria, and carried their vie* 
toiirus arms even into Egypt. In the 
year 564. of the Hegiia, (that is, about the 
year j 186 of the Chiiftian ./Era.) they took 
Bel be is by llorin. Schaouai, King of 
Egypt, fearing left Foftat Ihould fall into 
their hands, i'et fire to it \ the flames 
{piead lapidly, and the town burnt for 
lour and fifty days. Grand Cairo pro¬ 
fited by the difatter : the wretched inha¬ 
bitants abandoned their heaps of allies, to 
take refuge in the new town. It was 
then that Grand Cairo, having become 
the rehdcjice of the Grandees, and the 
Kings of the Country, received the pom¬ 
pous epithet of yfxifr } and Foftat took 
that ot F/a tick, whjch iignifies The An¬ 
cientf, and which it bears at this day. In 
about eight years afterwards, were built 
the walls that now lurrojund Grand Cai¬ 
ro, and the Cattle lituated on Mount 
Mokattarru This new town Is not, like 
Fnltatj* (ituated on the Nile, but a little 
to the eaft of the river. Fottat, there¬ 
fore* is more favourable for commerce.’* 
To this town Europeans have given the 
name of Old Cairo, to diftinguifh it 
f^om, Grand Cairo; but* fays Mr, 
Savary r *« The Oriental Hiftfcrians 
t?ev?r gf*ve Foflat the name of Cahera * 
They call it fa ft at, th^n Foftat 

Mafr> 
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Mafr , and fincc ils decline, Mafr F.la- 
tick. It was- the Venetian Merchants 
\vho called it Old Cairo, and travellers 
have repeated this improper denomination. 
Through the whole of this Mr. Savary 
evidently conftders himfclf as giving in¬ 
formation entirety new to his European 
readers.* How far he realty does io, we 
fhall not here take upon us to determine : 
but we*hppe to be forgiven the following 
fhort quotations fiom Do£lor Wells’s 
IViftoncal Geography of the Old Ft fo¬ 
ment, written above leventy year*' ago. 
44 'Thcvcnot, fays the Doftoi, obfuve*, 
that not far fiom the Mummies, tow.uds 
the Nile, arc ionic leinains of a large* 
town, which was JVlouiphis ; the inhabi¬ 
tants whereof were buried where the 
Mummies arc ; and that Pliny alfbclcaily 
proven this, where he lays, that the Py¬ 
ramids are between the Delta of Egypt 
and the city of Memphis, on the iiuc of* 
Africa. T/u'i’enot diewhere obfervts, 
that the ancients ehofe a very goud filia¬ 
tion for Memphis on the wilt iidc of the 
river 5 and that Old Cairo (Fulfil) has 
iince been built alfo upon the rivei # oppo- 
ii(e to JShtuphis. But N-tw or Grand 
Cii’>o itands ill, being leated at the foot 
of an hill, which the Calllc Hands oir 5 
io that the hill covers it, and keeps off alj 
the wind and air, which trailfes luch a 
ltifling heat as begets many di/eatcs jo¬ 
hnnies its inconvenience for trade/'- 

Hvie follow the Doctor's own remarks « 
** If we confider what has been obferved 
occaiionally in this chapter concerning 
the three cities, Memphis , Old Cairo (or 
Foftat), anJ Nw or Grand Cairo , it ap¬ 
pears to be not queHionabie but that Old 
Cairo aroic out of tiie iums, or upon ihe 
decay of Memphis, being placed on the 
eaft iide of the Nile, oppoiiie to the fpot 
where Memphis Hood on the wcH Hue ; 
and that upon the decay of Old Cairo aroie 
New Cairo, about a quarter of a league 
fiom the tanner : and hence New Cairo 
is called by the Andrians Mafr, ami by 
the Turks Mifi, or Mttfir." i he D0&01, 
after reje£ling the etymology of Elka - 
her a, which makes it the name of the 

C Lanct Mars, called £/ Caher in Ara- 
ick, gives a better apd more probable 
account of the name Cairo than what is 
dope by Mr. Savary. 

The foundation, commerce, riches, 
and magnificence 6f Alexandria are well 
known in ;Hiftory. Soon after die de¬ 
ft ru£\ ion of. Memphis, it fell into the 
har.cjs of thq^ fame conqueror, Ainrou the 
ion of El Abs. By him was the famous 
library deftroyed, which contained more 


r> 

than four hundred rhoufand manuferipty. 
He demanded the Caliph's orders. u Bum 
thefe books, replied the" furious Oinar; 
if they contain, only what is in the Coran, 
they are ulclcls ; if they contain aiiy 
thing elfe, they are dangcrofc." A 
truly barbarous fenicnee 1 as Mr. Savary 
juftfy obftrves. Tlie reader cannot help 
bring intcrefted in our author’s account 
of this place. To the eaft of Alexandria 
is Atyoukir, where flood the ancient Ca¬ 
nopus, which once gave its name to a 
mouth of the Nile. Wepafst>y Mr. Sa¬ 
vory's puerile account of the origin of this 
name. •Further on to the eaft ftand&Ro- 
fetta, near to the ruins of the ancieht 
Bolhiiina, which alft> gave its name for¬ 
merly to another mouth . of the Nile. 
Here flows along into the fir'a one of the 
only two capital branches of this famous 
river that yet remain in the Delta. Fur¬ 
ther Hill to the eaft, was the Sebcnnitic 
mouth near Cape Burlos, which may be 
confidered as almoH in the middle of the 
bjfe of the prefeut Delta. On what may 
now be cah'cd the eailern branch of the 
Nile Hands Damictta. Mr. Savary’s ac¬ 
count of this place will afford the reader 
both much information and pleafiife. 
The ancient Dunieita, called 7 % ami at is 
by the Greeks, was utterly destroyed 
about the thirteenth century. Frofn this 
part of the Delta to Farama, near’tfte in¬ 
dent Feluiium, extends the L&lof Men- 
arale, where once flood very fattiou$ ci¬ 
ties, and, among others, the Z*/r>/ of the 
Holy Scriptures, which, we have ieafbri 
believe, was the firll of any built in 
Egypt. Our author ought to have ac¬ 
cented for this exienlive Like, which co¬ 
vers io vaft a quantity of ground, orice 
highly cultivated, and lb near to the fei: 
and he ought to have reconciled the ex- 
iftencc both of this and thc'LakeBotirlos, 
with his favourite hypothifis, which fdp- 
pofts the continual life of the Delta for 
lb many thoufand years, and its very 
great acquiiitions from the fe 3 . Between 
Damietta and Farama were formerly the 
Mendcfian and Tanitic mouths of 'the 
Nile : but now this laige territory is Co¬ 
vered with deep waters $ fo that the banks 
of that £reat It ream, whe. e the ancient 
Pharaohs ufed to walk, are no longer^ to 
be found. The place where the ancient 
Pduhim flood, is to be feen near the eai- 
tem extremity of the Lake Mtnzale. Here 
once was the mouth of the largeft branch 
of the Nile, which is at prefent entirely 
cheaked up. The curious reader wi 4 
by no means regret the time which he 
may if end with Mr. Savory in the neigh¬ 
bor; nood 
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bourhood of Fansma. We cannot wen 
mention the places within the Delta that 
are worthy of particular notice. Our 
reader* would not find themfelves tired* 
were they to vjfit them with Mr. Savary, 
even though they fhould.happen now and 
then to 'be milled. We could wilh our 
readers not to forfake tlfls entertaining 
companion, till with him thev have re¬ 
viewed the many wonders or renowned 
Thebes: and yet we advife them to be 
on their guard j for foine men will very 
often plealf, when they ought not to \>e 
credited. We cannot better clofc this 
article, than with out author's rffierfTbns 
on the top of mount Colr.oum, in the de 
fart adjoining to the Red Sea. €e Seated 
on the fummit of col7oum, the Red Sea $ 
is at one’s feet; one dilcovers at a diitauce , 
that cxtiunity towards which the chief of 
the Ili.-telitcs is laid to have palled with all 
his people between the fufpended waves 
and to the fouth-caft, the famous hills of 
Oich anti ot Sinai, where heicctived the 
tables of the law.

the feienees and attention to tlie arte, both 
in this and other indances, do him the 
greateft honour. The following fpeci- 
mens are here icle£ted, as a few out of the 
many dec ifi ve proofs which we have before 
us, of a virtuous induftry, and of his 
curious researches into the monuments of 
art. Wc fliall omit his account of the 
great Pyramid, not as difiatisfied with any 
thing Mr. Savary has advanced concern¬ 
ing that vaft (lru£ture, but for this rea- 
4 >n } b tea life a iult and proj>er defciiption 
of one Jingle object cannot well be abridg¬ 
ed, without hiding fo much of tlie objeft 
itlelf from our view : anti befides, deferip- 
tions of this wonderful building are fre¬ 
quently to be met with. 

Speaking of Alexandria, our author 
, fays : “ Still, however, every lign of the 
ancient magnificence of this city is not 
effaced. The relcrvoiis vaulted with 
much art, and which extend under the 
whole town, are altnoit cmire at the end 
of two thoui'and years. Towards the 
cadem pan of the palace are two obJi/ks, 
vulgarly called Cleopatra’s needles. They 
me of Thebaic Hone, and covered 
witip hicroglyplucks s one is overturned* 
bioken, and lying under the land; the 
other is on its |>cdertal. Tliefe two obe- 
lilks, each of them of a fingle (tone, are 
about lixty feet high, by leven feet lquaie 
at the bale. What moll*engages the atten¬ 
tion of tiavellers, is the pillar of red gra - 
mte, fituated at a quarter of a league from 
the Jouthcrn gate. The capital is Conn- 
thiau, with pa Inf leaves, and not indented. 
It is nine f.et high. The Ihnft and the 
uppei member ot the bate aie ot one piece, 
of ninety feet long, and nine in diametei. 
The bate is a fquare of about fifteen feet 
on each fide. This block of nimble, fixty 
fort in circumference, mils on two layeis 
of fh»nc bound together with lead, which 
however h is not p; evented the Arabs from 
fore ng out fcveral of them, to l’earch for 
an imaginary treafure. The whole column 
is one hundred and fourteen fc* t high.— 
It is ptifc&ly well polid.at, aivl only a 
little fhivcied on the caflcni fide. Nothing 
enn equal the majelly of this monument * 
fecn from adiltancc, it oveitcps die town, 
and lmes as a iignai for veilels. Ap¬ 
proaching it nearer, it produces an alto- 
mfiimi nt mixed with awe. One can never 
be tired with admiring the beauty of the 
capital, the lfihgth yt the (haft, nor the 
extraordinary-limplicity qf the pedefial. 
I am perluaded, that it this, column were 
tranfported before the palace* of our kings, 
all Europe would come to^ay its tribute 

uf 
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<xf admiration to the molt beautiful monu¬ 
ment on the face of the globe.” 

“ Within the church of St. Sergius, at 
Foflat, is a grotto, held in great veil nation 
by the Chriltians. They pietend that the 
• Holy Family, flying from the periccution 
ot Heiod, took jofugc in this place. 1 law 
the hntory ot that tight painted on the 
gate ot a niche wheic mais is laid. The 
oriental didst is pci frilly oblcrvcd in this 
pid m e, and the head ot the Vugm is to- 
ieiably well painted. The truth of ^ic 
icjjiutnct too much neglcdcd by modern 
pamwis, often dcltioys the died of their 
molt bcjunful compoiitions.” 

Mr. Savary, 1 pc.iking of I Icliopolis, 
lays: “ Ot tue tour obtulhs built by 
hochis in that town, •two were removed to 
Koine, auothir ha» been dcltroycd by the 
Aiuhs, and tiie tali ot them is itill Hand¬ 
ing on its pcdiitai. It is computed of a 
block ot i hcbaic ltwiic, patently well* 
pohllicd, and is iixty-eight feet high, with*, 
out icekoiling us bale, and about hx tect 
an 1 a halt wide on each at pet t. They are 
Co-, eicd with hieioglyplucs. This obelifk 
»S in good pielci vation, except on the l'outh 
lide, wheic tile granite is lcaled off^up to 
a cci tain elevation. This beautiful monu¬ 
ment, and a fpliiux of a yellowilh marble, 
ovcilet in tile mud, arc the only remains 
of Heliopolis.” Mr. Savary, in taking 
notice ot the Pyi.minis that aie teen along 
tlie mountains winch bound baccara on 
tlie well, obierves, that it was not vanity 
winch induced the Pharaohs to build thole 
magnificent tombs, Mid cpiotes Heiodotus 
foi the two folio.vnig opinions : *• Their 
leligion taught them, that as long as ilicir 
bod .es ciAild be kept tice from coiruptam, 
their louls viould not quit them, and that 
at the expn ation of flute thouiand ytai.s, 
they would animate them again. This 
dogma made ihtni cic& tliele buildings, 
which the genius of the moil able areni- 
tects lirovc to lendei inaccellibic. They 
gave them the pyiamidal foim, as being 
the molt durabk. 'I llis*form was con¬ 
nected like wile with thur worilnp, and 
ioi med an ait of homag«. to the fun, whole 
rays it imitated. Pliny lay?, that tne ohe- 
luks wtre conlccxatcd to the l'un: that they 
teprefented his rays, which is indicated by 
their Egyptian name. In tadt, thetc mo¬ 
numents, as well as the pyiamids, were 
called in Egyptian pyramue> rays of the 
lun. TheOiceks gave tlie name of obe- 
ldks to the former, and left that of py¬ 
ramids to the others, which comts from 
pyr, flre, and in which they have preierved 
tne ancient etymology. 'I i:e ^bciilks were 
comeciattd to the fun, becaule they lerved 
as dials to mark the houi 4 ”

More than a league to the foilth ward 
of the great bed of Bohr Joufeph?" lays 
our author, “ we crois the rums of an 
ancient town, from the remains of which 
the burgh of Babam has enriched ltfelf. 
At tome diltance beyond it, our attention 
is fixed by a curious monument. It is a 
rock linoothcfl with the point of the child, 
in the depth of whidi a giotto of fifty feet 
diameter, and fix deep, is he \ n. The 
bottom represents a iacrifice ofFercd to the 
fun. • Tins luminary is there leu ip cured 
in ticmi-iclie'vo• On the rig^it twopricfls 
decorated with poinu^i caps, life uu their 
;u"Ris towards him, and touch^with their 
fingers the extremity of his rays : be¬ 
hind them, two children with their heads 
dreffed in the fame manner, hold in their 
hands full cups dclhned for the libations. 
Three piles, lupportcd by leven vales with 
their handles, and placed below the fun, 
bear on their fummtts llaughtered lambs. 
On the left we diicover two young girls, 
attached only to the itone by the tett and 
back : the Arabs have knocked oft' their 
heads, and disfigured them with their 
lances. Various hieroglyphics com pole 
undoubtedly the hiitory ot this facritice, 
which J imagine was an olieriug to Jupi¬ 
ter Amnion $ a lymfcolical divinity, by 
which the ancient Egyptians denottd tlu; 
fun entering the lign ot the Ram.—This 
monument, hewn out of a hard ilonc, 
mult pals to the latelt poflerity.” 

** '1'he village ot Achrnounain, lays Mr. 
Savary, four Hides to the north or Me- 
laoui, is lemaikahle for the tuins ii con¬ 
tains. Amongft the neaps of i uhbiih it is 
^*uirounded wnn, one udmiies a inpub 
portico, that has iutfered nothing tiom 
nine. It ib one hundred feet long, uvcniy- 
five wide, and is inppoiled by twelve co¬ 
lumns, which have only a plain fal'cia b/ 
way ot capital. Each commit is cghi- 
pofed of three blocks of granite, foimmg 
in all lixty fret in height, by twenty five 
in circumference. I in, block, whicn lefts 
upon die bale, is limply rounded, and 
loaded with hieroglyphics, which com¬ 
mence with a pyramid. The two other; 
ate fluted. '1 he columns are ten fret 
dillant from each other, except the two 
middle ones, which, ierving tor the en¬ 
trance, l?avc between ttiein an .interval of 
fifteen tect. Ten enormous ttoncs cover 
tne wjiole extent of the portico. Over 
them is a double row. Tne two middle 
ones, which nie in the foim of a pedi¬ 
ment, furpals the others in height and 
tiucknetjt#.. £>ne is itruck with astomfh* * 
ment at the fight of theie maflb of rucks, 
that the aTV ot man has been able to elevate 


to 
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to the height of fixty feet. The frieze 
which goes round it is covered with hiero¬ 
glyphics very well carved. We ice the 
figuies of buds, of inic&s, of men lea led, 
to whom others feem to make otfenngs, 
and ditfcient forts of animals. Tins is 
probably the hillcry of the tirtie, the place, 
and the deity, in who ft honour this monu¬ 
ment was railed. The portico was painted 
red and blue. The colours are effaced in 
many places; but the lower part c?t the 
architrave, which furrounds the colonnade, 
has prelervea a gold colour aitoniJlungly 
lively. It is the fame with the ceiling, 
where the (tars of gold ihine upon i?n azure 
Iky with a dazzling brilliancy. This mo¬ 
nument, conlhuClcd before the conquclt of 
the Perfians, has neither the elegance nor 
the purity of the Grecian architecture j 
but its foiidity, which it leems impeilible 
to dellroy, its awful finplicity, ami its 
majelty, command admiration. What 
ideas mult we entcitain of the temple or 
the palace, of which tins announced the 
entry ?’* There is l'omcthing in our au¬ 
thor's remark lelpeCtmg the aiclmc&tuic 
of this monument, which we do not fully 
comprehend He fays, “ being conlti utled 
bctoiethe Perlianconqucft, it has neithei,” 
&c. He cannot mean that the Perlians 
brought with them into Egypt the Giccian 
ai chi lecture. Are we then to underhand 
that the Perlian and Grecian ai chitetUuc 
refembled each other in elegance and pu¬ 
rity ? Or did he mean to intimate that the 
- Grecian architecture was not ieen m Egypt 
before the Perlian imaiion? Wluchio- 
cver of thclie we underhand, the rcmaikcs 
undoubtedly of great unpui lance in the 
hiltoiy of the origin and piogieis ot this 
art. In another place Mr. Savaiy fays, 
44 In none of the monuments remaining 
to us of ancient Egypt, do we Ice an ai ch 
or column of any of the Grecian Ciders, 
but hones of an aitonilhing lize covered 
with hieroglyphics." This is not veiy 
favourable to chat idea which luppolcs iliac 
the Greeks originally learnt architeihuc 
from the Egyptians, Speajcing ot the mo¬ 
numents found among the very fp lend id 
xun.s ot Antinoe, Mr. Savaiy lays, k * V\ e 
admire in them that tafic, that elegance, 
the Romans learnt from the Giecks; but 
we do not behold that majelty, t at foii¬ 
dity, that marvellous grandeur ..Inch the 
people of Egypt knew how to ftamp on 
their monuments, ana which other nations 
hax^ never, been able to attain. The re- 
mg&s of ‘ Antinoe, in 1 'piU^of their mag- 
JW&cncc^are very trifling hi oompariion 
„ sfifch tin* povticozif Achmouoain, though 
it be fifteen hundred *yeai s oldtf."

Through various cities and towns btff 
author condu&s us up to the remains of 
ancient Chemmii , or Panopolis, 44 Here,’* 
lays lie, 44 nothing remains of it but tome 
ifoncs, lo large that the Turks have not 
been able to move them. They aie co- 
veied witlihieroglyphics, and one of them 
ot an cxtraoidinary l’culpture. These 
are liaccd on it four concentric circles, in 
a iquare. The inuu molt of thefe contains 
a lun. Two lucceeding ones, divided 
info twelve parts, contain, one twelvebilds, 
the other twelve animals, alinolt effaced*, 
which appear Lo be the ligns of the zodiac. 
The tounh has nodivjlions, ami prclents 
twelve human figuics. The four Sealons 
occupy the angles o£ the fquare, on the- 
fide ot which may be diitinguilhed a globe 
with wings. It is piobable that this ltone 
belonged to a tcmpic dedicated to the fun j 
that tlic whole of the hieroglyphics marks 
his paiiage into the ligns of tlu: zodiac ; 
and his courle, whole ievolution founs 
tin- year. This lionc is a proof that the 
Egyptians pollelfcd agronomical know- 
hiige from the molt 1 emote antiquity.” 

butin Panopolis through dilfeicnt places 
our author tails in with the luinsol Aby- 
clus, an heap without inhabitants $ 44 bill,*' 
fay she, 11 to the welt of thele ruins, we 
liiil find the celebrated monument of If¬ 
ni andes. We firlt enter under a portico, 
railed about fixty feet, and luppoited by 
two lows of malTy columns The im- 
moveable lblidity of the edifice, the huge 
matleswhichcompoleit, the hieroglyphics 
it is loaded with, ltanip it as a woik 
ot the ancient Egyptians. Beyond is a 
temple, which is tiuee hundred feet long, 
by one bundled ami forty-live feet wide. 
On cntciuig, v\e remark an immenie 
hall, tlic loot of which is luppoited by 
twenty-eight columns, fixty feet high, 
and nineteen in circumference at the bale. 
They aie twelve feet diltant from each 
othci. The enoimous Hones that form 
the ceiling, peifeiUy joined, andincrufted 
as it were one in the other, offer to the 
eye nothing but one whole platform of 
marble, one bundled and twenty-lix feet 
long, and lixty-fix feet wide. 7 he walls 
are covered with innumerable hierogly¬ 
phics. One fees there a multitude of 
animals, of birds, and human figures,, 
with pointed caps on their heads, and a 
piece of ltufi* hanging down*behind, and 
dicfled in open robes defeendingonly to die 
waifh.The clumfinefs of the lcUlpture ah- 
uounces its antiquity.' It is art in its infancy. 
The forms of the body/the attitudes, tne 
proportions’ of the members are badly 
oblerVed* Among il thefe various' repre- 

lentations. 
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fcntations, women are to be diflinguilhed 
futkltng their children, and men present¬ 
ing offerings to them. In the midft of 
thele defigns, engraved on the maible, the 
traveller difcovers the Divinities of India . 
Monficur Chevalier, formerly Governor 
of Chandemagor, carefully vilired this 
ancient monument, on his retum from 
Bengal. He remarked the Gods 7 -W'- 
nat. Goners, and Vtthnou, or Vtjinou, 
l’uch as they are leprefented in the Tem¬ 
ples of Indoftan. Have the Egyptians 
received ihefe divinities from the I ml in ns, 
or the Indians from the Egyptians ? 
Were tins quell ion rcfolvcd, it would de¬ 
cide the antiquity of the two people.” 
'The mtic rdblution of this queftion could 
not Ihew whether the Indians or Egyp¬ 
tians were tin- more ancient people : it 
could only decide which of the two na¬ 
tions fiill leceived the Divinities here def- 
ciibetl. It would not even Ihew us the 
01 igin of the word lip lpokcn of. Never-* 
t Ik Ids Mi. Savary'* account of thele cu¬ 
rious mins is of very great importance, 
both as it icfpelts the progieis of art in 
Egypt, the coincidence of far diitani na¬ 
tions in the lame kind of idolatry, and 
the genet al hilloiy of mankind; and 
our author might have availed himfclf 
nnir.li mote than he has done of the infor- 
maiion which thole ruins lb clcailyliig- 
gvlt. Many other valuable tim.uns in 
this place aie delcnbed, which we cannot 
at ten.I to here j feeling ouilelvcs com- 
pulled to pay a vifit with our author to the 
neighbourhood of Thebes. 

li J,ct 11s, fays Mi. Savary, proceed 
to the fouthwaid of Carnack, where we 
fall in with the lemains of one of the four 
piincipal Temples l'poken of by Diodorus 
Siculus. It has eight entries, three of 
which have Sphinxes before them of an 
enormous fize, with two large llatues on 
each lide. Thele Sphinxes and Co- 
loflufes, all of one fingle block of marble, 
are hewn in the antique ftile. After paf- 
fing through thele majeftic alleys, we ar- 
live at four porticoes, each or which is 
thirty feet wide, fifty-two m height, and 
one hundred and fifty long. The firft of 
thell* porticoes is entirely built of red gra¬ 
nite, perfectly poliflied. Four com¬ 
partments, filled with hieroglyphics, oc¬ 
cupy the exterior faces. The interior 
i ‘lias only three rows, in each of which one 
' remarks two human figures, larger than 
Nature, fculptured with infinite art. The 
fides are decorated with coloftal figures, 
elevated fifteen feet above the foundations 
of the gate. Two ftatues, thirty-three 
feet high, one of red granite, the other 
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of granite fpotted with black and grey, 
arc placed without. We muft omit the 
fecoiid poi tico, as curious as the forego - 
ing. At the extremity of thele porti¬ 
coes commenced thole lofty walls which 
formed the firll Court ol the Tun pie. 
The people entered it by twelve gates*. 
That which has fuffered leu It from the in¬ 
juries of time* and the mat's of which ap¬ 
pears immoveable, Is in »ihc rultic, ftile, 
without hieroglyphics, and of an awful 
Simplicity. It gives an entrance into the 
great»lquare, the Tides of which are form¬ 
ed by two terraces, elevated fix tect fiom 
the ground, and eighty wide. The tra¬ 
veller .^linircs there two beaut ifill colon- 
luules, which extend the whole length ot the 
ten aces. Above and in the front of the 
Temple is a lecond Court, the extent of 
which corieljxmd*. with the majelty of the 
building. It is likewile decorated with 
two ranges of columns, v Inch me more 
than fifty feet high, by eighteen in cir- 
cuinfeiencc at -the bale. Their capitals 
aie in the form of voles, crowned with 
lai gt* lijuare ftoncs, which lerved proba¬ 
bly as pedeltals tor llatues. Two Co- 
lolfulesol a piodigious iize, but mutilat¬ 
ed by barbarians, terminate thele colon¬ 
nades. Arrived at this place, the eye 
views with altonilhment the immenlity of 
the Temple. It is of a fiirprifinig eleva^ 
lion ; its wall*', built with marble, ap¬ 
pearing incapable of delhullion. The 
roof, of a gieater height in the middle than 
at die lilies, is iupported by eighteen 
rowsof pillars. Thole which Support the 
part the moll elevated, are thirty feet in 
circumference, and about eighty in height; 
the others are one-third fmaller. Tlieic 
is not in the univerfe a building whole 
grandeur bears a more awful character, 
nor whole majelty itrikes more forcibly 
the feelings. It teems conformable with 
the great idea the Egyptians entertained 
of the Supreme Being * and it is impofli- 
ble to enter it without being penetrated 
with refpe&. All its afpe&s are covered 
with hieroglyphics and extraordinary fi¬ 
gures. On the north-fide are fculpoired 
reprelen tat ions of battles, with horles 
and with chariots, one of which is drawn 
by (lags. We diftinguifh on the fouth 
wall t\go barks covered with a canopy* 
at the extremity of which appears a fun* 
They are puihed by mariners with poles* 
Two men, Seated at the ftern, feemto di- 
reft*their courfe, and to receive homage.'*

It is the cnl’e of a poor Negro-wo¬ 
man in tlu- Illand ot Jamaica, who being 
unable (as flic laid) to bear the pains of 
labour, cut open hei abdomen and uterus, 
and ex tufted the child and placenta her- 
it-if. 'I he child died on the fifth day af¬ 
ter its birth, but the poor woman herfelf 
recovered in five weeks. The- Aril ac¬ 
count of this cuiious cure appealed in the 
Medical Journal for 1786, on the autho¬ 
rity of Doctor Bordbclt, a Phyfician of 
eminence at Spanilh Town, in Jamaica, 
and was communicated to Do&or Sim¬ 
mons by Mr. Cowley, now fettled in 
England, at Chelicr, and who, during 
the war, was Surgeon *of the Military 
Hofpital in Jamaica. The farther ac¬ 
count of the cure now publifhed, is given 
on the authority of Doctor David Morton, 
/ a very refptftabk* Phyfician at Kinglton 
in Jamaica, who had the care of the pa¬ 


tient. The fa£ happened in the year 
1769, and the patient, loon after her re¬ 
covery, became the pioperiy of a Mr. 
Philips, ot the paiilh of St. Thomas in 
the Kail. Dealer Morton, being defl- 
rous to learn the fcquel of her hirtory. 
made application foi that purpofe, bv let¬ 
ter, about fi\e>vars ago, to the Surgeon 
who has the care ot the Negroes on Mr. 
Philips’s eltate, anil from him lie learned' 
that Jlie was then in good health, and 
had lately been delivered, at the full 
term, of a living child.

the year 1745* No other infection being 
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at hand,-he inoculated the fix Negro-men 
from this puftule on his thumb, and the 
infcttion took place in all of them.

©quil brium tottered at every ltep, and made 
thrir exvrcife much more painful. The in¬ 
habitants of the country of th~ unh.ippi had 
another advantage, they trail'd thenfcly^s 
imphcitly on the river in the greatfft I lor ms; 
their wens always fuppoited them.—Al¬ 
though toiled about, the rough'd! weather 
made no imj>relli«m on their ficuntioii ; «n 
tlie other hand, the inhabitants of the country 
of H. ppinefs often ffrw tlie pi tins of then 
charming country ipoded by tlie inundations 
of the liqmd element, themfelvcs i'wept away 
by the current, and not b ing able to keep 
above water, finking with tlie weight ot^ 
their rich dreiles. I like wife took* n 
that in the foi tun tie country they were lefs 
lkilful, lefs indulli ions, lets humane, leis cha¬ 
ul ah'e, than in the c umtry of IJnluppinefs. 

My iiiquifitne eye fought fome otlicf 
Compaialive object, whi n 1 obiei ved If low- 
ei mg gather over the tftand ; thunder roired, 
dreadful tl.ifhes of lightning burl! the clouds, 
and rremmdous hail beat on the earth. 

Every thing w.«s in a confternation, when 
ftvldeiily the fea (welled. its impetuous waves 
touching the (kier, befieged the double iflaotl, 
which was fo »n fw allowed up w ith all its in¬ 
habitants. I la-v nothing in the glais but a 
pale and doi.ful obicuiity which covered an 
immenfe heap of water, from whence fome 
confufed fighs pro teded. At that inftant,

■pROM the tafia and Byle of this building, 
it is probable it was raifed by that liberal 
-patrofiizcr of art, and of arcliite&ure in par¬ 
ticular, Sultan Sr jab, the third fon of the Em- 
pet or Shah Jahan, and brotlitr to the Empe¬ 
ror- 4 urtntL 4 bt\ it being*n the fame Ryle of mag¬ 
nificence with the palace built by Sultan Suj Jh 
at Rajemabcly having the fame ornaments and 
being on the fame fcale with thofe beddings, 
and bearing the marks of the fame antiquity. 

To the Englifh in particular this building 
becomes of conquerable Iv.Borical galue ; for 
. on the night fucceeding the battle of Auda 
Nulla, the whole of the Bntifh part of the 
army, after the purfuit of the enemy’s forces, 
lodged iri this building ; and as this v\dtory 
gave the Enghfh the complete polfefliou of 
the kingdom of Bengal, it may not be unen- 
tertaming to our leaders, if we prefent them 
with part of a letter from Major Thoijus 
Adams, the commanding officer, dated at the 
Camp before Mongheer, the 5th of Oft. 1763. 

“ The enemy retired ro Auda Nulla, a 
pod which they had been fortifying for Come 
time, and remarkably (tiong by nature, hav¬ 
ing in fu n a very contiderable fwamp, and 
protected on one flank. by the mountains, and 
op the other by die river. Here they threw 
up a work, and mounted upwards of 100 
pieces of cannon, having a very deep ditch m 
front, 54 feet broad, and full of water, ex¬ 
cept towards the lulls. We had no other 
method of carrying on approaches towards if, 
but on the hank «f the river, oa account of 
the fwamp. The breadth of the dry ground 
Old not exceed 100 yards. , On the 41ft fif 
Auguft, 1 encamped within 3000 yards of 
the enemy's works, and began to throw .up 
an entrenchment to protect the camp from 
any attempts of the enemy's cavalry, that my 
attention might not he taken off the liege. 
On die 14th at night, I advanced an approach 
under the bank of the river, and eredisd a 
redoubt for the prote&ion of the trenches, 
within 1 tco yards of the enemy's works ; 
into which L ordered 120 Emopeans, 300 
Seapoys, and three pieces of cannon. On the 
25th at noon, thb enemy marched out a con- 
fidcrable body of Seapoys to attack it, who 
were permitted to advar.ee within 100 yards, 
when they received fuch a warm fire as to 
oblige them to retreat, leaving about too 


at which time the enemy marched out to at¬ 
tack our encampment in front and rear, but 
were eafily repulfed. On the 4th finding 
that our fire had no great eftelt on the enemy's 
mud work, and that there was no poflibihty 
of carrying it by the river, bin by advancing 
our approaches and filling the ditch ; and that 
the enemy's principal attention was taken up 
yith our prefent attack, thinking that part 
of their works towards the hills quite fccure 
by the large lake and iwamp in front; I de¬ 
termined to attack that part in the morning, 
and accordingly ordered the two companies pf 
European grenadiers, a company of French vo¬ 
lunteers, and 500 gienadter Seapoys to march 
at three in the morning, commanded by Cape, 
Irwin, of his MajeBy’s 84th regiment, to 
whofe prudence and perfeveiance tpe fuixefs 
of the attempt is principally owing. They 
were fupported by 1000 Seapoys and two 
pieces of cannon, and the whole line to fol¬ 
low and fupport them. This was accord-, 
iogly put into execution in the morning, and 
we got poilelfion of their whole works, with 
a gi^at deal of fatigue, but little lofs in pro- 
port.on to the importance of the enterprise. 
The numbers of the enemy that were Bain, 
is incredible ; and the numbers drowned far 
exceeded the Bain. About 1400 or 1500 
horle were made pnfoners, whom, after tak¬ 
ing their horfes and arms from them, I Cent 
about their hutinefs ; the firB infiance of the 
kind ever known in this country. Their 
conflernation and tciror is inconceivable. 
The roads, particulaily at every piece of 
water, are Brewed with dead carcales; and 
they have never attempted to make any 
Band, till we arrived here yUlerday ; though 
many places are fortified by nature, and te- 
quire vfery little artificial atliftance to render 
them impregnable; particularly the pafs of 
Tiriagully, where they had mounted 13 
pieces of cannon, all which they abandoned 
on the approach of our advanced guard.** 
After this victory, Coflifn Ali Cawn re¬ 
heated to Patna, where on the 3th and 6th 
of October, he cauifvl Mr. Ellis, Mr. Hay, 
Mr. LuBungton (who had efqtped from the 
Black-hole in 1738) and others, to the num¬ 
ber of 150, to be maCTacred ; one gentleman 
only, Mr. Fullarton,a furgeon, being (uffered 
to efcape.

A T two o'clock the Lord Chancellor took 
his feat upon the woolfack, and after 
pfayers were read, the Lords with ^rhite 
daves reported that his Majedy had fignified 
hrs gracious intention to receive the humble 
Addrefs of the Houfe, at St. James's, this 
day at three o'clock. Ordered that this Houfe 
do wait accordingly on his Majedy with the 
faid Addfefs. 

His Grace the Archbilhop of Canterbury 
moved, that the Lord Bifhop of Oxford be 
deflred to preach the anniverfary fermon at 
Wedminder Abbey, on the martyrdom of 
King Charles, on Tuefday next, the 30th of 
January. 

At half after two the Lord Chancellor, 
the Arehbrfhop Of Canteibury, Lord St. 
John, Lord Dacre, Lord Hopetoun, attended 
by Sir Francis Molineux and Mr. Cowper, 
went to St, James's, where they were met 
by a number of Peers, and their Addrefs, in 
anfwer to hi* Majedy's fpeecli, was prefent- 
ed*.

The Marquis of Carmarthen informed 
thbir Lordfhips, that he had orders fiom his

Lord Stormont obje&ed to the principles 
of the bill, particularly to the clanfe which 
admits Che infurance of whole tickets to be 
legal. 

The Lord Chancellor moved, as an amend¬ 
ment, “ That the ticket or tickets in lured 
agreeably to the aft, (hall be depohred in an 
office appointed by the Commiffioners of tbu 
Tottery 1 that there (hall not he more than 
one infurance on a Tingle ticket; and thrt 
the infurance (hall be againft a blank. 

After a variety of arguments, the Com¬ 
mittee adivided on the Lord Chancellor's 
amend merit.

* The following are the principal articles of the Convention of the 15th of January. 

Cabinet Ware and turnery, as alfomufical^nltruments, to pay ten per cent, ad valorem. 

Articles made of iron or fteel, pure, or mixed with other fubftances, not exceeding in 
value 50s. per quintal, to pay five per Gent. All other articles of hardware and cutlery, 
and all other works of iron, fteel, copper, or brafs, pure, or mixed, to pay ten per cent.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer had no 
idea of precluding any information which .

turers were anxioufly»w aitipg the rofuk of a 
Parliamentary decifion, the intereft of the 
commercial part of the community certainly 
defer ved the gi eat eft attention.

Lord George Cavendiih perfifted in hb 
idea of a call.

Mr. Alderman Newnham thought, that 
by means of this claufe, the illegality of in- 
furing in general might be completely evaded. 

Mr. Rofe replied, that the great evil 
arifing from infurance was, that the poorer 
clafles of the people purfaed, to their own 
undoing, vifionary plans for enriching them- 
• felves by infaring. The bill guarded againft 
this, by making it illegal for any one to in¬ 
fare, who was not bona fdo poftefled of a 
whole ticket.

Major Scott, fpoke in a high tone, and de¬ 
clared that Mr. Hadings was a persecuted 
man; that every method had been adopted 
to blacken and traduce hie character. His 
fpeech embraced an infinite variety both cf 
ftatement and point. He attacked the ma¬ 
jority of the Board daring the lives of Colonel 
Monfon and General -CLavermg, and (hewed 
the conftanc minority in which Mr. Hediogs 
was left; that though Governor-General, he 
was certainly diverted of all fefponfibility 
until the death of Col. Monfon. He referred 
to feveral minutes of the Board, and various 
other documents, in which he contended, 
that the papers read in evidence by the Hon. 
Gentleman, Mr Sheridan, in the courfe of 
his (pcecii laft night, were not fairly quoted, 
but garbled, with a view U> acenipmodate 
his preconceived opinions. He concluded 
with adoring the Houfe, that whatever might 
be the decifion. of this night, he (huuld We 
againft the refolurion moved. 

Mr. Pitt faid, no pains had been (pared 00 
his part to acquire a competent idea of thq 
fubjedl. He had viewed it on all fides, and 
was not foon or eafily determined on what 
growid to eftablifh his opinions. This he 
lud matured by the attention which he gev* 
to the mafs of information laid before the 
Committee, by con variation both within and 
without doors, and efpecially by what had 
been advanced by tbe feveral gentlemen who 
bad already declared tbcjr fernkneprs to the

Cbmmiteee; and having put every thing to¬ 
gether which occurred to him in this im¬ 
portant and complicated investigation, he 
made no fcruple of declaring that he (hould 
agree with the Refolution of the Committee. 
<flfhis judgment he had formed, by what oc¬ 
curred to him, from a deliberate consideration 
of the various evidence adduced. But he did 
set admit the whole of the charges; the mode 
of reasoning adopted by the Honourable Gen¬ 
tleman laft night Seemed to insinuate or fug- 
geft, that whatever was extraneous iif them 
was abandoned ; and he allured the Com¬ 
mittee, that enough of criminality ft ill re¬ 
mained. He iittached the blame which he 
thought due to the conduit of Mr. Haftings, 
chiefly to his resumption of the Jaghires, and 
the consequent Seizure of the Begums trea¬ 
sure. ft mattered nor, in hts opinion, how 
the Begums got poflfeflfion of thefe Species of 
property. If was property guarantied by us. 
The faith of the nation was pledged to pre¬ 
serve and defend it againft all attempts of 
violation and outrage. He then went into a 
very able and*minute argument to lhew how 
far government might interfeie with private 
property, when the neccfiities of the (late 
could be fuftained as a plea of juftification. 

Mr. Sheridan returned the Houfe his mod 
cordial thanks for the great mark of their 
el teem beftowed upon his exertions laft night. 
He congratulated the Houle—lie congratu¬ 
lated the country, on the manly and unequi¬ 
vocal part which the Right Hon. Gentleman 
(Mr. Pitt) ailed,and was convinced that, how¬ 
ever they might widely differ in their general 
line of politics, there was Such an abundance 
of candour, rdtkude, and integrity, in the 
Right Hon. Gentleman’s heart, as to Spunf 
all party jars and prejudices, when the caufe 
of humanity and unprovoked oppreflion de¬ 
manded his voice. 

The Solicitor-General di (Tented from the 
resolution about to be palled ; and gave, as 


his reafon, that Mr. Haftings had performed 
great, eflential, and lafting Services to the 
£mpire. 

Mr. Fox approved in high terms of Mr. 
Pitt’s conduit. With regard to Mr. Haftings, 
he reprobated him for concealing his inten¬ 
tions from the Court of Dire&ors, and mis¬ 
leading them. He thought the concealment 
of an immenfe Sum, and the refturation of it 
afterwards to the Court of Directors, when 
he found it could not be any longer conceal¬ 
ed*, and the requeft of ioo,o^ol. as a Small 
equivalent for his Sei vices, ci imes of great 
euormity. 

Mr. Dempfter, Mr. Lc MeSurier, and 
Mr. Smith, beftowed high encomiums oil Mr. 
Haftings, and defended his actions. The 
Committee then divided on the Resolution, 
That, from a consideration of the fovuth 
charge, there is fufticient ground to believe 
Mr. Haftings guilty of high crimes and nnf- 
demeanors.

A HO. GvenviUc, a blind man, hat lately 
preScnted to the Society fqr the Encou¬ 
ragement of Arts, Manufactures, and Com¬ 
merce, the description of an apparatus for 
e tbling blind perfons to perform operations 
in arithmetic with cafe and celerity. It ts an 
improvement of SaunderSon’s Numerical 
Board.The board is perforated full of hulcs.in 
cxid lines, horizontally, and perpendicular¬ 
ly. The lines cctafidered horizontally denote 
nntffi, tem v buj^dred»uhouTands, Sec . reckon¬ 
ingtram right to lefj£t& ufual ; and the per¬ 
pendicular lines permit the figures to be 
placed below each otbfr, as is uiutl in every 
gaoeunt- Pegs arc Jmte to fit thefe holes. 


on the head of each of which pegs is print¬ 
ed the figure (number) it represents So as 
that, to a perfon who lias the ufe of Sight, 
the account can h c Seen at once. The figures 
are diitinguifbcd by the blind pcrSon, by 
means of 'certain pins placed tn the heads of 
thefe pegs, which it is unnecefTary here to 
enutner«ie. Between the rows of holes for 
thefe pegsare rows of Smaller holes adapted 
to receive the bent ends of Small wires, 
which perform the part of lines placed cither 
horizontally or perpendicularly, as is neccf- 
fary for any arithmetical operation. The 
box is formed into proper divi'rtona for hold¬ 
ing the pegs and wires, and is doiibtlcfs'ft 
molt uleful apparatus for thofc to whom it 
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xtn intended to affift ; for there can be no 
doubt but that any blind pcrlon, with a 
little attention, by means of this CmpJc ap¬ 
paratus, may perforin every arithmetical 
operation that could be performed by him 
if he had the ufe ql fight. 

4. There is now in the pofleffton of John 
Seymour, fc!q. of Grofvcnor-huafe, VV'elt- 
jninrter, the remains of a boy about twelve 
years of age, who was found tie#, with his 
clothfson, in a vault under St. ftotolph’s, 
Aldgate, old church, in the >eai 174a, and 
is fuppofed to have been (hut in at the time 
of the pltgue in 1665, as the vault had not 
been opened from that period till the time 
above mentioned, when the church was pul¬ 
led down.

Redman, an ingenious tinman, favs, 
that two quarters of fond heated in an iron 
pan, until red-hot, and put into a warming- 
pan, will warm a bed equally with Jive 
coals, without their illefh&s: and that a 
bag of heated fand put in the bottom of a 
coach, will keep it agreeably warm a long 
lime.

It Terms not improbable that the 
body of the unhappy man was buried in a 
trance; and, from the beft information, it 
appeared to be the body of an old lawyer in 
the faid pariih, of the name of Whitehoufc 1 
and what (Irengthensthe conjecture was, hia 
frequent ufe of large quantities of opiates 
during his laft illncfs. He died about the 
year 1764.

At the ufual 
time he fbut his Ihop, and none of (be.fa¬ 
mily being come back, proceeded to prepa*^* 
his (upper, anjf left it on the table uncover¬ 
ed while he went to ftjrt hjmc beer ; but'on 
his return found the dog had devoured zhe 
heft part of the vi&uals, and the fragment! 
fcattered about the 100m. Irritated at loling 
his fupper, he caught up the poker, and hav¬ 
ing fattened the door, (truck the jjog on the 
bagk fcveral times, till the creature at length 
i'prung ayhim, caught hun by the throat, and 
tore hun in a molt (hocking manner. The 
mother came home a (hort time after, and 
(inding her f«>n in this deplorable condition, 
without being able to afford any affiftance, 
dropped down in a fit, in which (he remain¬ 
ed upwards of half an hour, when the lervant 
returned and alarmed the neighbours. The 
boy languifhed about three hou:s, and died 
in the greateft agonies ; and the mother 1 is 
fo ill, that her life is dcfpaired of. 

A lingular cure of a perfon in a dropfy 
whofe cafe was thought defperate, has been 
cffc&ed by the following (iaip'e prescrip¬ 
tion :—Two ounces of batk, uo ounces of 
Battel gunpowder, and one ounce of coa-ife 
muftard-feed, fleeped in a quart of moun¬ 
tain wine, and well fhakrn together. Let 
three winc-glafTcs be taken every day.

He has uniformly 
voted for Ihortcning the duiation of pai- 
lianients. He op poled the Quebec bill, 
ami all the meal ores which pioduced the 
late war aird the lots of Amei ica. Believ- 
ing that tlic civil lilt bad been improperly 
applied, lYc oppolul the addition to it ot 
ioo,oool. a-year, as well as the payment 
with the public money of the large debt 
contiacted upon it. 

lie itippoiied the a< 5 t which pafled a few 
yeafs ago, for icmoving certain difabilities 
from piotclhint ciifllnteis, and uniformly 
voted for cveiy propolition in parliament 
lor reducing the alarming intiucncc of the 
crown, which, in the opinion of many 
able perfons, thieatened tlic liberties of 
tlu rouiuiy. lie thefcfore voted on the 
c|ucltion, “ That Inch influence had in- 
created, was incrcafing, and ought to be 
diinmifhed,” on the popular fide, ami we 
aw: confident, fiom a compLat conviction 
of the piopr’kty of it. 

Sir Jofcph Mawbey has cultivated fiom 
his youth 10 the prelent time* a trille for 
reading, and has at times Ihewn himfelf 
attached to poetry. At an early age he 
wiotc faany verfts, which lie tranfmitted 
to the Gentleman’s, the London, and 
other Magazines, where they are to be 
found, frequently with his name at length, 
but oftenei under a boirowed fignatuu. 
He is alfo the author of a ballad, punted 
at Mr. Wilkes’s piefs in 1763, in folio, 
entitled “ The Battle of Epl’om," occa- 
fioned by a meeting held lor tile purpolc 
of an add refs on tlic peace, which addiefs 
§ was prevented by the i'pii it and fumneU 
of a majoiity of the ficcholders. 

InAtigull 1760, he niained his prefent 
Lady, Elizabeth, only fmviving daughter 
ot his firll-couiin, Richaid Pratt, Flcj. of 
Vauxhull, in the county of Sr.ney, who, 
on the death of hci biother Joleph Pratt, 
Efq» Fellow of Tiinity College, (.’am* 
bridge, in 1766, became htir to his eftate 
and foitune. By this lady Sir Joic ph 
has had nine children, ot whom torn air 
itill living.

The abi¬ 
lities of the Reviewer are indeed apparent 
through the whole; and were they employed 
to a better ptirpofe than that of decrying a 
publication which has ihe geneial happinefs 
of mankind in view, they would mar it and 
might command approbation. 

With refpeft to the KfTay on Truth, I am 
ready us acknowledge, that zeaj in the Left of 
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caufcs may be ex'ended to an indiferret and 
improper warmth; and this principle *1- 
way* di mini third the fatisfaflion 1 received 
from the tenour of the woik, Bui when it

The elm, the nfti, and tlie 
bccch, haw all then rcipciVtive hrautus ;

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in the rc.n tins of abbeys no countr y cer—.

Where popery prevails, the abbey fs 
ttill inutc and inhibited, and of com ft 
ltl'J adapted to laiuhrapc. 

But it i» the mode of auhitecture whick 
gives Inch excellence to thefe iti- 
uvs. 'flic (gothic ttylc, in which they 
rut gcneitdly conipoftd, is, I apprehend* 
uni i\ tiled among foreign nations j and 
may be called a p culiar icaluic in Englifl* 

1 indfcapc. 

M.m> of ou 1 mins have been built ia 
what is often culled the Saxon iiMc. This 
co.i^t heavy mode of atchiu£iuir, 
:tiwl lliJom afloids a beautiful mm. In 
g11ici.1l, the Saxon pic-v.uls molt in the 
noithun eomuic,, and the Gothic in the 
loath-in; though each divilitm of the* 
kingdom .itfouib fome mll.inco of both, 
and 111 many wc find thtm mixed.

I11 wliat fpecies of aichite^lure the 
buddings of this pi mce were cuinpofcci, 
svv know not ; but probably in a purer 
It , le than what we now call Saxon, as 
Allied lived nearer Romm time,, aol 
pci hup* poff’cfled in his own couutiy font* 
of tiiole beautiful models which might 
Ifcive titaped the 1 age ot his annifois* 
Kvcn now, amidtt -ail that heaviiicis and 
baibauiin which we call Saxon, 11 is n: t 
diHii ult to tiacr fume ftatu'es of Roman 
origin. Among the mins of Biinkbtiin- 
abh.y, between Rothbuiv and Wuk- 
woitfi, in Nnrllniinbciland, we diltuvcr 
in ionic parts even Roman elegance. 

I ins Ipecici. of architect me is fuppoftd 
to have continued till the lime oftheC ju- 
i.dta, what a new ttyie of or naw.v at 
lc.di, fantufhc in the hi^helt degiec, be¬ 
gan to appear. It forms a kind ol con:* 
polite with the Saxon, and hath been cull¬ 
ed by fume antiquarians the Saractu.c, 
though otheis dilallow the term* Iviaiiy 
ruins of this kind aie dill exitti-up.

Elegance implies a choifcj but th* 
choice mult fecin to (bring frfein the irfi-- 
meffion of the idda- By this it is difiin- 
^juiffied® from refinement, which is—A 
itudied advantage in the manner, inde¬ 
pendent on ati adequate motive in tho 
thought. 

A fiiperior genitis may truft to the ia-» 
fluertce of hl$ feelings : tile beauty, of 
whatever kind it may be, will pafs into 
the language. Hence the etfutions of 
genius becoiife the laws of composition. 

They who cultivate elegance with no 
other aim than to do Jutticc to the idea, will 
be defcrvedly admired: but wlien,* from 
obfefving the pleafure this gives, they be¬ 
come too ftuoious to plcafe,' they aft apt 
at times to fait into refiuemenf. That 
which is but alapfe in men of parts, rife* 
into dtlign with thole who have none* 
From a contempt of limplicity in the ex- 
predion, mat be traced the fever.d excefles 
of refinement, and the prevalence of ill- 
tafte in many branches of compofitiod.

dilpute above-mentioned, I ffiouid

We sue fctimd alio too much l^y or¬ 
ders, and ptupoitioiis. The ancients 
thcnilelvcs paid no inch cioie attention to 
them. Our modern code was coileftul 
hv average calculation* from their works : 
by Sanfovino pa»*tu.ul.uly, and Palladio. 
3 bit if theie modem legitlatois of the ait 
had been obliged to pioduce precedents, 
tiny could not have found any two buijd- 
ini{s jinoim the remains of ancient Rome, 
which wue fxaclly of the lame piopor- 
fions. 

T would not, by any means, willi to 
fluke otf the wliolefome rclfraint of thole 
Jaws or art, which have been made rules ; 
Lecauic they were firit ical’ons. All I 
mean is, to apologife for Vanburgh. f'or 
though it mav be difficult to pleale many 
other form of nrchiteftuie than what we 
i?e in daily life; yet in an ait which has 
not nature for its model, the mind re¬ 
coils with difdain at the idea of an exclujtvtt 
fyllcm. The Gieeks did not imagine, 
that when they had invented a good thing, 
the faculty was ex. aulted, and incapable 
of producing another. Where fliould 
we have admired, at this day, the beauty 
pf the Ionic onier, if after tlieDoiic had 
Been invented, it had been cpnlidered as 
the nr plus ultra of art; and every devia¬ 
tion from its proportion** reprobated as 
barbarous innovations ? Vanburgh’s at¬ 
tempt therefore fee ms to have been an effort 
pf genius : and if we can keep the ima¬ 
gination apart from the five orders, we 


•muft allow, that he has created a magxfjfr 
cent whole $ which is inverted with in ail 
of grandeur, lcldom feen in a mope nsgtir 
lar ltyle of building. Its vciy deleft** 
except a few that arc too glaring to be 
overlooked, gjvc it an appearance of ioriTe- 
thing beyond common; and as it is fur*' 
rounded with great •objefts, ihe eye at 
Jhuck with the whole, ami takes the 
upon trull. What made Vanburgh ri* 
diculous, was liis applying to final! 
houi'es a Itilc of afchitefturc which 
could not poHiblv fuccced but*in a large 
a*. 1* a finall lioul'e, where the gran* 

ticur of a whole cannot be attempted, the 
eye is at Icjluit to contemplate parti, and 
iiwith fiequcnt oceaiiou of dilguil,

Lt the buildings of VnnUurgh, wh*

fetl in many ot his works, noiwitbitanding 
the faults with which many of them afef 
jultly charged.

To fpcak of Vanburgh in the language, 
of a painter, he had originality of invetf* 
tion ; lie undcrltood light and fhado#-, 
and had gicat ikill in compolition. TTW 
fuppprt his principal objctl, he produce^ 
his lecond and third groups or unifies. 
He petf’eftly umjcrilood in his art what 
is t"!C moil difficult in ours, the conduft” 
of the back-ground, by which the de- 
fi-n and invention is fet off to the great* 
ell advantage. What the back-groun<t 
is in painting, in architc&ure, is the real 
ground on which the building is erefted t 
and no archiftft took greater care that hi^ 
work fliould not appear crude and hard 4 
that ««, it did not abruptly Itart out ot 
the ground without expeftacion or prepa.- 
ration. 

This is a tribute which a painter owes 
tp an architect who compofed like *' 
painter, and was defrauded of the due 
reward of his merit by the wits of-hit 
timfr who did not undcrllaud the princt*

"V/yE have very feldom (eon a title-page 
exhibit fo jud and full an argument 
of the work it iiuioduccd, as tint which 
is now before us. It is only deficient in 
not mfoi tiling the reader, that the honour 
and dignity "of the Sufreml Being is 
in tbelc Diifcrtations (endffwourtd to 
be) vindicated on the tranlmigration of 
fouls, and the other principles of the 
Gen too religion. Mr. Hoi well, the au¬ 
thor, refuted feveral yeai» in India, dur¬ 
ing which time lie applied hitnlelf allidu- 
oully in acquiring tne literature of the 
Bramins, for whole dofliines and mari¬ 
ners he conceived a molt enthulialtic 
affection, as he has fully demonlli ated 
in his former Drlieitations on the Me- 
tempfyeholis of the Bramins, added to 
liis interefting Hiftoj^cal Events of In- 
doftan. 

The prefent woik is a kind of fupple- 
mem to the above-mentioned Treatiles ; 
though he lays in an advert ifernent pre¬ 
fixed to it, that it contains variations in 


Sentiment from his 4i cnilior pioduXions 
“ fubmitted to the public eye. To this,** 
fays he, “ our apology will be fhort:—^ 
increafe of years, expel i*.*nce, oblrr- 
** vation, anil (wc hop«.) juft reflexions, 
<c have produced tlicle vairations.'* 
What a pity is rt, that a gintlerunn poE- 
felled ol the bell intentions, and the 
greatelt benevolence of he.nt, as difpliycd 
in all his pages, could not hive carried 
his experience and jujl rrJltfiiO'ts t little 
farther than he has done, and lb have 
avoided the many abfutdities, and grofs 
inconfiftencies, which form the very balls 
and elfencc of his fcheme ! 

The prc-cxilfence of the human foul 
was the dochinc of Socrates ami Plato, 
and has hem embraced by feveru! chrif- 
tian philofopbers. But thi?, like mod 
other tenets, has been underftood in va¬ 
rious degrees and modifications.

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fyftems, creeds, and man’s authority, are 
Icvc'c'y arraigned, condemned, ami del- 
pil'.-.d. Yer, Itrangc to tell, our author 
takes upon himftlf to propole and give a 
new liiuigy of his own iele&ion and 
compiling, which he confidently pro- 
rpt ion able • It may be 
gone through about five minutes: 
and the miniftei, he lays, will be re¬ 
lieved from a drudgt ry t and will 44 find 
his yoke caiy and his burthen light $” 
and the congiegation, he nflmes us,r will 
he all aleit in their devotions. Nor is 
theabotf& the only libeiality of our author 
towards the officiating cleigy. dt is his 
plan, that all pie-eminenec among tlie 
clergy Ihould be abolilhed j ami that all 
Archbiihops, Bifltdps, Deans, Prebends, 
Vicars, and Beclors, Ihould be itript of 
their benefices, and all Colleges depiived 
of their endowments, which ought to 
44 revert to the original rightful owners, 
** The Public, and be appropriated to 
44 the relief of the picfcnl heavy and de- 
44 plorable exigencies of the Slate.” And 
out of this fund our author thus propofes 
to provide for the clcigy : “ That a Iti- 
pend of five hunditd pounds per ann. 
44 exempt from all taxes, olhcc-fets, 
44 See . be eftablifhed for every inanied 
44 incumbent, and three hundred for 
“ every one unmarried, in lieu of all 

** tithes, lurplice-fees, &c.-with a 

4< decent and commodious parlonage 
44 houfe, handfomrly fuiniflied at all 
44 points : the whole to be kept in tepair 
44 by the Government, and thu ltipend to 
44 be paid half-yearly from the Trca- 
44 fury,” And to complete the fchemef 
the King or his Minifters are to 44 ordain 
44 and prefect men of found and tiied 
44 mcials” to the piicfthood j 44 profound 
44 learning and knowledge, in the dead 
44 languages being abfolutcly non-eflen- 
“ tials." 

We cannot but fmile to think what a 
blefled let of clergymen a late Miniiter, 

Lord S-, or indeed any Statefman, 

would have ordained, or ordain. Aud 
what an important relief the St*tc would 
receive from Mr. Holwcll*< plan, that all 
Colleges ihould bellripptdot their endow¬ 
ments, and the richer clergy of their be¬ 
nefices, will eafily appear from the fol¬ 
lowing fafts. In England and Wales 
there are upwards of ten thou('a>ul 
churches and chapels, or cures $ and 
Counting,(trom the Archbiihop down to 
the Curate, wc in ay lafily calculate the 
clergy of England and Wales, notwith- 
ftanding pluralities, to amount to ten 
ooufeud, * Nqw luppoiiug one halt* 


inanied, and the other unmarried, the 
manied half at five hundred each per 
ann. will requite two millions and five 
hundred thoulhnd pounds to pay tlicm * 
and the Unmaiiicd half, at three hundred 
each per ann. one million and five hun¬ 
dred thou land pounds j in all four mil¬ 
lions ! belides the cndlefs expence and 
clamour that would arile, were Govern¬ 
ment bound to repair and replace the par- 
fonages and koufitold furniture of ten 
thin land clcigymcn 1 ! ! At the utmolt 
ftietch, all the funds propofed by Mr. 
iTolwfcll to be feized by Government, 
would not amount to one million. 
Anti thus by an cnoimous and unlup- 
portahle balance againjl Government, 
44 the prifent heavy and deplorable exi¬ 
gencies of the Stats.** -tie to be lelieved, 
according to our fugacious author’s moll 
admirable propoi’al. 

Such is the great out-line of Mr. Hol- 
weij’s tiuly cutiousworkj and if we have 
palled our ulual bounds in levitwing it, 
v-c hope our leaders will forgive us for 
the entertainment which we iuppofe his 
exuavagant reveries will certainly give 
them.ic We ihall beg to fubjoiu a few 
remarks, and then conclude.

If any 
with our author Ihould fry, that the 
Deity at the mateiial creation appointed 
certain occult general laws to govern it, 
it is laying nothing but mere occult words 
without idea j and if our author will lay 
that theft occult laws, of which he knows* 
nothing, are lo perfect as to take infpec- 
tiou ot the virtues or vices of the indi¬

Our aulhoi fidgets then long 
captivity at Babylon. That indeed may 
ferve for lomc other puipole. 4i The 
Egyptians (fays Mr. Savary) after dinner 
retire into their Ha rams, where they 
Cumber a few houis in the niidlt of their 
children and their women. It is a great 
article of volupLuouinefs with them, to 
have a delicious plate to ilcep in at 
noon.” From hence Mr. Savary,' with¬ 
out any connexion of l'ubjedi, without 
any relemblance of circumltances, or 
without any known provocation what¬ 
ever, immediately pallet into a rude and 
VOL.

W hen he has the gre ated 
deed ot coniblat'on, they it lute him tluir 
Telpcct, and every lit ait is (hut againlt 
him.—It is in the midlt of polifticd na¬ 
tions that th.c veiiei.ibh; i,nd tendei fa- 
titer dies long before ho chops into the 
grave.”—Lei Mr. Savaiy affirm what he 
pleaies, thel'c things belong not to a fo- 
hjfud people* This may indeed be a juft 
ftate of the matter within the circle of our 
Author's own knowledge 5 and there we 
©relume not to call in qucilion the truth of 
lus aifertions : but it is not fo in Eng¬ 
land ; where divine Liberty fia6 fixed her 
throne ; where the pure it affection* of the 
trurm-n heart aie ltill chcnftied $ and 
where the belt feelings of our common na¬ 
ture are not yet loit rn trivial ceremonies 
and vrnmea^g Compliments. Here the 
boarynralis^efipefted ; here every heart 
k^euciuju wfffithe pangs and griefs of old 
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age : here tlie foul of youth is melted 
intodiflrefs, when it cannot give relief to 
fuch as arc borne down with the weight ot 
painful years : bcc-ufc in thi-; country 
human nature wears her fwteteft paflions* 
in all ihcir molt mu idling ioinis ; can 
weep with dignity, can futile with fwett 
affection, and can indicate her pleafuies 
with the graceful variations of a eheartul 
and prudent manhood. 

Mr. Savary tvlL a long Jbny with great 
^>omp about a Frenchwoman and two 
Ttukilh l.uliis of rank, who went toge- 
thcr to lira furious Hone, on which there 
was laid to be the iinpullion of one of 
Mahomet’s fed. The attending chink 
1. ul to them, Jhliold that f.icicd inipfel- 
lion j admin l.»*. traces of the greatcll of 
Pioph'ls ! Ah ! Gid the two women* 
ye*', tli.it ; s truly the foot of Mahomet, the 
groaUit ot Prophets ! As for me, laid the 
Frenchwoman, 1 do aflure you, that in 
lp te ot tlu nroft Urupulous attention I 
p» mixed nothing but a fiv.ooth done, 
without the traces of a foot, or any thing 
like it. Heic Mr. Sauury afTi.mcs all 
tlie Pliilofoph. 1, and fays, “ St range if- 
feci of the prejudice of man ! which en¬ 
chains his leaion, and makes him fee, 
fed, and touch whatever his imagination 
may iuggeft to hi£ prepodeded under- 
ftauding." It would puzzle the whole 
Univeifity of Pans to determine exaftiy* 
whether the Tuikifli ladies, or the 
Funchwoman, or Mr. Savarv, were 
mod dt 111 lute of undei fl.indlmr, in their 
rencftions on tins lub;r£b Even the 
Tmks arc not Inch, grols fools as to flicw 
a llone with a pcitc&ly lir.ooth fui face* 
and without the lcall trace of a loot or 
other mark upon it, as containing an im- 
pidhon of one of Mahomtl’* feet. He 
th»t can fuppofc the contrary iiruft be 
void of redbii. We give this as a com¬ 
plete inltance of ignorant zeal againft ig-r 
nor ant l’uperdition. And we could ielccl 
ethers from Mi. Saxaiy’s Letters that 
equal it in every ld’pcd. 

On thtlr Religion and p ecu lieu CuflottK* 

On this fub>e£l our AutUoi profdfcdly 
direct his enquiries to the ancient religion 
of the Egyptians, concerning which 1*j§ 
advances nothing new, but makes Jab- 
loniki's Pantheon JEgyptiacum b*s 
guide. He now and then adds fomt 
thoughts of his own, which may be ea- 
fily dilcoveml. Their vifible Gods he 
confrders merely asfymbolical divinities 5 
their datues and farjed animals as em** 
bkm« only of the Divinity which is the 
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rc:;l objttt of worth ip ami icligion itillf 
thiouv'hom the woild, as tlit daughter of 
mccfiity and giatitudc. Ho ncxi giouiuls 
ihc ancient 1dol.111 y of the Egvptuno, 
ami the picllnt religion of I'i mu, on 
the lame principles, and then plotted* 
to vindicate both fioni the Hide objec¬ 
tions of vulgar Euiopeans. li Ktli- 
gion, lays he, isboin with man. Slu is 
the daughter of neceJJity and gratitude. 
Placed on a globe whuc expc-i icnce makes 
him feel his wiakncis cveiy moment, lie* 
fecks for piotttfois, who :u* able to de¬ 
fend his life fioni the dang.is that fur- 
round him.—He uddicills Ins piuvos to 
the fun, to the lea, to tempi. Us,‘to li¬ 
ve is, ami diets all.us to tlum. 'The 
lei’s lie is acquainted with the phernonu na 
of nature, the 11101 e Readily does he at- 
tiibutc them to fupttior beun.s ;—lor it 
belongs onlv toman, cnlightc nrd hv .» fuh- 
I111 cpluloinphv, to acknowledge one only 
Fit it ("utile in the umvcili, ami to iu;.nd ■ 
the plm.duv of Gods a-, abmid ami < un¬ 
it.‘.diiioiy.” Omitting the nonlcnfe of 

9 b!$ p.dfagc, we 111.ill only make one lln.it 
imiaik. Heine tlien ii is evident, that 
tin- P.itii.uchs and Molls \v* ic* enli gl^.n- 
cd by a philolopliy infinitely mole lublime 
than any tiling that was ever known 
among, the Egyptians 1 and if that na¬ 
tion was yet jtillly rtlebi ited foi its vvii- 
chnn, then it is obvious that tl.ofe holy 
imii iie\c 1 mennd the contempt w*tn 
winch they ait tuated by Inch Involuus 
wiitcisas Mr. Savaiy. Hut 0111 Author 
thus pmcicds : li 1 am ptrfuudid, how¬ 
ever, that pirjudiced 01 iiipuhcial wul- 
eishuvc hiqticntly c.iiiuniuati d the vvoi- 
Ihip of nations, by making ih-.m adou* 
an micnlible Itonc or vile animals. i he 
maiblc iculptured by theii hands, the ox 
conic*. 1 at cd by religion, wvie emblems 
only of the divinity to whom they ad- 
didled their vows, limilai to the Itatucs 
and images which fill om tempi* s, which 
aie no more than lepi dentations of the 
Saints, or of the God, foi whom our 
inceah burns.'’' Here wo commend our 
Authors judgment, who makes tlie veiy 
fame apology for the wojihip of idol.i- 
teis which lie makes foi the religion of 
his own nation : and we beg leave jurt to 
obfeive, that Englilhmcn are not at all 
atfeficd by this reofoning ; fur they lup- 
pofe that the Egyptians no more couiidcr* 
ed a done or an ox to be Gods, than our 
Gallick neighbours ltataes ami images to 
be real Saints and Angels : but they lup- 
pofe thatthe Egyptians did really tonfider 
their onions and crocodiles txaiily as the 
Frendup^n dp the representation* of tlwir

Some early\\vritet$, as 
veil as modem ones, have* confounded 
poiipinir, :*n Officer of Pharaolf s houle- 
hold, with Poti-pherahy Pricll, w-Prime 
of On j although their names, as well as 
in lif *, wqrc very different. This 
trrr ns might b* expelled, crept into 
the Sipti ae, nt ; but by tar the great tt 
min’." a of copies, and, we believe, all of 
the K t repute, call the Prieft of On Pn.te- 
prr.*. His teal name, as given bv 
Mon , is P I: uti ^Pharaoh. The latter 

part of- it is the very fame word which is 
sftuhcd to their Rings, with this diffe¬ 
rence only—it is applied to the Prieft of 
On in its verbal foim, but to the Kings, 
in tlie fonn of a fuhliantiie, byway of 
cntphaiis. Ilis name had nothing to do 
with the Jlar of the day, though his of- 
■ficc might. As to the merits of Mr. S.t- 
vaiy’s ciiticilrn, wc prelumc not to 
judge. The reader has it befoic him. 
Mi, Savary quotes the following things 
fiom Macrobius : That the Egyptians, 
at the winter lblflice, lepiefentciY the fun 
under the foim of an ini an 1 $ at the fpring 
equinox, with the figure of a young man ; 
at the iuinmu* loloiiice, by a full face 
with a long beard ; and at the autumnal 
equinox with the features of an old man. 

44 Theft* repreientations, fays our Au¬ 
thor, adopted doubtlcfs before the life of 
writing, and pu-ierved by the Prieft % ix- 
piclfed emblematically the four lentous of 
the year.” With what a graceful calc, 
unfettered with the weight of reaibning, 
fome men can dettiminc the mod inie- 
refting events. 44 Tliefe repreientations, 
adopted doubtlcfs hcfoi t the ufc of writ¬ 
ing.” Hence it is clear, that the hicro- 
glyphick language, which lper»ks only by 
l'ymbols, fijltt\iught men the nfc of let¬ 
ters and writing. But if Mr. Savary lias 
-any faith in himfelf, we will prove to him 
hum himfilf, that theft repnfyitations 
wire not adopted beforethe ule of writing. 
Alter fhevving that the Aftronomcrs, 
obfemng the courfe of tlie fun, and his 
}>• mcipai effe&s, gave him the Symbolical 
name of Oferisy which was conlecrated to 
religion f that the Egyptians painted 
him in their lueroglypluck chata&crs 
with a Tccptre and one eye; that by 
Ofiris the Egyptians underftood what was 
„ nicatit, when Clod laid, Let there be lights 
in the firmament ol Heaven, to divide the 


day from the night, and let them be for 
figns and for feafons, and for days and 
for years ; our Author clofes his letter 
with this remark : *• The folar year was 
found by the Academy of Heliopolis, un¬ 
der the reign of Ageth, three hundred 
and twenty years after the departure of 
the li'raelius. The Priefts, who till 
then had honoured the fun under his pro¬ 
per name ot Phrc, bellowed on him, in 
memory of ib important an event, that of 
Ofris, or the Author of Time-*' If this 
be nut lufficient, let the following alfo he 
added; 44 The Egyptian Prielts, em¬ 
ployed in « bfeiv.m; the phcenomer.a of 
natuie, having remarked that the moon 
has a diiccl influence on tlie atmofpheic, 
the winds, and the rains, regnided it like 
the fun, as on# of .the fources of the :n- 
umhlion. They fought, therefore, for 
an cvpiefiion which might charaftcrize 
thisefioL-t, and called it [/is, which figni- 
fies tiie eauf' of<thunda:icr. This hap¬ 
pened thrtc hundred and twenty yews 
afrer the departure of the Hiaelites. At 
this peuod they bellowed lurnames on 
the fun and moon, proper to fix their 
clifloveiies, and prefe nted the people with 
, a new theology. It is to this change that 
wc mull atmbutc the origin of the fable 
which metaii.wrpholed lo into a cow, and 
placed her in Egypt, where flic teccived 
the name id' //«.”—Many other deemve 
evidence» might be given, were it needful. 
We fnall only take no ice of one thing 
moic under this article ; and that is, the 
ext 1 erne, what (hall we call it, foppifh- 
nrfsy of the tranflator, in certain notes 
ot his own, upon which, without any 
kind ot neceifity, he has pTit his feal, left 

the honour of them thou Id be loll.-

Lives above this 
fhudgtrv, mien blend tranlhclioi.s of 
diifiitm t.rrus together, and aiTign events 
to one period belonging to uuotnei, and 
by theft :.Kan3 want at haft one qualifica¬ 
tion for the office they have umu.rt.iken, 
and th it an cfTcutial one. They may, if 
they have imagination and invmtioft, 
write novel* - ., but they ought not to in¬ 
trude on the province ot biogi jphy.

44 In his drefs, as far as was confident 
with his ideas of health and eafe, lie accom¬ 
modated himfclf to the prevailing falluon. 
As it was frequently neccflaiy for him to^ap- 
pe.ir in polite circles, on unexpected occa¬ 
sions, he ufually wore diefs clothes, with 
a large Fiench bag: His hat, ornamented 
with a gold button, was of a fize and foteuon 
to be worn as well under the arm as on the 
head. When it rained, a fmall parapluic de¬ 
fended his face and wig. '1 hus he was al¬ 
ways piepared to enter into any company, 
without impropriety, or the appearance of 
negligence. His drefs for fet public occa- 
fions was a fuit of rich dark brown ; the coat 
and waiftcoat lined throughout with ermine, 
which jult appeared at the edges ; and a 
fmall gold-hilted fword. As he was ex¬ 
tremely fufceptible of cold, he wore flau- 
nel under the linings of all his clothes, and 
ufually three pair ot (lockings. He \yas the 
firft man who ventured to walk the (Ircets 
of London with an umbrella over his head : 


neceflary for him to ufo the utmoft caution | 
and his perfeverance in following the advice 
of the medical practitioners was remarkable. 
After Dr. L ; ebtrkyn, phyfician to the King 
ofPruteia, had recommended milk as a pro¬ 
per diet to redore his (trength, he made it the 
chief part of his food for thirty years; and 
though it at firlt dilagreed with him, he per- 
filled in trying it under every preparation 
that it was capable ef, till it agreed with his 
(lomach. He knew that exercife was ne- 
celfary to him, and he loved it. He was not 
one of thofe who had rather take a dofe than 
s walk ; and though he had commonly iris 
carriage with linn when he went abroad, he 
yet walked nearly as much as he rode, and 
with fucli a pace, that he ufed to fay he was 
always more incommoded in the tercets by 
thofe he palled, than by them who evertoolc 
lnm. By this rigid attention and care his 
health w.is edabhlhed, Ins lungs acquned 
ftrength and eljfhcity, and it is probable he 
. would have lived feveral years longer, if the 
diforder which was the immediate c.iufe of 
his death, had left him to the gradual decay of 
nature.’*

have been, we (hill point out a few of his 
millakes, that they may be re6lified in a 
future Kdition. 

Page 125, Mr. Pugh mentions the 
Pamplilct called a Morning’s Thoughts 
on reading the Ted and Conteil. This he 
l’upnotes to leh.teto the Tell icrjuired by 
25th Car. Ji. which has nothing to do 
with tlie P.imphli t in queftion.

Pugh been at the pains of reading it, he 
would have found it (Imply a defence of 
Mi.

Tlie Houfe was taken in hallowing for 
Committees to try the Norwich and Carlifie 
Elections till after fix o’clock, and after 
palfing a few bills, Mr. Pftt moved for 
leave to bring in a bill fimilar to the laft, for 
fuppreffing illegal lottery-offices. The laft 
bill, he obferved, it had been nec^pary to 
rejelt, on account of an amendment made 
by the Lords. This it was neceflary to do 
for the fake of form, and the prefervation of 
their privileges. Leave being granted, he 
brought up the bi’l, which was read a firft 
and fecond time, and then committed. 

Mr. Fox oppofed the claufe for allowing 
the infurance of whole tickets. Mr. Pitt 
smfwered his objections; and after fome de¬ 
bate, the Committee divided on the bill, 
When the numbers were, for Mr. Pitt’s 
claufe, 8S ; againft it, 57. The bill was 
then reported; and on the third reading,

Mr. Pitt objected to Mr. Sheridan's amend¬

Mr. Pitt moved, that the Houfe do now 
refolve itfelf into 3 Committee of the whole 
Houfe, to take further into confiderafcon 
that pai t of his Majefty’s Speech that relates 
to a Treaty of Commerce with the moft 
Chriftian King. 

'The Speaker having then left the chair, 
Mr. Fitt moved ho next refolution—That 
Ihe wines of Fiance be impoited into Great 
Btitain on dutife equal to thole on the wines 
of Portugal. 

This brought oa a. long debate, which, 
Mr. Fox obferved, related entiiely to the 
general merits of the Ticaty, without a 
word being mentioned relative to the impor¬ 
tation of wines. After which Mr, Sheridan 
moved for an adjournment, which was ne¬ 
gatived by a majority of 115—-Ayes, 76; 
Hoes, 191. 

*i lie queftion was then put on Mr. Pitt’s 
original 'mot ion, which was agreed to with¬ 
out a divifion. - 

TJwHonfe was then refumed} and at half 
partfl&rtt.b’clock neat morning adjourned.

When Mr. Pitt moved that the Houfe 


Ihould refolve itfelf into a Committee "Oil 
the Commercial Treaty, Mr. Fox moved# 
that it might be an inltrO&ion to the Com¬ 
mittee, to port pone the confideration relative 
to the duty on French wines, until the pend¬ 
ing negotiation with Portugal Ihould have 
been concluded; and tltat care ihould be 
taken to preferv e, in full force, the Methuen 
Treaty. 

Mr. Pitt fait!, in the firft place, that the 
French Treaty by no means interfered with 
our negociation with Portugal; and, in the 
next place, that it was a very delicate thing 
to make a pending treaty the fubjeft of dif- 
cnllion in a popular Afifembly. On thefe 
grounds he oppofed the motion ; which, after 
fome converfation, was negatived without a 
divifion. 

The Houfe then refolved itfelf into a 
Committee on the French Treaty, Mr. 
Benufoy in the chair. .The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer then moved fenatim a firing 
of refolution*;, each of which was founded 
upon, and calculated to cariy into efle&, 
fome one article of the Treaty—Such as, 
that the duty of 67I. 51.. per ton, now pay¬ 
able on French vinegar, be reduced to 
3 x 1 . 98 *.—That of nine (hillings and fix- 
pence and ix-xoths of a penny per gallon 
cm brandies, to feven (hillings—'That the 
duties on oil of olives, the produce of 
Fiance, (hould in future pay the fame duty 
as is paid in Great Britain by the moft fa* 
voured nation, &c. All thefe and feveral 
other refolutions patted without a divifion, 
though feveral long and defultoiy conversa¬ 
tions took place on each. 

The further confideration of the charge 
againft Warren Haftmgs, E(q. was put off, 
alter fome debate, to Tuefday next.

Mr. Beaufoy brought up the report of the 
refolutions agreed to by a Committee of the 

whole Houfe on the above tieatv. When

they had been tend by the clerk, 

Mr. Sheridan alked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, whether it was true as it was re¬ 
ported, that foon after the Houfe (hould have 
adopted and confirmed the refolutions of the 
Committee, he intended to move an addrefs 
to the King, pledging the Houfe to the whole 
and every part of the treaty. If this were 
true, he would certainly oppofe any motion 
at prefent for the concurrence of the Houfe, 
in the refolutions'of the Committee; becaufe 
m fo vaft and complicated a fubje£t, there 
were many other parts befides the tariff, 
which required the moft minute inveftigation, 
and many alterations ; but an addrefs of ap¬ 
probation would preclude any further difeuf- 
fion, and render it impoffible to make any 
alterations. He underftood alfo, that the 
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right honourable Gentleman intended to blend 
Che hufmefs of the treaty with his plan for a 
con folNation of the Cuftoms in on® bill. This 
he thought an artful and unfair proceeding to¬ 
wards the Houfe of Lords ; as the whole 
would then become a money bill, in which 
the Lords mufl he precluded from making any 
alterations. He obferved laftly, that fevei.il 
alterations in the bmeang aft for preventing 
fmugghng would become nectflary in cunfe- 
qucnce of the Freneh treaty: he therefor® 
wiflied to learn from the right honourable 
Gentleman, whether the piivileges that were 
to be granted to France, m confequence of 
thole alterations, were to be extended to Ire¬ 
land; or whether the filter kingdom wis to 
be debaned from privileges that we weie 
going to allow to France. 

The Chancellor of thi*Exchequer faid, that 
with refpeft to Ireland, it remained with the 
Parliament of that Kingdom to render eltec- 
tual the (tipuiations mad a in her fwour m the 
treary. The inteiclt of thelwofiltei king¬ 
doms were mfcparably united ; but after the 
lecent rejeftion m Ireland of the proportions 
held out to her by this country, he could not 
cnfwer for the concurrence of the Irilh l*ai - 
li.'inent in the treaty. * 

Mr. Sheridan f.nd, this was no anfwer to 
his quellton. What he wanted to know was 
fubftantially tins—Whether or not, according 
to the intended modification of the hovering 
laws, the Irilh manufaftnres were to be ad¬ 
mitted into the ports of France with the fame 
advantages as thofe of this country ? 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer could not 
conceive why the honourable Gentleman was 
lo earneft on this head. Ireland was men* 
tioned m thofe parts of the tieaty where the 
mention of her was thought neceirary ; that 
was to fay, where policy demanded a difhnc- 
tion between the two kingdoms. Ireland was 
unquestionably int.tleJ to the fame extent of 
privilege by this treaty as Great-Britain. 

Mr. Fox mfitted that the interelt of Ire¬ 
land having been nurulted to an Enghfh ne¬ 
gotiator, had been negledtcd, and that lhe had 
not been candidly dealr by. 

Mr. Flood complained of the partiality 
(hewn to France to the exclufion of the filter 
kingdom. Ho obferved that by the treaty, 
the ihippmg of France were to be permitted 
to enter the ports of Great-Britain, and the 
fhips of the latter the ports of France; but 
though lieland (hould ratify the tieaty, and 
thereby have the freedom of the French 
ports, yet (he could not onjo^the lame privi¬ 
lege in che ports of Great-Britain. 

Mr. Grenville replied, that Ireland had 
thought proper to rejeft the uffeis made to 
her by G: cat-Britain, and tliat it was not rea¬ 
dable that this couuliy fhucld tliercforc re¬ 


jeft any advantageous terms of commerce 
held out by auoti'er kingdom. \ 

Mr. Fox rofe. He (fated, tha* the conduft 
of his Majefty’s Miniftere with regard to Ir®* 
land had been exceedingly partial and inju*v 
nous to what hr conceived were the efTential 
interefts of bojh the kingdoms. They had 
granted to France a privilege of commerce 
that was now pofitively denied to Ireland, on 
the pretence of her having re/ufed propor¬ 
tions of commerce that ivere to be repaid with 
what (he conceived an alienation of her rights* 
and a faci ifice of her independence. Why had 
thele proportions been rejefted in Ireland t 
They were offered to her on granting condi¬ 
tions that (he conceived mimical to her free¬ 
dom. Hut having granted to France a free 
participation of our market, without having a 
polfihihty of making fuih a requifition frq rn 
her as an equivalent, which we had from 
Ireland, it was evident flutb a demand was 
unneceirary; and were it utiueceflary, wq 
( hould ceitainly giant to lieland thofe privi¬ 
leges of admitting her to our markets, with¬ 
out expeftmg more than that reciprocity which 
(lie could grant us of admitting in proportion 
our manufactures in return. He con felled 
his aftonilhmenc to fee a gentleman (Mr. 
Grenville), who owed fo much to his emi¬ 
nence of chnrafter and connefttons, as well as 
to the confequence of the department he now 
h'd in the government of the country, aver it 
as his opinion, that Ireland (hould not be ad¬ 
mitted to thole privileges of commerce we 
had granted to France. Mr. Fox moved, that 
in I lend of the word new, this day Jc nnigbt 
(hould ft.ind part of the queltion. 

Mr. Grenville explained, that he was ex¬ 
ceedingly Carry any fentiments of oppofition 
to tlx: inter efts of Ireland (hould be attributed 
to him It w'as a country to which he owed 
the greateft degree of atFeftion and gratitude. 
On thefe principles he had been exceedingly 
furry (he had rejefted the propofitions, which 
he had fupported from an idea of their being 
fo cliential to her intcrefts; but as (he had re- 
fufed them, he did not conceive that Ireland 
could participate with Great-Britain in th® 
advantages granted to France. Having rc- 
fufed to comply with giving that which (he 
had only to beftow in return for fucli a fa¬ 
vour, ho could not concenc how we could 
poftibly grant a boon where no equivalent 
could be expefted. 

The queihoo being heie railed for* the 
Houfe divided. The numbers were,

The report was then read a fecond time; 
The refutations were next read fcparatjJy for 
B b z th® 
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the concurrence of the Houfe with the Com¬ 
mittee in patting them. 

Mr. Burke observed, that he fcarcely 
thought it decent, that after a Committee of 
the whole Houfe of Commons had refolved 
that there were grounds lor impeaching Mr. 
HMtmgs, that gentleman ftibuld be at large, 
enjoying all theeburms ami bfettings of liberty 
and fociety, juft like a perfon of unimpeached 
character, He would therefore on a future day 
take the fenfeof the Houfe, whether he ought 
not to he fofecured as lobe fot th coming, when 
his enun'ry (hould call him to trial. He 
hinted tli.it property had been fpld out of the 
funds, and that from this cirrumftance the 
Houfe ought to he attentive, and fee that juf- 
ttce was not defrauded of her due. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer fnl, it 
w.v. a doubt with him, whether h'-foie an 
imi>(M<hnirnt could gc mow d, Mr. H..llings 
not eiihei tn lie acquitted, or found guilty 
o' the icnrauung charges. 

M.i|or Stott fad, Mr. JIaftings had not 
fo’d out i (billing(mm the funds; that lie h.ul 
uni*/ ’c »'cl. in th< ni ; and that the reft of his 
fot tune, not exceeding 6 0,0001 in the whole, 
vat out on moirgjges. 

Mr. r.mkt tepliud, that he did not allude to 
Mr I ladingsV property ; the (lock to which 
lit had alluded, as having been fold, belonged 
to St Elijah lmpey. Adjourned.

Sir Gilbert Elliot faid, he had no deftre tm 
take any advantage of the evidence of the 
gentleman who was to be called in. He did 
intend to move * 4 charges of impeachment 
againft Sir Elijah lmpey, for his extra-judi¬ 
cial conduct while in India:** But the chrirgee 
would be general; not confined to a parti¬ 
cular circumftnnce, fuch as the tranfadtions at 
Farruckabad. 

Mr. Bui ke faid, every fecretary and agent 
^ight plead the excufe of their evidence tend¬ 
ing to criminate ihemfelves; but, if this plea 
was admitted, there would be an effectual 
Hop to jufticc. It is not my place as profe- 
cutor, faid the right honourable Gentleman, 
to fecure the pet fun I interrogate. That muft 
he his own care. Sir Elijah is net a vuftic ; 
he practi’ed foi many years in Weftminfter- 
Hall, and after wank filled a ltat ion m India, 
high as that of the chief juftice of the Kuig’s- 
Rench. He knows whatever will afTedfr him- 
fclf; lie ha*, already d* mm red to anfwcr fe- 
vcral quail ions, and will, no doubt, do fo 
again. 

Mr. Pitt faid, it was matter of difcretion 
in the witnefs to anfwer to fuch queftions as 
might alb A himfelf. H<* would, no doubt, 
with indulgence from the Committer* 
The lion. Baronet's intend* d impeachment 
was on feveral "found*.. rherefore let the 
Cli.tirniJii be inftiultcd to inform Sir Elijah 
of the notice giv. n by the B.nonet. Juf- 
tice requires th *t pei foil-, concerned as ageiUs 
lhcnild be examined. 

It was agreed to call S.r Elijah to the bir 
fot the puipofe of receiving his evidence. 
Sn Elijah appearing, thv Chairman of the 
Committee fpoke to the following efiedt t 
48 S r Pbjah, I am defin'd to inform you, 
that a charge of a criminal nature may he 
bio lght againft you concerning yonrexsia- 
judicial contii.rft and othei p.ntuo!nrs while 
in India; and that the lubjed of the prelent 
examination may lead lubftanttnily to that 
charge.’* 

Sir Eljah lmpey then returned thanks to 
the chairman; but deHartd, that as he was 
con icons to tunuelf or nd guilt, he *wrfs not 
afraid of meeting any accufat'on: and that 90 
information which he could afford ihould be 
concealed. 

Sir Elijah lmpey was examined by Mr. 
Burke for upwards of two hours, im the 
couife of which be was frequently ordered 
to withdraw ; but the whole purport of his 
evidence turned upon points long fmee laid 
before the public, and therefore by no meins 
at this period ok the bufinefs worthy of go- 
nerd attention.

The order of the day for eonfidering fur¬ 
ther of die charges aga'mft Mr. Haftings was 
difcharged, and that buflnefs poftponed till 
Friday. 

Mr. Blackburne (Member for Lnncalhire) 
moved an Addrefs to his Mnjefty, thanking 
him (or the fohciloOe he had been gracioufly 
pleafed to evince in forming a Treaty of 
Commerce between Great-Britain ^and 
In ance; afiuting him that the Houle con¬ 
ceived the moft happy effects might refute 
from it to his faithful fubjedht, and that they 
would take every neceftary ftep to render the 
aegociatiou effectual. In fupport of the Ad¬ 
drefs, he faid, he had received a letter 
from feveral of his conftituants, informing 
him, tlwt a numerous meeting of the cotton 
manufacturers had been held at Manchefter, 
in confcqtience of a remonftranee they had 
fem in the public papers againft the Com¬ 
mercial Tieaty, from the Chamber of Manu¬ 
facture*—th.it after a fet ions deliberation, and 
a full ilu'r nth on of the fubjedf, they rcfolved, 
that the treaty will be highly beneficial to this 
country, and operate a* an extenfi^p of the 
cotton manufacture. The cmittituents from 
whom he had received the letter, had re¬ 
quelled that he would fay in hi* place in the 
Houfe, that they neither approved of the con- 
dndl of the Chamber of Commerce, nor had 
delegated any torepiefcot them thei ein, when 
the petition, piaying lime to confidei the 
fubjedt, was carried. 

1 he Hon. Captain Berkeley rofe to fecond 
the motion, declaring that it gave him Angu¬ 
lar fattsfa&iop toexprefs h..s heairy and fin- 
cere approbation of one of the heft, and he 
would fay one of the moll f pt’ar Commer¬ 
cial Treaties that this country had ever en¬ 
tered into. The Hon. GeniF-man who 
made the motion, had, Mr. Berkeley obferv- 
ed, produced a copy of a letter, lifting in the 
moll unequivocal terms, the due fenfe the 
fultian niamif.i&urers of Lar.cadure enter¬ 
tained of tlie Treaty of Commerce : he had al- 
fo m his hand, authentic papers from the ma- 
aufadturers of a county, not the moft inconfi- 
derablo for irs valuable woollen manufac¬ 
tures ; lie meant the county he had the ho¬ 
nour to reprefent. The woollen manufactu¬ 
rers of Gtoocefterfhire had communicated 
their fentiments, and dated their entire frit is fac¬ 
tion on the treaty, with their earned w idles to 
have it fpeecbly carried into execution. Nor 
vyas it from the fentunents of the manufac¬ 
turers of this /County alone that he collected 
his opiniorv that the treaty held out the moft 
flattering profpedl to Great-Britain; he col¬ 
lected it man cqcul manner fi um the manufac¬ 



turers of France. Tlie mairafifftursn bf fcfe* 
towns of Rouen and Abbeville* two of 
great eft woollen mahnfadhiring towns in silr 
France, had affemMcd and folemnly declared, 
that if the Parliament of Gi'eat-Britain g\p- 
proved of the treaty, and carried it into exe¬ 
cution, their manufactures muft be ruined# 
fo little able^were they to cope with Britiftt 
manufatturer, and bear a competition with 
them in any market. 

Mr. Grey (Member for Northumberland) 
oppofed the motion, and * condemned the 
treaty. He liked not an Alliance of any kind 
with France—a country from which Great" 
Britain ought not Co expedt fmcere friendfhip 
to her. If the treaty were really as advan¬ 
tageous to us ns the advocates for it pretended, * 
it would be an additional reafon with hind 
for rejecting the tempting boon. Every ap¬ 
parent offer of fervtcc fiom France to En¬ 
gland ought to be fulpedled. Hercmaiked, 
that it was nor decent to grant to Franco 
what we h.ul lefufed to Ireland ; to give to 
a lival and a r.itunl e-icmy what we had 
withheld from the luili, our friends and fel- * 
low-fubjedls. lfc tlic<ught chat Fr.-nce was 
aiming at the monopoly of the American 
trade. 

Mr. Hawkins Browne fupported the mo¬ 
tion. He faid, one great ohje&ion to the 
lrifh Proportions was, that had they palled, 
the cheapncfs of labour and provifions m 
Ireland would have i ml need the Bntifh nu- 
nufadlorers to carry their capital over to that 
kingdom, to the mipoverifhment of this; < 
but no one apprehended a removal of ourr! 
wealthy manufacturers to Krause. 

Captain M icbiide oh jotted to the treaty, j 
Jis being daiimrnt.il to our marine. He ] 
touslied on the fV>urith>ng condition of the 
Frsncli navy, and the contrary ftate of our 
own ; and gave notice, that on fome future 
day he would move for an enquiry into the 
ftate of our nav.d affairs. jj 

Mr. Welbore Ellis confidered the addrefs 
as premature. It was a dangerous precedent, 
at the very outfet of a bufinefs. for the 
Houle to pledge itfelf to the approbation^of 
it; for they might perhaps be induced, by 
fuhfequenc reprefentations, to change their 
opinions on the fubiedh 

Mr. W. VVyodham objected to the mo¬ 
tion, as well as the treaty in general. Ho 
denied that the generality of the manufactu¬ 
rers were friendly to the meafure. 

Mr. Scott entered largely into the bufinefd] 
before the Houfe. He faid, that the mana- 
fadturers by their filence had given a virt 
silent to the bufinefs of the treaty. 

Mi. Fox contended, ftrongly, that 
precedent could be adduced for fueh an ad 
Urefs as was now moved; or, if fuch a 

cod 
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CcJcni was found, it would be highly con - 
damnable under the circurfittances which 
* ft ere to determine the Houfe at prefenr. 
'priiey w«« now called on to pledge, nay to 
tie thcmfcl ves down to follow up the prefent 
addrcls, and m to place chemfelves in 

the fituation of Members of Parliament 
ivhofe iulc office was to regjftcrjtlie ediitts of 
their fovereign. 

Mr. Pitt denied that the interefts of the 
manufacturers, or the honour or refpnnhhihty 
of tiui Houfe weie fo far implicated. a* by 
the Comment of the Right Hon. Gentleman 
tfiey were fjgmfied to he. 

Mr. Sheridan moved the qucftiog of ad¬ 
journment. It would be a iuircndei, lie 
f»'*d, of every privilege of that Houfe, of 
tvery right eiaimed by our anceftors, if they 
were to involve their future diferetion by 
giving chcii alleut to the prefont aduiefs 
Without fuither confideratinn.

Befnles the Cutloms and Excil'e, the 
Stamps were in a certain degree necellanly 
counseled. The 12th of Charles 11 . from 
which, in a conftderable degiee, may be dated 
the in ig n of nuitt of the exitting duties of 
both the Cut toms and Excife, fo tar as ge¬ 
nerally acknow ledged to come under the 
deft upturn of fubfiJies, fervrd as a founda¬ 
tion toe the prelent lyttem. Very efTenlul 
alterations and modifications wet e adopted, 
in order toiendei the plan moie jwfpicuo'is 
and eflftllual. When lie reflected liow falu- 
Uiy furh a feheme would be to the nation in 
genet-d, and to the meichants belonging to 
the pou of London in particular, and what 
eafe and happmefs would he derived, in one 
day, nay m one hour, hv the adoption of the 
plan, he was convinced, that the Committee 
would aftord a cheetful concurrence of fen- 
timeut. The merchants of this kingdom 
have hiilieito been very deficient in their 
inf 111 mat ion concerning the duties and draw¬ 
backs of the yanoua depaitment-s of the re¬ 
venue, not being able to proem © better or 
more .rutheruic intelligence than what had 
been conveyed to them through the medium 
of compilations, by fome well-informed 
offices s belonging to the Cufloms or Excife. 
Thele fources of information weic attended 
to by the authors with great anxiety, care, 
anil accuracy ; but from the fluctuating ttate 
of trade, and the new modifications unavoid¬ 
able, llie w liole generally became imperfect 
and of no effect previous to tjic publication. 

Hence 
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Hence there coufd not be one uniform or 
permanent fyltem, and the merchant had 
been frequently left in a ftate of perplexity, 
by being precluded from forming any com¬ 
mon ftatement er boundaries to his mercan¬ 
tile tranfalhons with the Cuttams and Ex- 
cife. To remedy thole defedh was certainly 
sL laudable ebjeCl ; and to perfoim it without 
hurting or dimintfhing the public revenue, 
required great circumfpetfion. It would 
opeiate as a check upon the officers, by fac¬ 
ing certain limits to their demands, many of 
whom might certainly be fuppofed to confider 
the merchant under the fame predicament as 
a lawyer did his client. By properly de¬ 
fining the proportion of trade to the various 
countries with winch we weie connc< 5 tcd, 
the ltatement of our revenue would be moie 
eafily difcoveicd. Thus the officers of tiie 
diffeient branches of Government would be 
faved an immcnfity of trouble, the accounts 
more accurately ftated, and induftry invigo- 
tated. He then very buefiy communicated 
to the Committee the grand outlines of tiie 
fyftem, by obieivnig, that the greater pait 
of the perplexity ami confufion incident to 
the Cuftotn; and Excife aiole from the niul- 
ti( hcity and fubd.v 1 lions of then' ftateifh-nts'. 
Toiemove this intricate mode of tr.inlaying 
bufqiefs, he propofed a more comprehenfive 
and eafiet plan, by confolidating the various 
duties into one mafs, or general v.uw, ob- 
feiving, at the fame time, the ample and 
neccliary diftiuttions. The number of frac¬ 
tions whicli occurred in tiie accounts, had 
hitherto lendeied the adjailment perplexed 
and ambiguous. The. cbjaft *ot tins new 
plan war to draw iliefe into one general 
point of vew, and to convert the fractional 
parts into imc.;i nl numbers, beginning w.tli 
the loweft integral number, ri.d .-.dvar.cir.g 
giadua'ly to the highett, in order to form a 
piopoitional Imd accui.de it'.tcmcnt of the 
whole ; and to enda.wi, ir to amwi.d, m fume 
degree, the collegium of the dutie r ., fci far 
as icgarded poundage, at.d otlici ankles of 
doubt and uncertainty. Thcfc were all the 
obfervations which, he appi ehc-ndeJ, were 
neceffary to be ment uned to the Committee ; 
and for a more minute detail he referred 
gentlemen to the fepar.ite lefolutfons which 
he lhould have the honoux k> propofc, be¬ 
lieving that every one would be ready to 
confent to the general piiuciplcs- The re- 
folutions alluded to were very numerous, 
and could not at prefent be fatisfa&only 
defined j but when they cime regularly be¬ 
fore the Committee, an ’opportunity would 
be offered to every gentleman to decide on 
their merits. He then took notice of drugs, 
and various articles of importation, fpecify- 
ipg them as hv w ent along ; and obferved, 
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that it would be expedient to grant certat* 
powers to the Commillioners concerning 
{tamps, taxes on houfes, the receipts'of tb* 
Fo ft-office, and the aboliliou of ’ c*tm£k 
accounts, the latter of which had been <f» 
foundation of great confufion and disappoint¬ 
ment, by precluding the final fettlemapt^ 
Theie was o fie happy effect which wouM 
relult from this plan—the whole ftate oC 
the national revenue would come, naturally 
and immediately under the cve t of Parlia¬ 
ment, and the Reprefentatives of the Pcopln 
would be enabled to give ttieii* conftitucnts 
f.itisfn‘hoi^ concerning the public receipt* 
and expenditure.——He divided the while 
into three pairs—the Geneial Fund, the 
Aggregate Fund, and the South- 5 >ea 
Fund ; which, although now in fome re- 
fpeCls (Lficrcnt, would, * by the propofed 
mode nl cnnfol.dation, be converted into <100 
geneial fund. He then took a fhort tevicu r 
of the public debt and credit, proving, that 
the latter would be very much benefited, 
by enabling us mote expeditioufly to di- 
minilh the former. lfc mentioned, that the 
public debt amounted to upwards of two 
hundred and forty millions, the ipttreft of 
which fum was dtfdurged by annuities oa 
vnnous Government (ecurules, d i ft ingai filing 
the various fums aunc.\cd 10 the 3 per cent. 
Confol. Annuities, the 3 per cent. Reduced 
Annuities, and the 4 .aid 5 per Cents. Thu 
mode of leitlcmeut wis fimple. The account* 
of the Bank and Si-utii-Set Houfe are rru<J« 
up at the Auditor* Office jointly. They di¬ 
vide the accounts a., cqu illy as they can. Eacl^ 
nflicei taKrs a pait, examines the articles in 
that pai t, reduces it 11.ro the ortroai foi m, and 
eng.olfcs i r . The two purrs Me tiit-u 
together, and form one account; one pa. 
per is mgiofi-d m one office, and ckat on 
parchment in the other. The Aud tor chew 
pioceeds to diit-nguifh and appiopnate tJib 
fuin*. for the lever at Annuities. The chief 
caftner then figns the account cuirent, and 
fw'eais it before a F. iron of the Exchequer * 
when the account is presented for declara¬ 
tion, and palled through the general office* 
of the Exchequer. The authority exercifed 
by the Trealuiy in granting the allowance* 
to the Bank, is giounded upon the a/t of 
1781 that creates the Annuities. TJu* Bank 
demands for receiving the contributions of 
Annuities are at the i.ite of e’ght hundred 
and five pounds fifteen Hidings and ttn- 
pened’per mdl.on. The value of both the 
Long and Short Annu: f ics is computed ac 
about twenty-five ye.us put chafe. He con* 
eluded by moving one general refoiution,.at 
an introduction to the whole fyftem. 

Mr. Burke expreiP*d the moll fincere ar- 
quiefcencc with all the parts ef the fytfim

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' which the right honourable Gentleman had 
laid before the Committee. He owned him- 
fWf fo muth impftfled with the utility this 
cqtffolidatjon would pioducc, that he tlrought 
h dderved more than a mere filcnt approba¬ 
tion. It was Well entitled to the thanks of 
the public, and (hueld have his* The dark, 
nefs and intricacy which formerly involved 
the Cuftoras* Che Excite, and the Stamp du¬ 
ties, evinced in a ftrong and pcrfpicnous light 
the necefiity and utility which this new ar¬ 
rangement muft effect. All deferiptions of 
individuals, who were any wife interefted iu 
the revenues of the country, wouk! foon ex¬ 
perience its advantage; and the mode in 
which the outline of lb very comprehenfive 
a revolution had been iketched, did the right 
honourable Gentleman the grrateft credit, as 
it lhewed his capacity. He had often differed 
from him in opinion, but was happy that the 
jprefent occafion affoided him an opportunity 
of paying that tribute to his virtues and Jris 
parts, which, in this inftauce efpecially, 
were fo eminently his due. 

Mr* Fox wifhed to a Ik. the right honour- 
able Gentleman, whether Ire understood lum 
right, as dating that tire public creditor who 
fttould think himfelf aggrieved, flrould re¬ 
ceive competent notification of the meafure, 
and redeefs by fuch other meant as might 
fuggeft themfelvcc according to the cafe, 
when made out ? He was l ike wife defirous 
that, in the progrefs of the bufinefs, the r ight 
honourable Gentleman would call the atten¬ 
tion to fuch refolutions as were more imme¬ 
diately connected with tke Ficnch treaty. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, the 
right honourable Gentleman had conceived 
^fpd expretfcd his meaning very correttly. 
He was forry it would not be m Iris power to 
comply with the latter pact of tire right ho¬ 
nourable Gentleman's requation, as the 
treaty dKl not ft> much relate to any parti¬ 
cular refolution, as to the general principle 
of lowering the duties, in which the whole 
were founded.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, the 
duties on rttm referred both to the Cuftom 
and the Excife. The refolution, therefore, 
which went to tire regulation of tne tail of 
thefe, would undoubtedly involve whatever 
related to the duties on rum. 

The motion was then agreed to, and the 
Houfe adjourned* 


Feb. *7. 

The following gentlemen took the oaths 
and their feats :—Mr. Frafer, Mr. Sumner, 
and Mr. Vdliers. 

The order of the day being read, for the 
Houfe refolvmg itfelf into a Committee on 
the impeachment of Warren Hafttngs, Efq. 
the fame was agreed to, when Mr. Francis 
took the chair. 

In confequence of 'Mr. Burke’s motion, 
Mr. Middleton was called to* Che bar, and 
was interrogated whether or not he had deli¬ 
vered all the papers and documents which pall¬ 
ed between him and Mr. Haftings, concern¬ 
ing the atifairs of live Princeifes of Oude ? - He 
anfwered, that there were four which he 
had left with the refident of Oude. On he. 
ing ageed, whether or not alL which he had 
prefented, and thofc left with the refident of 
Oude, contained the whole correfpondencc 
alluded to, he obfeived, that they did, ex¬ 
cept a few letters, which he had unfortu¬ 
nately loft; and a* he had not preferved any 
copies of them, he could not communicate 
to the Committee the particulars which they 
contained. 

Mr. Middleton was then ordered to with- 
di.iw, and the Houfe was refumed. 

Mr. Dempfter beftowed the highefl en¬ 
comiums on the Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer, for hif plan of confolidating the duties 
of Cuftoms and Excife. He wiihed to be 
informed, whether or not the right honour¬ 
able Gentleman meant to make fume altera¬ 
tions in a bufinefs immediately connected with 
it, which was the bonds and cockets. This 
afttefted very materially the exportation coaft- 
ways to Scotland. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
that ho could not at prefent anfwer with 
precifion. 

Mr. Dempfter declared, that he did not 
mean to urge a premature or improper an- 
fwer; but he conceived the fuhjedt of fuch 
magnitude, that it it were neglcdted this fcf- 
fiou, he himfelf would bring forward a mo¬ 
tion for fuch a regulation the fubiequent fcf- 
fion. « 

Thu Chancellor of the Exclrequer remark¬ 
ed, that he would bring forward whatever hq 
intended on the fubjeit, before the expira¬ 
tion of this feffioa.

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Mr, Dempfterthen moved, that the Houfe 
fhouW again refolve itfelf into a Committee, 
in order to hear counted in favour of the pe¬ 
titioners againft the Indian Judicature bill. 
The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Rous and Mr. Pallas appeared in be¬ 
half of the petitioners, and fpoke very ably. 

Mr. Demptter then obferved, that on the 
firfl open day he meat to move for leave to 
bring in a bill to explain and amend the ob- 
noxious a£t now rpenCioned. • 

The ChanceUot of the Exchequer thought 
that he (hould not delay the intention; but he 
could not conceive what purpofe it would 
anfwer, unlefs to aiim'J gentlemen an oppor¬ 
tunity of forgetting what the counfel had fo 
ably rtated. 

Mr. Demptter apprehended the prefent 
was an improper time*for fuch a motion, as 
the Hnufe was not fo full as the fuhjedt de¬ 
manded. 

Mr. Sheridan imagined, that if the righ£ 
honourable Gentleman (Mr. Pitt) had no ob¬ 
jection to the motion pulling fm leave to bring 
in a bill, he faw no impropriety in making it 
then. 

Mr. Duodas was of a fimilar opinion with 
Mr. Put. • 

Mr. Burke agreed to the delay, and was 
convinced, from the importance of the fub- 
je£t, that the matter ought not to be hurried 
through the Houfe. He made fome ftrong 
allufions to the ambitious government of Ben¬ 
gal, which called up 

Major Scott, who defended the government 
of Bengal. 

Mi. Buike replied, and reprobated the go¬ 
vernment of Keng*d as a fpecies of the very 
wot it defpotifm. 

Mr. Demptter moved, that the Chairman 
(hould report progiefj, and afk leave to fit 
ag tin. 

The Chancellor of the Fxchequci oppofed* 
the latt motion; and moved, that the Chair • 
man (hould Amply leave the Chair. 

This was agreed to ; and confequently the 
Committee was Anally clofed or diftolved. 

Adjourned.

The Houfe having rctolved itfelf into a 
Committee, Mr. Rofc m the chan, fevcral 
claufcs of the bill fur the prevention of mu¬ 
tiny and defertion in the army were read ; 
and when the clcik proceeded to that wlmli 
enrutts, that the a<tt (hould extend to all offi¬ 
cers muttered and in pay. 

Col. Fitzpatrick tente^ed veiy fully into 
the merits of the prefent regulations concern¬ 
ing officers of the army. He faid, he was 
aware of the argument of our ancettors, that 
a (landing army was contrary to the r r » nC, pl«* 
of the Conttitutiont but .when it had been

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found expedient to countenanced regular mi¬ 
litary ettablilhment even in times of peace* 
it became the legiflarure to be as careful aft 
poBible in the formation of the mil-tary law*, 
by rendering every claufe plain and explicit 
to the meanett capacity. He inttanced the 
confufion and ambiguity which had oc¬ 
curred in the Cafes of Major-General Stuafrt 
and Major-General Rotes % and hoped that the- 
Committee would not pafs any law which 1 
was evidently defective concerning the extent 
of the privileges given to brevet and half-pay 
officers. Alter a great many other obferva- 
tions on th$ fubjedl he moved, that inttead o€ 
u muttered and in pay," the won fl “ when 
muttered and called out by proper authority,” 
(hould be fobttituted, which amendment would 
not only fix ceitam limits to the powers of 
brevet and half pay officers, but alfo involve 
in its principle the -uthurity of militia officers* 
Mr. Francis feconded the motion. 

Sir Charles Gould, Judge Advocate, oppo¬ 
fed the motion as nugatoiy. With regard 
to the cafes now mentioned by the honoura¬ 
ble Gentleman, he entii elv differed$ and to 
prove the futility of his arguments, tie ob¬ 
ferved, that every officer, when he affumed 
a comm.ui<l, whether he ranked as a brevet, 
or upon the h ilf-pay ettablifliment, wag 
certainly amen.ible to the laws of his coun¬ 
try for his conduit. 

A defnltory converfat.cn here enfued, in 
which Sir George Yongc, Mr. Fiancis, Mr. 
Phipps, Mr. Fox, Sir James Erfkine, Sir 
George Howard, and fevcral others took a 
part. The Committee then divided on the 
amendment.

The order oftlie day was read for a Com¬ 
mittee of the whole I Unite* to deliberate on 
the ronfolidation of the Cuttoms. 

Mr, Pitt rofe, and informed the Com¬ 
mittee, that he would only at prefent move 
fuch refolutions as madqno other clian?e in. 
the duties hitherto exittmg, than what rros'e 
from the abolition of fractions. Thtfe, he 
imagined, were liable to no olijrdlions, and 
would therefore produce no debate. Bur, 
with Regard to tlvoe duties in w'hich fome 
important alteiation was inte^led €0 be 
made, he would, previous to each of the rc- 
folnpons founded on inch duties, flat© the 
motives that had fuggetted the alterations. 

Tbe ftrit lefolutinn moved by him was.

This being ayteed to, was followed by various 
other icfolutioiii, winch it is unneceffary to

The Houfe being refumed, it was refolved , 
that on Monday next a Committee of the 
whole Houfe Ihoutd relume tins bufmefs. 

March 2. 

Mr. Pelham lofe to bring forward the 
fifth charge of high ciimes and mifdcmea- 
nors againft W.urcn Haftings, Ifcfq. He 
then mentioned the particulars of the charge : 
That Muzuflcr Jung, the Nabob of Far- 
reckabad, had been degraded and oppreffed 
through the medium of Mr. Haftings—That 
Mr. Haft mgs had received a prefent of 
3oo,oool. as a biibe ; and that he had com¬ 
mitted an infraction of the treaty of Chunar, 
by4 iot withdrawing the refluent and troops 
of Farruckabad. After a fpcech of confi • 
derable length on thefe gi omuls, he moved, 
That the Committee, on hearing evidence, 
and confidering the faid chaige, aie of opi¬ 
nion, tliat there are futhcient grounds to 
impeach Warren Haftings, tfq. of high 
crimes and mifdemcnnors. 

The motion being feconded. 

Major Scott in a fpeech of confiderablc 
length defended Mr. Haft in gs. 

Sir James Johnftone begged to mention 
to the Committee his reafon for voting againft 
Mr. Haftings on the queftion now before 
them. He was fully convinced,he fa.d, that 
Mr. Haftings had icccived a tube, theiefoie 
ought to be putiifhed ; for he confldpitd 
every Govemoi who received in hw nfln. 
capacity a bribe, as a very infamous cha- 
ra£Ur. 

Mr. Vanfitrart defended Mr. Hafting*'* 
Conduct; and ailedged, that the Hon. Uaio- 
net had mifunderltood the bufmefs. 

* Sir James Johnftune replied with vehe¬ 
mence, that lie was fully convinced, and 
perfectly understood, tlwi Mr. liaftings had 
received a bribe of 100,0.^ 1 . ftcrhng. He 
confidered the manner in which he had ic- 
ceived it as a fpccies of xobbery. Suppofmg 
that one man were to attack another on 
Weftminftci -Uidgc, take from lum oue 
handled ihoufaud poviuds, then throw it into 
the river, and afceruauls go to the citv, and 

one hundted ihonfand pounds ,more 
ifiom a banker in order to refund ifle other 
lum, couiAt in the eye ot the law be cun- 
Adered in any other light tlun a t.ibtty? 
Vo. Could any gentleman fay that the 
cu’jjput to be " r <^ndcwi:d t 


and hanged,'* on the grounds of fuch art 
offence ? 

Lord Hood fupported Mr. Haftings againft 
the prefent charge, and advanced as a icafon, 
that there were many extiaordinary and un¬ 
avoidable fituations in which commanders df 
fleet and aimics, and governors of piovmces, 
were obliged by necellity to deviate from 
tlicir orders ; other wife run the hazard of 
b«ng cenfured and even pumlhed at home. 
He inftanced this by Ins own cafe in the 
\Vi;ft-Indies lalt war, when he had the ho¬ 
nour of commanding a fleet of twenty.tuo 
fail. He thought that a ceit/in latitude of 
indulgence ovight to be admitted to ollicci* 
labouring under peculiar difficulties. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe 
by obterving, that from the particular 
giounds which the notye Lord had taken, he 
found an irrefiftible impulfc to deliver Ins 
feiitiments. No man,* lie faid, moie re- 
fpe&ed his Lordlhip's character, both 111 
public and piivate, than he did ; and lie bc- 
iicvad every one would admit, that Jus long 
and gallant fervices merited the ingheft en¬ 
comiums. Confidciing thefe ciicumltances, 
it was with great reluctance that he diHered 
fiom*fhe noble Lord; but he conceived, that 
his Lordlhip had not made a necelDry dif- 
tindhon between the principles with which 
he lud been actuated, and thofe with which 
the man who was the fuhjedt of debate had 
been actuated. The plea of necellity, as a n 
excufe for Mr. Hnftings’s conduit, could not 
be fupported with any degree of truth ; 
confcquetitly, the mifconccption of his Lord- 
fhip's arguments was vciy obvious in the 
prefent cale. If Mr. Haftings lud aifted 
veiy perfidioully on the occafion, and 
cufcd himfelf 00 the plea of necellity, he 
certainly had tin own lnmfclf into that necef- 
fit ius lituation ; but as an Hon. Gentleman 
lud judicioully obferved, lie was not on tliat 
account the lefs culpable. The nature of- 
the vote this night could not afTedl the pri¬ 
vilege or judgment of commanders in cafes 
of extieme difficulty. God foibid it fhould, 
as there would be an end to a laudable am¬ 
bition among the officers of the navy ai*l 
army. The char .idler of the unfortunate 
man now under difeuflion (for unfoitunate 
he really might be called, as he had been 
juftly reul'ured by Parliament) ought not to 
be weighed or compared with that of his 
Lordlhip. There was a confiderablc diffe¬ 
rence ; and he apprehended no man but hb 
Loidlh.p himfelf would ftain his well-earned 
l;uu els by a compiiifon. Mr. Haftings did 
not a<ft from any particular emergency. He 
was not driven to the extremity of adopting 
Uis mealuxe Co pay er fupply the troopsj 

and. 
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and, in fa&, he nfTumed no phufible argu¬ 
ment for his conduit. Gentlemen ought to 
weigh the circumftnnces, and fee whether 
the vices or virtues of the delinquent pre¬ 
ponderated. If he had ailed from an error 
of judgment, he would be apt to admit an 
alleviation of his crimes ; but when his vir¬ 
tues were totally loll in his vices, he cer¬ 
tainly deferred punifhmcnt. Were all the 
hermfm in the woild, and all the eoncoryi- 
tant attritions of that quality, to ap|>ear in 
the ch.ualtcr of Mr. lialtmgv, it would not 
make him (Mr. Pitt) fwerve from his duty 
to the public. His crimes* are of great mag¬ 
nitude ; and they arc confulerably aggravitcd 
by his prefumption of ilefirmg Parliament, 
at the bar of that Houfe, not t« cnnfidcr his 
fcrvices .as any claim for p.dhating his guilt. 
The prefent charge w r as not of iuch impor¬ 
tance as the preceding; but every aitirle 
having been fo well fubRantiatcd, lie would 
not throw a decejTtimis Illicit! hrfoie the 
individual hy excu'pating him fio.n this 
article of accufauon. He liopetl theCom- 
xmtlce would not be captivated by the puft - 
tious of the noble I-ord, as his philanthropy 
had not kept pace with jultice. A 

Lord Mulgrave, Mr. llurgefs, Mr. Fran¬ 
cis, Mi. Dempftei, Mr. Dundns, and Major 
Scott fpuke. The queftion was then pur, 
when the Committee divided. Ayes, 112, 
Noes, 50.

In a Committee of Supply, came to a 
jefolntinn, That every bugle lettei between 
Alii fold Haven and Waterford, (hall be 
charged 6d —every double ditto is.—cveiy 
tiehle ditto i*«.

Sir Matthew White Ridley made a motion 
for an Addrefs to his Majefty, tint he would 
be plcafcd to promote C.'ptam Umdie to tiie 
rank of a flag officer, He dated many par¬ 
ticulars 111 favour of that gcutlem in, who, 
notw ithlljnding his fcrvices and wounds, had 
been unaccountably ovei looked. 

Sir John Miller fecomled the motion, pay¬ 
ing many high compluncnti to the Capl 1111, 
as a very meritorious officer, and obfeivmg, 
that as lie was a gentleman of independent 
fortune, he did not look for a pecuniary

Mr. Burke complained to the Houfe of 
the fhameful fuppitllion of letters and cor- 
refpoodence, which would have thrown great 
light on the charges agamfl Mr. Hayings, 
and the want of wh.ch might he turned to 
the advantage of the culpr.t on his trial. To 
fnpply as much as in him lay \he deficiency, 
he moved for the production of fome Peifian 
Correlpondcnce, feveral accounts of money, 
the expenditure thereof, and other papers 
relative to the internal government of Oude 
and its dependencies. He remarked as a 
veiy fingi.lar ciicumflance, that tv hi!e Par¬ 
liament w.is piofeuiting a ferv.int of the 
£aft-ludn Company for peculation and dif 
obedient c of oiders fiom the Company, the 
Solicitor of lh.»t veiy Company was permit¬ 
ted to inarny.c the defence of the accufed.— 
All the p.ipois moved for by Mi. Buike 
were gi anted without oppofition. 

The fallowing motions were made and 
agreed to, vz. For leave to hi mg m a hill 
for th- reluf of insolvent debtors and bank¬ 
rupts under certain defcriptions ; and for 
bringing in a hill for carrying into law the 
French Tieaty and the confohdation of 
duties. 

Mi. V ox rofe to make his promifeci con - 
ftitiition.il motion concerning the extent of 
Addrefies to the Cl own. He cenfured in 
very ftvere language the conduit of Admi- 
niOration rcfpc&ing the French Treaty ; 
and apprehended, that the Addrefs lately 
voted by Parliament to his MajeOy on the 
fnhjcCl, would he produ£hvc of dangeious 
confeqiu accs to the Senate, as it might be 
eonfidcicd as a precedent for pledging the 
Iloufe, in fitnilar cucumflances, to content 
to any meafure propofed by the executive 
government. He renewed his objeAums to 
the Tieaty; made fome allufions to the 
Treaty of Utrecht, which he faid had been 
flrft earned by the Adminiftration of the time, 
tnd afterwards, when the countiy reflected 
on the pernicious fyttem, was totally 1 ejected 
by a vet y (onfidcrahlc majority of Paihament. 
There weie many extraoidinaiy circum- 
ftanees attending the Treaty of Utiecht. 
The influence of the Crown, when the ap¬ 
probation of Parliament had been obtained, 
was (upperted by the concurrence of a riot¬ 
ous mob ; hut afterwmds, when the eyes of 
the people were opened, the whole plan of 
the Tre ity was juftly exeemted. From chefe 
fa&s, lie drew a probable conclufion, tlfae as 
the femiments of tlie people had not yet 
been fully alcertained, there m-ght, upon 
deliberation, be an alteration of opinion; he 
thjerefoto hoped, that the Houfe would not 


be conftdered as fettered or pledged by the 
prefent Addrefs npt to reject the whole 
fyflem, or refume their confideration of it, 
if expedient.—After a fpeech of confiderahle 
length, he made a motion to the following 
purport :—That no Addrefs of the Commons 
he held to pledge the Houfe in its legiflative 
capacity, nor to deprive the fuhiedl of the 
right to petition ngainft any bill pending in 
Parliament, though founded on the principles 
of* that Addrefs. 

The motion being feconded. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ridi¬ 
culed, in a pointed ferieg of irony, the whole 
tendency of the Right Hon. Gentleman's 
arguments, lie laid, he attended with gieat 
cm lofily to hear what the Right Hon. Gen¬ 
tleman could advance on fuch a fuhjedt; and 
confclTed, that he ntvei heard a moie extra¬ 
ordinary fpeech within thofe walls. The 
Right Mon. Gentleman flood forward a 
qh .imp ion for p.uhameutaiy piivilege, but 
eveiy argument which he had ufed tended to 
the fubverhon of the premise winch he was 
anxious to eflahhfh. Could any gentleman 
for a moment imagine, that the Addrefs 
alluded to precluded and fctteied Paihament 
from giving an opinion on any future occa- 
fion ? The idea was abluid; confequently 
the Right Hon. Gentleman's motion was 
nugatoiy. To admit the truth of fuch a 
proportion, was rccognifing what Paihament 
had never thought or attempted to eflnbhlh, 
even in the moft ftrennous times of defpo- 
tilm and comiption. It went fo far as t» 
operate to a complete furrendtr of their 
rights and liberties; heenufe it was fa> mg in 
due# terms, that the Houfe had willingly 
abandoned the privilege and dignity preferved 
and tr.infmitted to them by their anccflors. 
Was it mipoftible, from the nature of the 
piefeut Addrefs, to deliberate upon any bill 
brought into Parliament 3 Could they not 
ohjedt, amend, or reje<5>, as opportunity 
ofiered ? After dwelling m a happy manner 
on the frivolity of the motion, he concluded 
with ironically pmpofmg an amendment 10 
the preamble, by interttng, « That the 
Houfe now declare;" which lie imagined 
would render it mine complete and uitelli- 
gble.

a woman without religion is without the 
only motive that in general can incite her to 
do well.

fecondly, for wit; tliudly, for beauty ; and 
fourthly, for money. 

He thought worfe of the vices of relit e- 
ment than of thofe of fociety. 

He attended Mr. Thrule in lus laft mo¬ 
ments, and'flayed in the room praying, as 
is imagined, till he had drawn lus laft breath. 
His fervants, faid he, would have waited 
upon him in this awful period, and why not 
his fi lend ?

Coalt.-M. Duplex has repul fed them ; 

I hope you will do the fame. I am 

interelted for the fuccefs of the Company, 
not only on your account, but becaufe 1 9 m 
a Frenchman, and Rill more, becaufe I have 
the heft part of my fortune in the Compa¬ 
ny’s haniL. Thefe are certainly three good 
reafons for being very much concerned for 
the lofs of Mazuhpatam. I have known 
I.ally and Defoupire ; the latter came to fee 
me at my little cotoge at Ferney, before he 
fet out for the Eaft ; and it was by him 1 
fent my letter 60 you at Surat. Impute tl>i» 
rniftake to the indelible remembrance 1 have 
of you; I am always thinking of Maurice 
de PiUvoine, of Surat: It is thus you were 
called at college, where we learned together 
to lifp a few Latin phrafes, which I am apt 
to think arc of no great fervice to you now 
ui the Eaft-Indies. Ttie Malabanc dialect 
would be better. 1 fliould be heartily glad 
to know whether any traces are now re¬ 
maining of the ancient language of the Brac- 
mans.^rXJhc modern Bramim boaft of know¬ 
ing it; fcut do they underftand their Vedam 9 
Is it true that the inhabitants of that coun¬ 
try are naturally good, beneficent, and of a 


mild temper ? They have certainly a great 
advantage over the Europeans. They want 
nothing from us; and we are obliged to 
recur to them for cotton, painted linen, fpice, 
pe.ul, and diamonds. Spurred on by ava¬ 
rice, we fill their coafts ‘with cannon-balls, 
levelled agdinfl one another. I don’t remem¬ 
ber to have ever heard of Indians coming to 
fight a battle on the coafts of Brittany or 
Normandy againft other Indians, for the 
f.i%j of obtaining the preference of our 
Abbeville cloths, or Laval linen. The 
want of peaches, bread, and wine, cannot • 
be a great lofs to thofe who have large quan¬ 
tity of pine.apples, lemens, citrons, and 
cocoa-nuts. The inhabitants of Siam and 
Japan cannot regret Burgundy. I imitate 
thofe people ; I keep at home; I enjoy a 
free and independent eftate on the frontier* 
of France. The country I live in is a beau 
tiful bafon of about 20 leagues, furrounded 
on all fides by lofty mountains. It is not 
unlike the kingdom of Cachem.re in minia¬ 
ture. 1 am Lord of the Manor in two 
parities, and I have a confiderable extent of 
ground. The peaches, that you feem to 
regret the lofs of, are excellent in my gar¬ 
dens jicind my vines afloid a pretty good fort 
of wine. I have built a houfe rather too 
magnificent for my fortune; but 1 have 
not been fo filly as to ruin my (elf in columns 
and architraves. I have with me part of my 
family, and fome amiable and refpeAable 
friends. This is my manner of living, whieh 
1 would not change for the molt brilliant 
charge in the world. It is true, I do not 
enjoy a good ft ate of health, but by a proper 
1 egimeii I render it tolerable. You were 
born, if I remember welt, with a ftronger 
conftitution, mid arc rather more lobuft tlian 
1 am ; and I fancy you‘11 live to the age of 
Auiengzeb. 1 think I have remarked, that, 
when once accuftomed to the heat of the 
climate, a man may live a long time in the 
Eaft-Indies. I have been teld, that feveral 
Rajahs and Omiahs have lived almoft a cen¬ 
tury : our great Lords and Monarchs luve 
not found out that fecret yet. Let it be as 
it will, I wi(h you heartily a long and 
happy life. You are no doabt very much 
at your eafe, and making a fortune; it 
would not be worth while to be in the Eaft- 
lndies without that. The Company, it is 
true, is not rich ; commerce has proved 
unfuccefsful, and the wars have ruined it 3 
but an individual, a member of the Council, 
cannot fuller all thefe inconvetiiencies. Pray 
let me know what /hay be your hopes and 
your future profpe&s, and believe that your 
affairs will ever intereft the heart of

XIic conduct ot his hie was an exemplaiy 
proof of the power of natural talents, aided 
by attention and pci (Lverance? He was a 
native of the comity of Norfolk, where he 
refided the full twenty years of his life ; and 
afterwards during almoil an equal period, in 
a retired pai t of the county of i-.jfex, whcie 
he was intimately connected \\ ith a few feleCl 
ingenious fm nds, among whom he was re¬ 
garded in the mod cordial manner for tlio'.e 
qualities of the mind which endear the lntcr- 
courfes of cml and religious fociety. During 
Chat pait of h $ life, the ohfvurity of his fitUJ- 
tion, though unfavorable to the fertility of 
his genius could not reprefs his ardour to 
piomote the general Inpptnels of human 
kind.

E R O was dcfcendvd oh the female 
fide from a very ancient line in Nor¬ 
thumberland, and tradition fays that 
his anccftors weic from generation to 
generation threat favourites with the 
Saxon kings of that diftn6l.

Blit the 
molt ilJultiious name in the tree, and the 
foundei of the male line, is 77 \\rpmu, who 
came over with William the Conque-or, 
and was his favourite bloodhound.

Lord Leap^ate, who was then on 
a hunting vifit at Lord Nimrod's, attested 
with Hero’s dangelous requiit, begged 
him of his Lordfinp, and his lequcit was 
granted. But no lboncr did Leapgate 
biing him home, than his own kennel 
weic equally envious } io true a:e tlie 
words of the poet, 

A favouiite has no friend.— 

To remedy this inconvenience, it was 
ordered that Hero ihould fleep in the warm 
liable, anci «ill day he was a parlour-gucif 
with his Lord (hip, by whole hand he was 
fed with the choicell viands. But Inch is 
the fallaciculhcfs of worldly enjoyments, 
w.th all this femblauce of happinefs, poor 
Peio was truly mifeiable. The fcrvant 
maids, though they dmil not ipeak out* 
\^ne his bitter enemies, and were greatly 
offended, foii'ooth, becaui'e he dirtied thf 
ftaircales, the hall, and the parlour; and, 
betides the almoft daily plots to poil'on 
him, many a fad kick and bang he got, 
whenever nis Lordfhip's back was turned. 

So palled his days, till old age, haftcneif 
on by tuxuiy and inactivity. for he in* 
dulgcd niniielf too muefi in fleeping be-, 
fore the par Jour fire, brought its attendant 
infirmities with iri His Jofs of memory 
became notorous, and all his faculties 
began to be a viiibly impaied; when hi$ 
Lcnvlhip, out of great companion and

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regard for hin, ordered him to be hinged ; 
a death which, excepting a few that were 
ihot fur being m:ul, was the lot of all his 
nnceftors for thefc two thoufand years, 
and perhaps as many more beyond the 
extent of our molt ancient recoids. 

In his pci ion Pero wa; mnft remark¬ 
ably well made, and beautifully (potted 
with Jiver colour, except on .his left hind 
Jeer, where he wore two black (pots. One 
of his cars was a little tern, occ:ifi*ncd 
.by the riot in the kennel already men¬ 
tioned. But he had great cxprefTion in his 
countenar.ee. When his Lordthip would 
hold up to him the wing of a fowl 01 a 
flice of venifon, he would It* r at it (o 
ilyly, and wag his tail, and turn up one 
ear, as if liilcning with gieut attention, 
which, togeihei with the arch c.iil of bis 
eyes, gave him a wonderful look of m- 
gacity. He w:u firm in his fiiendthips, 
and grateful to his henefaitoi*, whom he 
would attend by night and by div j J>ut 
he was vinditlive to a Hi**h degiee* and 
could never forbear growling, when any 
who had ulld him ill entered the p*ailorr, 
while he lay at his J.oulfhip’s Ket.

lt I N the \vir 1566, the faid Sir Paul 
Pynd 11 was hem at Wdhngbiough, ii\ 
the county of Noithampton, of honed 
p^ents; where the family trade 'Ulinued 
with a competent ettate for lomc hundred 
of years together. Hu father having 
bred him at ichool fit for the univeitity* 
his foil rather inclined to be a fra lefnian ( 
whertfoic he lent him to London, wlierc. 
he was bound an apprentice at the age of. 
17 years tinto Mr. John Parviih, an-. 
1 tali *n meichant; who lent him, after ha 
had ferved half his time, to he his faftar 
at Venice j where he ferved out the reitf^ 
and then, having great comvniflions, both, 
from his mailer and divas others of the, 
mofl trading kingdoms, he continued inj 
Italy and parts adjacent, for the fpace of; 
fifteen yeais, or thereabouts, trading upon, 
his own account and commiffioiw/ wncrfc, 
he got a very plentiful ell ate j then returned, 
iiflro England j where, after he had tradc.t; 
five years longer, and appearing the mpft^ 
eminent merchant upon the Exchange, 
both for experience, efface, perfon, and 
• languages. 
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languages, the Turkey Company, in the 
year 1611, importuned King James to 
fend him Ambaffador to the Grand 
Seignior at Conftantinonie; which employ¬ 
ment, after much iolicitations, he em¬ 
braced, to the great iatisfaltion of the 
King and the Turkey Company, in whofe 
fcrvice he continued nine years* where by 
his good conduit he much improved the 
Levant trade and mai.ufafctuies of Eng¬ 
land, which had been undervalued by the 
French and Dutch. After his return 
from the embaffy, in the year 1620, King 
James offered lum to be Licuitnaat of the 
Tower, which he modcftly lefufed ; bur, 
upon the perfuafion of Sir William Cock¬ 
ayne and Sir Aithur Ingram, Ik* was 
brought to be one of the tanners of the 
Cuftoms, and to advance monies for fup- 
plies ot the late King's neccffary occa¬ 
sions $ and to fmniffl the crown with 
jewels, to his infinite lofs and prejudice. 
Never the J els, he manifefted his loyalty 
to that degree, towaids the prefcrvation 
of the Royal Family, that he lent ieveral 
confiderabic lums of money, in gold, to 
the late King Charles, at Oxfoid, by 
Madam Jane Wliorewood, in the vans 
2643 and 1644, tor tranfpoitation ot the 
Queen and ha children, which his now 
Majetty hath often and lately acknow¬ 
ledged lor a molt acceptable i’ervicc. 

«« William Tcjomcs and Richard Lane, 
bu calhiers and accomptants, caff up Sir 
Paul Pyndai's eltate, in the year 1639, 
which con lilted in ready money, allum, 
and good debt* upon tallies and obliga¬ 
tions fidm noblemen and others at court, 
and which amounted then to the fum ot 
*15,6001. tteihng } a greater part whereof 
■was employed 111 the lame inanufa&ure of 
allum : toi which allum farm Sir Paul 
Pyndar paid annually n,oool. ftcrling 
rent to the Crown, tor xS years fucccflively;

poly, and that ftaple commodity of the 
growth and manufa&ure of England 
expofed to undervalues for want of a* due 
regulation in trade. Sir Paul Pyndarwas 
obliged by the grant from the King to 
furnifti the city of London and all pai ls of 
England with allum at twenty pounds a 
ton, and to tranfpoi t the overplus, which 
be did in great quantities into Holland, 
France, Hamburg, and other parts, tu 
the advantage and benefit of the Kipg 
jtnd kingdom, 


t€ This manufacture of allum was firft 
brought out ot Italy, in thoie parts under 
the Pope’s temporal jurifdiition, and fet 
on work by an Italian, a friend of Sir 
Paul Pyndar’s, in King Jatnes his time, 
who much cncoui aged the making thereof, 
and fet up the tii ft pans, coppers and ma¬ 
terials in Yoiklhiic, at the charge of the 
Ciown. Btfore that time all allum was 
impoi led into England out of the Pope’s 
tmRories, at lixly pounds ftcrling a ton, 
under the name of Roman Allum, vul- 
gaily called Roach Allum, that laiil-d a 
conliderable yearly revenue to tin- Pope. 

“ There remains nothing vjlible at this 
time to the family of Sir Paul Pyndar 
out of all thofe gieat acquilitions, but his 
memory engraven with modelt chaia£Kis 
upon a black marble ftenie, over hisgiave, 
in St. Botolph’s Church, without Biihopf- 
gate, London, in thole tonowfui days 
when he died. The epitaph is as follows : 

** Sir Paul Pymlar, ambaffador to the 
4< Turkilh Empcrotir, anno 1611, 
“ and refident there 9 wars, faith- 
“ full 111 uegociations, tor rain and 
ie domcllick, eminent for piety, cha- 
“ ^vity, loyalty, and prudence.

** William l oonies, his executor, made 
probate of Sir Paul Pyndar hi* lift will 
and teltament; wherein, amongft otlier 
legacies, he bequeathed leven thouland 
pounds to the holpitals in London and 
Southwark.

I am sdmolt alhamcd to enumerate the 


black lift of faults and vices attributed ttf 
the author of the RalhbicT by Sir John 
Hawkins ; but let not the puolic ftart at 
the bare mention of them. I but re¬ 
peat Sir John’s a fieri ions, and very foriy 
indeed Humid 1 be, were I for a moment 
liipprttd toned it them. He has, in fhorf* 
dt-Jiubed bm a filthy floveu, a cicdu- 
lous dabbler in demonology, infolent to 
his liijenois, fplcnetic and pertinacious, 
envious, puliilanimous, a^d gluttonous $ 
a man devoid of what Sir John calls the 
dignity of regulaiity ; one who has lent 
his countenance to it and 9 no poet* no 
tunc: lie has in turns called him an 
Hottentot, and ivtn his fondnefs foi lest 
he biands with the name of an unmanly 
appetite.

A S an admirer equally of Shakfpeare 
and of Johnfon, I was naturally ted to 
examine, in the late elegant edition of 
Johnfon's Works, the preface to our 

f reat dramatic bard. The name of Sir 
ohn Hawkins being enrolled among the 
number of the Shaklpearian Commenta¬ 
tors, I thought it poflible that ti\e ohfiurt- 
tics of Johnfon's prHace might, in i'oine 
cates, be illuminated by the lplcndour of 
this Editor's genius. Nor was I wholly 
difappointed \ for though no illuftratiopt 
be added, the JiUnt removal of John¬ 
fon's concluding paragraph, is a glofs 
which reflects honour on the amputaior$ 
as the public may judge from a perufal of 
the lines omitted, here accurately tranf- 
cribed i 44 Of what has been performed 
in this revifal, an account is given in the 
following pages by Mr. Steevens, who 
might have ipoken both of his own dili¬ 
gence aqd lngacity in terms of greater 
lelf-approbation, without deviating from 
modefty or truth." 

Sir John Hawkins (For reafons beft 
known to himlelf) chufing to omit the 
above paragraph, pretends to have le- 
publilhed the whole preface from the Edi¬ 
tion of 1765, which he mifcalls 1768 1 
but unluckily for the Knight, the fol¬ 
lowing variations, all of which he has 
printed, were not inferted till fubfequent 
fmpreflions of the fame woik.

For 
inftance, 44 He is not," fays Do&or 
Johnfon in all former Editions, 44 long 
fof; and pathetic, without, kc.” The 
Knight however, with Edition 1785, 
omits the word long \—a clear proof that 
he did not print from Edition 176s.

KING RICHARD III.—M A C B E T H. 
To the P H I L O C\j 'i.ICAL SOCIETY. 


Gentlemen, 

rr^HE late Mr. Whateley’s Remarks on 
fome of the 'CharaHets of Shak¬ 
fpeare , have (hewn, with the utmoit clear¬ 
ness of diftin&ion and felicity of arrange¬ 
ment, that what in Richard III. 19 Forti¬ 
tude, in Macbeth i? no more than Re¬ 
solution • But this excellent critic hay¬ 
ing imputed the caufe of Macbeth's infe¬ 
riority in courage to his natural difpofi- 
tion, induces sac to diffent in one parti¬ 


cular from an EJTay *hich otlierwife is too 
comprehenfive to need a lupplement, and 1 
too argumentative to admit ot conf¬ 
utation. 

Throughout fuch parts of this drama 
as afford opportunities for a difplay of 
perfonal bravery, Mac 1 >eth fometimes 
fereivs his courage to the ftieking placet 
but never rifes into conftituiional neroiftn. 
Inftead of meditating fume deciiivc Broke 
G g % 
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#n the enemy, his reftlcfs and felf* accus¬ 
ing mind diichaiges itl'elf in fplenetic cf- 
fu lions and perfonal inveftives on the at¬ 
tendants about his peifon. His genuine 
intrepidity had fottaken him when he 
ceafed to be a virtuous character. He 
would now deceive himfelf into confi¬ 
dence, and depends on forced alacrity, 
and artificial valour, to extricate him 
from his prefent difficulties. Despon¬ 
dency too deep to be rooted out, and fuiy 
too irregular to be fuccefsful, have by 
turns pofleflion of his mind. Though 
he has been flu red of v«hat he* certainly 
credited, that none of woman bomjhall 
hurt him, he has twice given us rcalon 
to fuppofe he would have fled, but that 
fie cannot , being tied to the flake, and 
compelled to fight the court e. Suicide 

olfo ha* once entered into his thoughts, 
.though this idea, in a paioxyfin ofnoily 
valour, is fuppreflld. Vet here it muff 
be acknowledged his apprei.cnfions had 
betiaycd him into a ftrange inconfiflency 
of belief. As he perfilUd in luppofinghe 
could be destroyed by r.nne of woman 
'born, by what means did he think to de- 
flroy himfelf ? for he w is produced in 
the common way of nature, and fell not 
within the deienption of the only objeft 
that could end the being of Macbeth. In 
/hurt, his efforts are no longer thole of 
courage, but of defpair excited by icif- 
conviclion, intmialcd by ;Hc menaces of 
an injured father, amt confirmed by a 
piefentiment cf inevitable defeat. Thus 
l.turted— Dam ner luce ft ui- nec mortem 
arccre lirebri, —lie very naturally pre¬ 
fers a manly and violent, to a lhaineful 
and lingering termination of life.

Between the coinage of Richard and 
Macbeth, however, no comp .rifon in fa¬ 
vour of the latter can be iuppurted, Ri¬ 
chard was fo thoioughly dviigned for a 
daring, impious, and obdurate charac¬ 
ter, that eun his bnth was attended by 
prodigies, and hi< perfon aimed with 
ability to do the earned mifchief of which 
infancy is capable. Macbeth, on the 
contrary, till deceived by the ilhifions of 
witchcraft, anddcpiavtd bv the luggef- 
tions of hi * wife, was a religious, Tem¬ 
perate, and blaineli fs character. The 
vices of the one were originally woven 
into Ins heart ; thole of the other wee 
only applied to the lurface of his difpn- 
lition. They can icaicc l e laid to have 
penetrated quite into its itihftancr, for 
while there wa* fhune, there nug’.u have 
been ivfonnation.

The truth is, that the mind of Richard, 
wnimprtgnaieil by original morality, and 
uninfluenced by the laws of. Ht-av«n, is 
harrafleu by no iubfcqucnt remorie. Rc-

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pente fuit turpijfimus . Even the depref- 
lion he (eels hum preternatural objects, 
is fpcedily taken off. In fpite of ominous 
vilions he fillies foith, and leeks his com-' 
petitoi in the t hi out of death* Mac- 
bull, though he had long abandoned the 
practice of goudmls, had not lb far for¬ 
got its acrultnnied influence, but that a 
virtuous adversary whom he had injured, 
is as painful to his fight as the fpe&re iji 
a foi me r I’cene, and equally blalts the re- 
lblut-.on he was willing to think he had 
Itill pufleifedft His continence (as Hamlet 
lays* of the poifon) o'ergroivs his Spirit* 
and all his enterprises are Jt< klied over 
by the pale raft of thought* The curie 
that attends on hi.n is, virtutem tide re, 
el intab efere reluiei. Had Richard 
once been a feeling and contentions 
character, when his end drew nigh, he 
might alio have betrayed evidences of ti¬ 
midity-r-“ there fatlly fumming what 
-he had, and lollana if Macbeth origi¬ 
nally had been a hardened villain, no ter¬ 
rors might have obtruded themfelves on 
this clofe of l.fe. Hpuaits ah merptopro - 
ceflfrit* In Ibort, Macbeth is timid in 
lmte of all his boafling, as long 9s he 
thinks timidity can afford rcfources ; nor 
does he exhibit a fperimen of determined 
intrepidity, tiR the completion of the pro¬ 
phecy and the challenge of Macduff, 
have taught bun that life is no longer te¬ 
nable. rive pouuteifeit Richmonds are 
(him by Richaid,- Who, before his fall,, 
has ma&tdivqtodcrs beyond the common 
ability of "ittaq. The* proweis of Mac¬ 


beth is confined to the Angle conqueft of 
Seward, a novice in the art of war. Net* 
ther are the truly brave ever dilgraced by 
unneceflary deeas of cruelty. The vic¬ 
tims of Richard therefore are merely fuck 
as obftru&ed his progrefs to the crown, 
or betrayed the confidence he had i\ polbd 
in their afliirtmces of fidelity. Macbeth, 
with a lavage wanton nets that would have 
diflionoureaevenaScythtan female, cuts 
off a whole defeneelefs family, though 
the father of it was -the only reafonahlc 
obie& of his fear.—Can it be a qutflion 
then winds of thefe two pcrfbnmges would 
mam felt the molt determined valour in 
t!ie field ? Shall we heiitatc to bellow 
the palm of courage on the.fteady. unre- 
ne 11 ting Yorkilt, in whofe bofom ideas of 
hereditary greatnefs, and confidence re- 
iulttng from fuccef% had fed the flame of 
glory, and who dies in combat tor a 
crown which h id been the early object 
of his ambition > and (hall we allot the 
fame wreath to the wavering fclf-cojwi&ed 
Thane, who, educated without even a 
diftant hope of royalty, had been Aig- 
gtfted into greatnefs, and yet, at laft, 
would forego it ail to lecure himlclf by 
flight, hut that flight is becorqe an im- 
pollibility t 

To conclude, a picture of conlcience 
encroaching on fortitude, of magnani¬ 
mity once animated by virtue r and af¬ 
terwards extinguiihed by guilt, was what 
Shakfpearc meant to difoUy in the cha¬ 
racter and conduct of Macbeth*

AN ACCOUNT OF EMANUEL SWEDENBORG* 

(With a Portrait of Him.) 


/~vF Kmas’Utl SwTDENnoRC, a man 
ot giL.it \i>tUL* and iare endow¬ 
ments ; who, in the language of one of 
his Ktilngifls, was uc\cr fatigued in his 
Itudious applications, and unweancdly 
purl bed his invefligations into the mo(t 
ptofound and ditiicult fciences 5 who 
lor ilvnal ytais fucceflittly made many 
cffons to difcoviT the lccrcts ot r.atuie, 
opened and made clear the way lo attain 
to certain fciences, and in the end pene- 
11 a ted into theinmoff recedes of the mod 

I nofound lee rots, without ever having 
oil liglu of found morality, or the fear 
of tlu* Supicnse Being ; who preferved 
the whole ii.rt.ngth of hu mind to the lail, 
without experiencing that decay of men¬ 
tal (acuities unto which fo many are fub- 


je£l after a long purfuit of fcicnce, and to 
the perfection of which f© few attain ; 
but whofe mind having been opened in 
all its parts, and whofe knowledge ex¬ 
ceeded the ufual limits—has given occa¬ 
sion to feveral to judge variouily refpett- 
ing him, according to the manner in 
which things were reprefented, and the 
view in which they regarded him. Of a per- 
fon described in thefe terms, though by the 
pen of a panegyrift, the curiofity of the 
public may naturally be excited, and that 
cur)ofity we (hall endeavour to gratify. 

From a letter dated at London 1769, 
our author fays of himfcif, ** I was born 
at Stockholm, in the year of our Lord 
1689, Januaiy 19. My father was Bi- 
(hop of Wellgothia, and of celebrated 

character

eharnfter in his time t he was alfo a 
member of tht Society for the Propaga¬ 
tion of the Gofpel, formed on (he model 
of that of England, and appointed Pre¬ 
sident of the Swtdifh Churches in Penn- 
fylvania and London, by King Charles 
XII. In the year 1710, I began my 
travels firft into England, and aftei wards 
into Holland, France, and Germany, 
and returned home in 1714. In the 
year 1716, and afteiwards, I frequently 
convened with Charles XII. King of 
Sweden, who was pleafed to beftow on 
me a laige fliaic of his favorr j and in 
that vear appointed me to the office of 
Affeitor in the Metallic College, in which 
office I continued from that Imu ull 1 747, 
when I quitted the office ; but ftill retain 
the falary annexed to it as an appointment 
for life. The reafomof my withdi awing 
from ihe bufinefs of that employment, 
was, that I might be more at liberty to 
apply my ft If to that new function to 
which the Lord had called me. About 
this time a place of higher dignity in the 
State was offered me, which L declined to 
accept, left it fhould prove a fnare to nit. 
In 1719, I was ennobled by Queen Ul¬ 
rica Eleanora, from which lime I have 
taken my feat with the nobles of the 
Equeftrian Order, in the triennial aflein- 
blies of the States. I am a Fellow by 
invitation of the Royal Academy of 
Sciences at Stockholm ; but have never 
defired to be of any other community, 
Ms I belong to ihe Society of Angels , m 
•which things fpiritual and heavenly are 
the. only fuhjtHs oj difcouife and enter - 
lawment ; whereas in our Liteiai^ So¬ 
cieties, the attention is wholly taker tip 
with things relating to the body and ...is 
woild. In the year 1734, I publilhtd the 
Regntim Miner ale at Leipiio, in time 
volumes folios and in 1738, I tuck a 
journey into Italy, and ftaid a y».ar at 
Yenirc and Rome.’* 

We fhall here, for the prefent, leave 
our author's account of himielf in his 
6wn words, and piocccd to info. iv. 01.r 
Readers, that in 1709 he publ.lhcd a 
Dilieytaiion. which was highly applauded 
as the production of fo young a man. 
In 1710, he publiftied at Sk.rua a collec¬ 
tion of pitccson diffeicntfubjeids in La¬ 
tin verle, under the title of l.mtus Heliqp- 
THUS, Jt*ve Cm mine y Mifcellanca qust 1 •«- 
riis in loeis cetmiU About 1716, lie 
begSB fix pamphlets of Effa)s, tu.d his 
Obfervations on the Mathematics ai d 
Phylical Sciences, which wne published 
at Stockholm in 410. under the title of 
Arf iiiiuj Hyfurboreui. Thvfc u.ci* v

written in the Swedifti language, and the 
fifth was tiundated and printed in Latin. 

On his return fiom his fit ft voyage 
into foreign countries, he appeared as 
fixed on Mathematics and PhyAcs. The 
knowledge he acquired in thefe fciences, 
foon biought him into an acquaintance 
with the Swedilh Archimedes, Chrifto- 
pher Polhammar, at that time Affeflbr, 
aafterwards Counicllor of Commerce, 
and Chief of the Order of the Polar Star, 
known afterwards by the name of Pol- 
hem. This acquaintance not only pro¬ 
cured him an addition of knowledge in 
Mcchamfm, which he then fought after, 
and was fond of, but alio the fame re* 
aid from King Charles XII. as he 
ad conceived lor Polhammar. Hence 
is the reaibn that tliejsatcnts or diploma of 
Afteftor, given at Sund the 18th of Oc¬ 
tober, 1716, declare as their motive, 
that the King had a regard for Sweden- 
Borg's mechanical knowledge, and that 
he fhould be theaffociate of Polhammar, 
to aihft him in the dire&ion of buildings, 
and mechanical works. Thefe diplo¬ 
mas, and the converfation that the King 
had yrith thefe two learned men on that 
fciencc, and divers other parts of the 
Mathematics, and on the analytic and 
algebiaic calculation, (which convcrlH- 
tion Doffor Nurdbeig ha* related in hi* 
Hiftory of Charles XII.) evinces that 
the King had intended, that thefe two 
men of abilities fhould a£t conjointly in 
buffnefs of that kind. The united talents 
and happy invention of thefe two great 
men, were frequently made ufe of by the 
King. If this was a proper place to recall 
to mind the great mechanical works that 
have donePolheni fo much honour, men¬ 
tion might be made of the famous Bark 
of Luckeby, of tnc Sluice of Tiolhatte, 
and the Bafon ot Carllcrome, formed to 
icpair (hips. But it is of S \edenborg we 
aie to l'peak. He executed, by himielf, a 
work ot the greateft impo. tance,at the time 
of tlie liege ot Fredrick fall, in 1718. Jiy 
cutting through the mountains, and rail¬ 
ing tnc v.dlies by the help of proper in* 
Ihuments, for the length of two miles 
and a half, that is, from Stromftad to 
Idef-joi, which feparates S.vcden from 
Norway, hecaufed two gallies, five large 
boats, and a Hoop, to be fent there; by 
the help of which the King was enabled 
to have ail the great artillery for the fiege 
carried to Frednekfali, which he could 
iu no wife fend by land : thus the fciences 
k.come ufeful, and put properly into 
practice, they effe£fc what could in no 
wife be done without them.

fame time, a treat ife 9 f the po fit ion and 
cottrfe of the planets : another on the 
height of the tides, and formerly greater 
degree of the dux and reflux of the fea, 
from the information he gathered from 
different parts of Sweden. He began al 
the fame tune feveral treatifes on vaiious 
flibjc&s, of tvhich wc /hall loon have am 
account from toreign countries.

A ner¬ 
vous fever defeated !m intention : but 
that the woi lil might not be difappointed 
of the aniulemint and infoimation it may 
aftbreT, Mr. Cunningham’s manuiciipt 
was committed to the care and manage¬ 
ment of the Reverend Doftor Willum 
Thomfon, known in the Republic of 
Letters as the author of a philolopincal 
jcu d'efpiit*, and of the continuation 
of Principal Watfon's Hiliory of Spain, 
when that kingdom took the lead in the 
affairs of Europe. 

To his tianllation Doftor Thomfon 
lffcs piefixeil an Introduction, containing 
critical and biographical memoirs of the 
author and of his writings. After mak¬ 
ing fevcral iull obleivattoiis on the preient 
rage both for writing and leading every¬ 
thing that wears the ll mblance of hiflo- 
ri*al compolition, Doftor Thomfon jf- 
iert^f that Mi. Cunningham’s Hiftoiy 
fi is neither a re*publication not a inrjg 
compilation of faits ; that it ij not nd- 
drelied merely, though it ceituinly be in 
part, to the pafliun for anecdotes and

It contains many fafts and .:r.»c- 
dotes idiat have palTed unohbrvt.l by 
other Hillorians : Come, though not new, 
when contidejed fipnately, are Elected, 
chipofi-d, and dcfciihccl with a (kill which 
bellow 4 , or. them all the giaie of novelty ; 
and the whole of them, win the r new or 
old, aic united by a pimciplo id (»n- 
nex on into one intircfnng mow, which 
makts an impicifon or. th*’ mind of foive- 
ti.ing that is uniform and entire.*’ Thi® 
yenoal character of Cunningham’s Hif- 
rory, which is perfectly juft, the author 
of the Introduction proceeds f o confirm 
and illudratc by an rnumciation of pai- 
ticulats. 

• The general eflfcCt or tmpreflion, Doc¬ 
tor Thomfon obfenre?, the moll (inking 
truth or motal that remains in the mind 
after reviewing any ferics of events which 
impels the Hiltorian or «pc poet to 
communicate his (entmunts and emo- 
T* 4 ms to others, ferves, at the fame time, 
as a band of union among the tianlac- 
l»ons ami occun cnees whuh he involves 
m the ftre.im of his lompofition. 'I Ins 
h?nd of union is alfo a clue by which he 
wind*, hack and unfolds the concatenation 
91 vircuinftanccs which ptoduiid the 
grand event cr effect that hid imerefted 
and induced him totianfmit thefe to pol¬ 
arity, whether in the naked inuplictty of 
tuiih, or adorned with the gi acts of 
fiction. And as the Heroic Poet, after 
briefly announcing the fubiedt that (ires 
his foul, docs not fly illicitly and ra¬ 
pidly to the end he has m view, but, on 
the contrary, keeps long «n the wing, 
and aims in his flight to waun the mind, 
and to gratify its valt defues by the fre¬ 
quent views of the grandeur, magnifi¬ 
cence, and beauty ol liatmc ami pi evi¬ 
dence ; fo the Hiftorian divniihes his 
narrative by incidents, circumltanccs, 
and digrcilions. Vanous fecnes arc open¬ 
ed,—-\ arions chandlers and manners $ 
and the variety of ftyle is iuited to the 
variety of the matter.—Examining Mp 
Cunningham’s Hhioiy by thefe c.iuons 
«cf criticll’rn, Dodtor Thomfbn has lea- 
ion to pronounce it a juft and legitimate 
compoluion, and to rank its author with 
our Humes, Roberti'ons, and Gibbons, 
in the \ei} Jiifl this of our liiftoiians. 
One gi cat moral or cud of Cunning¬ 


ham’s Hiftoiy is to illuftratc the advan¬ 
tage of compact over divided dominion, 
and of unifosmity of defign over unfleady 
councils. He dt lcribcs the grcatncls of 
the Audiian dominions, which were alto 
vetted in the fame family tii.it fwiycd the 
imperial fceptie of Germany. Vet Lewis 
XIV. of Fiance alone was not afraid to 
♦attack the wide dominions of lb great j. 
Vumly j and though that family was 
auled or favomed by ahnoft all the othei 
Princes and States of Europe, after two 
wiis, which paired by the name of Con¬ 
federate, at a time when the Duke of 
Mirlhoi ough, having opened a way into 
tin* heart of Fiance, had determined, and 
was prepared to march to the French ca¬ 
pital by way of Calais, tile* Marquis of 
Torcy negocinted die peace of Utrecht, 
which, by railing the Duke of Anjou to 
the throne ot Spain, united that king 
dom to France, and thereby citublifhcd 
a power in the Houle of Bouibon danger 
ions to the liberties of I.mope. 

Mr. Cunningham having brought his 
nanative to that point in which all the 
movements which trom its fubiedl attain¬ 
ed tbeii full and juft tci initiation, for the 
fati$fa£lion of his leaders winds up the 
whole with a luminary account ot the 
foitune and fate of the principal parties 
concerned in the f«enes he had vie feu bed. 

Mr. Cunningham thioughout the 
whole I lift ory makes ieafonahlc and plea- 
ling digrcilions fiom politic k* ami vv.u t® 
tin* aits of peace, marking the piogicis 
of the mechanical as well as the libeial 
aits. The charadtcis that were mofi 
diltmguiihcd in the con tells and contro¬ 
verts of the day, whatever they were, 
aie recoulcd and delcribcd in a very in- 
terelling manner. The various iitua- 
tions in which our author was placed, 
gave him opportunities of penetrating 
within the curtain, and of feeing men off 
then guard. Accordingly we find him 
niaikmg the expreflion of their counte¬ 
nance and the tones of their voice, and ob- 
(eiving all the traces and workings of 
paflion : anvl as he enters deeply into the 
tempers of individuals, lb he hits off with 
great felicity the l’pirit of the times.— 
Among the various chara&eis exhibited 
in this very interefting publication, we

Although Mr. Cuiyiingham’s Iliftory 
abounds throughout the whole with re¬ 
fined obfeivations j ytt floes hr not ob- 
tmde his iefle£tions in a formal and dicta¬ 
torial manner, but with equal elegance 
and coneillncis, either iuggefts them in 


a very few words, or involves them in the 
ft.earn of his nai native. He is parlicu- 
l=ily well acquainted with the nature of 
the Biiiiili C'onftitution, and the means 
by which it m?y be either prolonged or 
overturned. He fluws gieat learnings 
without pedantry or oftentation, and a 
deep infight into hum in • nature. Al¬ 
though he docs not attach him ft If fo 
m* ch is ii-mc late winters of memoirs f<> 


ciiaimilano-s and anecdotes, yet is hi* 
wt»ik. fuller pet haps of both, than any 
dvr Il’ibyy of lugh reputation.—Bi- 
ftiop Bui net, who, like our Hiftoiian* 
wioicm account of his own times, fpraks 
4 rhlietijeit Czir of Mtifccvy with much 
mdifill, r.cj, 11:14! in a manner rather dif- 
i.ijK'dl'ul. He h.ul heard veiy high ac¬ 
count*:, lie infoims us, of his capacity 9 
but when, with his 11A1.1l curioiity, he 
\.\ul to thi* doi.k-yards, where the Cl 3 f 
wasnt* k among the flnp-buildcrs, he 
v.A'i pointed 9 and he makes no feru- 
} h* dciiaie, that the genius of this 
Pi into . ipjv.ii cd tollin', to be more adapted 
to the occupations of a caipcntcr ;hau 
the jovci nmint of an empire. Mr. 
Cunningham 1 peaks of this great man in 
a fai different drain. A little before 
this time, (the Treaty of R^'iwick in 
1597) the C?a; of Mufcovy, Great 
Duke of Rulfia, cainc into Holland only 
a j a private aitifircr, to fee King Willi¬ 
am. They met in a private houfe at 
Utrecht. The Czar, who was a very 
tall man, embracing the King, laid, 
4< Lo ! here is an ample reward of all 
my labours." Nor did he afk any thing 
but the King's piotc&ion. The King, 
with great civility, promifed him that, 
andtveiy thing that was honourable 4 
and farther gave him an invitation, if he 
would bi pRalcd, to come into England* 
That lame night the King went to the 
Hague, and th£ Czar to Sardam ; where 


having laid a fide all the enligns ot fove- 
icigntv, he lived many months, employ¬ 
ing himh If as a cirpenter, on an equal 
foot with the common carpenters and 
ftupwiight # , while hrs own ambafladors 
l:\vdin\icatftate at Amfterdam. The 
Czar was not only endowed with what 
ait commonly efteemed princely virtues, 
(ouniel, labour, magnanimity, but he 
h 5 ld alio a lingular genius for all liberal 
arts* an obliging behaviour, and induf- 
tiy without bultle or oftentation : for 
though lie was in dignity equal to the 
highclt, he did not think it beneath him 
to convcile with the lowed, provided they 
were ingenious, and of approved probity. 
Theie was nothing in this Piince, ac- 
H h a coi ding 
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c^*ling to the character given ol hnn hy 
King VViili.im, h .uglily, nothing abject, 
nothing mean. And, from the gloiious 
canhiccufiun of his conduit, well as 
the ewnt and depth of his obl’erv ation, 
it was now ahunclanth apparent, th.it Ins 
nature was ennobled by tine gicatr.ch. 5 
and that in fortitude, magnanimity, di¬ 
ligence, and pericM'iarue, he not only 
excelled all his oa'ii contemporaries, but 
ttfen all the hciocs who .lie iccoukd in 
the aniicpimrs of tlv caftan nations. In 
the hemming ol the veai lie came pn- 
vaU ly into Kng! ind, and v/a* rcikivcd very 
kit dly hv tlu Kang ; wh # > alio apjo.ntcd 
A'luvi d Mr. iieij :uul fiich oiiuis a» ho 
ni.uU fht.iicof, to .uundh’m.

th. tedihon, and eh'ft.frd |i:s own fift.i, 
whom Ik confirncd to a nunnery. lie 
d«‘piived ihci Patuasch of 1 ms poll* iJimis j 
though he did not lore thtm intohif o^n 
•Xchequer, but dupofed of them among 
his diiahltd Joldii • v and the poor. Soon 
lifter this, he entered into awir ag.untl 
Sweden. But, abi \e ail, he gave pivots 
of his great genius and impiovi n.enr by 
travel, rot onU :n poliOung tlu molds 
of ho c'vn fubjUl* wjtli tl.e line m- but 


ill reducing the power of the clergy, 
which he looked upon as not of tins 
world." 

Mr. Cunningham takes due notice of 
all lc-ligioiis controversies, and gives a 
full, clear, and diltmfl account of the 
debates in both the Englifh and Scotch 
Vuihamcnts, particuhuly on the i'ub.cft 
cd* the Union. He has obferved unity of 
dfclign thioughout the whole of his com* 
polition, ami enriched ami adorned his 
lel.umn of fa 6 \s with le.umng, philoio« 
phy, many initniflive and plealing ancr- 
dotes, and with lame, wit ; and hu¬ 
mour.

if we have vibt a right to extyel the Otto- 
in ms fiom their European poflUfions,. wt 
h:»\e at lead a * iglit to co-operate with 
any oppnflal nation on earth for the re - 
covr. v *'t tlit'ir liberties. But the latter 
of thd'c obfiei vations has little to do with 
tlu* pi otvedfngs of the cmprcl’s, and nei- 
thei of them have the Imnllelt tendency 
to iii/tify a condu6t Itfs veiled with even 
ti c fh ad uw of right than any proceeding 
with which almoft any fiovereign has dared 
to infill the world.’*

exU act upon the fiubjc& of prutc&ing 
dot it s. 

“ The idea that had been fuggefted, 
prcMoully to the prorogation of parlia- 
lmnf, to the people of lieland, relpefting 
the intro itifhon of equal icgulatlons or 
connneice between Great Britain ami 
that Bland, undoubtedly tended, in no 
contemptible degree, to calm the violence 
of the people, and to fufjicnd the effer- 
veJcence of their anger and difeontent* 
There were but two iy(terns of permanent 
commerce that could be adopted by them. 
Th.it of protecting duties had deeply en¬ 
gaged the predilection and attachment of 
the country at large. But protecting 
duties, after ail the arguments that could 
be allejged in their favour, were undoubt¬ 
edly fomewhat invidious with lefpeft to 
the people of this country. The fteps ' 
that had been taken for the obtaining for 
Ireland an independent conftitution, and 
an independent legiftature, had already 
excited confidcrable jealouly. That tbf 
people of Ireland and the people of Eng¬ 
land had but one kin£, was a point of 
agreement merely nominal. Commerce it 
naturally full of fufpicions and miftruit. 
It takes in every object with the eye of 
infatiable avarice, and it grafps every 
fpecies of commodity with an uncom¬ 
municative hand* It the Irifh were, not 
really the countrymen and fellow-fubjefU 
of the Englifli, why ftiould we facrifico 
to )hem a|i our favouiite ideas of mono^ 
poly,* and our iuperior claims in every 
market ? Such were the jealoufie* that 
had been bred between the two countries* 
No miniftry could have fupported the un¬ 
popularity in Britain of countenancing 
the impoiition of prote&ing duties fa Ire¬ 
land, If the Irifh would obtain them, 
it mult be' by violence and compuliioo. 
K k ¥*m 
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prom that moment they muft look out 
for orher allies, to* 1 other confederates, 
and other prote&ois than the court of 
London. 

11 The fyflem of equal regulations of 
tiadr f'eenied, out of all companfon, more 
£iir, ir.an'y*,and philanthropic^. By means 
of this iyiicm, the two commits, to far as 
related to trade would become as it were 
Jevel and united. The tiaiU of Ireland 
ought in that cafe t<> have bmi rcgai ded

In icalilv, in the eye ot 
fty? phitofophei, it would have be».n the 
pec nlc of Ireland, and not the people ot 
England, who would have made a facii- 
f cc to the general good, jn the* ethabliih- 
inenr of equal tommcicc. Regulations 
of (his fort would in no degree have done 
fu much for them as piotcfling dutit*. 
They would Hill have had tolaU.m ’under 
the disadvantages of infant ai t*, uniumicd 
ir.anufaftims, and interior capitals. But 
fhoic lacrifice* wc»e but ten; pm at v, and 
tic genet al good demanded them at tl'ir 
fands. " * 

(t But if the ardour ot the people of 
Inland was abated by the pnlpects that 
w« re 1 'itgg* fled to them, their !•! .a ? ion w .13 
too critical to pur/ut them toexpcit, 111 
Complete mattim*, a diilant and .11* im- 
ceium remedy.

In :ui advertifement prefixed to the 
work we are told, that the author, {hough 
he ailumed the chamber of a Fn:r 
was in ivality a native of tin Duchy of 
Wnrtenihvig, and diul on the 51I1 «if Fe¬ 
bruary, 1786, at A:* 11 in Swiureilaiid, 
aged only thirty years. 

What the B.uon o motives vau fui thus

With all iis blemilhes, huwevei,—and 
from blemilhes it appears, in genet a), to be

ture.—Of the effrtts ot religion on the 
manners of a people he likewife takes a 
view, and pronounces the jeluits to bo 
as holVile to the cultivation of genius in 
Germany now, as formerly truy wexo 
friendly toil in Fiance; him* at the mod® 
ot living among the Swifs ; delciibcs th* 
tall of the Rhine at Lauffen ; and give* 
lorn account of the celebrated Geiher.

He thought fhe was too referved 
in converfation upon fuhjcAs fhe was fo emi¬ 
nently able to converfe upon, which was 
occafioned by her modefty and fear of giving 
offence. 

Being afked whetlier fie had read Mfs. 
Macaulay’s fecoiul volume of the Hiihnv of 
England i—No, Sir, fays lie, nor her fit ft 
neither.—He would not he introduced to 
the Abbe Ray ml, when lie was in England. 

He was very wellVicquainted with Pf.il- 
maneazar, the pretended Foimofan, and (aid, 
he hud never fecn the dole of the life of any 
one that he wifhed fo much hi-, own to re- 
fcmble, as that of him, for its purity and ue- 
votion. He told many anecdotes of him ; 
and f.iid, ho was fuppofed by h.s accent to 
have been a G.ifcon. Ho faul, that Plalma- 
nauzirfpoke hnghfli with the city accent, 
and coarfely enough. He tor fonic )v-*ars 
fpent his evenings at a pubbc-houle neai OIJ- 
ftreet, where man■/ pci tons went to talk 
with lum. John foil was afked whether lie 
ever contradicted Ff.iIn1nn.1az.1r 5—1 Ihould 
nsfoon, faid he, have thought of contradicting 
a bifliop:—fo high did he hold his oi.u adter 
in the latter pait of his life. When he was 
afked whether he had ever mentioned For- 
niofa before him, he faul, he was afiaul to 
mention even China. 

He thought Cato the heft model of tra¬ 
gedy we had ; yet he ufed to fay, of all things 
the molt ridiculous would be, to fee a girl 
cry at the reprefcntation of it. 

He thought the happiclt life was tbit of a 
man of bufiuefs, with fome literary pm huts 
for tiis amufement; and that in general no 
one could be viitnous or happy, that was not 
completely employed. 

johnfon had read much in the works of 
bifhop Taylor; in Ins Dutch Thomas a Kem¬ 
pt*; he has quoted him occasionally 111 the 
margin. 

He is faid to have very frequently made 
fermons for clergymen at a guinea a-piece ; 
that delivered by Dr. Dodd in the chapel of 
Newgate, was written by him, as was alfo 
his defence, fpoken at the bar of the Old- 
Bailey. 

Of a certain lady's entertainments, he 
faid,—What fignifies going thither? there 
is neither meat, drink, nor talk. 

He advifed Mrs. Siddons to play the part 
of Queen Catherine in Henry Vlll. and faid 
of her, that fhe appeared to him to be one of 
the few per Tons that the two great cor¬ 
rupters of mankind, money and reputation, 
had not fpoiled. 

He had a great opinion of the knowledge 


procured by converfation with intelligent and 
ingenious perfons. His firft queftion con¬ 
cerning l'uch as had that character, was ever,, 
What is Ins converfation ? 

Johnfon faid of the Chattertonian contro- 
verfy,—It is a fword that cuts both ways. 
It is as wonderful to fuppofe that a boy of 
fixteen years old had ftored his mind with 
fucli a train of images and ideas as he had 
acquired, as to fuppofe the poems, with 
their cafe of verification and elegance of 
language, to have been written by Rowlie 
in the time of Edward the Fouitli. 

Talking with fome perfons about allego¬ 
rical painting, he faid, 1 had rather fee the 
pot trait of a dog that 1 know, than all Hie 
allegorical paintings they can fhew me in the 
woild. 

When a Scotfman was talking againft 
Warbuiton, Johnfon la*d he had more lite¬ 
rature than had been imported from Scot¬ 
land fince the d.tys of Buchanan. Upon his 
mentioning other eminent writers of the 
Scots,— I'hefc will not do, faid Johnfon 1 let 
us have fome more of your 1101 them lights, 
thefe are mere farthing candles. 

A Scotfmau upon Ins introdu&ion to 
Johnfon faid ,—1 am afraid. Sir, you will 
not like me, 1 have the misfortune to come 
from Scotland.—Sir, anfwered he, that is a 
iTvsfoi tunc ; but fu »h a one as you and the 
reft of your cou.iti vmt-11 cannot help. 

To one who wifhed him to drink fome 
wine and be jolly, .aiding,—You know, Sir, ’ 
it vino vc.rit.n: Sir, aniwered he, this is a 
good lecommetidaiiou to a man who is apt 
to he when fober. 

When lie was fiift introduced to general 
Paeii, lie was much ftruck with his recep¬ 
tion of him ; he faid he had very much the 
air of a man who had been at the head of a 
nation: he was particulatly pleufed with his * 
manner of leceiving a flranger at his own 
houfe, and faid it had dignity and affability 
joined together. } 

Johnfon faid, he had once feen Mr. Stan* 
hope, Loid Ciielterfield’s fon, at Dodfley’s 
fhop, and was fo much ftruck with Ins auk - 
ward manners and appeal ance, that he could ; 
not help alkmg Mr. Dodfley who he was. 

Speaking one day of tea, he faid-—What ^ 
a deligiifful beverage mult that be, tttut 
pleafes all palate*;, at a time when they can 
take nothing elfe at bre^kfaft I 

To his ccnfure of fear in general, he made i 
^owever one exception, with refpe£t to the* 
tear of death, tirnarum maximu 1 ; he thoughCj 
that the beft of us were but unprofitable fer- 
vants, and had much reafon to fear. 

Johnfon thought very well of Lord! 
Kaimes’s Elements of Criticifcn ; of other ofi 
his writngs he thought very indifietenUgcj 
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tod laughed much at his opinion, that war 
was a good thing occafionally, as fo much 
valour and virtue were exhibited in it. A 
fire, fays John Con, might as well be thought 
a good thing ; there is the bravery and ad- 
drefs of the firemen employed in extinguifh- 
itig it ; there is much humanity exerted in 
laving the lives and properties ok the poor 
fufferers; yet, fays lie, after all this, who 
can fay a fire is a good thing ? 

Speaking of fchoolmaders, he ufed to fay, 
they were worfe than the Egyptian tafle- 
roaders of old. No hoy, fays lie, is fure 
any day he goes to fchool to efcape a,, whip¬ 
ping s how can the fchoolnutter tell v> liat 
ihe boy has really forgotten, and what he 
$ias neglected to learn \ what he has had no 
jftppoitunitics of learning, and what he has 
Itaken no pains to get at the knowledge of ? 
fet for any of thefe, however difficult they 
may be, the hoy is obnoxious to punilh- 
jment. 

He ufed to fny fomething tatomount to 
this : when a woman afters learning, fhe 
makes a rivalry between the two (exes for 
She lame acromplifhments, which ought 
mot to he, their provinces being different. 
{Milton faid before him, 

■ For contemplation he and valour form'd, 

■ For foftnefs lhe, and fwcet attractive grace. 

» ’ He ufed to fay, that in all family-difputes 
■he odds weie in favour of the hulh.md, from 
■hisfupenor knowledge of life and manners: 
Bic was, never the lefs, extremely fond of 
She company and con ver fat ion of women, 
mod was early in life much attached to a 
■tnoft beautiful woman at Lichfield, of a rank 
Superior to his own. 

ff He never fuffeied any one to fwear before 
■biro.—When ———, a libertine, but a 
Span of fome note, was talking before him, 
Knd interlarding his (lories with oaths, John- 
Hon f.nd, Sir, all this (wearing will do no- 
[pHing foi our dory, I beg you will not fwear. 
■The narrator went on (wearing : Johnfon 
Hdd, I mult again intreat you not to fwear. 
M6 (wore 3gain : Johnfon quitted the room. 
m He was no great friend to pun?, though

He was not difpleafed with a kind of pun

One who had long knflwn Johnfon, faid

Whoevei thinks of going to bed before 
twelve o’clock, faid Johnfon, is a fcoun- 
drcl :—having nothing in particular to do 
himfelf, arid having none of his time appro¬ 
priated, lie was a trouble fome gued to per- 
fons who had much to do. 

He rofe ns unwillingly as he wtnt to bed. 
He (aid, he was always hurt when he 
found himfelf ignorant of any thing.

Johnfon icplied, Sir, it is a hill in Ireland,

Complainers, faid he, are always loud 
and clamorous. 

He thought highly of Mandevilie's Trea¬ 
tise on the Hypochondriacal Difeafe. 

He would not allow the verb derange , a 
word at prefent much in ufe 4 to be an Eng- 
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lifh word. Sir* faid a gentleman who had 
fume pretenfioni to literature, 1 have feen 
it in a book. Not 111 a bound book* faid 
Johnfon; di/.rrange is the word we ought 
to ufe inftead of it. 

He thought very favourably of the profef- 





fion of the law, and faid, that the fagejf 
thereof, for a long ferits backward* had] 
been friends to religion. Fortefcue faysi 
that their afternoon’s employment was the 
Rudy of the Scriptures.

TN a Committee i the Mutiny Bill, when 

the cl.uife was read, which renders liic- 
vet officers liable to a court martial for any 
mifcondult. 

Lord Stormont rofc, and reprobated the 
general pi maples of the regulation, as pro¬ 
ductive of dangerous confequcnces. When 
he had dthveied a fpeech of confiderablc 
length, he moved an amendment, that, after 
the wouk “ commiflumcd and in full pay,” 
he added* “ and m a fitu.ition of difchaigiug 

mihUry duty.” 

This produced a debate, in which the 
fpeakers weie, Lord Hawkefimry, Lord 
Rawdon, Lord Porcheller, the Duke of 
Richmond, Earl of Balcarras, Loi% Sydney, 
Lord Hopeton, the Loid Chancellor, and 
Lord Loughborough. 

The quell on was put upon the amend¬ 
ment, winch was negatived without a divi- 
fion.. 

The original motion was then carried. 

March 26. 

Lord Rawdon, as a preliminary to his fub- 
fequent motion, ordered the reading of the 
fiift and fecund articles of the Convention be¬ 
tween his Britannic M.ijefty and the King of 
Spain.-—Xhefe claufesof the Convention fpe- 
cify the boundaries of the Britifh and Sp.imlh 
territories at the B»y of Honduras ; and men¬ 
tion, that “ his Britannic Majefty’s fubje&s, 
and the other Coloiuils, who have hitherto 
enjoyed the protection of England, ftwli eva¬ 
cuate the country of the Mufquitos* as well 
as the cortmeni in general, and the iflands 
adjacent, without exception.*' His Lordfhip 
argued, that the fpirit of the whole articles 
of the Convention were derogatory, to the 
honour and happinefs of Great Britain ; and 
that we had made very extraordinary cefiions 
to Spain, without any equivalent. Such a 
fyfteen of politics might be admillihle at the 
conclufion of war, but at the prefent period 
could, not be juRified. Befides, the commu¬ 
nity having an intereR in our colonial pofief- 
fions, had a right to demand of Che Minifler 
his reafbns for furrendering valuable territo¬ 
ries to Spain, without an adequate return.

The M,»rq\iis of Carmarthen confefted • 
himfclf much indebted to the noble Lord for ' 
the polite maimer in which he had been 
pleaeed to mention his name. He dj- . 
fended the at tides of Convention as 
foanded in wifdom and found polic". It 
was no precipitate fyllem of the Cabinet. 
As the pieiiminary articles of a treaty had 
been approved of, the honour of thecountiy 
was pledged to acquiefce in fome feltleraefit 
of a condufive and an amicable nature. 
This had always been his opinion; and there 
were many noble Peers prefent wfu> could 
teRify the truth of the aifettion. He thought 
it would be uunecellary at prelent to enter 
fully into a jollification of the mcafure, being 
9 apprehenfive that it would tend to the dre¬ 
covery of certain particulars which alted the 
public f.dfety, and are therefore netefiary to 
be concealed. 

The Duke of MancheRer in feverjl par¬ 
ticulars coincided in opinion with the noble 
*^jlarquis. He approved of his concealment 
of certain Iran (actions when the fafecy of Che 
public demanded it. The Convention be* 
tween this country and Spain, he imagined, 
might in fome degree tend to deltroy that - 
jealoufy and enmity which had k> long 

drifted 1 
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txifted ; hut he condemned its extent, as 
Minifterslud certainly proceeded further than 
was at tilft dcfigned. 

The Lord Chancellor in Tided, that the 
Mofquitos were never ftridlly confidered in 
alliance with this country, consequently could 
not be faid to he under our protection ; that 
we might have lived with thempn peaceable 
terms, was an argument admiilible ; but it 
could not be advanced as an eftabhftiment 
of an alliance, no alt ever having acknow¬ 
ledged fucli a principle. He entered into .1 
geographical account of the Mofquitos, and 
reprefenled them as a mifiTjble aqd enervat. 


ed race, without any regular form oL go¬ 
vernment j and th.it this country could ne¬ 
ver with propriety be confidered as bound to 
protect them ; therefore what had been af- 
ferted with regard to a furrender of honour, 
was juftifiable in every point of view.

March n. 

R. GILBERT reprefented the fituation 
of tlie Committee to enquire into the 
Hate of the Poor Laws, who were not in¬ 
vented with fufficient powers to purfue their 
inveftigation with any good effect. They 
had not even authority to inforce the at¬ 
tendance of the perfons whom they wanted 
to examine, and in many mftances the pa- 
rifh officers refufed to produce their books. 
He therefore moved for leave to bring in a 
bill for enlarging the powers of the Com¬ 
mittee, which was granted. 

March 13. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into a 
Committee of Supply, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer re¬ 
minded the Committee of fome hints lie had 
before thrown out relative to the necellity 
of reducing the import duties on fpiuts, fo 
us to enable the fair trader to meet the {mug¬ 
gier on terms of equal advantage, ifluch 
had indeed been eflefted by former mea- 
fures, but there ftill remained fomething to 
be done, and the means he wiffied to re¬ 
commend, were a reduction of the duties. 
It might indeed be alledged, th 3 t by inch a 
proceeding the revenue would probably be 
injured, but he had provided agamft this, by 
a plan for making up the defalcation in raif- 
ing the price of licences. After obviat¬ 
ing fome other objection*, he went into q 
tenement of the average of legal and illegal 
importation of brandy. In the % average of 
Ave years the legal importation amounted to 
About 600,000 gallons, and the illegal im¬ 
portation was eftimated at no lefs than 
3,400,000 gallons. There was, he faid, no 
' danger of the brewing being injured by 
A regulation, as in the full year of his pre- 
font Majefty, when the duties on fpirirs were 
•s lowered, the brewery flnurifhed in an un¬ 
equal degree. v And for the accuracy of the 
1 teteeafnts, he could pledge him (cl f to the 
Committee, as his information was obtained 


by fending circular letters to the collectors in 
the different ports, then moved, that it 
is the opinion of the Committee, that the 
duty on brandy fhould be loweied to five 
shillings, and that on rum to four. 
s hI l l 1 n c s per gallon. 

Lord Penihyn contended, that this regu¬ 
lation would wholly dettroy the rum trade, 
and iuin our Weft India iflands. We were 
now debarred of the American market, and 
indeed «nf all other foreign ones, and if a pre- 
fexence was given to brandy in the home 
market, which from the difference of freight, 
infurance. See. Sec. muft be the cafe under 
this new xegulation, the rum trade would be 
ueaxly at an end. 

Mr. Sheridan wifhed to know why this 
regulation did not accompany the Commer¬ 
cial Treaty ; and thought it ftrange that fo 
lalutaxy a meafure as this was reprefented 
to be, fhould have efcaped the fagac’ny of the 
Mimfter fo long a time as fince the commu¬ 
tation alt. 

Mr. Pitt replied, that from the variety 
of confiderations in which this fubjedl was 
involved, he had not been able to make up 
his mind before. In anfwer to Lord Pen- 
rhyn's obfer vat ions, he faid, there was 
every reafon to think that the Weft India 
mei chants would be perfectly fatisfied $ and, 
indeed, benefited under the regulations now 
propofed. After fome further trifling con¬ 
versation, the refolutions were agreed to. 

Mr. Demptter's motion for papers rela* 
tive to India affairs, was negatived by a ma¬ 
jority of 74, the numbers being 94 to 10. 

March 14. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into a 
Committee, 

Mr. Grenville made a fpetch of confide- 
rable length concerning the trade between 
this country and America. It confifted 
chiefly of minute flatements, from which he 
drew a companion between the increafe and 
diminution of the prefem and pad times. Af¬ 
ter 
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ter a variety of obfervations, he moved, that 
leave be given to bring in a bill for the conti¬ 
nuance of the old laws relative to the Ame¬ 
rican trade ; and that per million be given to 
infert a daufe for the melioration of any 
alb which appear defective. 

Lord Penrhyn, Mr. Dempfler, and Mr. 
Grenville, were up feveral times ; when till 
motion was agreed to. 

March 15. 

The order of the day being read, for a 
Committee of the whole Houle to relume 
the confideration of ttr? charges ag.imlt Mr. 
Haft in gs, the Honourable Mr. St. John took, 
the chair on the occnfion. 

Sir James Er Heine moved, that Mr. 
Baugh, tonne* ly Seoeury to the Supreme 
Council of Bengal, in the department of the 
revenue, fhouM be cubed to tlie bar. 

This gentleman having made his appear¬ 
ance, was quefttoned hy Sir James F.i ikine 
concerning the contrail for the fupply ,of 
opium. After undergoing an examination 
for the (pace of a quarter of an I tout, he was 
commanded to withdraw. 

Sir Janies Erikme now rofe, to bring for¬ 
ward agavitl Mr. Hall ngs, a general accu- 
fation, compoled of the eighth, teifch, ele¬ 
venth, and twelfth charge 1 :, relative to con¬ 
tracts, and the augmentation of eftabhlh- 
ments. Tlmugb the Directors had given ex- 
prefs orders, 111 cafes of contrails, to ad 
vertile for propofals, and accept thofe which 
fbould appear to be the nmit reafonahlc, the 
Governor-General had not complied with 
thefe mjunHions, They had alfoordeied, 
th it the contracts for fupplyng the army with 
bullocks IhouId he annual ; hut, in this le• 
{fied\ likewife, Mr. H,doings had difobeyed. 
He had granted a conrraft for bullocks, in 
1777, to Mr. Johnfon, for three years; 
and while eighteen months of this period were 
ftill unexpired, he had, without any juftifi- 
abta reafon, offered another contrail for fi- 
mtlar fupplies to Mr. Croftts, for five years. 
The additional amount of the charges of the 
fecor.d contrail, allowing for the difference 
in the number 6f bullocks, was 46,800!. a 

year.--This was a (hiking inftance of un- 

neceflary and corrupt profofion. And, to add 
to- its enormity, the Governor-Genera! had 
unjuftly extorted from Cheit Sing the fum of 
50.000!. for the purpofe of paying the exor¬ 
bitant demands of the contractor. Having 
detailed this point at large, he proceeded to 
contract for elephants, given to Mr. Temp¬ 
lar ; Sind, in the next place, treated of the 
agency granted to Mr. Bell, private Secre¬ 
tary of Mr. Haftings, for fnpptying the gar- 
rjion of Calcutta with provifionr. Sir James 
then created of the contraA for repairing the 
pools that ferved as receptacles of water on 
Vox.. XI. * 


the overflowing of the rivers. Though Mr. 
Thom Ion proposed to execute fuch a coo* 
trail at a lefs * expenfive rate, Mr. Haftings 
had thought proper to grant it to Mr. Fra- 
fer. In this contrail Sir Elijah Impey had 
alfo fume concern. 

The ihcreale of eftablilhments next cam*, 
on the topi?. On this head he dated, that 
from *766 to 1785, during the adminiftra- 
turn of Mr. Catlings, the mere increafe of 
the expences of the civil eltablifhment bad ’ 
amounted <0 33,0001. per annum. The 
charges of the military ellublilhments had 
likewife bdfcn greatly augmented, particulaily 
in the appointments allowed to Sir Eyre 
Conte*. He adverted to the contrail granted 
by tl.e Govern >r-General to Mr. Macken7ie, 
in 1777, fur the fupply of opium, on terms 
which the Direllnrs feverely reprobated ; 
nntwirhilaudtng which Mr. Haftings had, 
in 1781, granted a fimilar contrail to Mr. 
Sullivan, on the fjme terms. 

Attci a very long fpeech, Sir James mov¬ 
ed, That it is the opinion of this Committee, 
fiom the evidence already exhibited on thefe 
ai tides, tint Wairen Ilalliugs, Efqj is 
guilty of a high crime and miftlemeanor. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe, 
and give it as lus opinion, thac K of all the 
articles of accusation alledged by the Ho¬ 
nourable Baronci, only three would form 
fntiic.ent foundation for an impeachment, 
n-im ly, the fecund contract forme lupply of 
bullock*, the opium contract, and the in- 
creafe of Sir fyie Cootv** appointments. He 
therefore moved, as an amendment, that 
inflead of the words, ** the laid articles/* 
the yiree points which tie had juft ilated 
Should be inferted. 

Mr Burke, after paying many compli¬ 
ments to the abilities, ingenuity, accuracy, 
memory, juft obfervations, and manly con¬

It was neither more nor le s than 
ettabhibing a* power of influencing at all 
events the deciflon of the new tribunal. 
He called upon the crown lawyers to recon¬ 
cile the flagrant inconfiftency ot the mca- 
fure. 

The Solicitor-General contended, that In¬ 
dia delinquency was of a nature funeuor to 

* the omprehenfioci of thofe who conttituted 
the comnH’n juries of this country. 

Mr. Butke ridiculed the learned Gentle¬ 
man’s idea of the parts and comprehsnfinn 
of a common juryman. Ho Rated the fact 

* with rafpedt to juries as now exifting in 
Scotland ; and he argued at considerable 
length, to Ihew that the learned and Right 
Honourable Gentleman, Mr. I>uodas, of 
the neW tribunal, would render himfelf *as 
irrepntable for his afliduity indeflroying the 
trial by juries, one of his anceftors had 
d^nA*, by irttrmhK'nj thgm into the criminal 
jnr fprudence of Scotland. He then, with 
h s lHtfil acuttnqfr*. pointed thefe fa$s to the 
qutrftipu und^COufidtrattou. 
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The Chancellor of the Exchequer infer* 
reel from a circumftance which the Right 
Hon. Gentleman had miftated, that the whelo 
of his reafomng was inapplicable and incoo- 
clufive. 

Mr. Burke faid, the Right Hon. Qentfe- 
i^an bad done by his argument as it was 
ufnal with thofe who dealt in com. He 
had fele£>ed the only grain in his fack which’ 
did not foil thofe by which he wiflied the 
whole to be judged, and becanfe they were 
inadequate to the pattern, therefore all the 
others were equally ^fo. He was then re¬ 
flating fome of his arguments for explana¬ 
tion, when he was called to order. He 
apprifed the Houfe, however, that he meant 
tc move the quettion of adjournment. H© 
then infilled at fome Ifngth, when 

The Speaker called* him to order, which' 
he Rated to the Houfe. 

Mr. Rurke alleged, that inflead of thefer 
behig the orders of the Houfe, they were

The Chancellor of the Exchequer np« 
pealed wheth-r it was orderly in the Right 
Hon. C*tntlemm, after moving an adjourn¬ 
ment on the queflion which he fupported, 
to go into the fame field of argument which 
he had already Anted at large to the Houfe.

Mr. Fi.mcis informed the Committee, that 
he fbould examine the gentlemen who had 
been ordered to attend this day, principally 
on the fubjedt of the collection of the Eafl- 
Jndia Company’s revenues. 

Mr. William Young. who had been ex¬ 
amined cm a former day, concerning fome 
of the contrails granted by Mr. Halting^ 
now appeared at the bar, and was interro¬ 
gated by Mr. Francis, between three and, 
four hours, chiefly with regard tp the col¬ 
lection of the Company’s revenues in the 
province of Bahar. 

It appeared from the an flyers of this wit- 
nefs, who was formerly a Member of the 
provincial Council of BateOythat Mr- lif¬ 
tings 
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fcirigs had, m i?8r, abolifhed the Provincial 
Council eftablifhed for the collection of the 
revenue ; that he had been induced to take 
this'ltep by fome public motives, not by any 
negieft Dr mifmanagement of the Members; 
that, in the witnels’s opinion, his true rea¬ 
son for fuch a meafnre was to augment his 
influence in the count!y ; tlut, after life 
fuppreflion of the Council of B.dur, by 
which the Members have hceo ieduced to 
very great inconveniences m their circum- 
- fiances, he had nominated two Kaj.it *s to 
collect the revenues oi that province; that, 
according Co public report (which the wit- 
nefs would not vouch for) tlie f e two men 
had made Mr. Haflings a prefent of four 
lacks of rupees (4.0,000! ) ; that’this fum 
was fuppofed to have been given him, :<s a 
gratification for his appointing them collee- 
tors ; that tliefe Rajahs, in the exercife of 
tins employment, h.id defoiated the coutuiy, 
ruined agriculture, ami reduced molt of tjie 
inhabitants to inch dill refs, that many of 
them had been under the neceflity of quit¬ 
ting the ptmince; that one of the Rajahs, 
named Kell Ji am, had been imprifoncd for 
the balance that remained due of his collec¬ 
tion 9 that Kflluram, who, m hts itwn de¬ 
fence, might have accufed Mr. Haflings of 
cori upturn in receiving the fum above-men¬ 
tioned, was unwilling to bring forward fuih 
an accufation, from the tear of Mr. Haf- 
tinga's vengeance, which he apprehended 
would prove fatal to him ; that the lofs of 
revenue Curtained by the Company, iu con¬ 
sequence of the 1 um and oefulation produced 
by the Rajahs during the time of their act¬ 
ing in the capacity of collectors, was vciy 
Cuutidcrable, Sec. 

Mr. Young had alfo a few queftions put 
to him by Mr. Burke, Mr. Banng, Sir 
James John (lone, and Mr. Beaufoy. 

When he Was afked, for what renfon the 
Rajah Kellaram, when he was impnfoned, 
forbore to accule Mr. Haflings of corruption, 
he expreffed very great relu&ance to anfwer 
that quertion; but the Committee being, of 
opinion, that, unlefs the giving an anfwer 
to it fbould tend to his own crimination, it 
was incumbent on him to anfwer it t he 
replied, that it would not, by any means, 
tend to criminate himfelf; but tliat he had 
the flmiigefl objections to anfwering the 
quertion. Being required, however, to 
comply with the defire of the Committee, 
he gave that anfwer .which we have hinted 
at above, namely, that the caule of the 
Rajah’s lilence, was the apprehenfion of 
meeting with the face of the Rajah tf und- 
cocnuty who was hanged in India fome yean 
ago. 
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When Mr. Young’s examination wds 
concluded, 

Mr. Francis remarked, that, as the exa- 
minacion of the witnefs had extended to X 
much greater length than he had at firlfc^ 
been aware of, it would he advifeublc 19 
defer examining the other gentlemen whq 
had been reqirred to attend.

Not loi.g afterwards, he formed 
the intention of throwing lumfelf into tlie 
arms of the Company, nod propofed to tlie 
Nabob V»2ir of Oude, our ally, the pay¬ 
ment of a certain fom, in confidei ation of 
h* granting him a particular ddhidt. This 
propofol was accepted by ihc Vizir rnd Mr. 
Haft mgs ; and the ticafy of Lall-Gang was 
concluded on the occafion, by which, among 
other Imputations, Fyzoola Khan .^greed to 
furmfh five thmiLmd troops when tH^y 
fhoidd be demanded. Mr. Haftings gnaian- 
trrd'Fyzoola in the poflelfton of the territory 
granted to him by the treaty. This guaran¬ 
tee was afterwards renewed for a valuable 
OOnTideration. This, he conceived, was a 
that merited fey ere repreheu&on t 


for it was an acceptance of a reward for 
giving a perton wluit he already polfclTed. 
Fyzoola afterwards voluntarily made an offer 
of 500 cavalry for the fervice of the Eaft 
India Company ; for which he received their 
formal thanks. On another occafion, Mr. 
Haft ings nude a demand of 5000 horfe 
m»m Fyzoola, pretending that he was bound 
by treaty to furnifh that number. This de¬ 
mand was not acced-d to. He afterwards 
demanded only 3000, threatening that if 
Fy cools fliould not comply, he would pro- 
telt agamlt his conduct, as tending to n vio¬ 
lation of tlie treaty/ At the time of this 
demand, lie was informed by Fyzoola him- 
felf, that he had only 2000 linrle. And 
indeed, tlie teims of the tieaty were, that 
he thould furmfh, not 5000 borfe, but 
5C00 troops. Having Copioufly detailed 
tliefe p.ut. culms, l;e gave it as his opinion, 
that Mr. Hattiugs's demand of horle was 
ogly a pidtext for withdrawing his protec¬ 
tion fiom Fyzoola. He then adverted to the 
tieaty of Chunar, winch he termed the 
fcuice and fpnng-head of all the lare op- 
prclfions of India. Op pretence that Fy- 
zoola had foi felled the protection of the 
Comply by a breach of his engagements, 
Mr. Halting*, pei nutted the Vizir, by an 
atl'de of the treaty of Chunar, to refume 
the terntoiy granted to Fyzoola. He thus 
delivered that Fi nn e into the power of the 
Vizir. Having reprobated Mr. Haftings's 
conduCt in this tnltjnce, he obferved, that 
he made fnme efforts to procure money fiom 
Fyzoola, as a commutation for the aids he 
WiS to furmfh. On this occafion, he pro- 
'cecded to fome unjnltifiable meafures, which 
were pciftrtly confiftent with his former 
treatment of chi*. Prince. He concluded his 
(perch with moving, That tliis Committee, 
having taken the fntd charge into confidei;*- 
lion, is of opinion, that there is fufticient 
ground for accufing Warren Haftings, Efq. 
of a high crime and mifdemeanor, for h‘ti 
conduit in this :«ffa.r.

gland, tkMuiniou of VV. les, or town of Ber¬ 
wick upon Tweed, or m his M^jerty’s navy, 
or in cn«J teveral iHands ol Jcrfey and Gucrn- 
foy ,or that (hall be admitted into any fervice 
or employpaenc in Ills Majerty’s hnufliold or 
^family-—(hall receive the facrament of the 
•I*>rd’6 Supper, recording to the ufage of the 
church of England, within three months after 
hi or their admittance in, or receiving their 
•feid authority or employment, in fume public 
‘church upon lorn© LomVday, commonly 
•celled Sunday,immodutcly after divine fervice.*' 

The circumftances of the tune when this 
•Sill pa (Ted, were verv remarkable. Hipnls 
•^rere indulged m their religion, and many of 
'them were employer* in the great offices of 
Ihw. The King himfelf was fufpetled of 
popery, and the Puke of York, his jne- 
'Aimptive heir, had <>|>enly declared himfelf 
of that religion. This bill xvas muo* 
'elneed' in direct oppofition to the court, the 
penal taws having been fufpended, conn ary 
to a«ils ol parliament, by the royal procla- 
• matioo, chiefly in favour of papills, at the 
•very time when a war was begun to deftroy 
the only protertuuK (l»te by which England 
could expedt to be fupporteii in the defence 
tA lier religion and li be i ties. On thefe ac¬ 
counts, the minds of all zealous prottrtants 
were in the utmoft fear and conrternaimn ; 
and accordingly, *he defigo of the a<rt was, as 
Che preamble declares, 44 to qu*et the minds 
of hla M*jetty*S good fubjc< 5 ts, by prevailing 
-dangers which miglit h.ippen from popilh 
recufams.”—1 he ptntcibmt ditlenters ap¬ 
prehend, therefore. that this a£V, as the title 
fees forth, was made wholly againtt papifts, 
ami not to prevent any danger which could 
happen to the nation or church from the dif- 
fenters. Indeed, fo far were the prolefiant 
Donconfornurts from being aimed at in this 
that, in their zeal to refeue the nation 
from the dangers w hich were at that timp 
epprehanded from popifh recufants, they con¬ 
tributed to the parting of (he biftj willingly

Sir H. Houghton feconded the motion. 

Lord North fpoke decidedly againft the re¬ 
peal of t lie a£t. In giving his fentiments, 
<us was foriy that the ill (late of his health 
was fuch as pi evented hifri from declaring 
himfelf fo tuliy and fo explicitly as he (hould 
otherwife h-ve done. But, however, he had 
toohfeive, that the diUcnters, in being ex¬ 
empted fiom this neCdfity of qualification, 
would oprn an aver ;ue to innovation, that 
might ultimately tend to undermine th^con- 
ttitution of the i lunch. Their prefent mo¬ 
deration f^iould not be an argument to induce 
Pailiament tudifpcnfe with tho requifition of 
taking the facrament* of the Lord’s Supper;

He ohferved likcwif*, that it was contrary to 
the intention and fpu it of the Union ; and if 
it were repealed, it might he the caufe of 
fuch a contention between the two countries, 
as might be fuhverfive of that unanimity 
which had courtituted the happinefsand prof* 
puny of both the nations conllitnting Great- 
Britain. This Corporation and Teft Xt\ wan 
the barrier of not only the privileges of the 
eftabhfhed church, but. alfo of the contlt* 
tution. If therefore this barrier was taken 
away* by the repeal of the a£l, the fame 
might occur in the reign of future kings 33 
had happened m the reign of Charles II. 
Thefe diffenters having this di (qualification 
dtfpetrted with, might be CJll^d into a fervice 
inimical to the lonttitutuui itielf. To avoid 
this danger, he nhjedled to the motion ; for 
he conceived it replete with all that was for¬ 
midable as a barrier to the liberties of churcb 
and llate. 

He then diverted to the neceflity of an efta* 
hlifhrd church, which could only be prefei v- 
ed from innovation by retaining thefe difabi- 
hues. The principle of colei ation was grant¬ 
ed to every opinion of faith, provided it did 
not interfere with civil or fecular employ* 
ment*. This was the chara&eriftic of our 
government. It unfettered the mind* while 
it chained innovation from pot lulling the pn* 
vilcges which only the eltibliftied church 
(hould enjoy. I( the diHentoi s were relieved 
from this injunction, what would not tho 
papifts have to a(k ? Tluy would, with life 
greateft juflice, complain of their being de¬ 
prived of the power of qualifying the mfelves 
by taking only the oaths of Supremacy. None 
coulo be more attached to the prefect family 
and* conftitution than they were. * And if thfe* 
differ*ers were relieved from a cofifcbntkdi 
difficulty, tl icy had certainly-a right t»«p^ 
the Caine exemption. 

Lord 
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Lord Beauchamp fpoke at confiderabl* 
length in favour of the motion. 

Mr. Smith fpoke ftrongly in favour of the 
motion. 

Sir James Johnftone fpoke in favour nf the . 
motion 5 but lie had no particular with to 
eftablifh or encourage one religion more than 9 
another. 

Mr- Pitt urged principally on the policy 
ef the Ted A£l ; it was, he faid, a fence to the 
conftitution, and ought not to he removed. 
He afked where the necrfiity lay, and where 
the grievance exided ? Look into the various 
departments of the State, Vhe army, the navy, 
and every corporation in England, and you 
will theie find men of various peufmfions, 
vrhofe coufcienccs were not hurt bv .llfociat- 
ing with their fellow-citizens of the Church 
•f England. He contrtided againft fever,tl 
of Mr. Beaufuy’s pofitions, and faid, many of 
them were not fairly dated ; he was agamft 
the motion. * 

Mr. Fox pour id forth a wonderful torrent 
of eloquence ip fu >port of the motion, and 
entered largely into the hidory of the times 
when the p. lfed. 

Sir William Dolben, in a fpeech wliich 
put the Members in great good humour with 
the quell ion, opp«fed it; and placed it in 
various points of-view, by which he kept the 
Honfe for fome time in a roar of laughter. 

After a word or two from Mr. Ifaac Haw¬ 
kins Browne, &c. the quedion was loudly 
palled for, :iod cite Houfe divided.

Lord Morringtoi haring prefented the 
report of the laft Committee on the Consoli¬ 
dation of the Cuftoms, the fit if refolurion, 
which related to the reduction of the wines of 
Portugal, was read, when 

Sir Grey Coopet renewed bis former ob* 
jedtion to the proceedings of the Committee, 
and infilled they were not empowered to 
coupe to fuch refolves. The privileges of the 
Hoofe could only be preserved by a ftrift ob- 
fervance of its rules. He would therefore 
move, that the refutations be re committed, 
in order to empower the Qtmnittee to adt 
regularly on the Portugal wine reduction. 

Mr. Pitt could not agree with the Hon* 
Baronet. If the whole of %he fuhfifting du¬ 
ties are to be repealed, carf therc be an/ rea¬ 
son for a particular inftfudtton ? 

After a few more words from Sir Grey 
Cooper and Mr. Pitt, the motion was put, 
and negatived without a division. 


.The otherorder of the day being now read* 
for a Committee of the whole Houfe tty cost* * 
filler of the bdl for the Confotiditi on of dm - 
Cuftoms, Mr. Steele took the chair on the 
occafion. 

Mr. Rofe propofed, that the blank left in ' 
the bill for tf^e date from which k was to Tike 
effect, fhnuld be filled with the worda M the 1 
1 oth of May, x 787.*’ He alfO filled up fonts 
other blanks, 

Mr. Francis wifhed to be informed by lha » 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, for what remfon 4 
the duties oq the importation of French later 
were not reduced by the Commercial Treaty* 
as well as thole upon cambric. He Bated, 
there were two kinds of laces impoited it*to * 
Great-Britain from France. One fort was ■ 
c'dled thread-lnct> which, though received bf ‘ 
us from the Fiench, was manuf.vftured ia 
Flanders. On this lace titers rxifteri a ihxtf * 
of r7s. 6d. for every dozen yards, which, ho 
thought, was a very ahfurd iropoft, aonfider- 
ing the fmall value of the Jace. The other* 
fort, to which his queftion was principally 
d^rafteO, was filk-lace, of which there was a 
great confumpt 1 on in this country, though, » 
as the law now (lands, it it prohibited. What¬ 
ever we received of this fpecies of lace-canM* 
from the French fmugglcrs. If this fbould 
be fubje^led to a modet.ite duty, the fum of 
at leaft 30,0c ol. per annum would accrue to* 
the revenue, as th? importation of it into 
Great-Britain would not then bein Che hands' 
of the fmuggler. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer replied, 
that the thread-lace was in the number of 
tiiofe article*: which, not being included in the 
tariff, was to • he admitted on the terms al^ 
lowed to the moft favoured nation. But 
with refpedl to filk-lace, that was in the fame 
predicament in which other filk manufactures 
(V»od—it was fubjedt to a prohibition. The- 
TTrcaty, he obferved, would not have been fo 
. generally acceptable to the manufacturers of ' 
this nation, if it had bound us to the admif- 
$op of fiUcs—a branch of manufacture in 
which the French are acknowledged to he 
qur Superiors. If cbe Hon. Gentleman woukf 
convince our manufacturers, that the removal 
of the prohibition upon filk-lace would bdl 
beneficial to "this country, he (hould harve no 
objection to fuch a me afore ; but, under thf 
prefent circumftances, it was politic to yn- 
vent the imjiortation of fsl^cs. 

^ % Sir Grey Cooper fpoke to that pert of th4 
tiili which impofed additional duties 00.fevers! 
fpecies of foreign timber. This augmenta¬ 
tion of duty, he thought, was in expedient f 
particularly as the owners of (hips- oOfeer* 
caftje and Sunderland had already CUmpUksod 
of the dearnefs of Ihip-timber. It was alfo 
impioper, he conceived, for the Committee 
to refolve upon theft additional duties with* 
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eut mftruAion, as the alteration was fome- 
what greater than what would hare an fen 
from only Amplifying the former duties. 
He finally moved, that the resolutions re. 
lacing to die duties in queftion be left out of 
the bill. t 

Mr. Rofe observed*- that the # builders dk* 
owners of Ibips would not be injured by thefe 
additional duties, for they were impofed on 
what was not ufrd in (hip-building. He 
thought the Committee cem|>etent to the in- 
creafe of the duties on thefe articles without 
an inftru&km, for the reafons l^ted by his 
Right Hpn.

Mr. Fex was of opinion, that the Com¬ 
mittee were not authorifed to do any thing 
more than Amplify the duties, having been 
formed for that very purpofe.

The extract being 
deemed partial and improper evidence, was 
ftrongly aefifted by Mr. Burke, Mr. Sheridan, 
and Mr. row is; and the propriety and ne- 
ceffity of it fuppoited # hy Major Scotr. 

Mr. Anderfon, who concluded tb« treaty 
with the Mahrattas, was alfo examined. His 
evidence principally confided of his opinion 
ami information concerning the revenue of 
the Eaft-India Company ; that Mr. Haftings 
had at no time a&ed injurioufly, of prevented 
the neceflary collections ; and that, fo far as 
he knew, he had never received any prefents, 
although he admitted that reports had been 
pmpagRed to tliat effect. 

Sir James Johnftone took an opportunity 
of afking a few queftkms 00 the fubjedt, and 
very warmly condemned JVTr- Haftings for 
accepting bribes in his official capacity. 

Ife was anfwered very pertinently by 
Major Scott, who alledged, that the Hon.< 
Baionet's warmth originated in erroneous 
principles. The Committee then proceeded, 
when; after an examination of tome hours, 
the Houle was refumed, and adjourned.

[From the Baron Riesbeck's « Travels,'* lately publilhed.] 


DRAMATIC EXHIBITIONS. 

✓^ERMANY has, for fbme years pad, 
^ been (truck with a rage for theatrical 
exhibitions.. The bookfeTlers' (hops are* 
from time to time overrun with new plays, 
and theatrical almanacks; and writings 
of the dramatic kind always occupy a 
third pait in the catalogues of new books. 
Dramatic poetry is certainly the highctl: 
fpecies of poetry, as tiiftorical painting 
is the highelt (pecies of painting ; nor can 
any thing be more ufeful than to repre- 
fent man in his various charaftfrs and 
iituations with truth' § and j uft ice. But 
fucli men as appear at#prefcnt in molt of 
the German plays are rarely met with in 
the world 1 and wlicn here and there fuch 
do make their appearance, the police of th$ 
place, if there is any police, rakes the 
charge of them upon irlelf, and lodges 
them in Bedlam, or a workhouie. 

You mu ft know, my dear brother, that 
the characters nioft frequent on the Ger¬ 
man ftage, are frantic lovers, parri&des, 
highwaymen, miniltcr9, miftrtffes, and 
men of faftiion, with their pockets full of 
daggeis and poilon, melancholy and ra¬ 
ving men- of all forts, and incendiaries, 
and grave-diggers. Pei haps you will 

not believe me, but I could name to you 
above twenty pieces, the chief characters 
in which arc mad, and where the poet has 
endeavoured to exhibit his forte in the dil- 
play of folly and diltraCtion of mind. I 
allure you too, upon my honour, that 
that part of the German public with which 
I have had the honour to be acquainted 
hitherto, admire and moft violently ap¬ 
plaud thole feencs which lhcw the mad¬ 
man in his wildeft tranlports. There 
are plays in which the chief chara&er fuc- 
ceflively murders from twelve to fifteen 
people j and by way of crowning the me¬ 
ritorious deed, plants a dagger in his own 
bread. It is a fa£t, that the pieces which 
have moft madmen and murderers in 
them, meet with the greateft approbation ; 
nay, feveral a&ors and a&reftes have com- , 
plained to me how difficult they found it 
to invent new ways of dying on the ftage. 
It inuft be difficult, for there are lcenes 
in which the principal performers muft re¬ 
main for half an hour in the laft agonies, 
uttering broken words, and under con¬ 
tinued con vulfions, and it is certainly no 
eafy talk to fudain fuch a death with- 
propriAy. I have often feejt no lefs than 
Voi.. XI. 


five people at once dying on the German 
ftage, one ringing out nis knellfwith hi* 
feet, anotlicr with his arms, a third wito 
his belly, arfd a fourth with his head* 
whijftthe pit Teemed agonizing with ioy, 
efpecially if the fport laded, and cup¬ 
ped every convtiliive movement. 

The next in rank on the German ftage, 
after madmen and murderers, are drunk¬ 
ards, foldiAs and watchmen. Theft cha¬ 
racters correfpond too much with the na¬ 
tional humour not to be welcome to the 
audience. But why the phlegmatic Ger¬ 
mans, who are troubled with Co few vio¬ 
lent paflions, and delight fu little in def- 
peraur tranfa&ions, and tragical events, 
fhould take luch plcafurc in the dagger 
and bowl, is not at lird fo ealily accounted 
for. Let us fee what is to be laid for the 
audience and the poets. 

On the part ot the public it may arife 
from ignorance of life and manners. 
The different dalles of people do not 
mingle fo much in the German towns as 
they do in France. To every thing whicji 
belongs fo nobility, or which has the 
name of nobility, or is in any way at¬ 
tached to the court, the German in the 
middle life can have no accefs. His 
knowledge of life and tafte of focial plea* 
lures is much more confined than that of 
our people, nor does he, like the inhabi- 
tants ei a moderately large French town, 
enter into the innumerable incidents and 
accidents of common life. This want of 
intereft in uiual virtues and vicesj this 
infeniibility to the little events of ordi¬ 
nary life, oblige the German to look for 
ftrong emotions and caricatures to enter¬ 
tain him on the ftage j whereas the French¬ 
man is contented with a piece of a much 
liner wrought plot, and willingly fees the 
people he lives and is acquainted with, 
rcpielcnted’ on the (tage. The Saxon . 
dr&mas are not f6 monitrous and extra¬ 
vagant as thole which are exhibited in the 
weftern and louthern parts of Germany, 
bccaafe a more enlightened morality, and 
a freer inteicourle than there .is here, ob¬ 
tains in that part oi the country, and con- 
lequently the pi&ure of a feene in corn* 
mon lire is more ftriking than it can be 
here. In general the majority in this 
part of the country, (Munich) conftfts 
more of mob than in France, and the 
mob, you know, are notorious for running 
to fee an execution or a funeral. 

N n . 0 Bava- 
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Bavarians. 

A PICTURE of* the Bavarian charac¬ 
ter and manners by Hogarth, would be 
extremely interefting. Great fingnlarity 
qf character is often to be met with in 
Ragland $ but what Bavaria offers exceeds 
any thing to be feen elfewhere. 1 You 
know I am no painter $ fo i& I endeavour « 
to point out to you the peculiarities of 
Bavaria in the abdraft, my defcriptions 
will have none of that life and expreftion 
which diftinguifh Hogaith’s groups, or 
Shakefpeare's fcencs- However, I will 
do my endeavour. • 

To proceed methodically—for you 
cannot conceive what a method dicks to 
me in all I do, fince I have breathed the 
air of Germany—I (hall anatomize the 
body of the Bavarian, before I proceed to 
the analyfis of his mind. In general the 
'Bavarian is (lout bodied, mulcular, and 
Befhy. There are, however, fome (len¬ 
der people among them who may pafs 
for handfome. They are fomething lefs 
rofy-cheeked than the Suabians, a differ¬ 
ence probably arifing from their drink¬ 
ing beer indead of wine, as the others do. 

The chartfleriftic of a Bavarian is a very 
round head, a little peaked chin, a large 
belly, and a pale complexion. Many of 
v them look like caricatures of man. They 
have great fat bellies, fhort clubbed feet, 
narrow (boulders, a thick round head, 
and fhort necks. They are heavy and 
aukward in their carriage, and their frmll 
eyea betray a great deal of roguery. The 
women in general are fome of the mod 
' beautiful creatures in the world. They 
. are indeed fomething grofs, but their fkin 
furpa(Tc3 all the carnation ever ufed by 
‘ painters 5 the pureft lily white is (bftly 
tinged with purple, as if by the hands 
of the graces. I faw fome pealant girls 
with lucb clear complexions, that they 
appeared quite tranfparent. They are 
welt (biped, and more lively and graceful 
in their geftures than the men. 

In the capital they drefs in the French 

* ftyle, or at leaft imagine that they do fo, 
for the men are ftill too fond of gold and 

* mixed colours. The counti y people diets 
without any tafte at all* Tncchief orna- 

■ tnent of the men is a long, broad waift- 
' coat, ftrangely embroidered, from which 
their breeches hang very low and looic, 
probably to give free play to their hellies, 
which- it the chief patt of a Bavarian. 
The women di (guile themfelves with a 
fort of days ir. the (hope of a funnel, which 
rover rite bread and (houlders, fo as to 
^ whole neck. This ftiff drefs is 
storith hirer beads, and thickly 



overlaid with filver chains. In many 
places the houfewife has a bunch of keys, 
and a knife appendant to a girdle, which 
reach almoft to the ground.. 

As to the cliara&er and manners of the 
Bavarians, the inhabitants of the capita! 
naturally differ very much from the coun¬ 
try people. The chara&er of the inhabi¬ 
tants or Munich is a riddle to me, and 
would remain fo if I were to (lay here many 
years, I believe, indeed, that it may be 
truly faid, that they have no character at 
all. Their mann&s are corrupt, as mud 
be the cafe with forty thou land men who 
depend entirely on a court, and for the 
moil part go idle at its expcnce. 

AnAngft the great nobles you meet 
here, as well as elfewhere, with very well 
bred, and polite people j but the people, 
taking the word in its full extent, are in 
an eminent degree deftitute of any fenfc 
of honour, without education, without 
•Rny activity for the (late, attachment to 
the country, or generous feeling what¬ 
ever. The fortunes of this place are 
from 1500 to three or four thoufand 
pounds per annum, but the pofleffors 
knmv no other ufe of their money, than 
to (pend it in fenfual gratifications. Ma¬ 
ny good houfes have been entirely ruined 
by play. The fafhionable game at the 
court was formeily called vuivickeny or 
pinch i but fince Hombefch, the minifter 
of finance, has pinched their falaries lb 
confoundedly, they call it Hombefch . 
Many of the couit ladies .know of no 
other employment than playing with their 
parrots, their dogs, or their cats. One 
of the principal ladies whom I am ac¬ 
quainted witn, keeps a hall full of cats, 
and two or three maids to attend them: 
(he converfes half the day long with them, 
often ferves them herfelf with coflee 
and fugar, and drefies them according 
to her fancy differently every day. 

The lmall nobles, and fervants of the 
court have a pitiable paftion for titles. 
Before the prelent ekfclor came here, the 
place (wanned with excellencies, ho¬ 
nourable*, and right honourables. As 
this was not the cuftom at Manheim, an 
order was made to alcertain the different 
ranks of nobleffe. All thole whom it 
deprived of excellency, honourable, &c. 
and particularly (would you think it?) 
the women, were funk in defpair, and 
for the firft time complaints were made 
of tyranny, of which none before fecnied 
to have any conception. 

. The remainder of the inhabitants are 
immerfed in the moft fcandaleus debauch. 
Every night the ftreets re-echo with the 

noii'e 
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noiie of drunkards iiTuing from the 
numerous taverns where they have been 
revelling and dancing. Whoever is at all 
noble here, mu ft keep his miltrefe; the 
left indulge in promifeuous love. In this 
refpeft things are not much better in the 
country.' « 

Bavaria, indeed, well deferves the cha- 
rafttr given it by an officer of Gafcony, 
of being the greateft brothel ip the world* 

Tlie country people are extremely dir¬ 
ty. A few milts ditthnt from the capi¬ 
tal, one would hardly lake the hovels of 
the peafants for the habitations of men. 
Many of them have large puddles before 
the doors of their houles, and areflbliged 
to ftep over planks into them; The 
thatched roofs of the Country people, in 
many parts of France? have a much bet¬ 
ter appearance than the inferable huts of 
the Bavarian peafants j the roofs of which 
are covered with (tones, in order that 
the dates may not be carried away by the 
wind. Mean as this looks, cheap as nails 
are in the country, and often as half the 
roofs are torn away by ftrong winds, 
yet cannot the rich farmer be perdfided 
to nail his ihingles properly together. 
In (hoit, from the court to the (mailed 
cottage, indolence is the mod predomi¬ 
nant part of the chara&er of the Bava¬ 
rian. 

This great indolence is contrafted, in 
an extraordinary manner, with a (till 
higher degree of bigotry.—I happened 
to lti oil into a dark, black country beer- 
houft, filled with clouds of tobacco, and 
on entering was almoft dunned with the 
noile of the drinkers. By degrees, how¬ 
ever, my eyes penetrated through the 
thick vapours, when I difcovered the 
prieft of the place in the middle of fifteen 
or twenty drunken fellows. His black 
coat was juft as much bedaubed as the 
frocks of his dock, and like the reft of 
them, he had cards in his left hand, which 
he ftruck io forcibly on the dirty table, 
that the whole chamber trembW. At 
ftrft, I was (hocked at the violent abufc 
they gave each other, and thought they 
were quarrelling $ but foon found that all 
the blackguard appellations which (hock* 
ed me, were only modes of friendly 
iahitation among them. Every one of 
them had now drank his fix or eight pots 
of beer, and they defired the landlord 
to give each a dram of brandy, by way, 
they faid, of locking the ftomach. But 
now their good humour departed, and 
I presently (aw, in all their looks and 
gettures, the mod (triotts preparation for 
a fray. This at length broke out. At 
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firft the pried took vain pains to fiipprd*' 
if. He (Wore and roared at laft as much* 
as the reft. Now one (tired a pot and* 
threw it at his adversary's head, another; 
clenched his fift, a third pulled the l«pr 
from a (tool to knock his enemy 00 tee 
head. Ever;* thing, in (hort, itemtd> 
to fpeak blood amfdeath; t when on da* 
ringing of the bell for evening prayer* 

• Are Marie, ye-!* criod the pne#^ 

and down dropped their arms, they pul¬ 
led off their bonnets, folded their hands* 
and repeated their Ave Marie. It put 
me in mind of the adventura of Don 
Quixote, where peace is fuddenly re* 
ftored in the great fray on account of 
the helmet of Mambrino and the ait's 
collar, by the recolle&ioti of what patted 
in the Agramantine camp. As (boo* 
however, as prayers were over, they were 
all feized again with their former fury* 
which was the more violent from the mo* 
mentary interruption it had met with* 
Pots and glades began to fly. I obftrv- 
ed the curate creep under the table for 
fecurity, and I withdrew into the land 5 
lord's bedchamber. 

The lame feenet occur in the inland 
towns among the citizens, officers, cler¬ 
gymen, and (Indents. They all (sluts 
each other with abufive language) all via 
in hard drinking j and dole to every 
church, which are fcarcc left than *$,700* 
there is regularly a beer-houfe and a biv- 
thel, A ftudent at the univeriity of 
Ingold dad t mud carry a thick cudgel* 
and wear a neat cut hat; he mud be able 
to driifk. from eight to ten quarts of beer 
at a fitting, and be always ready to 
fight, right or wrong, with the-officers of 
the garruon that is Quartered there. You 
may fuppofe that this does not tend tq 
mile the reputation of the univerfity* 
which 19, indeed, but thinly vifited* 
though the profeftort are able men, and 
do their duty, although a proclamation 
came out fome years fince, to forbid any 
Bavarian from ftudying out of the coun* ' 
try. 

No pen can deferibe the ridiculous mix * 
lures of debauchery and devotion which 
every day happen. The mod notorious is 
that which took place in the church of 
St. Mary, Oettingen, a few years finer* 
when a pried actually deflowered a girl 
whom he had long pu rived, and could 
only make a prize of there before the 
altar of the Virgin. 

The country people join to their indo* 
knee and- devotion a, certain ferocity of 
temper, which ofteii gives rife to bloody 
feenee. When they mean to praife a 
N n a church 
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church holiday, or Tome public fcftival 
which has lately been kept—they fay, 
fuch a one was a charming affair; there 
were fix or eight people killed or made 
cripples at it. If nothing of this kind 
has been done, it is called a mere nothing, 
a fiddle-faddle bufinefs. In the laft cen¬ 
tury, and the beginning of this, the 
Bavarian troops maintained the firft re¬ 
putation among the Get man force?. At 
the battle of Hockftedt, they kept tilth' 
ground and imagined theinfelves vigors, 
till the clcflor who led them was in¬ 
formed that the French had given way in 
the other wing. Under Tilly and Mercy* 
they likewife did wonders ; but finec the 
time of thefc geneials, militaiy difeipline 
has fo far relaxed amongft them, that they 
are no longer iwltliers. Indeed no people 
can (hew more abhorrence to every thing 
which is called diliciplinc and order, than 
the Bavarians do. They might, how¬ 
ever, ftill be ufefnl as frccbooteis, whofc 
robbeiies and all irregularities are more 
pardonable than thole of regular troops. 
There are bands of robbers about, which 
are one thou land men ftrong, and would 
undoubtedly make good ravaging parties 
in time of war. There have been in¬ 
stances of their fighting againll the mi¬ 
litary, under bold leaders, to the very 
laft man. But the pooreil pcafant con- 
ficfcrs it as a hardfhin to be drafted into 
the regular troops of his prince. 

The inhabitants of the capital, on the 
other hand, aie the molt weak, timid, 
and fubfervlent people in the world. They 
have no quicknels of paits at all, and 
you will lick in vain in the town ffir that 
liberty, which ibmetimes degenerates into 
coarlenefs of manneis, but is ftill the 
moft agreeable trait in the chaiatter of 
the country people. Undei the laft go¬ 
vernment, while the people of Munich 
were crouching under a delpotic minifter, 
and only ventured to murmur in lecret, 
the country people difcoveied their dilcon- 
tent with a freedom which threatened 
dangerous confequences. At the fame 
time, an unbounded and inexprc-flible love 
for their prince prevailed on {hem to pull 
down the inclofures of their fields at the 
command of the mailer of the hounds, 
in order that the game might pafture thcic. 
They fpake with raptures of the amiable 
qualities of their lord ; indeed theyedid 
not pal's over his faults, but tried to cx- 
cufe him for thdin, and loaded his ier- 
vants, without referve, with % their heavieit 
curies, and thus gave every ftranget a juft 
idea of the^court, while the inhabitants of 
the town^ In the dedicate: y sddicftes of 


books and poems, extolled the tyrants 
of the land to heaven. The country 
people judge as impartially of the prefent 
overnment. I mould not, however, 
ave obtained any account of the prince or 
his fervants, if I had not got acquainted 
with fome foreign artifts belonging to the 
court, who were more interefted in the 
ftateof them both, than the natives, who 
are infatuated with their beer pots. Every 
(hoe-black in Paris knows all the great 
people of the court, pries into their pri¬ 
vate life as well as their politics, and con - 
demns or approves at dilcretion ; but 
here you meet with many court-counsel¬ 
lors and (ccrctai ics, who know nothing of 
the gre$ v . people except their names. To 
conclude, the unadulterated Bavarian pea- 
fant is gruff, fat," dirty, lazy, drunken, 
and undileiplined ; but he 13 brave, 
(Economical, patriotic, and fuch a (lave 
to his word, that when it has once been 
given it is never broke. As to his ha¬ 
tred of regular difeipline, it is partly owing 
to the difeouragement thiown upon the 
military way of life by the clergy, and 
pnitly to there being no provilion tordifa- 
blcd fbidiers. Something too arifes from 
the prince's not being military; tor in 
the year 1778, when the imperial troops 
were recruiting at Straubingen, and 
can icd about w th them a pi flu re of ihe em¬ 
peror in his unifoim, many of the natives 
immediately cnliiled, on hearing that the 
emperor was a fohlier.

SOCIAL AND CONVIVIAL MANNERS. 

WHAT diftinguiftirs the people of 
Vienna from the Pariiians is a certain 
coaile pride not to be delciibed, aninfur- 
mountable heavinefs and llupidily, and 
an uii^countable propenfily to guzzling. 
Thu hoipitality of the table, about which 
you have heard fo much, is only an eft‘e& 
of pride. Dui ing the four weeks I have 
been here, I have hardly been able to dine 
above four tunes by myfelf. It is the 
cuftom when a man is firtt introduced into 
a new houle, to fix a day in every week 
for him to be a regular gueft there. In 
the firft houfe I dined, 1 conceived that 
the people had a real pleafure in feeing 
me; but I had not fat long before I had 
invitations enough, from the company 
prefent only, to laft me a month. But 
when they aik you, they all do it with 
fuch faces which libera to fay, 1 Is not 
* it true that we are far more hofpitable 
1 than vour Parifian gentry V Some¬ 
times they go ftill farther, and make 
them lei ves very merry (that is, according 
to the Vienna mode of bring merry) with 

* our 
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our fparing niggardlineis. It k certainly 
trtie, that a man eats much letter here 
than he does at Paris j and he cer¬ 
tainly alio eats a great deal more. At 
the common tables of the people of a 
middling rank (luch as the lower fervants 
ot the court, merchants, aitilts, and the 
better kinds of mechanics), you common¬ 
ly fee fix,eight, or even ten difhes, with 
two, three, 'or even four kinds of wine. 
They commonly lit two houis at table, 
and they took it as a very uncivil thing 
of me thi-t I ivfufeu to talte m..ny dilhes, 
though I was conip|lled to do fo, to fave 
mylclt an indigcltion. But, alas ’ lb loon 
as the body is latishcd here, Ibibon docs 
the mind long for the fiicndly Jr v. « and 
foupd's of Palis, which you know .ire 
more intended for, the feall of reafon, 
the flow of foul, than the daintv 
pmliiit of indigtflions, choleras, and 
apoplexy. Hcie the only entertain m^n% 
mingled with the vciy iiiious bu line is 
going for^aid, me ionic vtiy bad low 
Jokes. At the bed tah’esluu, (I mean 
thole of the lecor.d O! dei) you commonly 
n, fu a monk, luitmoic commonly a j lay- 
CI > whole vtlv lefr.ud wit tn!i«.ns the 
whole company. The monk is common¬ 
ly icated by the lady of the houfe, whom 
he coquets with j the player i* fated at 
the other end, and laughs at him till the 
whole route bicaks out into ilmuts of 
l.iiigiltcr, far above the capacity of com¬ 
mon lungs or ears cither tn join in or 
beat. When the convolution takes a 
mujc ferious turn, it i> iiv\ ays about the 
thc.Llie, which is the Mxnoit length to 
which cuticilin or oblervation cvei extend 
in tlu& cousiny ; but the pUvria aic far 
iiom bung th». company h*.:'-, that they 
ait at P.iiis, Norn* of thole with whom I 
am hithcito atqii "iifed know their mo¬ 
ther tongue. At Paiis, undoubtedly, 
vve lhould not admit into good company, 
men who neither by their wit or their 
mannas can xaife theinlelves at ail above 
the lowed of tbe vulgar. 

Upon the whole, you meet here with 
none of the bulkntls, the Ipinted plea- 
fui«, the unconftiaincd fatista&ion, and 
the jntcreiling curxolity about what is go¬ 
ing fox wards, that you find at Paris, even 
amongft the lowed oidcis ol lbcicty. No 
body here makes remarks upon the mini- 
flers or the court ; no body entertains the 
company with the novelty or anecdote of 
the day. You meet with numbei lels 
people of the middling ranks who have 
nothing to fay of thtir minilters, their 
generals, ana philofopheu, and who 
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hardly know even ihWr names. Nothini 
is taken care of but the animal part. The' 
brtakfall till they dine, and they dine tij 
they lup, with only the interval ot; per 
haps, a ihorr walk and going to the play 
If you go into a coftlx-hcuie, of whic! 
there .ire about feventy, ct into a beer- 
houlc, which aic the molt elegant anc 
belt turniflicd of all the. public houfe*. 
(I law one wuh mi damalk tai>eftry 
pictures with gilt frames, looking-glaffes 
clocks a-la Cmcquc, and maxhie tables) 
you will lee nothing but a pt/petud 
motion c4 jaws. One thing you mjy reft 
idfurcdof, that no one will come up to you 
ox be tior.bhlbme witli queltions ; no 
11,1,1 tl »tre talks at all, except with his 
nci.;hl.our, and then he moll commonly 
whil’pcrs. You would conceive you were 
in a Venetian coiivc-houie, wheic they 
ai! take one another lbr fpies. When 
1 Say all thu, 1 dcli.c to be umUriiood 
a, Ipeakmgor the middling rank* only, 
who in all«ountiics are what pioperly 
m.iy be called the people; fur a* to the 
tKCjde of tank* they, with a few fhades 
omy ui diftmtfion, axe the fame thxough- 
out all hut ope ; and the Unucjl UalTci 
hardly mix with (bcirtv. M

•pcrier. The houies of Lich.cnltun, 
Etleiha/y* Schwaxt/enbrrg, and feme 
others, kt’rp fifty footmen : bdidc which 
the two former have a body guaxd. A 
fir.glc plate of fruit often colts from Cixty 
to feventy florins, and count Palm once 
appeal ed in a coat that had colt 90,000 
guilders. It is common to give.horn 
thirty to forty thouiand floims for x 
lady's diefs ; and though hazard is for¬ 
bidden, xhixe are feveral games at which, 
you may loir from fifteen to twenty 
thouiand Auxins at a fitting. 


Prince 
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Prince Rohan*, who forre time fince was 
ambaflador from France here, endeavour¬ 
ed to vie in expence with the inhabitants of 
the place, but, befides getting confidera- 
bly into debt, he was obliged to confefs, 
at going away, that though a man fpends 
his money with more tafte at Paris, a 
great deal more may be fpent at Vienna. 
It is, indeed, very true, that they fpend 
their money without tafte, or enjoyment, 
and feyeral of them would do better to 
throw half their incomes out of the win¬ 
dow, and fet the populace a fcrarabling 
for them, for they would have as much 

S eafure themfelves. At Paris every man 
is fome branch of ceccnoiny, fomething 
upon which he faves, that he may afford 
to be expenfive upon other occafions. 
There is likewife fome difeernment ihewn 
in the choice of pleafures, and the poor, 
the arts, and even the native country, 
come in for fome (hare of the expence $ 
but here all is idle pomp and magnifi¬ 
cence. Amidft the wretched feenes exhi¬ 
bited by the mixture of fuperfiuity and mi¬ 
sery at Paris, the friend of mankind re¬ 
collects that there is a Beaumont , and a 
Cure cle St» Sulpice, who divide among 
the indigent a great part of the fuperfiu- 
ities of the rich. But here there is no 
fource of confolation for the old, and of¬ 
ten fick beggars, who'(link into the cof- 
fee-houfes and bccr-lioufis at duik to 
jirucuie alms, whilft the great fpend upon 
a finale meal, what would feed a private 
family for a year. 

The arts enjoy as little from the riches 
of this place as the poor do; almdit all 
the palaces and gardens befpeak nothing 
but a taftelefs piofufion ; and as to col¬ 
lections of pictures, I have feen none but 
the Lichtenftcin galleiy, that defervet any 
notice. It is true indeed that this may 
ftand in the place of many5 it confifts of 
fix hundred pieces by the beft matters, 
and is divided into twelve rooms, which 
have a magnificent appearance, but then 


this is all that is to be. feen befides the 
imperial collection. 

I had forgot to mention one trait ex¬ 
ceedingly charaCteriftic of the country. 
In feme houfes, the matters of which af- 
feCt to live in the higheft ftyle, it is 
cuttomary, when an entrrtainment is gi¬ 
ven, to provide dofes of tartar emetick, 
and fet them in an adjoining room ; thi¬ 
ther the guefts retire when they happen to 
be too full, empty themfelves, and return 
to the company again as if nothing had 
happened. , 

Mufic is the onfy thing for which the 
nobility (hew a tafte ; feveral of them 
have pri^ite bands of muficians, and 
all the public concerts atteft that this branch 
of the arts is in the greateft efteem here. 
You may bring together four or five 
large oreneftras, which are all incompara¬ 
ble. The number of private virtuofi 
is *fmall, but there is no finer or- 
cheftra of mufic in the world. I have 
heard thirty or forty inftruments play 
together, all which gave fo juft, fo clear, 
and fo precife a found, that you would 
have taught you heard only a (ingle ve¬ 
ry ftrong inftrument$ a fingle ftrokegave 
life to all the violins, and a fingle blalt 
to all the wind inftruments. An Eng- 
lifttman, by whom 1 chanced to fit, was 
aftonilhed not to hear in a whole opera, 1 
will not lay a fingle diftonance, but one 
batty ftroke, one too long paufe, one too 
loud blaft. Though juft come out of 
Italy, he was enraptured with the juftnefs, 
and the dearnefs of the harmony . There 
are about four hundred muficians here, 
who divide themfelves into particular fo- 
cietirs, and often labour together during 
a long courfeof years. On a particular 
day of the year they have a general con¬ 
cert for the benefit of muficians widow?* 
I have been allured, that the four hundred 
play together as diftinCUy, as cleanly, and 
as juftly, as when there are only fiom 
twenty to thirty. 


SKETC HES of the J-JFE of the late Monf. D’ALEMBERT. 
[ExtraCled from the «« Eulogy” of the Marquis oe Condorcet.] 


J OHN le Rond d'Alembert was 
bom at Paps, in 1 7 * 7 * He derived 
.the name offcjohn le Rond from that of 
the church near which, after his birth, he 
was expofed as a foundling. His father, 
informed of this circumftance, iiftened to 
iJhe voice ef nature and duty, took mea- 


fures for the proper education of his child, 
and for his future fubfiftence in a ftate 
of cafe and independence. 

He received nis firft education in the 
College of the Four Nations, among the 
Janfenifts, where he gave early marks of 
capacity and genius. In the firft year 


* The celebrated Cardinal of that name. 
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of his plulofophical ftudies, he compofed 
a Commentary on the Epiftle of St. Paul 
to the Romans, and thus began as New¬ 
ton ended, as our author fliiy obferves. 
The Janfcnifts confidercd this produ&ion 
as an omen that poi tended, to the party 
of Port-Royal, a restoration to fomc part 
of their ancient fnlendor, and hoped fo 
find, one day, in M. d'Alembert, a fe- 
cond Pafcal. To render this reiemblance 
more complete, they engaged their tiling 
upil in the ltudy of the mathematics; 
ut they foon perceived that his gi owing 
attachment to this fcience was likely to 
dilappoint the hope^ they had founed 
with tefpett to his future ddlination : 
they, therefore, cndeavouredfto divert 
him from this line; but their Adeavouis 
were fruitlels. • 

At leaving his college, he found him- 
felf alone and unconnected in the world j 
and fought ail alyhim in the houfe of his 
mirfe. lie comfoited hiinfelf with \he 
hope, tint his foiiun**, though not ample, 
would better the condition and fubfiftence 
of that family, \vhic'» was the only one 
that he could coniidcr as his own. Here 
he lived, during the ipacc of fuit^fc years, 
with the great eft liiuplidty, dilcovering 
the augmentation oft his means only by 
increahng difplays of his beneficence, 
concealing his growing reputation and 
celebrity iiom tbel’e honell people, and 
making their plain and uncouth manners 
the iubjett of good-natuted pleafantry 
and phdofophicalobfcrvation. His good 
nurfe perceived his ardent activity, heaul 
him mentioned as the writer ot many 
books; but never took it into her head 
that he was a great man, and rather be¬ 
held him with a kind of compaflion. 
** You will never," faid (lie to him, one 
day, €< be any thim> but a phdofopher— 
and what is a philoiophcr A fool, who 
toils and plagues hiinfelf during his life, 
that people may talk of him when he is 
no more." When we caft an eye upon 
a certain let, or fefct, of philol’ophers, we 
cannot help thinking that this woman 
was no fool. 

In this peaceful and plain manfion M. 
D'Alembert applied himfelf entirely to 
the ftudy of geometry, and he loon pro¬ 
ceeded fo far as to enjoy the pleafure of 
making difcoverics: but this pleafure 
was fhort \ for, by confuting writers on 
that fcience, he quickly perceived, that 
the truths of which he looked upon him- 
iclf as the firft difeoverer were already 
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known. This difagrreable furprife M 
him to conclu<le (we know not whj& 
that nature had refufed him genius 3 and 
that nothing more remained Tor him, byt 
to acauire tne knowledge of what other* 
had difeovered. To this he w ilUngiy 
iubmitted, and was petiuaded that the 
pleafure of«ftudy, even without the fam* 
acquired by difcoverics, would prove fufi* 
ficient for his happinefs. This anecdote 
oui author had from M. d’Alembert 
hiinfelf, and he deems the morality of if 
precious. “ It is rare," lays he, “ toob* 
ferve thefaunan heart fo near to its na« 
tural purity and funpl icily, and before it 
has been corrupted by felt-love." 

As M. d’Allmbert’s fortune did 
not far exceed the demands of neceftity, 
his friends advifedhim to think of a pru- 
feftion that might enable him to augment 
it. He accordingly turned his views to 
the law, and took nis degrees in that line 3 
but foon abandoned this plan, and applied 
to the ftudy of medicine. Geometry* 
however, was always drawing him back 
to his former purfuits, anti, after many 
ineffectual efforts to relift its aitra&ions, 
he renounced all views of a lucrative pro- 
feffion, and gave himfelf over entirely to 
mathematics and poverty. 

In the year 174.x he was admitted 
member of the Academy of Sciences, for 
which diftinguiflied literary promotion, at 
fuch an early age, he bad prepared the 
way by correcting the errors of a celebrated 
work *, which was deemed claftical, in 
France, in the line of geometry. He af¬ 
terwards fet himfelf to examine, with 
deep*attention and aftiduity, what muft 
be the motion of a body, which palfcs 
from one fluid int<§ another more denfe, 
in a direction not perpendicular to the 
furface feparating the two fluids. Erciy 
one knows the phenomenon which hap¬ 
pens in this cafe, and which amuics rhij- 
dren under the denomination of ducks and 
drakes 3 but our author obferves, that M. 
d’Alembert was the firft who ex¬ 
plained it in a fatisfaftory and philofophU 
cal manner. 

Two years after his election to a place 
in rhe Academy, he publifhed his Trea - 
life on Dynamics.—Our author gives an 
elegant and ingenious account ofthe new 
principle, and the profound and accurate 
fpirit of investigation that diftinguifh this 
celebrated work, which was publifhed by 
M. d'Alembert in his twemv-fixtn 
year. This new principle conlifted in

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cfablilhing equality, at each inftant, be¬ 
tween the < hangts that the morion of a 
body has undergone, and the forces or 
powers which have been employed to pro¬ 
duce them: or, to exprefs * the thing 
otherwile, in feparating into two parts the 
fc&ion of the moving powers, and confi¬ 
guring the one as producing alone the mo¬ 
tion of the hotly, in the lecond in ft am, 
and the other as employed to deftroy that 
which it had in the hrft. Our pant-gyrift 
bonfide rs the difeovery of th.s principle, lo 
Temarkable for its fnnplicity, as the cpocha 
bf an important revolution In the phvfico- 
Tnathematical fcicner^. He acknowledges 
indeed, th it lateral of the problems, folwd 
in tliis treat ife, lu«l been prrvioully l'olvcd 
by particular methods, dift' 14m m ap¬ 
pearance, for each problem ; hut he main¬ 
tains, that theft: methods ditVercd nnlv in 
appearance, that they were, in nulity, hut 
one and the fame method, and that the 
principle above mentioned lay concealed 
in them, though none had been able to 
difeover it before M. d’Ai.embf.rt, 

So early as the year 1744 M. d'Allm- 
BERT had applied this principle to the 
theory of the equilibi turn, andthemotionof 
fluids j and all the problems before lolved 
by geometricians, became, in lbrrie mea- 
furc, its corollaries. The dilcovciy of 
this new principle was followed by that oft 
a new calculus *, the firlt triaU of which 
were puhhlhed in a Difconrle on the ge¬ 
neral Theory of the Winds, to which 
the. prirc-medal was adjudged, by the 
Academy of Beilin, in the year 174^, ami 
which was a new and brilliant addition to 
the fame of M. d'Alembert. This 
new calculus ot p«;t:nl differences he ap¬ 
plied, the year icliowmg, to the problem 
ot vihinting chord*, v.hofc folution, as 
wrll as the theory ot the olcillations ot tlu» 
air and the propagation of found, had 
!>ccn given but incompletely by thr* gco- 
nv.ti irians who pitcdied him, and thcle 
vun* his m after? or his tivals. 

In his etticouric on the theory of the 
v ir.ds, he only confide red the ifk£t that 
may he produced by the combined action 
ot ihf* moon and of the fun upon the fluid 
which lurrounds the earth. Heie the ob¬ 
ject;*; ot hts inqc.iiy wcie, the form th t 
the atmolphere mull afiinnt*, at each in* 


ftant, in confcqucnce of this a6lion, the 
force and direction of the currents that 
mu ft refult from it, and the changes that 
muft be produced, in their velocity and’ 
dilection, by the form of the great val¬ 
leys, which furrow' the furface of the 
£jlobe. In the year 1749 he fumifhed a 
method of applying his principle to the 
motion oft any body of a given figure, and 
he folvt-d the problem of the preceflion of 
the equinoxes, determined its quantity, 
explained the phenqmenon of the nuta¬ 
tion of the tcrreftrial axis +, and thus 
finifiled what Sir Jlaac Newton had left 
incomplete. 

In t ht year 1752, M. d’Alembfrt 
publ 1 a ticatile on the Rcliftance of 
Fluids, to which lie ^ave the mode ft title 
oft an i lft.iy. It contains a multitude of 
original uh as and new ohftervations, and 
by it the theory oft the motion of fluids h. t 
awlength, ready fubic&lcd to calculation. 

About the fame lime he publifiud, in 
the Mciroiis of the Academy of Beilin, 
Reftarches concerning the Intcgial Cal¬ 
culus, which is greatly indebted to him 
tor flu* rapid ptogicls it has made in the 
pictVifl century.—Thus M. d’Allm- 
BI'.rt flicwcd liimftclf, at the age of 34, 
a woithy lucctflbr ot Newton, by lolv- 
mg the pioblein oft the picciliion oft the 
equinoxes (a iolution which has confiim- 
ed, by iuchitiblc proof, the theory oftuni- 
veiialgiuMUt on)—bypuri’uing, likehim, 
the ftudy oftthe mathematical laws oft na- 
tuit—by ci eating, like him, a new lcience, 
and by inventing, allb, a new calculus, 
the honour of which difeovery no com¬ 
petitor has ever pretended to conteft or to 
Ihuic with him. 

While the ftudics of M. d'Al ember r 
wtae confined to geometry, he was little 
known or celcbiated in his native country- 
Ilis connexions weie limited to a fmall fo- 
ciety of leledl friends : he had never ieen 
any man in high otticc, except Meflrs. 
d’Argenlbn. Satisfied w f ith an income 
which furnilhed him with the neceflarics 
of life, he did not rdpire after opulence or 
honours, nor had thev been hitherto be¬ 
llowed upon him, as it is cafierjo confer 
them on thofe who folicit them, than to 
look out for men .who deferve them. His 
chteiful convtrfation, his ftrnart and lively 


* This difeovery of a new calculus appeared neceflary to the fucccfsful application 
of M* d'Alfm cert's principle to the theory of the equilibi mm and the motion of 
fluids' r iKcaulc m the tneory of fluids, as in that of the motion of bodies fufceptible 
of .change ir their fonn, ihis principle ltd to equations, which were not furniftiedby the 
methods htfoie known. 

-f Ddcovcred by Dr. Bradley. 
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(allies, a happy knack at telling a (lory, a 
lingular mixture of malice f'f ipeech with 
^oodnefs of heart, and of delicacy of wit 
with (implicit v of manners, rendered him 
Si pleating ana interalmg companion, and 
his company, conllquently, was much 
(ought after in the fafhioiuble ci’des. 
His reputation, at length, made it* waj^ 
to the throne, and rendered him the objeH 
of royal attention and beneficence. lie 
deceived alio a pcuhon from government, 
which lie owed to the fiicnddup of Count 
D’ARGliNSOS. * 

The tranquillity of M. d’Alpm- 
BERt was abated wl**n his lame grew 
more cxtenfive, and when it was known 
t>ryoud the circle of his fileiiJ-J that a 
fine and enlightened tafte for ntuature 
and philolbphy accompanied his mathe¬ 
matical genius. Our^anegyi id is lo gret- 
cioui to his heso, and lb uiulw! to thole 
who mi cmbiacc his philni'ophicul 
ideas .ill their detail, as in *10.be to 
envy, detraction, and to drlici motives 
ncailv as un rucrous, all the d:lannrob;t- 
tion, oppofitihn, and Coniine th it M. 
.i’A liiuni.RT met with on account of 
ffic publication of the famous Encyclope¬ 
dical DicVioiury of Aits and Sciences, in 
conjunction with Dintpor. This is 
not analyzing nnd deciding with the* 
accuracy which dilbnguilhcs M. dl 
Con dorctt’s m\eltigations of mathe¬ 
matical truth j and if we do not atti Unite 
his inaccuracy hue to the prejudice* U' 
a party-fpilit (foi inf.Jrlity has its ingots 
as well as (rcinlity) , we mult hear haul 
Upon his candour. None, furely, will 
iclule the well-dcici ved tribute of np- 
p Lull I- to the eminent difplays at g.mus, 
judgment, and true literaly taitc, with 
which M. n’Al.EMBERT has cmiched 
the great work, now mentioned. Among 
otheis, the Prelimiriary Pillow fe he has 
artixed to it, concerning the i ilc; progreis, 
Connexions, and afiisities of all the 
brunche; of human knowledge, is, in our 
Opinion; one of the moll capital produc¬ 
tions of which the philolbphy of the p*e- 
fent age can boa ft % Nor will it he depu¬ 
ted, that the' mafter-builders of this new 
and Itupendous temfle of tcimice, for the 
worfhip of Nature, had alfo really in 
view the advancement of human know¬ 
ledge, and the improvement of the arts 
and fcieiices. This, no true, no candid 
philofopher will call in cpidtion, But 
lliat, in the inner Court ot tliis temple, 
there was a Coitfederacy formed agairdt all 
thole who looked higher than nature, for 
the principal object of their veneration and 
Confidence, is a fail loo palpable, pay, 

V*L, XI, 
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too boldlv avowed, to (Pmd in need of 
any proof; and if oppofition was made 
by many good and learned men to the 
violent and ^natural divorce that was 
attempted between religion and philofo- 
phy, we think it rather unfair, that all op- 
poihion to fiich an atiempr, from what¬ 
ever quartet 9 it came, -fiiould be indifcri- 
minatcly lli^matiztd with t‘he odiou 3 ap¬ 
pellations of detraction and (lander. 

Some time after this colofius of fcicftc* 
reared its head to the clouds, and belli ode, 
with authority, the lituaiy woiId, M- 

n’Ai emtjEiit pnblifhcdhisPhiJolophic • *, 
Hiiiorictl, and Philological Mihelhinits. 
Thde, lays oui author, incrcafcd the 
tiumbct of his detrallors 5 that is, of 
tiiole who diil not think them (elves bound 
to fiibfcribe implicitly to his opinions. 
Here difeuflion is again identified with 
cMtadion. What then becomes of (.de¬ 
lation and freedom of inquiry ? Oh ! iliey 
arc the exclulivc prerogatives of our phi- 
lofoplit'is, who, like the learned ladies in 
MoIkic, tell the woihl plainly, that the 
(h(i law of their empire i*,

The Mifccllnmc* wue followed by the 
Mimoii s of C’lmllma Qucm of Sweilen ; 
ill which M. D’AlemuLkT (hewed that 
he was acquainted with the manual lights 
of mankind, and was bddenough to alltit 
them. Hi* Eflay on the Iatercourfe of 
JVIv*n of Letters with PtiJuns high in 
Rank anil Offi'v, wounded the former 
to the quick, as it expolid to the eye* of 
the public the ignominy of thofe f rvih* 
chains; whic.h they feared to (hake off, or 
were pi 3 ud to wear. A lady Ot the couit 
hcaimg, one day, the author accufcd of 
having exaggerated the dcfpoV.i'iu ot tliB 
great, and tlie fubmiffion they requite, 
anfwered (lily, ** If hchad conn.lied me, 

I would hare told him lllll mine ot the 
tii.iiter/' 

M. D Al.TMlJrRT gave very ilegnnt 
fpeciinens of his litoiary abilities, in his 
tianilations of (omc (clni pieces ot I a- 
citus: but thde occupation* did not di¬ 
va t him from his ma'.heinaiicil Itudies \ 
f a, about the fame time, he enriched the 
Encyclopedic with a multitude of excel - 
IrniArticles ill that Cine,and compolcd r.it 
Releaiches on level al unpoitant VoinU 
of the Syft.in of the World, in which he 
canittl to a higher degitc of pedeftion 
the foiution of the problem of the pnlurr 
b itions ot the planets, that hud, teveiai 
ycai S before, been prefented ti.e /Veu- 

demy. . 

In i7 l J9* ht-* publifhed his Elements ox 

PhilQlORhy j a woik reniRrkabfe for its 

&, o pruciiloa 
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precifion and pcrljjicuity $ full of import¬ 
ant tmths, analyzed with Inch clcarnels 
and (implicit);, that they are intelligible 
to thole who are 1 Ik lea A accu domed to ab- 
Uraft notions, and therefore adapted to 
general ufe. Such is the iuhltance of 
ottr pancgyriil’s opinion of this work ; 
in which, however, other wrileis may 
find fame tenets, relative both to m j i- 
phyftcs and moral Icience, that are far 
from being admilhble. 

Wt oafs owi our panegyiiA's ac¬ 
count ot the relent men t that was kindled 
(and of the difputcs that followed it) hy 
the article Geneva, inlet ted in tie Ency¬ 
clopaedic. The lloiy is old and ftalc ; 
its lubjeft is local j yet, in the courfe of 
the controverfy, talents, were dilj>la\ed, 
and incidental ohjc&s were exhibited, 
which gave rile to diicuflions moic gene¬ 
rally inteieAing. We flint] only ohkne, 
that M. d'Ale.MBFR.T did not leave this 
field of connoverty with living cnlouis. 
The contcft cttiainly was neithti ta*r nor 
fuccefsful on his fine, though our pane* 
gyrift is at no fmall pains to ditl’uifc his 
defeat 5 a thing not unuiVal with his fu- 
petiois in battles of another kind. Vol¬ 
taire was an auxiliary in this canted ; but 
a«, in point of candour and deccncv, he 
had no icputation to lofc 5 and a. lie 
weakened the blows of his cncinic**, l»y 
throwing both them and the lptclatoi s into 
fits of l.iughtei, the iliac* of the war gave 
h.in little, uncaimefs. It fill more hea¬ 
vily on o'A m .mbf.rt, and ixpolcd him, 
even at home, to much contradiction and 
cppolition. 

It was on this oreniion that the lat^Cing 
of Pudfia oftcicd hun an honouiahlc n!v- 
lum at his court, and the place ot Pull- 
dent of his Acad< my ; and was not of¬ 
fended at his refui.il uf the Ip diltmttions, 
but cultivated an intimate iiiendllup with 
hirp during the pit ot his life. He had 
lefuftd, fume time* before this, a propo- 
fil mule hy the Empitfs ot RuiTia, toen- 
tj-jA him with tlu education of the Grand 
Duke 5—a propof.il accompanied with 
?11 the flattering otiers that could tempi a 
man ambitious of titles, 01 dclircus of 
making an ample fortune : Imr theobjclhs 
of his ambition were tirnqui'lity and 
fludy. 

In the year 1765, he publilhcd hisDif- 
f< ttation on the Defiru&ion ot the Jefuits. 
I hi* piece drew upon him a fwann of‘ad- 
\«iaiics, who' confirmed the merit and 


credit of his woik by their manner of at¬ 
tacking it. 

Beit da the wo:ks of this eminent man 
already mentioned, he publilhed nine vo¬ 
lumes of memoirs and treatiles, under the 
title of Opufcules j in which he has folved 
a multitude of Problems 1 dative to Aitro - 
notriy, Mathematics, and Nuluial Phi- 
lofophy $ -of which our pnnegyriA gives a 
particular account, more especially of 
thole which exhibit uca- lubjc£U, or new 
methods of invt Algernon. 

lie publilhed alio (Elements of Mufic, 
and rendered, at l.ngth, the fyftem of 
Rameau intelligible u hut he did not think 
the mathematical theory of the fonorous 
body luflificntto account for the rules of 
that art. \ He was always fond of mufic £ 
which, on the one ^hnnd, is connected 
with the moll luhtle ai^il Uarncd rciearchcs 
ot rational mechanics j while, on the 
other, its pnwci over the ilnlis, and the 
foitf, exhibits, to phiiofophci s, phoenu- 
mciri no Ids lingular, and ltill more in¬ 
explicable. 

In iheyc.n 1772, he was chofcn fecrc- 
tuy to the PttiKh Academy. He form¬ 
ed, loon alter this pri tl 1 men*, the delign 
of wiring tin lives ot all the deceased 
AuuLnutsan*., t101.il/00t0z77ss and, 
in the lpate of tlnce ye.us, he executed 
thi*delign, by compoiir.g i’eventy Kula¬ 
gin- 

M. D'AltmbERT died on the 29th of 
Oclob«r, 17^3. Thcic were many ami- 
nhle lines of candoui, modtAy, dilinter 
tflednefs, and beneficence in Ids moral 
thaiatUr; which an* lieie dcfciibed with 
a dirtuhu- detail, whole length and uni- 
tot mity (as thefe lines exhibit nothing 
teiy ltiiking or extiaordinary) make 
their nnpicllion nioit taint than it would 
have been, it the deicription had been in¬ 
duced within a narrowci compals. M. 
Condorcet concludes this morai por¬ 
trait in the following manner: 

“ M. d’Alembert pafled the lad 
days of his life in a numerous company, 
liltcning to their conversation, and ani¬ 
mating it frequently by witty jokes and 
pleafant (lories. He was the only perion 
ot the company who remained calm, and 
could occupy his mind about other ob¬ 
jects than himiclf j the only one who had 
(tiength of mind fufiicient to give himfelf 
up to merriment and frivolous amute- 
meats/’

to add to them-Never yet has brib'd for 

an Election, or apply’d to a great man for 
a favour. But if tins weie not the cafe, 
your Lordfliip could «rali|y diltmguilh be¬ 
tween the fervile inccnfe of flattery, and the 
chlinterelled offlting? of grjtitude that flow 
from the heait. 

If tlu- uicUifed lines are worth a further re- 
rinik, it may be oblerved, that what is fui- 
tner faid m them, with regard to the man¬ 
ners of the times, is intended to be cleaily 
underflood in the *ev< >ft : as defuiptive, I 
am forty to have orcaflnn to f.»y, by no 
means of what they but what they 
cught to he ; and what your LorJlhip’s ex* 
ample and happy adminiltration plainly tend¬ 
ed to have made them. 

But our national luxmy is too melancholy 
a topic to dwell upon 1 ♦put it, with my 
hopes that the offspring may nut ar frequent¬ 
ly prove deltiuCt.ve to us over indulgent 
parent, our puh'ic pmfperity.

OUCH of our readers as remember the 
^ entertainments ol the Theatre twenty 
years part, will, at the lame time they are 
informed of the death of tlie celebrated

a&reis of that period, claim from ns, ac¬ 
cording t on our vfual cultom, fume memo¬ 
rials of the tranfatf ions of her life. 

The maiden name of Ivies- Yates was 
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Graham, tnd the time of her birth, from 
conjecture, may be fixed about the year 
1730. If we are not mi (informed, the 
place of her birth was Birmingham. Of 
this laft circumftance we would fpeak 
with diffidence, not having certain infor¬ 
mation ; and for the fame reafon (hal l pa ft 
over the early part of her life, Vhich is laid 
to have been marked with unhappinefs. 
Her firft theatrical efTay was in Dublin, 
about the year 175*, when the theatre of 
that city was under the direction of Mr. 
Sheridan. To this gentleman Mrs. Gra¬ 
ham applied, and was pcrmittld to per¬ 
form the part of Anne Sullen, in King 
Henry VIII. * but at that time, though 
in the bloom of youth, her figure was lb 
incumbered with bulk, and her voice l'o 
very deficient in powei, that after one or 
two efiays fhe declaitd hcrfelf fatisfied 
with Mr. Sheridan's, opinion, that fhe was 
not likely to make :*ny icl« enable figuie 
IS an aCtrcfs, and quitted Dublin appa¬ 
rently with a detti minuticn to give up her 
ihcauical pin foils. 

Fortunately ter hexfelf and for the pub- 
lick, flic did not adhere to this rcfoluncn j 
as in the year 175+ we find hti in Lon¬ 
don, a candidate for fume at Drui y- Lane 
Theatre, 1 nd fi% m the circumftance of 
Mr. Gairick’s introducing her to the 
town in a new play with a piologue 
written and fpoken by hiutelf, iu which 
he mentioned the fcais ot the new atircl's 
with fome addiels, wc may fuppofe he 
was not without hopes ot her becoming 
vfetul, if not tmin-it. The play was 
Virginia, written by Mr. Ciiip, t of the 
Cuftom-Houfc, and the part lhe performed 
was that of letlia. It was firft afted Fe¬ 
bruary a5, *754. As the lines with 
which M». Gan irk concluded h-s pro¬ 
logue, pai ticularly belong to Mrs. Yates’s 
Ik i lx or y, our readeis will not be difplcafcd 
to fee them here.

during his management, was ailed nine 
nights ; and when his own excellent pn - 
formance, with the alii fiance of Mrs. Cib¬ 
ber and Mr. MofTop, are recollcCted, it 
will not excite much furprixe. Mrs. 
Graham, however, difplaiea but little np- 

E earance of talents ; ana though at her 
enefit (he perfoimed Jane Shore, and 
about the fame time Hermione, in the 
Diftrcft Mother, f!.*v: afforded l'caice any 
promife of excellency,. Accordingly, at 
the end of the enluing feal'on, May 1755, 
we find her diiiniffed fpom Drury-Lane 
1 heatre^as no longer woir’n retaining. 

After ayeai's ablcncs fhe returned again 
to the fame thcatic, having in the inteival 
changed err name by fur union with Mr. 
Yates. The merit of this gentleman as 
an : <fror, and his extent nee on the ftngc, 
mud have afforded his lady many oppor¬ 
tunities of improvement. Her genius 
however lipened fo fluwjy, that the cha- 
1 afters fhe reprefented feem ilill to have 
been cliofen nioie for the advantage of her 
figure than any other requiliie. In De- 
cembir 1756, flic peilornicd Alcmcna, 
m Aif.plmryon, altered by Dr. Ha\* kif-. 
worth ; in 1758, Sandane, in Agis ; Har¬ 
riet, in the Upholfterer ; and fomenmes 
fupplied Mis. Cibbei's place in a pnncipal 
character, when that aCtiefs was dilablcd 
by binds fiom pcifurnvng. In 1759 
lhe reprefented the bt.iutiiul Cleopatra, 
in Mr. Capel's abiidgcment of Shak- 
freaie's Antony and Cleopatra > and 011 
the revival ot The Ambitious Step¬ 
mother, eaily that year, fhe filled the 
character of Ameftris, which fell to her 
fhare by Mrs. Cibber's indifpofition after 
the firft night, with more reputation than 
fhe had yet acquired. Her fame at thia 
pciiodbe^an toellablifh itleff, and an in¬ 
cident which foon afterwards occuired 
fixed it on a firm balis. 

The tragedy of The Orphan of China, 
after being rcjeCUd by Mr. Gariick, was 
by the joint award ot the author and 
manager referred to the determination of 
Mr. Whitehead, then Poet Laurcat, 
This gtnijcman's opinicn being in its 
favour, Mr, Gai i ick was oblige l,however 
iduClanily, to 1 revive it. The manager/* 
fays Mr. Davies, who on this occafion 
we mutt quote tor our authority, “ was. 
not a lit: 1c muriifitd to find his judgment 
cortradiflcd by his fiiend and admirer the 
P< et Laitreac. However, the parts of the 
play were now caff and divided. Mr. 
Garrick, Mr. Mcllbp, Mr. Holland, and 
Mrs.. Cibber, were to be the principal 
a&ors; but Mrs. Ciller's ttate pf health 
at that time was fo piccarious, thaf (he

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•ould not be depended upon f< r the cha¬ 
racter of Mind.me. In this dill, cl's, the 
manager adviled the author to rUtrve his 
play till the great a^htfs (hould be lb far 
recovered as to be able to do juftiie to her 
partin his play. 

“ Mrs. Yates was then a young aflrefs 
bf merit, who had occa lion ally given 
fome proofs of genius, but was lb un¬ 
acquainted with the itage, that it was 
thought hazardous by the manager to 
trull lb great a put as Mandane to her 

f ierfoimance. However, Mr. Murphy 
laving privately confulted the lady, Ihe 
piotnilcd to undertake it, if he* would 
take the pains to in it mil her. When 
t'ic author piOpokd to Mi. Garjlck the 
difpeihl of the part ot Mandane to Mrs. 
Yates, he was ext.emcly appiehcniive 
that (he would never be equal to lb great 
a talk. “ Sn, you had bettor wait till 
Mrs. Cibber's tiulii petition is abated.’* 
However, he could not lcfufe to hear hei 
r>ad the part. Mrs. Yates, from a con¬ 
ceited plan, contrived at the firit rehear- 
lal to tp|>ear unacquainted with thegiart 
of Mandane, though Ihe was then aleioft 
niiitrcis of the charallci. Mr. Gamck 
t•'His deceived, declared it was impollibie 
flic play could be ailed till Mrs. Cib- 
bci\ health was reilored. Mr. Mur¬ 
phy perlilled in his reibiution to try the 
abilities of the young actrtfs, and put 
off a further rehear fa 1 for a week or ten 
days : duiing that time he conftantly 
attended Mrs. Yates, and gave her fuch 
Jettons, that he was perluaded her efforts 
wcuId exceed the manager's and the pub- 
lick’s expectations. At the next rehear- 
fal Mrs. Yates now gave fuch proofs of 
iuperioi intelligence and pericll acquaint¬ 
ance with hci part, that Mr. Gamck 
appeared to be quite tranfpoi ted with joy ; 
in a Iteming lupiure he took Mr. Mur¬ 
phy by the hand, and dec) ired he was 
quite latished with his Maudane, and 
that the play Ihould be infallibly ailed as 
foon as poinble*.*’ 

The play was accordingly ailed a ill 
of April * 759 > with the grcatcil 

approbation and applaule 1 and Mrs. 
Yates, from her excellent acting of Man¬ 
dane, became immediately a favourite 
with the publick. 

In 1760 Ihe performed Mrs. Love- 
more in The Way to Keep Him, in 
which character (he (hewed ncrfclf pof- 
fa fled of very confiderable comic talents t 
and from this period the frequent returns 


of Mrs. Cibber's illnefs occafioned her t# * 
appear in the principal characters of tra¬ 
gedy. Duiing the next year, Ihe per¬ 
formed Emmeline in Edgar and Emwe* 
line; and Chinchilla Roi'ciad was about 
this time published, whetein he noticed 
Mis. Yates in*the following lines. 

Might Figure give a title unto Feme, 

What rival should wilts Yates difpute her 
claim ?

Though thefe lines mark with fever*ty , 
the dcfcwls of Mrs. Yates's pei forma nee, 
they were not without ionic degree of 
truth. Of the faults here pointed out, 
flic amended the principal in the Couife of 
a few years. 

During the Aimmer of the next year, 
(he pcrfoi med at Dnn y-L<ine, then open¬ 
ed by Mr. Foote and Mr. Muiphy, and 
reprdented Belinda in All in the Wrong j 
in 176a, Araminta in The School for 
Lovers, and Julia in The Two Gentle¬ 
men of Veiona ; the next year, Bella- 
rio in Philallcf ; in 1765, Lady Falk¬ 
land in oThe Platonic Wife ; and Fi* 
delta in the Plain Dealer. In 1766, by 
the death of Mrs. Cibber, 31ft Januaty, 
Mi 9. Yctes was loft without a rival. In 
December (lie performed with great fuc- 
cefs Margaret of Anjou, in thi Earl of 
Warwick. She had at this period reach¬ 
ed the fummit of her fame, without a 
competitor to difpute with her the favour 
of the Town. In this year Air. Ktllj 1 
publifhcd two poems, called “ Tbti- 
pis,* in the firft of which he celebrates 
Mrs. Yates in the following lines.

We own wp are forry to fee Fielding 
included in the above cenfure, which ;s 
not altogether upjutt. Fielding, that gi eat 
matter of life apd manners, is certainly, 
on the whole, a moral writer» though 
the illegal amours of Tom Jones are ex¬ 
ceedingly indelicate, fuch as no rational 
fathtV would read to his daughters, or 
wift} his fops to imitate. It is an idle 
excufe to fay that poetical jufticc is at the 
end patted upon his failings. He is repre* 
fen ted on the whole as an amiable injured 
chara&er s a fure method to palliate every 
fault, and to make the young and giddy 
account theip as nothing. Who knows 
not how many a thief has confetted under 
fentence of death, how his imagination 
was wirped by tne gay fpirited colours 
bpttpwed on highwaymen, in the Beggar's 
Opera* 

The limits of our plan will not allow us 
to follow Sir John through all the by- 
hjfioriesof Authors and Phvficiaps, with 
which he has ttrangely Ailed hi* book. 
But we pnult not omit Akenfide's quarrel 
with Ballow, a little deformed man, bred 
a v lawyer, avid of fJid learning. •• One

|T is rather remarkable, th£ mod of 
* the feienoes of real and permanent 
Utility to mankind ate thofe to which, in 
general, mankind have paid the lead at* 
tendon; and in which, consequently, they 
have made the moft mfignificant progrtft. 

In England, for example, many of the 
feieneet—the polite ones, as they are 
fiyled—that tend merely to the embelliOi- 
itoent of lifo| to an improvement an the 
refinements of fenfual luxury ; oreto the 
gratification of a reftlefs fpirit of curiofity 
(unprofitable in itielf, and frequently to 
an extreme even pernicious, though proud, 
ly dignified with the name of philofophj) 
had been cultivated with aeai, and patro¬ 
nised with munificence, before any ftep* 
were taken to promote the invaluable art 
of hutbandry, or to refcite it from that 
Rate of unfcientifict unproduSbje barba- 
rifm in which, after having for genera¬ 
tions and generations fcemmgly under¬ 
gone few alterations, and certainly expe¬ 
rienced no improvements, it was rudely 
tranfmitted to us bv our fathers* 

It was not indeed, till within, compara¬ 
tively fpeaking, thefe fitv years, that any 
attempts (any tffcSual attempts, how¬ 
ever) were made to convince our country¬ 
men of the infinity importance of attend- 
ing with a fedtilous regard to the nume¬ 
rous minima that unite to form the im¬ 
portant fcience of rural economics j to 
exhibit before them thofe minutiae in 
rational, fyHematic points of view; and, 
by coUeQing them, from aftual observa¬ 
tion and experience, into one genet al, 
but comprehendve mafs of practical in¬ 
formation, to Shew how intimately they 
are all connefted with, and dfcmiaily de¬ 
pendent upon each other. 

Of the writers of the prefiot day, who 
have devoted their time and a t tenti on to 
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the laudably, and truly patriotic pWfpoft 
of illuftrating the rural econoihy of 1 
land on folid grounds, we know of n s ns 
to whom more commendation is ddh thaet 
the intelligent and indefatigable author of 
the volumes before us. ' * 

In a prefatory addiefs to the PtrtiM 
Mr. Marshall obferves, that the # 
full and faithful registers of the ptm 
pra&icc of hutbandry, in Welhcuftifattd 
diftrl&s, occurred to him about ten pe ars 
ago, when, in a journey of four or-- ffrti& 
hundred miles through the central partite 
the iAand, he expricuted the 
• tranfient weto ; but, at the ibme o™? 
clearly few the advantages which wuuja 
accrue from a / weIve-month't refideHeei** 
the immediate diitrift of the practice l»js 
rtgiftered. 

At that time, however, be Wht too 
bufily employed in regiftering Ms own 
pnAid * to think of extending his if- 
gifter, in any way, to the practice of 
others. Being re leafed, however# fipa 
hia connexion in Surrey* and having 
prepared for publication his “ Expsn- 
itients and Obrervationa concerning Agn- 
culmre and the Weather,** he found leifurs 
to reflect more maturely on the mea ns of 
perfecting the fyffem, which be had with 
much deliberation fleetebed out, mad jilt 
part filled up, from bis own practice; 

Intent oh the proiccution ot As fcherpe, 
our author informs us, that in February, 
ir«nj he fobmitted to the Society of Arts m 
London, as the firft Society, protefedly 
agricultural, in the kingdom, a plan for 
carrying it effectually into execution*

as an axiom, that M the Knowledge, of 
agriculture either mfolfs from experience, 
Amply, or is acquukd through tlie united 
efforts of expse i ey and theory/* ka

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juftly remarks, th.il though 44 theory

“ The experience of agriculture,” Mr.

Of others*" This* is a tclf-cvidcnt truth. 
We perfcfl dy agiee with Mr. Marlh >11 
mlfo where he ati<U> that as “ the piAc- 
tice of an individual is gmeially limited 
to loine particular branch of manage* 
ment, on foinc* certain foil and fituation,” 
io 14 a general knowledge of agiiculuire 
burrft not be exported from the ■piartice of 
%ny one man \*' but, nivm fields, that 
r, « were the knowledge of the ablelt far¬ 
mers in the bed cultivated parts of the 
tfUnd eo!tcMed*> Englilh ague 11 It me 

* would be found, at this clay, to be far 
advanced towards perfection.” 

To the attainment of this important 
dijid'. ratum, however, there are tuch ob¬ 
stacles as, wc fear, will long prove in a 
great msalurt infupcrahlc ; among which 
none of the lead nwlti hi ones aic thole 
(fcated by oui author; namely, that 4< the 
individuals who ex*el in a£ricultuic, arc 
Unknown to each otlnr;’* tUt, “ if 
fcffociated, thiy could uot probably com¬ 
municate their knowledge, with any de¬ 
gree of prtcilion, for thru ait being the 
refult of habit, it is too familiar to be 
minutely delcnbcdj"—that, in Ihoit, 
« their farms uc the only records in 

• which it w yegitlcrcd, and even theic it 
is as fleeting 9s the hour in which it is 
•performed.’* 

From thclc and other ctrcumftances 
< Mr. Marrfhall concludes, that ** nothing 
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but artual obfervation, and immediately 
regidering in writing the feveral opera¬ 
tions, as they pafs throughout the year- 
can render tlic practice of individuals ct 
exteniive fervice to the public and it >9 
a conclufion of which, we inull acknow¬ 
ledge, he has very forcibly illuftrated the 
truth in his vtvn prallice —Of that prac¬ 
tice dm ing five yeai s lie had publiflied * 
regider, before tlic feheme now under 
conlidcr.\tion was lubmit?cd to the notice of 
the Society of Arts; 'in which icgitlcr -f a 
plan was comprehended for acquit ing 
agricultural knowledge fydemaiically, 
from f, ff-p raft ice, as well as from the 
practice of othcis, provided, as he ex- 
prefles it/ 44 the obfervations be performed 
without msmijfon, and by one who is ac- 
cuftomcd to agiicuUuial oblci vatUm.” 

Of the inode of obfu valion to be 
adopted by him in the execution of his 
frfiemc foi collecting information from, 
the practice of others, he remaikcd to the 
Society, that, 44 having pitched upon the 
branch of management to be fiudied, and 
the *«< icl which excels in the prartire ot 
that J»ai titular branch, lie propofed to fix 
his place of icfidence, duiing twelve 
months , in a farm-houfc—if poHible, in 
the houfe ot the bcd-inforiued fanner in 
the diltiitl p'tched upon ; and thrre, with 
daily attention, minutely obferve and re- 
idcr the living piadtice which lurrounds 
iin * not the pra 6 ticc of theoretical, but 
of proftfiional farmers j or rather the 
provincial piaeticcof the didtirt, county, 
or countiy obftrved ; lUveithelcfs attend¬ 
ing to improvements and excellencies, by 
\\ lmmfoevcr piartifed .' 4 

Nor did our author intend, even then, 
that hisjdau lhouldbe confined merely to 
offervtAlion • On thecontraiy, it was his 
objed to acquiie by felf-prjrtice a coin- 
patent knowledge of the manual opera¬ 
tions incident to the department ot huf- 
butulry, which was, as it is ftill, the im¬ 
mediate objert of Ms dudy 5 as alfo to 
Collect fuch implements and ntenJHi as 
might appear peculiaily adapted to th«

This day a long debate took place on the 
eignth charge agjinft Mr. Haftings, relative 
to the article of Pieituts. The charge was 
brought by Mr. Shertd in, who, as on h for • 
mer oec.tfion, was w.tcy, humourous, elo¬ 
quent, and bidhant. He nbftived that there 
appeared to be two principles 0.1 which Mr. 
H.dtmgs feemed to have grounded his ad- 
m 1 ni It ration, and on which he built his hopes 
•f extorting and amailing money—the *one 
was asosr, the otfitr corruption. Both 
had been applied fucceifivily, and fuccef>ful- 
ly: the former, however, was not always 
of a long duration; it was too dreadful and 
violent to he refilled, and therefore it was 
Toon over, when the object for which it was 
railed had been attained : but his corruption 
knew no di(continuance. Hi« anger was 
like a tornado, or hurricane, which loon ex- 
haufted its rage 1 but his corruption was like 
the nffenfoon, or trade wind ; it continued 
always in one direction. Mr. Sheridan read 
part of the A 3 patted m 1773, for the re¬ 
gulation of the condtsft of the Company’s fer- 
vants abroad, by which a£l they were flntl- 
ly enjoined not to receive any prefents, of any

nature, on any pretence whatever 1 Re thdfi 
inftanced the 23,000!. taken from Chtyc 
Smg, the xoo,oool. from the Begums ol 
Oude, and various other fums, as diredt 1ft- 
fra&ions ofcthe i£t of 1773. The Court of 
Directors liad always found fault with-the 
Governor-General for taking prefents; but 
they had a 3 ed rather in a manner to encou¬ 
rage, than to reprefs his fpirit of rapacity s 
all their cenfurcs and directions on that heiul 
might be ^hus analized —•* l*or as much as 
you have received certain fums of money 
privately, wo are very angry; but in as much 
as a particular ihare of them is placed to aot 
account, we are not a little plotted.’* He 
laid, that if there was any part of the chirgjf 
to which Mr. Haftings might obje&, it was 
that the money taken by him from the dide¬ 
rent Prince* m tndia, was called by the ge- 
nei.il name of presinti, when, in truth, 
that money was extorted. The friends 
that gentleman had reprefented thofe Princ^ 
as mirrors of liberality and munificence; a§^ 
fo they might be; hut when an army o* 
100,000 men, difuplined and commahdSd 
by European officers, was fent forth in all 
directions, for the exprefs purpofe of laying 
the country under contributions, it mighc 
not be juft to afenbs the money fent to th* 
Governor General, to any extraordinary food 
of liberality. Some ttrefs had been Urid by 
the friends of Mr. Haftings on this ctrcum- 
ftance, that no charges had been brought 
ag.iuitt him ip India, of corruption or extor¬ 
tion, for many year* hack. But this would 
not ajif^ar fuipnfingto thofe who lemem- 
bered the fate of Rajah Nundcomar : when 
thofe who find been oppretted faw that a man 
ol the Inghelt rank had been hanged, becaufu 
he had dated to accufe the Governor Gene¬ 
ral of cor 1 option, it was not furprifing that 
they hid remained filent. Upon the cafe of. 
Nundcomar he laid, he would not dilate, as 
that bufmefs would fonn come before tho 
Hmtfe, 111 all its lhecking circnmftances j 
this much, however, he would ve ntute t o 
flfy for the prefent, that no law 
been fo i^xonoufly proftitnted or tortured, 
to give fan&ion to murder, as was that un¬ 
der which the black and bloody deed of lung¬ 
ing the Rajah was perpetrated. Mr. Sheri¬ 
dan concluded by moving that the eighth 
charge, relative to prefents, contained mat¬ 
ter of impeachment ag.unft Warren Haftings, 
Efq.

The Chaneelloi of the Exchequer was fnr- 
prifed that the honourable Gentleman lhould 
think-of prefcnhuig to the Houfe the proper 
timc'of exprefiing their objertions on this 
fubjert.

He 
fate, with regard to the prefent charge, he 
«W>uld affirm, that if Mr. Haftings was in- 
jtocent in other refpe&s, this alone would 
bt a fufhcient reafon for impeachment. He 
represented the lands of Hmdoftan as the 
private and inheritable property of the Ze¬ 
mindars ; a property which they claimed in 
$onfequence of the regulations of the Shaffer, 
religious code of the Bramins, a book of 
Ary great antiquity. This right had been 
3 gpof&ly violated by Mr. Haftings, for he 
eltabhfiied a Committee of Circuit, confin¬ 
ing of pei funs who went about as collec¬ 
tor* of the revenue; and his manner of 
making the eftahlifhmcnt was confonur.t to 
bit fyftem of opprelfion and peculation. He 
had put up the lands to auCtion ; and as it 
was natural to fuppofe that the Zemindars, 
who were the owners of them, would not 
offer more for them than they were worth, 
they fell into the hands of knavifh adventu¬ 
rers. Thus, by a flagrant aCT of tyranny, 
the original proprietors were v ejc<fl«l fiom 
their poifellions for tho fpace of five years. 
He alfo permitted Canto-Buboo, his Banyan, 
(a fervant who a&cd as agent or broker) to 
farm many of thefe lands, 10 the amount of 
thirteen lacks and a half of rupees per ann. 
..This was contrary to an expieft regulation, 
prohibiting Banyans from taking any farms 
t of the Eaft-India Company. Though Mr. 
iHafttngs had pretended that the mftituhon of 
. • Committee of Circuit would tend to the

this hit Committee were mere tools in the 
hands of Gongagovin Sing, a man of an in¬ 
famous character, who a£ted as Douan, or 
ColleClor-General, and who was greatly pa¬ 
tronized by the Governor-General. The 
cftaMifhment of tins Committee of Revenue 
proved highly injurious to the Company. By 
thefe and other means did Mr. Haflmgs 
cmtnhuieto the dimunftion of the countiy’s 
treafuic, and the emolument of himfelf and 
friends. **> vmg treated copiouOy of thefe 
points, he concluded with moving, That it 
is the opinion of this Committee, after ron- 
fidei ing the faid charge, and hearing evi¬ 
dence there* 11, that Warren Half mgs, Kfq.

Nothing, however, could be 
more eironeous. The income of tliat year 
had been ettimated at 1 5,300,000!. and fub- 
fequent years were leckoned at the flattering 
calculation of 15,397,000!. but thefe hap¬ 
py piofpedts we 1 c imaginary, and not founded 
on truth s he thercfoie could not «on- 
ceive how tliey meant to realize the fum of 
1,200,cool, when it was aJmittcd that 
our expenditures were confiderably above 
16,600,000!. The article of Ways and 
Means, including the confolidation plait, tlie 
expectations from the cambticks, and vari¬ 
ous other affairs, were ftaced in fuch a com¬ 
plicated manner, chat he wifbed we received 
a little plain dealing. With regard to the fum 
—from the Eaft-India Company, he 
diffcf^l from the gentlemen who compofed 
admimftration, and he was juftified, from 
the proceedings of the Directors* who had 
lately refufed their acquiescence, 

Mr. Dun das rofe to t ay a few words on 
the Eaft-India Company. He was obliged

tv the Hon^ Gentleman for giving him m op* 
poc canity of Rating to the Houfe whaffa* 
knew to be the real fituation of that ver y 
important concern: and happy were k fv' 
this country, were her debts within an equefr- 
probability of liquidation as thofe of tbs 
Company ; for it was his fincer© opinions 
(hat within a period of rune or ten yean» 
with any degree of prudence m the govern* 
ment, every fai thing of their debt would Id ■ 
completely discharged. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer did not 
wonder chafethe Hon. Gentleman ntfe&ed fig* 
much fcepcictfm on a faft it was fo natural 
for him and his friends to with, at nothing 
but the falfity of this fa# could, in the tell 
degree, alleviate the very daring'outrages, 
which, under their admmiftration, had been 
offered to the Company. He adverted to tho 
refources which he had foimerly ftaced end 
explained, as forming a rational ground for 
expectation, that the exigencies of the pub* 
lie might he altogether fupplied, without im* 
poling any new huiiltens. 

Mr. $hei idnn replied to both. The fpdecfc#; 
of the Right Hon. Gentleman, and his Rights 
Hon. Fiicnd, had confirmed infteadof refolr- 
ttig his doubts of the importance of theCou** 
pnny. He repelled the infinuatxm of tbs 
Ri<»ht Hon. Gentleman agaiuft the bill of hto 
Right Hon. Friend, by alledging tliat the 
mtfeiable argument railed on the word char* 
ters, was fo perfectly trite, that to mentis* 
it was ridiculous; but he defired the Houfe as 
compare the two cafes. The meafure of hie 
Right H011. Friend was bold and manly 9 
that of the Ri^ht Hon. Gentleman was only 
filching what liedud not the courage to feizt. 
After fome little further convertatmn, the 
refolutions ucie lead a fecood time, and 
agreed to.

• .Major Scott denied that there was an/ 
breach of the privileges of the Houfe in the- 
publication alluded to—He had written that 
letter to the Hon. Gentleman, not in confe- 
quence of any thing he had (aid in the Houfe, 
but in anfwer to a pamphlet written by that 
gentleman, purporting to be a fpeech, where¬ 
in he conceived that there were fome impro¬ 
per infmuations againft his character. As 
tile Hon. Gentleman had made no diredl 
complaint to the Houfe, nor lifted fpecifi- 
«*»? what the breach of privilege was, lie 
apprehended they had nothing to do with his 
I n t entions of profecuting the bufmefs in the 
.Courts of law. 
t Here the matter ended. 

Sir Gilbert Elliott gave notice, that on 
Taofday next it was his intention to bring 
forward a motion for impeaching Sir Elijah 
Xmpcy of high crimes and mifdemeanors. 

Mr. Dundas fubmitted it to the Hon. Ba- 
%■ ronet, whether it would be proper, at fo 
*itate a period of the feflion, to bring forward a 
^queftton which much neceflarily involve an 
imutenfe mafs of inveftigatinn. Tdefday was 
thefirft of May, and from the prefent for- 
werdnefs of the public bufmefs, it was pro¬ 
bable that the feflion of Parliament would 
sk* be much protra&ed beyond that time. 

Mr. Fox agreed m thinking it was now 
too late in the prefent fefiinn ; but the delay, 
be laid, could not be attributed to his Hon.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe in 
coo requeue® of the notice given by the wor¬ 
thy Alderman (Nownham) a few days ago, 
of a motion relative to the fir nation of the 
Prince of Wales, which undoubtedly was of 
much importance, and could not receive too 
much of the attention of the Houfe. If the 
Hoti. Member meant topeififl in his motion, 
end to agnate a quefUoo of fuch peculiar de¬ 
licacy and lingular novelty, he hoped he 
Would explain tumfelf more fully, by Hating 
HM»r.^r.yciuid extent of the motion which lie 
meant uabpng forward. * 

Mr. Aldcrtoan Newoham fat'd, he was 
frot prepared to fay exactly what parliamen¬ 
tary form he Ihould adopt,'in fubmitting his 
ttiocion to the Houfe; but the obielt of it 
was to relieve the Prince of Wales from he 
embuTalTnienU under which he laboured, and 
Which he trufted would meet with the hearty 
fnpport of the Houfe. The foie-mtern ion of 
Ibe motion which he ihould have jibe honour 
to pmpufe, was to refcue an amiable 
frinft from a fituation difgraceful to his rank, 
'who, with a magnanimity that would ever 


refiedfc on him immortal honour and glory, 
had appropriated fo great a part of his re¬ 
venue to the difeharge of hie debts, that what 
remained was very inadequate to fnpport the 
fplendour of his birth (a loud cry of hear ! 
hear! hear 1 from all parts of the Houfe). 

Mr. Fox was of opinion that the worthy 
Magiftrate had fufficiently explained himfelf, 
by ftating the fubftance of his motion. And 
he was lorry that the Right Hon. Gentle • 
man, inftead of dwelling on 1 the DtLicyrcY 
of the fubjedl, had ndt informed the Houfe 
that it was under the confideration of his Ma- 
jelty’s M^nifters. 

Mr. Pitt explained what he meant by the 
peculiar delicacy of the fubjedt. The in¬ 
tended nthotion of the Hon. Member, the 
Houfe hail been informed, was to refcue the 
Prince of Wales from the embarrafTments of 
his fituation. Was it not then a fubjedt of 
the greateft delicacy to enter into a difcuflion 
hew that fituation was brought about ? for 
fuch mutt be the nature of the diffcufliuu. It 
was a fubjedt that was not uew to him- It 
had been often under his confideration, and 
however painful it mu ft be, he knew too 
well fhe duty he owed to himfelf ai>d to hie 
country, to hold out any expectations.of flip- 
port from AdminiCtration. Hero this inte- 
refting converCation terminated. 

Mr. Fox entered into a long detail on the 
Chop tax* which he faid was not only partial 
and oppreflive, but alfo unproductive to the 
revenue. It was not merely the value of the 
tax that excited oppofition, but tho injuftice 
and impartiality of impofing what might be 
termed a perfonal muldt on individuals. An 
additional tax on alehoufes would be far pre¬ 
ferable to the prefent impoft;' hut other 
taxes might be devifed that would prove 
better thaft either. He Anally moved, that 
leave be given to bring in a bill for repealing* 
the faid tax. 

Mr. Lambton, member for Durham, in 
an eloquent maiden fpeech fecooded the mo¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Pitt obferved, -as the queftion had 
been fo fully difeutfed on former occafions, 
he Ihould be very concife at prefent. It was 
his opinion, that the competition between 
trades would always be the means of pro¬ 
curing living profit, which would not be 
much, if at all, dimmilhed by the prefent 
tax. After fome other observations, he de¬ 
clared his <liffenc to the motion. 

Several other members fpoke, and^f** * 
diviflon the numbers were 147 for Emo¬ 
tion, and 183 agamft it.

Mr. Marfham wifhed to know what the 
right honourable Gentleman's objeQ was in 
tins bill; for he thought the bringing for- 
v ard a bill which would occafion a general 
departure from th .t fvlfem of collecting the 
revenue which has hitheito characterized 
the government of the country, (hould be 
founded and fuppotted upon principles of the 
greateft necefhty and expcdic:ncy. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, the 
obj« cl of the bill was to enforce the ful^pay- 
mtrill into the Exchequer of what was ^hfo- 
lutely collected, for there exiflcd now frauds, 
wInch, alttumgh the country individually paid 
their quota, yet the channel in a great mea- 
l.rc was diverted from the Treafury. He 
did not think it necellary to enter into any 
defenfive detail of argument on the firft read¬ 
ing of the bill. 

He knew it might be urged, that farming 
taxes were creative of coi nipt ion, influence, 
jobs, and oppreflion. In anfwer to this he 
could only fay, that he ti ufted there would 
be provifions in the bill to prevent the far¬ 
mers, or thofe fubordmates whom they might 
depute to enforce the collection, fnftn having 
She power of any exercife of oppreflion. 

Mr. Baftard objected to the tax being 
farmed. He tlmught the meafure (hould 
not have been brought forwaid without an 
explicit ftatement of the amount, as well ** 
tlie manner of the fgauds that were repre- 
fented to exift. 

Sir Jofeph Maw bey faid, he had fenti- 
ments againft the meafure; but from wkiat 
the right honourable Gentleman (Mr. Pitt) 
had dated, thofe fentiments were altered, 

Mr. D^ake recommended the Houfe not 
to be captious. He thought it was brought 
forward by Mr. Pitt with no other motive 
hut that of rendering die tax mure efficient.

As this was a point of confiderable impor¬ 
tance, and one that required great delibera¬ 
tion, he did not wi(h m have the propofed 
bill palfed during thisfefiion He only wi(htd 
the Houfe to confidcr the buftnefs maturely, 
that fame decifive fteps might he taken in :t 
at the commencement of the next feflioo. 
The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. /{Merman Newntum then ftatod tbo 
purport of Ins intended motion concerning 
the Prince off Wales. He affirmed, that hi 
his propofition, he meant to fhew tltehighefl

He«begged him to refraii* from Inch a m*j- 
tton He was convinced it was too delicate 
a fubjelt for the difcuflVoo of the Houfe, and 
that it might tend to cieate jealoiify and ani> 
mofity between tlie Prince and his Roy. I 
Fattier. Whenevyr the motion came for¬ 
ward, >ur declared Mat he would move tlie

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previous queftion, and that he was at all 
times ready to give it his hearty negative. It 
now became the country gentlemen, he faid, 
to (land forward, aiul a £\ independently, as 
he conceived that both the church and con-

The Chancellor of the Exchequer briefly 
mentioned his difapprobation tif the meafure.

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Mr. Alderman Newnham rofe' to ffere^ 
that wlien he had explained the nature and 
form of the motion concerning his Royal 
Highnefs the Prince of Wales, which he had 
before announced to the Houfe, the Right 
Hon. Gentlemau alledged, the manner of it 
was the mod exceptionable that could have 
been ctrofrn. He hoped the Right Hon.

Mr. Fox obferved, that infinuations of a 
vety extraordinary nature had certainly 
been thrown out when this bufinefs was be¬ 
fore mentioned.

r.><lcrs in the kingdom were fufferers. This 
declaration, which he made from authority, 
he trufted, however, would put an end to 
the infamous f.iifhoud, which he was furry 
to And had been too much nnd too long in 
circulation, lint if any gentlemen fhould 
continue to doubt the fadl, it was incumbent 
«ti them, 111 di^feieuce to the confutation, 
to bring forward an immediate enquiry into 
#fs truth. Fcr lus own part, he was happy 
that he knew it to hi f.ilfr*, and was autho- 
f 1 zed to make the after Non to the Houfe. 
Indeed, there w.ts no part of ^is Royal 
Highneis's conduit which would not bear 
the ftndteft mfpedtion, and even appear the 
more honourable the more it was ft^utinized. 
He appiehcndcd gentlemen wqpld hardly 
expedt the expemhnuc of every (hilling, or 
even every thouf.md pound to be particularly 
fpecifiid. This fort of examination of the 
accounts of an Her Apparent, where gen¬ 
tlemen of hbsia'.ity were the auditors, could 
not, he was fenfihle, take place. But even 
to this there would he no objedhon. The 
Fr nee would not fhrink from any fag* and 
open inveftigntion, however minute. All 
thefe cucumtlanccs confidered, he fioped 
none but thofe wIk* weie anxious to fupport 
An Anti-Brnnfwuk f.idtion could be againfl 
the relief which the friends of die Prince 
and their country were loheitous to admi- 
nifter. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe, 
and exculpated himfelf fmm ever having the 
lend concern in any of the infinuatiuns allu¬ 
ded to by the Right Hon. Gentleman. He 
afleited, nothing had been advanced that 
could relate to any thing ever faid or done 
by him, and for that reafon lie would not 
utter a word in reply. It was to corredt the 
ftatement of the Hon. Gentlumarf oppnfite 
to him, Mr. Newnham, that he had lifen. 
He certainly would bring forward no form, 
nor mention any, as Ins objection was to the 
whole fubftantially, w hich he deprecated in 
the mofl ferious manner. He was io the 
recollection of the Houfe, but would not 
now, by any am Ace whatever, be induced 
to anticipate a difcuflion which lie fhould en¬ 
ter upon at lalt, not without much teal re¬ 
luctance ; though as it was to come forward, 
he was prepared to meet it.

Alderman Hewnlum replied. 

Mr. Aolle called upon Mr. Fox to ftate r 
whether he fpoke from authority in the very 
important intelligence w hach lie had commu- 
ated ; xifefhf the fame time, that 
the repo it alluded tc had been received, and 


made a very general imprcfHon ld ! the 
country. 

Mr. Fox faid he fpoke from authority the 
mpfl diredt and unqweftionable. 

Sir Edward Aflley fignifted his entire fa- 
tisfadlioo with what he had heard, and re* 
gretud the prefent embarrafTments of hit 
Royal Highneis. He knew a great number 
of gentlemen both in the Houfe and out o£ 
it, who would clvearfully afiift in building 
his lioufe, and paying his debts. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, the Hon. Gentleman 
who had pig die question, ought to Rate to 
the Houfe, that he was fatisAed with the 
an fiver which tud been given by his Right 
Hon. Friend. 

Mr. Rolle faid, he would tell that Hon. 
Gentleman, that he ihould always And him 
a loy.il fubjedt. 

Mi. Sheridan rofe with warmth, and faid 
that the Houfe ouglit to come to a refolution, 
th.it the report was fcandalous and feditiouc, 
and infifted the Hon. Gentleman, as a man 
of honour, fhould fay whether Ins doubts 
were dime away or not. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer refeued 
hi* Him. Friend on the principle of freedom of 
debate, which ought always to be fupportciU 

Mr. Sheridan alledged, that freedom of 
dcb.itc was not concerned in the conduit of 
the Hon. Gentleman. 

A few words then paffed between t|p 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and Mr. Grey, 
the one pledging himfelf to prove the mo • 
tion could proceed on no cii cumftances of 
abfohite neceflity; the other dofing with 
him on that geound, and promifmg to efta- 
htifh chat jiecetfity whenever the difculfioo 
was fairly before the Houfe.

The order of the day was then read, for 
the fecond reading of the hill for letting to 
farm the duty on pod-horfts. 

The Hon. Mr Marlham rote, and dated 
his objections to this new mode of colle&ien. 
There were no good grounds, in his opi¬ 
nion, for the alteration propofed by the pre- 
fent bilk. It did not appear to him, that 
giere bad been fo much fiaud and evafion 
as would juftify fuch an innovation. He 
^Ifo conceived to be informal, to proceed 
-to any change in the mode of collecting a 
tax, without having the previous opinion of 
tire Comnnftioncrs of the Revenue, in fup- 
poitnf thisnecclfity, or, at lead, the expe¬ 
diency, of altei.ng the former fydem. The 
commiflion of this hufinefs into the hands of 
farmers, was like wife an improper delega¬ 
tion of the powers of government. One 
ejaufe of the bill, in paiticular, was repug¬ 
nant to the forms of the conditution ; 
namely, that which would continue farmers 
for a teun of yeais. The blank, indeed, 
was not )et filled up with a fpecific number ; 
but the frfural year 1 indicated that there 
would at lead be two. The floufe, he 
thought, lwd no power to fix fo decifively 
the continuance of a (ax. With regard to 
th$ piobablc event of this experiment, he 
w.is apprehenfive that the revenue would 
lofe rather than gain by it. The tax, in the 
way in which it was now collected, began 
to be very productive. It would, therefore, 
be advtfeaMc to wait till fome leal nccetfity 
4v\i;icd fot altering the collection.* For the 
rei'ons he had dated, lie would give his 
decided negative to the bill. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer de¬ 
fended the hill from the dnCtuies of Mr. 
Marfham, He thought the notoriety of 
cvafions a very fofticient ground for the 
c'pange which he had propofed. He appealed 
to the Houfe, whether they had not con¬ 
vincing reafons to believe that numerous 
frauds had been committed, with lefpeCt to 
now under consideration. Wffete 
1o unityrfal an opinion of fraud ^prevailed, 
there was no neceffity for the pimlnCtion of 
written documents to prove it. The Hdh. 
Gentleman had difputed the propriety of al¬ 
tering the collection of a tax, without pre- 
vioufly eonfuking the Revenue Boards • In 
antoer to this, he would oblerve, that Far- 
I iartMNt was competent to any alteration of 
without having the opinion of the 
CofumilBoners of Revenue. However, lie 
bi^llpajs vvifhed them to fugged any im- 
pfeuemem which thry might think expe¬ 


dient. The p/efent bill, by entrufting the 
collection te perfons who would be more 
diieCtly intereded in the prevention: of 
frauds, would render the tax much left 
liable to evafion. There was, therefore, 
fome reafon to expert, that the revenue 
would be benefited by it. At any rate, no 
lofs would accrue from it ; for the tax would 
be put up at the greateft fuvn which it had 
hitherto produced in a ccrftin time. The 
bill, alfo, was very unlikely to produce any 
of thofe vexatious apd oppreflive conie- 
quences which fome gentlemen had appre¬ 
hended. 

Mr. Marfham explained. 

Mr. Lambton obferved, that he was not 
induced, by the plaufibility of the Right 
Hon. Gentleman, to vote in favour of the 
hill; but Cv as rather confirmed in his ap- 
prehenfions of its finifter consequences. It 
would fumifh a bad precedent, contribute to 
the undue influence of the Crown, and pro., 
duce inordinate wealth to individuals. It 
was alfo, he conceived, an unconftitutional 
meafurc. He looked with horror at the 
probability of the introduction of a principle 
whicW occafioned fo much oppofition in a 
neighbouring country. 

Mr. Role was of opinion, that the bill 
would give no influence to government, 
but would rather tend to diminifh it; as the 
diftributors, who were concerned in the pre- 
fent collection, and who were appointed by 
the Crown, would be removed, ai)d the tatc 
would he put up to public auClion. He alfo 
vindicated the bill in other points. 

Mr. Ballard went into a very elaborate in- 
veftigaiion of the meafure, which he con¬ 
demned with much warmth, as highly un- 
conflitutional, and inadequate to the end 
propofed. He infifled that it was levying 
more money on the fuhjeCt than could come 
into the public treafury, and mentioned a 
great variety of other and mod ferious mif- 
chiefs, which it would afTuredly introduce 
and promote. 

Mr. Powys wifhed only, as he meant to 
vote for the reading of«:he hill, to ttate un¬ 
der what head alfo lie meant to give that vote. 
He tlien fliewed the feveral objections he 
had to the meafure, and how thefe might 
be removed in the Committee, declaring at 
the fame time, if they were not, that the 
meafure would be fuch as he could not fup- 
port. 

Mr. Martin was of opinion, that the bill 
contained feveral advantages, as well £ 
advantages.

Mr. Rolle defended the principle of the 
bill. 

Sir Richard Hillremaiktd, that the argu¬ 
ments 
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nen!s of the gentlemen whjhad oppoftd the 
bill had operated like a reflecting telefcope, 
to as to convince him of the utility of the 
meafure. He made fnme humourous re- 
mat ks on thofc arguments, and found room 
for I'ome ftriflures on the Coalition. 

Mr. Wyndliam find, that the malice of the 
Hon. Baronet hml outrun his wit. Having 
rallied him with fuccefe, he condemned the 
bill for fever.'ll reafons, b*t principally for its 
iotioduflion of a principle which might pave 
the way for 5 general fyftem of farming. 

The Attorney General ccnfnlered the poft- 
hoifc tax as peculiarly adapted to the plan of 
fatmirg, and one that toulJ not pc exempt¬ 
ed h<>m evafion but by that mode of col¬ 
legium.

Guard againd imi¬ 
tating the example of thofe wicked fans, 
who, like brutes that are deprived of reafon, 
neither reverence their parents, liften to 
thefco inlHultion, nor fuhmit to their cob- • 
-rellion ; becaufe, whoever folloj? their

' Mock not, my fon, the aged or the im- 
perfell. Scorn not him whom you fee fajl 
into fume folly or tranfgrefiion, nor make 
him reproaches ; but redrain thyfelf, and 
beware led thou fall into the fame error 
which offends * thee in another.

.vrhepe thou art not called, nor interfere in 
that which does not concern thee. Endea¬ 
vour to zneitifhft thy good breeding in all 


thy woods and alhons. In conversation do 
not lay thy hands upon another, nor fpeak too 
much, nor interrupt or difturb another's 
difcourfe. If thou beared any one talking 
foohfhly, and it is not thy bufinefs to correlt 
him, keep filence, but if it does concern 
thee, confider fird what Chou art to fay, and 
do not fpeak arrogantly, that thy correllion 
may be well received.

When thou hcaieit 
an embjiry, and he to whom it is home i> 
ciua.tcd, and fpeaks contempt iioully of thole 
who lent thee, do not ivpoit fucli ai#aii>'w«t v 
but endeavour to (often him, and dsllemhle 
as much as pollible that which thou hen dll, 
that thou m.iylt not raife difeord and fpread 
calumny of which thou may It alterw.iuh 
lepent.

Such were the inltrn&ions which the

fr'HE following wes published in the 
-*• Royal Gazette by order of Government. 

It is well known, that after the death of 
tho late Philip Emeft de Sctaurobourg Lippe, 
which happened on the 15th of Frbrflaiy of 
this year, the Landgrave of Heffg Calfcl on 
the 17th of tire faid month took pofleflion 
of the town of Buckebourg, sod all tbe 
county of Lippe Schaurobourg, his Highnefs 
having looked upon that county as a vacant 
lief, for the Houfe of HefTe Caflel, and 
having conceded the right of fucceffipn in the 
infant fon of the late Count. This proceed¬ 
ing occafioned movements in the Empire of 
public notori€ty. The Directions of the 
Circles of Weftphalia and the Lower Rhine 
Cent repeated exhortations to the Landgrave, 
and the Imperial Aulic Council ilTued ordi¬ 
nances relative to the evacuation of .the 
county of Lippe Schaumbourg ; but hie 
Pruffian Majcfty in particular interefted him* 
felf mod zealoufly in that affair, both as 
Chief and Dire^ortif tho Circle of Weft¬ 
phalia, and as a friend to the Houfe of HcfTc. 
The mediation o^that Monarch produced 
this happy effect, that the LanJgiave, in a 
letter to his Msjefty, declared, that ho had 
given orders to his Lieutenant General de 
Lolberg to draw off the troops from that 
part of the county he lud occupied, referr¬ 
ing, however, his rights. Thus this event, 
which had made fudt a fenfation in the Em¬ 
pire, and which might have brouglit on fe- 
rioui and di (agreeable coofequences, is hap¬ 
pily ad jutted by the patriotic care of kas 
piuHiati Msjefty, and will be fubmitted to 
legal difcuftion, without its being oeceffsry 
to employ Dtcm hurtful to tbo pubbs 
nan^uillity* 


Jfa£ue t May 13. An r&ion took pUfi 9 
on the 1 oth inftset between a conftderalfto 
detachment of tho regiment of Eflercn, agd 
a party of volunteer Burgeffcs of Utredjt- 
It having been refolved to cut off all call*, 
mum cat ion between Utrecht and the other 
parts of Holland, and to reduce that city to 
fubmiffion by force of aims, the regimdpb 
of Comte d’Efferen was ordered Co oocu^r 
the poft of Vreefwyk, fituated on a braofch 
•f the Rhine, called the Vaart, and the chief 
channel of communication between Utrecht 
and the fmithem purls of Holland. On fuels 
information reaching Utrecht, an nppofttfcx* 
to tlie feizurgof tins loifioruiic poll was im¬ 
mediately refolved u[hki j and a detachment 
of two hundred and fifty, chiefly volunteer 
Burge flics, under the command of Baron 
d'Averhouic undertook this expedition.-**

The plaintiff loaded a fmall 
boat with coals at the qu3y of Bromielaw, on 
the river Clyde, and landed them at Rothfay 
in the ifland of Bute, which is fUAated at the 
mouth of the river or ftrth j bom places are 
branches of the port of Glafgow.—The de¬ 
fendant is a Cuftom-houfe officer in the faid 
town, and by virtue of his office feized’the 
hQAi and the coals, contending that they were 
liable to pay the duties impofed upon coals 
c in ltd. by fca in any fhip or veffel, by virtue - 
of the 9th and roih of William 111 . She 5th, 
firh, 8rli, and 9th of Ann. A fpecial ver- 
didt was obtained in ilie Court of Exchequer 
in Scotland, 111 fupport of the feiztsre. 

The clear queftion for the determination of 
the Hoeife was. Whether goods conveyed 
from one branch of a port to another branch 
of the fame port, could be deemed to be 
borne by fca j and as fuch liable to out-f>*irt 
duty. Mr, Wight aryl Mr. Campbell were 
hcaid a tonfidcrable length in fupporc of the 
exemption, alledging that the Ifland of Bute 
was land-locked on each fide, and that a 
paffjge which commenced in frefh water, 
under any fenfe of the - word, being in tbo 
fame port, could not be deemed a fca voyage.

In Bengal, however, *the foot of the fupi erne 
Government was fixed, and here we were to 
look for all the exceifes in the revenue. The 
two other piefidencics of Madras and Bom- 
hay were hippoi ted fiom the Tieafury of 
Bengal. In the former he (fated that there 
remainfd a furplus of eight lacks of rupees, 
alter clearing iveiy vxpcuce.

Ordered the continuance of their fitting,

* REPORT from the Committee appointed to inquire into Abufes of the Poft-Office. 

The Committee appointedinquire into certain abufes of the Poll-Office met, accord¬ 
ing 10 the order of the Houfe, and proceeded to examine the fame. 

A narrative tranfmittrd to the Poll-Office here* by John Lees, Efq. Secretary to the Poft- 
Office iu Ireland, was prefented to your Committee, and your Committee finding matter 
therein, which appeared highly deftrving of 1 uilh£r invelligation, examined the Earl of 
Tankerville, late Poflmatler-GeneTal; John Walcot, Efq. Agent to the Poftmafter-General 
at Dover; Anthony Todd, Efq. Secretary 10 the Pdft-olfice; and Pellfgrin Treves, Efq. 

That it appeared to your Committee from the evidence of thefe per funs, that Mr. Lees, 
•n receiving his appointment of Secretary to the Poll-Office in Ireland, entered into a fc- 
curtly to pay ihe fum 01 350J. ft* 1 1 . a year, out of the profits and emoluments of the Paid 
office, to a perfon deferibed by the find Mr. Lee* by the letters A. B. and whofe real name, 
it appears by a leitcr from Mr. Lees to Mr. Todd, likewife laid before your Committee, 
Mr. Lees confide red himfi If bound to conceal. That the annual payment aforefaid was to 
take place on the death ni a Mi. fi.rham, an ancient and meritei ious officer in tbefcrviceof 
t*.c Puff-Office; and who had, asa reward for his fervices. been permitted to retire, with 
the enjoyment of (he emoluments attendant upon the office of Agent to the Packet-boats 
at Dover. That it appeared fo your Committee, that Mr.Treves was the perfon to whom 
the annual fum of 351/I. was to b 1 * paid ; and that the fecurity for the payment thereof was 
given by Mr. Lees and Mr. Walcot to Mr. Treves ; that the payment of this fum was re¬ 
quited of Mr. Lees, us the condition of bis appointment to the office of Secretary to the 
Toll-Office in Ireland, vacant by the icfignation of Mr. Walcot, who was appointed in the 
100m of Mr. Barham.—That Lord Carteret, who was Joint PoftmaHer-General with Lord 
Lc Defpeucer, at the tune ot the above appointment, was privy to the fame ; and that the 
engagement to pay Mr. Treves 350!. a year, .liter the death of Mr. Barham, was, in faO, 
the condition ol the appointment ok Mr. Lees. —That it appeared to vour Committee, that 
Lord Carteret had ban greatly difplrafed and difquieted by the dikbvery t i this tranfac- 
fion, contained in ^the narrative of Mr. Lees, already mentioned. That Mr. Todd, who 
has for many years paft been Secretary to the Poft-Gffice, informed \ f our Committee, that 
inch a tranfa&ion was totally unprecedented ; and that he expreffed his disapprobation of it 

both Pcf^tpaftcrs-General atthetime it took place. 

That it further appeared to your Committee, from the examination of MefT. Todd and 
Treves, that a payment of an annuity of sR>ol. a year, bad been exacted fiom a Mr. Dafh- 
wood, appointed to the office of FoilmaftcfeGrnesal in Jamaica. That this annuity was 
cft*£led from Mr. Dafhwood, as the condition of hia appointment to the latl-mentioned of- 
and hat been regularly paid by him to Mr. Treves, who has never performed any pub¬ 
lic Icrvice in the Poll-Office, or in any other public department, to iniitle him to any pub- 
lifrrewsrd. 

That it fun her appeared to your Committee, that Crifp Molineux, Efq. Agent to the 
rackets at Helveotiluys, was permitted, with the knowledge of Lord Carteret, to difpofepf 
bis office 10 a ?.!r, Hurtlmifon for a fum of money. That complaints have been made 
ai*icft-<Mt. llutchtufon lor improper couduft in his office. That a letter was written to* 
the PoR-Office, in the month of January luff, by the order of Lord Carteret, iti- 
Mr. Hutchinlon, that if h«rdid not perform his engagements to Mr. Molineux, Mr. 
mull have his place again. That, it appeared to yuur Committer, that Mr- Mo- 
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^*bnfes of the Poft-office. The report was particularly fpecifled 'the annuity of $$£ 1 ? 
read by the clerk, which toted, in a full and given to a Mr. A. B. whom nobody knew, 
explicit manner, the charges alledged, and excepting the noble Lord at the head of tb$ 

linen x was, from bis fituation, tncapaMe of difcharging the duties of the office ; end th*> 

Mr. Hutchinfon had not properly difchargcd thofe duius. 

Theft it appealed to your Committee none of theft iianldftions were entered in the book* 
df the office, but on the contrary had been kept concealed. 

That it further appeared to your Committee, that upon tife death of Mr. Allen, a - Mr, 
Staunton, Poftmafter at Ifleworth. a place worth 401 » 1 . a year and upwards, was, in addi¬ 
tion thereto, appointed Comptroller and Kefidctit Sui vcyor of the llye and Croft Road 
Letter Office, #o which a lalary of and the petquilitcs of coals and candles, ia 

attached. That \ houfe hat been a^Hs attached to this department. That his Majrfty’s 
Firft Lord of the Treafury exprefT&Fml* defire to the PollmalU-r-Gcncralpth.u the houfe at¬ 
tached to this department might (A allotted for another purpofr, in order to favc the expence 
uf an additional houfe to the public. That Lord Carteret propofed to the hoard at the 
Poft-Office, that an allowance of tool, a year (hould be made to Mr. Staunton, in lieu of' 
his houfe. That Lord Tankerville refilled the fame ; that fmee Lord Tankerville's remo¬ 
val fiom the office of PoflmaiUr-C^cneral, that allowance has been made. That the peculiar 
motives to thefe various inftanocs of undue preference, as we'll as the objeftinns to Mr, 
JSiaunion being the objoft of them, appear more fully from Lord Tankcrville's narrative. 

That it appeared to your Committee, as well from Lord Tankervrlle's evidence, at 
from the correfpondencc and narrative delivered in by his Lord (hip to your Committee^ 
that he had made frequent rrprefmtations to his Mjj.fty's Firft Lord of the Tieafuiy, rc- 
fpefting theabufrs which he had difeovered in the Poll*Office, and that he was encouraged 
iu the belief, that he would have the fupport and affiftance of Government in rcdreffihg the 
fame : that he was, fuou after fuch encouragement, removed from h.suffice of Po ft tua Iter- 
General. • 

That during thefc inquiries, the attention of your Committee was directed to 9 fpeeific 
charge againlt Lord Tankerville, ftating»his having countenanced a corrupt tranfdftron, re- 
fpefting the appointment of a Mr, Pcifly tc* be coal merchant to the Pod-Office, which 
charge was, upon this inquiry, difeovered to have arifen from a milapprcheuliuii, and to bfc 
totally without foundation. 

Your Committee bkewife received information refpefting the origin of tfcb 
mi funder Handing between Lord Tankerville and Loid Carteret, wtiich is alledged to have 
arifen in the propofed nomination of a Mr. Dafhwond, by JLoid Tankerville, to the office 
pf Riding Surveyor, againft the opinion of I.oid Carteret ; and when Mr. path wood had 
been charged with having committed fcvcral frauds, as Mallei and Captain of a Packet, and 
for which he had been difmifled the fervice. 

The evidence of this trunfaft top appears in the Appendix ten his Report ; but as this matter 
is not ftated as an ahufe praftifed in the Poft Office, hut as ciuximmccmcnt of a difference* 
between the Poftmaftcrs-General, your Committee do not confiuer it a.s within their 
province to report upon the merits or the cafe. 

That it further appeared to your Committee, that various and extraordinary a b tiles exift 
in the management of the packet*boats ; particularly, that no deduftions have been made 
from the hire of any of the packet boats wliilfl under repair, feiiurr for frnuggling, or whmft 
unemployed, and that they have been for many months together ip tha' fituation. 

Thai it further appeared to your Committee, that ihe receipt of pcrquifitrs and incidents 
by the Poftmaiter-Gcncral, particularly in coals, candhs, and tin w«rr, were exccffive $ 
and that various articles of furniture have been improperly, and coiflrarv to precedent, 
Supplied to pcrlon% having appointments under the Poft-Offi<c; refpcftmg all which 
ni.nurs your Committee have infer ted fcveral papers in the Appcndi? to this Report. 

That owing to the fhnrt time in which your^Comjnsttce have been engageefen this inqiit? 
rv, they arc unable torrpoit the different matters which they have inquned into, fo parti¬ 
cularly as the extent and nature of the abufes 1 »cm to requite ; hut they think it ihetr duty 
to Hate generally that great and weighty ab afes appear to them to have* prevailed in ihe 
department of the Poll-Office, and fuch as frein to call for a further drift and immediate 
inquiry, and a fubllantial reform, the more efpecially as it appears that the Cominiffioners 
appointed two years ago to inquire into fees, gratuities pciqmfires, and emoluments, have 
not hitherto made any inquiry whatever into the abqfcs of the faid department, nniwith- 
danding that the fame have been of great public notoriety, and that pianyofthem were 
diftinftly detailed to his Majeftv's Firft Lord of the Ticafpiy by Lord Tankerville, prevU 
ous to his difmiffion from the Poll-Office. 

That your Committee being pre fled in point of time, have not been able to include id

1 he Prince's income, when aug¬ 
mented by the fum of io,oool. |>er annum, 
which his Majefty had diiedted to be here¬ 
after paid to him, would enable him to 
maintain a fplendor and magnificence fully 
adequate to the dignity of his princely rank. 
This oufinefs, lie hoped, would now be fettled 
in Inch a manner, with the unanimous cou- 
isne of the Houfe, as would contribute to the 
vale and happineis of the Prince birrdelf, and 
the latisfadhon of every branch of»the Royal 
Family. He then bellowed feme compli¬ 
ments on his Majefty for his conduct in this 
affair. He liad difpl.iyed, he faid, all the 
..tlc&ionate feelings of a parent, in conjunction 
with a regariTfor the higher duties annexed 
to lus royal Ration, by his peifomtancfc of 
which he had fhewn himfell the father of !iis 
people. He concluded wuh moving, “ Tlut 
an humble Addrefs he prefented to his Ma¬ 
jefty, alluring his Majefty how fenfxble this 
Houfe, at all times, feels the gracious proofs 
of his Majefty *s cant tant attention to the inte- 
reft of his people, particularly in the direc¬ 
tions which Ins Majelly has given, for making 
an additional allowance to his Royal Highnefs 
the Prince of Wales, out of h*s Majefty’s 
Civil Lift, in order to remove every poifthle 
doubt of the fuflicicncy of h.s Royal High, 
nefs’s income to fuppoit amply the d griity of 
his fituacion, without oven fuming any increafe 
to the annual expence of the public.

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\a IilSl'OJUCAL ACCOUNT of the ORIGIN of the INNS of COURT in LONDON ; 

WITH 

Some CURIOUS PARTICULARS of the ANCIENT MODE of EDUCATION and 

• CUSTOMS therein. 

[FromRcEVKs’s Hismaxiof the Enoi.isii Law, lately publUhed.J 


nr HERE is nothing but 3 vague tradition 
A to give us any tiace of the places where 
the praCtifeis and ftudents of the law had 
their refidcnce before the reign of King Ed¬ 
ward II when we find that fuch places were 
malted hfjpitdlsy or inns of court, becaufe the 
inhabitants of thorn belonged the King’s 
court. One of tliele, called Johnfon s Inn, 
is faid to have been at Dovvgate ; another ill 
I'eutttr's (1. e. Vetter) lane ; and another in 
Fater-nofter row. An ancient cidiom is 
vouched, to fuppoit a belief, jbat fome inn 
was in the neighboui hood of St. Paul’s 
church. It is faid, that the ferjeants and np- 
pi entices, eacn at bis pillar, 11 fed to hear his 
client’s cafe, and take notes thereof upon h.s 
knee ; a cmlom which was remembered by 
n folemn.ty tibfeived in the time ol Ch.ule» 
1 . upon the making of ferjeauts ( foi it was 
then a cnltv-m for them to go thei% in their 
formalities, and cbinfc then pillar. ^ 

Of the 01 .gm of Lincoln'* Inn, it is report¬ 
ed by the leat n< d Il.v'd de, th.it*VV illiam Rail 
of Lincoln, about the beginning of this reign, 
being well alleged to the ftudy of the laws, 
firlt brought the profellurs of them to fettle 
in n Iruiie «»i In*., fiuce called Lincoln s Inn. 
Tli" fail uuj only lclfec under the B.fhops 
»f Ch1ciK.lL.r3 and many fucceedmg bifliops, 
in after-tune-, K tt Ic.ifesnf tins houleto cer¬ 
tain pirfoiw, foi the ufe and refutence of 
the pi.uHifeis and Undents «’f the 1 iw, till 2 3 
Henry VI LI. whin the Bilhop of Chichcfter 
granted the mho *t nee to Francis Sulyaid 
and his brother Kutlace, bot^ Undents j the 
fuivivor of whom, in the ?« 1I1 of Klifabclh, 
fold the fee to the benchers for 52c!. It 
feems clear, that Tlmvies Inn w.is inhabited 
at this time by lawyeis. Such w**re the hill 
inns ot winch we have any account that m -y 
be depended tipotf. • 

It is beyond difpute tint the Temple was 
inhabited by a law fociety in the reign of Ed¬ 
ward III. On thcdiifolution of the order of 
the Knights Tcmplaism the lull reign, their 
polfeflinu^ came to ihe Ciown. The New 
Temple, as »t was, then railed, to which tfiey 
had removed from their lioufe in IIolhoi 11, 
about the beginning «>f Edwaid the fecond’s 
leign, was grunted by the late King fucceflive- 
ly to the Earl of Lancafter, the Kail of Pem¬ 
broke, and Hugh Pcfpenccr Ins fun, npcfu 
whole feveral attainders this propetty again 
devolved to the Crown. In puifuance of » 
decree made by the gieat council at Vienna, 
iM 1324, rel*p**£tmg the poffclfions of the 
Tfmpl.s:, Ktr.g E l\v-id HI. granted this 


building to tlic Knights Hofpitallers of St, 
John of Jetgfalem, and they foon after, as th* 
tradition is, devifed it, at the rent of 10I. ptr 
ann. to divers profetfors of the law, who 
came from Thavics Inn in Holborn. At tho 
general difTolution of religious houfes, whe* 
the inheritance of thig houfe again fell toth« 
crown, King Hemy VIII. granted them A 
leafe, and they continued tenants to the crow a 
till the fixth year of King James I. when that 
King granted the inns and capital mefluages 
known by the name of the Inner or New 
Temple, to Sir Julius Caefar and others, to 
them and their heirs, for I he ufe and recejfcioa 
of the profeftors and ftudents of tlte law. 

It :s faid, that fome profeiTors of the lawy 
refuted ii» Gray’s Inn, during the reign ole. 
Edward III. under a leafo from the Lordf* 
Gr.iy of Wilton, ivho ums feifedof the inhe¬ 
ritance, r*nd had a maufinn theie. The inhee 
ntauce was, 20 Edward VI. purchafed by the 
prior and monks, of the monaftery of Sheene, 
in Surry, to whom the (Indents continued te¬ 
nants, at the rent of 61 . 13 s. 4d. per-ann. 
At the difTolution of 1 el 131011s lioufes, Henry 
VIII. granted the inheritance to the fociety a$ 
the above rent, in fee-farm. 

The moft authentic memorial of any fet- 
tlmg of the law foe it ties in the reign of Ed¬ 
ward III. is a dermic, in his iSth year, fioni 
Lady Cl.Up.d app*iniii.ui de Banco , of that 
lioufe near Fleet-ft reec called Clifford’s Ir 
In tl?e teign of Henry VI. there w* 
letter inns, which were called Inns of Cm* 
cety, each containing at leaf! 100 ftudents. 
*Tl»efc were defigned as places of elementary 
(Indies : here they learned the natuie of ori¬ 
ginal and judicial writs, which were then 
confidered as the firft principles of the law j 
and, for this reafon, thefeinns were denomi¬ 
nated from the eTiancery. When young 
men had made fome progrefs here, and wer* 
more advanced in years, then they weq| ad¬ 
mitted into the innsof coudt, which, as above,, 
mentioned, were four in number, of whicb 
the leaft contained %00 ftudents, 

A ftudetit could not refute in thefe time of 
court for lefs than 281. per ann. and proper- 
tionably more if he had a fervent, as moft of 
them had. For this reafon the ftudents of 
the law were generally fons of perfonsof qua¬ 
lity. Knights, batons and the greateft no¬ 
bility in the kingdom, often placed their 
children there, not fo much to make the laws 
their ft ml v, as to form their maiineo, and to 
preferve them fiom the contagion of vicious 
habits ; foi, as S.r John Foiteicu* afiurec

it obtained the name of Hoi'pitium Juftiun- 
fioriirh. In the 2nd Rich.ud III. there is a 
leaflet of it, at 4I, per am:, under tlie name of 
Serjeant's Inn.—-It appears in 2 1 Henry VI. 
that tlie ferjeants then, if not before, held 
Serjeants Inn, in Fleet Street, undet a demife 
from the dean ami chapter of York, at the 
rent of 10 marks per ann.

The tenth was perhaps George’s Inn before 
mentioned, 

Thefe inns of chancery became all of 
them appendages to one or other of the inns 
of coug ; Strand Inn being taken down in 
the reign of Edward VI, George's Inn long 
before; and Thavies Inn within this few 
years. 

It appears from a Manufcript of the reign 
of Henry VIII. relating p the government 
and difciphne of the Middle Temple, that the 
members of that fociety were divided into two 
companies, dkllcd clerks commons and maf- 
teiscoinmons. The firft confided of young 
men din ing their two firft yeats Handing, or 
thereabouts, till they were called up to the 
matters com poos. The matters common? 
wjs divided int© three companies, that is, no 
utter hnrnftcrs, utter bafrifters, and benchers. 
The fit ft of thefe were fuch as from their 
ftmdiyg, or nogle<ft of ftudy, were not called 
upon by the elders ard benchers to difputc :*nd 
argue fome point of law before the benchers : 
thefe difputes were called mootings. Utter 
b.u 1 ifter^wrre fuch as were of five or fix 
years (binding, and were called upon to ar- 
r.»ic at ft*c mooting* ; fo that making an utter 
b 11 litter w«^ conferring a foit of degree for 
the party’s prog refs in learning. Benchers 
xvere fuch utter b :i nfteis as had been in the 
houfe 14 or 15 ye.»rs; they weic chofen by 
the ciders of the houfe to read, expound, and 
drv l.ire fomc ttatute openly to all the fbcirty. 
H ring *he time of his reading, this perfon 
was call- d a reader, and afterwards □ bencher. 

Time were, as they exp relied it, two 

grand times of their learning: thefe were 

called grand varations. One began the firft 

Monday m L« nt; the other the firft Monday 

after Limmas; each continued three weeks 

and three dav*. It was at thefe feafons that 

the readings ueie ; in the former by the 

hcuchct s thcmfelves ; in the latter by the rea- 

deis. The young members of two years 

were leqii'ivd to be pi efent.at theftj readings, 

under pain of forfeiting 20?. for every default. 

The graiid varit.oi.s weie cfo ployed in other 

exen ife-. for the advancement of knowledge ; 

at. utter ban ifter was to oppofe fome point 

dlledged by the pei fon reading. The young 

members were called upon to ai guc time 

pojnt in prefence of three bencheis} they 

were followed by the utter barrifters* and 

laftly the benchers were to decide. 7 Us was 

ail carried on in L.iw French. Such was the

form of mooring. Exercifes of this kind 
were performed, not only in the giand vaca¬ 
tions, but m term. 

After the term and grand vneaftons, fuch 
young men as were no utter barrifters, were 
to argue fome point in Law French before the 
utter* bar litters, who were to decide ;n fng- 
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. thefe were called mean vacation moots* 
oi- ch.pel moots. Further, every day in the 
y CMr but feftivals, the ftudenti # of each mefs, 
being tin ee, ufed to argue among themfdlves 
afterdmn«r and (upper. 

The Middle Temple ufed Co provide two 
readers, being utter barrifters, for the two 
inns of chance* y. Strand Inn and New Inn. 
'I hefe read to the ftu. ents there in term and 
gi and vacating: the fludents there mooted 
•is in the Temple, and each reader ufed to 
btMig two w th him from the Temple, to ar¬ 
gue and moot. It feems, alfo, (•at each of 
the four inns of court fent two perfons to 
evray inn of chancery to argue, and after 
fuch debate the reader ufed to give his opi¬ 
nion. • 

Smh was the education in anctent time in 
the inns of court and chaficery. But this was 
:dl voluntary, none being compelled to learn. 
T he yr ung indents of the Middle Temple 
li.id ihur ftudies and places of learning fo un- 
fnifiimteiy fituated* that they were very 
much .mnoved by the walking . nd communi- 
i it ion of ihofe that were no learners. Jp the 
trim tim'% they weie diftotbrd by clients 
and «.h« a nts fci vants refoituig to attornie%and 
pi iChicr.s, fo that they might as ^cll be in 
t!i‘j op*n ttieets as in their (Indies. The 
f.»me w i iter complains, that they had no place 
to walk in, and talk, and confer their learn¬ 
ing, but m the church ; which place, all the 
icim time, had in it no more quietuefs than 
the Pei vyfe of Pawle\ •, by the reafon of the 
continence and conrourfe of fi ch as were flu- 
dents of the law. Owing to this foriety h3- 
viii" no revenue for the luppoit and encou¬ 
ragement of ftudcnts,it is obferved by a larc 
\\l iter, that many a good wit was compelled 
to foi fake ftndy, before he had aequo cd a 
perfrdt knowledge in the 1 iw, aitd to fall to 
pi miffing, anti become a typltt in the /.mu. 

In 32 Henry VIII. an order was made in 
tli-. Inner Temple, that the gentlemen of that 
company fhonfd return thcmfelves in their 
cut or difgiufed apparel, and not wear long 
beards ; and that ihe*reafurer of that Court 
fhnuUI confer with the other treafurers of 
touit for an uniform reformation, and to 



know the juftices opinWi therein* Jn 
coin's Inn,by an ordered® 23 Henry 
none were to w ear cut or panfied hofafc 
breeches, or panfied doublet, on pain of;

A S your ufeful -Mag^nne is enriched with 
the Lives of eminent men. 1 fend you 
the luflory of ont whole various Fortunes and 
i-dvemutesl had fiom his own mouth ; and

Sir Robert Maxwcu,, of €>rchardfton, 
in the county of Galloway, ho departed 
this life a few weeks ago) was defeended 
from an ancient Roman Catholic family of 
that mme in the fouth of Scotland ; lit? was 
the only child of a reclule bigot, who font 
him veiy young to he educated in a Jefuits 
College in Flanders ; and commuted the 
management of a large bu£ ill-cultivated, 
eft.«te to the boy’s uncle, his brother, while 
he employed the remains of an infii m«hfe in 

adls of devotion.-It is well known that 

in Scotland the younger branches of genteel 
families are but iU provided for j and till 
trade anal profcllious ce ifed to be thought 
dilhnnor.rahle, they depended much for fup- 
poiton the heads of then families.—Tins wa» 
the cafe m the family of Orchardfton, where 
the uncle was the foie manager, and might 
he fatd to be the proprietor of the eftate rather

remarkahlo caufe came before tlie High 


Court of Jufticiary, the uncle, from chagrin 
and a confcinufnefs of his guilt, died of vex¬ 
ation, and the young man was put into the 
peaceable poflbgfion of an eftate worth near 
two thoufand pounds a-year !—He now be¬ 
gan to difplay Cbofe abilities which misfor¬ 
tune had nbfeured, but not obliterated.— 
He poffclfed ft rang ftamina of conftitution, 
as may be naturally fuppofed from ftimving 
fo many hardfhips ; and a vigorous, elc 
gant, and generous mfcid. The gentlemen 
of the neighbourhood congratulated one ano¬ 
ther on the acquifition of fo worthy a neigh¬ 
bour, and^the ladies were not wanting in 
their attentions to him. He paid his ad- 
drefles to Mifs MacleJlnn, a beautiful, ac- 
comphfhed, and molt amiable relation of 
Lord Kirkcudbi ighc, whom he married, 
and with wtf6m he lited in the moft perfect 
harmony for upwards of twenty-five years. 
He joined with great fpirit and fuccefs tho 
paiKon for farming fo prevalent in Scotland ; 
and the produce of his eftate was eafily 
tranfpoited to the Liverpool maiket, being 
fituated on the banks of the Solway Frith. 
He alfo built an elegant houfe on a fine emi¬ 
nence above the Frith, whiih in front com¬ 
manded the romantic nicks and woods of 
Galloway,, and its back view took in the 
whole coaft of Cumberland. So fituated, 
he became richly reconipenfed for the fuf- 
ferings of his younger days; and happy fhnuld 
1 be could I clofe this imperfect (ketch, 
with a continuance of his merited felicity to 
the time when death removed him from his 
numerous frieuds. But, alas 1 Fortune had 
not yet exhaufted tier vengeance. The Ayr 
bank, fo fatal to many middling fortunes in 
Scotland, dragged into its baneful vortex the 
eftate of Orchardfton, leaving only a (lender 
pittance for himfelf and his lady (for he had 
no iffue) ; and lie was once more obliged to 
abandon the feat of his anceftors. He bore 
this, however, with his ufual magnanimity— 
continued the fame convivial, open*hearted, 
worthy fellow he had been in thr height of 
his fortune !—and the calamity feemed but 
to double the warmth and cordiality of his 
friends. On a vifit to one of them, the 
1 worthy Earl of Selkirk, he was taken ill oa 
tht-road; and expired in a few hours.

'HE information contained five charges® 
the fubftancc of which Was, that Lady 
Strathmore has commenced a fiiit in the Ec- 
clefialUcal Court ^ainft her hufband, An¬ 
drew Robiftfon Bowes, Efq. for a reparation 
and divorce, and that the defendants know¬ 
ing the premifes, had confpi^d to affaiilt 
and impnlon her (Lady Strathmore) for the 
purpofe of preventing the determination of 
the fame. 

Mr. Mingay, Mr. I aw, and Mr. Garmw 
appeared as cminfrl on the paignf the profe- 
cution. Mr. Mingay opened the cafe in a 
vciy concifr, but conrttt and point'd mail* 
ner—and as the evidence contains the whole

After proving the marriage of Mr. Bowes

I « Attorney-General opened the profe- 
, by remarking, that nothing could he

fraile a tj' unit among «f»e priloners with'n,

te cttcck* It was now but a few years 
ce, he faid, wicltout meaning any particular 
a^vjication m the prefeut inlkance, that the 
of London had feen thofc ttfedts 
completed, which this pamphlet went to 
produce; and the conftqucmta were too 
well known to nc/& a repetition.

cafe, as the defendant had fufficiently (hewn 
by 1 ms condud, tint information was not his

John Pitt, the turnkey of Newgate, was 
thencalled. lie depofed that in the month 
of December lafl, Loid George Gordon had 
repeatedly vifned the lodge, and afked 
to fee the priToners, particularly thofc under 
lenience of death, which requttt was as of* 
ten denied. , On the publication of the 
pamphlet in v queftion t Lord George, he faid, 
had fern a copy to him, the witnefs, and 
Others to Mr. Akcrman, and Mr. Villcttc, 
ti e Ordinary. A few days after, he found 
a man and a woman diftnhuting them in 
great numbers at the doors of the prifon. 
ju confrqucnce of this, he waited on the 
defendant at his houfe in Welbcck-flreet, 
and fold h irn that there was fad work about 
the d^lnhution of the pamphlet ; to which 
Lord George replied, “ No matter , let them 
Come on as /bon as they ploaft ; I am ready jor 
them ** He then law a great number of the 
books in the room, and took one to Mr, 
Akriman at Lord George’s particular deftre ; 
and alfo gave a direftiou to the refidence 
of thofc prrfcns who had djlknbuted the 
pamphlets in the Old-Bailey.

Lotd George Gordon afxcd the witnrttes, 
fcvcrally, whether he had ever any conference 
with the perfons mentioned in the record ;

He (hrn entered on hi* defence, which 
wa4 delivered in a defujiory manner, and 
made up of materials as heterogeneous aa 
(tvrr went to fuch a compofition. A petty 
fraud, he faid, committed ta his own family, 
lud full drawn hie attention to the laws 
agauiik felony, when he found that it cor- 
ftjiurrd a capital crime, though the fum 
pfaded the law and the Judges in indifrr;mt- t»krn wsi no more than eighteen pence. 


•ate abufe. He would not contend for 
pkfoluie pfpfr^lion in the former ; but thole 
kdiu condemned ot»r laws, fhowUl not t* frd« 
model their junfdiCtioD.

Hr then entered into a hifloryof our crimi¬ 
nal law. from the time of AtheUkan, for the 
ptnpofroi proviog that code in its prefer*t 
Bare to be by much too fanguinary. This, 
he faid, wjs s fubjeft whichfkruck hi* heart. 
Me h.id communicated his ideas to Lord 
Mansfield) and to the Recorder, who had 

ad muted 
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admitted their propriety, and to fudge 
Gould, who had defired him to put his 
thougtita on paper.———This was all lie had 
done in the prefent inllancj.—■—'Hia idea 
was only to enlarge the powers of the 
Judges { though wicked lawyers had attribu¬ 
ted to him another intention. He quoted 
the Aft of Parliament for lending the con¬ 
victs to South Walca, as a proof that the 
I.egiflature thought with him on the fubjcX ; 
he quoted the Ga/.ettg of Saturday before, as a 
proof of his Mxjefl y's attention to God’s laws, 
which he faid were dircXlv contrary to the 
prefent praXicc ; and be allure^the Court, 
that if be had time to fend for his books, he 
could fhew them that every woid of his 
pamphlet was aXually in the Bible 1 

He complained very much of thofe vexa¬ 
tious profccutions which we<£ inflituted 
againft him. He quoted BlacHflone’s Com¬ 
mentaries, Book IV.* cap. 23. who fays, 
“ that informations filed ex offuio t by the 
Attoiney General, arc proper only for lucb 
enormous mildeineanors, as peculiarly tend 
to difturb or endanger the King's govern¬ 
ment, and in the puniHiment or prevention 
of which a moment's delay would he fitxl .*• 
'1 his, he faid, had by no means appeared in 
bis cafe, as one of the informations againft 
him had been pending foi ten , #ml tlie*other 
for Jix months. This cxtiaoidi/iary mode 
was therefore a grievance on hint, which 
was not juflificd, as it appeared, by any prefi¬ 
fing necrifity. He cxhotlcd Judge Bullcr 
not to lofe the prefent oppoitunity of in- 
ltruXmg the Jury on the difputtd point, 
whether they were to judge of law as well as 
ot faX—He then complained, that fpies had 
been fet over him for fcvcral months ; and 
concluded with repeating his declaration, 
that his objeX had been icfonnation not tu¬ 
mult. 

Judge Bullcr having briefly fummed up 
the evidence, rcmaikcd, that there could be 
no doubt of the faX of the defendant's having 
written and puhlifhed the libel, the former

ther the averments in the information were

Fita- 
herbert, near Grolvcnor-Square, by which 
he was prevented from ferving a fubpeena.

The Attorney-General faid, that he could 
not poflibly allow the merits of this iffidf* * 
vir. The notice of trial had been gives 
near three weeks fince, therefore an ioeffco 
• tual attempt to fervea fubpacn* but two day* 
fince, could not ioim a fuihcicnt claim tf 
any further delay* He wifbed alfotoknow 
to what parts of his Lord(bip’s defence tint 
evidence ot Mrs. Fiizhevbeu would heap* 
plicable. * * 

Lord George Cordon replied, by mention^ 
ing a conversion whi^i he (aid he had ** 
Paris with Mrs. FitzHerbert, with the rela¬ 
tion of which he intermingled fo many aK 
lufions to the fituaiion of that lady, cither 
too indelicate or too abfurd for our repeti* 
tion, that Judge Buller was compelled to 
interpofe. His Lordfltip with fome diffi¬ 
culty was filenccd, and it was then ordered 
that the trial Ihould proceed, 

The infoimation was then read, which 
flated, as libellous and feditious, two para¬ 
graphs whtch appeared in the Public A el¬ 
ver lifer, on different days, in the mqnth of 
Augufl, relating the particulars of a vififc * 
paid bv Count Caglioftro, accompanied bp 
Lord Geoi^c Gordon, to Motif. Bartheteroy’ g 
the French CJkargi its Affaires, enlarging tm 
the mei its and 1 uttering* of Count Cagitofr* 
flro, and concluding with fome fevere re¬ 
flexions on the French Queen as the leader 
of a faXion, and on Comte D’Adbemar, 
the French Ambaflador, and Monf. Barths* 
lemy, as the iufidious agents of the Quceo 
and hcrpaity. 

The Attorney-General opened the cafe, 
by mentioning how necefTary it was that all 
foreigners, particularly thofe in an official fi- 
tuation, ihould be protcXed equally in the 1 * 
property and charaXcr. '1 he honour of the 
nation, he remarked, was concerned in tb*c—* 
proceeding. If it was not cffeXual, no fo¬ 
reigner of diftmXion would vifit a country 
where he was expo fed without refource to 
indiferiminate and unmerited ce. r *irea on 
hit private conduX and charaXcr. The 
prefent publication, he obferved, bore \ *{b 
it fuch a palpable teadency to affcX^in * 
dangerous degree the atnity exifling b-fc 
tween the two nations, that the Frcnrt 
AmbafTador had of himfclf taken up ude 
bufinefs, when it was properly determined 
by his Majcfty'a fervants that it Oiould be 
pumfhed by an official profecution. 

John Bolt was then called, who proved 
the purchafe of the papers at the office of 
AJt.
